I.—KUTCH AGENCY. 

Fr<m Bomlajf Govemmeni JReeorda, No, XV of new Seriet, and reporit by the 

Bombay Government. 

1. KUTCH. 

Thu JarejBs of Kutch are said to be a branch of the Samma tribe, 
and to baye emigrated from Siud about the fifteenth century under the 
leadership of Jam Lakha, son of Jara, from whom the tribe derive their name. 
The possessions which the family acquii'ed in Katoh were divided by Xiakha's 
three grandsone. About the year 1640, the three branches of the family were 
represented by Jam Dadar, Jam Hamir, and Jam Rawal. Dadar ruled over 
Wagar, or the eastern district of the province; and Rawal, after murdering 
his kinsman Hamir, usurped bis possessions and united the western districts^ 
or Kutch proper, under his own government. Bnt Khengar, the son of the 
murdered Hamir, with the help of the king of Ahmadabad, from whom he 
received the district of Morvi and the title of Kao,—a title held by the rulers of 
Kutch ever since,—succeeded not only in recovering his father's possessions, 
but in expelling Jam Ruwal from Kutch and reducing Dadar to subjection. 
The former fled to Kathiawar, and there founded the State of Nawanagar, the 
rulers of which are still called Jams. Six generations later Pragmalji, third 
son of Kayadlianji, after his father's death, murdered his elder brothers and 
himself ascended the gadi of Kutch; he however thought it politic to conci* 
Hate his nephew Koyanji by establishing him in the independent principality 
of Morvi, which is still in the possession of bis descendants. The Chiefs of 
Nawanagar and Morvi, though uuited to the Rao of Kutch by the bouds of 
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kindred, are unhappily divided from him by many and acrimonious disputes, 
which after years of discussion still remain unsettled. 

The first Chief of Kutch with whom the British Government formed 
treaty relations was Kao Rayadban, who commenced to rule in 1778 and died 
in 1818. Between Khengar and Rao Rayadban there were eleven successions. 
The cruelty aud tyranny of Rao Rayadhan, who was insane, alienated the 
Chiefs of the country, and in 1786 they seized his person and placed him 
in conBuoment. The administration was thereafter conducted by an energetic 
soldier, named Jamadar Fateh Muhammad. He was, however, looked upon 
with jealousy by the Chiefs, many of whom refused him obedience. Thus in 
1809,* when the first treaty with Kutch was concluded, Hansraj, a rival of 
Fateh Muhammad, ruled independently in Mandvi in the south-western portion 
of tbo province, and the other Chiefs, with the exception of some of the Jareja 
Chiefs who took no part in the quarrel, were divided in their allegiance; some

There shall be an alliance, offensire and defooeiTe, between the two States.

When the Raja reqtriree the assistance of the Honoorable Company’s troops, he shall defray 
tbs sxpenee of them agroeebls to the esUmate.

Whilst the English troops are in the Raja’s country, he shall give them full possession and 
sovereignty of the place where they are encamped. 


AXTICLS 6. 

The Raja's Oorernment shall place no Thanaa or Chankis at tba place granted to the Honoar* 
able Company. 

Abtioui 6. 

Ko dntiea shall he taken on proviiions ooming to the English camp by land or water. 


AanoxB 7. 

The Raja or his Dlwan shall not interfere in the parchases of proviiions for the English 
Camp. 

Astiolb 8. 

The English shall not kill the following animals sacred by the Baje’s religionthe cow, bull, 
calf, hoffalu, parrot, or pigeon. 
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aoknowledgiog the supremacy of Fateh Muhammad, and others that of Hansraj. 
Inroads tnade-by Fateh Muhammad into Gujarat (Ouzerat) and Kathiawar, and 
the piracies committed by the people of Kotoh, provoked the interference 
of the British Government. In October 1809, Treaties (No, I) were concluded 
with Fateh Muhammad on behalf of the Rao, and with Hansraj, by which 
they renounced all claim to interfere in the countries to the east of the Golf of 
Kutch and the Ran, and engaged to suppress piracy and to exclude Earopeana 
and Americans from their possessions. Hansraj was also guaranteed in the 
separate possession of Mandvi till such time as the Rao should assume the 
government.

Mandvi being a nored plae^ and thoee that live in it abatainlng from animal food, the 
eervante of the factory cannot dwell within the town; bub Oompauy’a waro'hooaee and officea may 
be there, and the aervante live where they may pleaae to haild without the wall, and keep 40 
uueqneteen for the protection of their godowna.

The ataplee of the Hononi-able Company imported ehall pay a doty of 6 per eent on the 
amount ealee, and their ezporta the eame, agreeably to the following lift of artiolee 
ilnpor/a.—Broad cloth of every kind, copper, (in, lead, iron, eteaL 
Ajt2ior<«.>-Piece-goode, ootton, horeee.

The troope of the two govemmente ehall take Beyt, Dwarka, and every place in Okhn where 
piratea are, and after taking them, tbe eolloctlon of the revenuee abtll remain with Hananj and 
Sandarjl, one-fourth to the Kaja, and (bree-fourthe to the Honourable Company. Beyt and 
Dwavka being aacred place* ahall be garriaoued by tbe Kutch troopa, and the naanagement of the 
government left to Hansraj and Sundarji.

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Motwiihstandiog repeated retsonstraoces, these engagements tvere not 
,kept; piracies were not suppressed. Betaliation was more than once threatened} 
and in'lSlS a British ofheer was deputed to insist on immediate compliance 
with the demands of the British OoTernment. Daring the negotiations Fateh 
Muhammad died on the 5tb October 1813. Bao Rayadban survived him only 
n month. On his death the succession was disputed between Man Singh or 
Bburmal, bis illegitimate son, and Ladbubba, the legitimate sou of bis brother. 
The former was supported by Husain Mian and Ibrahini Mian, the sons of 
Fateh Muhammad, and with their assistance succeeded in oveicoming bis cousin 
The rule of this Chief, who was afflicted with the same malady as bis father, 
presented a succession of the most atrocious cruelties and aggressions on the 
territories of bis neighbours. No restraint was put on the lawless inbabitauta 
of Wagar, who made constant inroads into Gnjarnt and Kathiawar, and after 
repeated remonstrances on the part of the British Goveroment, it became 
necessary to move a force into Kutch. On the I4th January 1816, a Treaty 
(No. 11) was concluded, by which the Rao agreed to pay indemnity for the 
losses caused by the inroads from M'agar, to suppress piracy, to exclude 
Buropeans and Americans and Arab mercenaries from Kutch, and to give no 
shelter to outlaws; and the British Government engaged, in consideration 
of the cession of Anjar and other villages, and the payment of two Inkhs of 
Koris* annually, to reduce the Bao^s subjects to his authority and to reform 
the Wagar district. "Within a month after the conclusion of this treaty, 
the whole of Kutch was reduced to the Rao^s authority. As the country had 
been greatly impoverished by twenty years of tnrmoil and misrule, the British 
Government, by a supplementary Treaty (No. IH), voluntarily remitted the 
whole of the military expenses the State had incurred, and the annual sum 
which the Rao bad engaged to pay. 

Not long after order had thus been restored, the Rao returned to his evil 
courses. He murdered his cousin Ladhubha, deprived many Chiefs of their 
estates, increased his troops, aud showed such manifest hostility to the 
British Government, that the provisions of the treaty of 1816 were suspended. 
The interference of the British Government was again earnestly invited 
by the principal Jareja Chiefs. A force was therefore moved against the 
Rao in 1319; he was deposed, and his son Desal was placed in power, 
under a regency consisting of some of the Jareja Chiefs, aided by Ihe 
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British Resident; and a new Treaty (No. IV) was si^ed on tte ISth October 
1819. This treaty, besides renewing- the provisions of former engage¬ 
ments, guaranteed the integrity of Kutch from foreign or domestio enemies; 
secured the location of a British force in Kutch, to be paid for by thnt State • 
excluded the civil and orirainnl jurisdiction of the British Government 
from Rutcb; prohibited the Rao from political correspondence with, an^ 
aggression on, other Scales; provided for the suppression of infanticide; 
and guaranteed the' estates of tlie Bhayad and other Rajput Chiefs on con¬ 
dition of their engaging to abstain from that crime. In 1828 the 20th Article 
of the treaty, which provided that all supplies for the use of the British 
troops in Kutch should pass through the Rao's territory fi-ee of transit duty 
was abrogated in consequence of the abuses to which it gave rise. 

One of the first acts of the regency was to restore certain Wagar Chiefs 
to their estates on their engaging (No. V) to preserve the peace. 

In 1822 the district of Anjar was restored to Kutch by Treaty (No. VT) 
in consideration of an annual payment of Sikka Rupees 88,000, The only 
payment which had hitherto been required from the State of Kutch was a con¬ 
tribution of two lakhs of Sikka rupees (Company’s rupees 1,86,969) towards 
the expense of the British subsidiary force. This, however, was not paid with 
regularity, and a large debt was allowed to accamclate. In 1832, therefore, 
a new Treaty (No. VII) was executed, remitting to Kutch all arrears, and 
limiting the demand to two lakhs of Sikka rupees, to he reduced in proportion 
to reductions made in tlie subsidiary force, provided that the sum to be paid 
should never be less than Sikka Rupees 88,000. 

In 1K3S Rao Dcsal was allowed to take part In the transaction of 
public business. The progress he made was so great that it was resolved 
to make over to him the entire administration a year sooner than bed been 
originally intended. Accordingly, in 1834, the Rao was by Treaty. (No. 
VIII) placed in power. He was always conspicuous in his attachment 
to the British Government. In 1886 he abolished (No. IX) the importation 
of slaves into Kutch. In 1840 he exempted from duty vessels forced into 
Maodvi by stress of weather. The rules then framed were superseded by 
other Rules (No. X) in 1861, and in 1873 the States of Junagarh, Bhau. 
nagar, Nawanagar, and Forbandar agreed (No. XI) to allow to Kntch 
vessels driven into* their porta by stress of weather the same exemption from 
customs as is granted to their vessels under these rules by the Rao of Kutch. 
In 1884 (No. XII) an Agreement supplementary to that of 1861 was accepted 
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by the Kutch Darbor, exempting from export duties all goods washed ashore 
within Kutch territory, being portion o! cargo jettisoned by vessels hail¬ 
ing from, or belonging to, ports of Nawanagar in Kathiawar. 

Vigorous measures were taken for the suppression of infanticide in 
Kutch, where the crime was very prevalent. Special provision was made for 
its suppression in the treaty of 1819, and in March 1840 the engagement 
was renewed (No. XIII) by the Jareja Chiefs, who promised to render a 
yearly retorn of all the sons and daughters born to them,* and to take other 
measures for the prevention of the crime of infanticide. These engagements 
were renewed in 1846 (No. XIV). An Engagement (No. XV) was also 
made in I84it with* the head of the Hothi tribe, who claim affinity with the 
Jarejas. These measures have been attended with the most satisfactory 
resalts. In 1842 the proportion of males to females of the Jareja tribe in 
Kntch was as 8 to 1: in 1852 it was as 3 to 1, and in 1868 it was as 
r04tol. Id 1844 a fund, called the infanticide fnud, was instituted. The 
British Ooveroment and the Kntch State each contributed Rs. 4,000 a 
year to it. The object of the fund was to give pecuniary assistance to the 
poor Jarejas in the State, to enable them to defray the cost of manying their 
daughters. In 1857 the fund had a large invested balance, and the contri¬ 
butions &om Government and Kutch wem discontinued. lu 1864, and again 
in 1882, the Oovernment of India declined to renew the contribution from 
imperial revenues, bolding that the Kutch Darbar was competent on its own 
resources to deal with infanticide. In 1883 it was decided that the fund 
need not he kept up, and that grants might be made in case of necessity from 
its capital. In this way the capital was exhausted by the year 1891, and 
the Rao of Kntch then proposed that the system of grants should as a rule 
be abolished, and that assistance should be restricted to cases where it was 
really reqnired by the most indigent Jarejas. This proposal was accepted 
by the Governments of Bombay and India, on the understanding that the 
Darbar would be held strictly responsible to prevent any revival of infanticide 
in Kntch. 

In 1852 the Jareja Bhayad gave a written undertaking to abolish 
the practice of Sati, and proclamations to the same effect were issued by His 
Highness the Rao in that and the two following years. 

The Rao of Kutch has supreme authority within bis own estates, but 
only limited jurisdiction in those of his Chiefs, to whom the collective tei-m 
of Bhayad has generally been applied from the fact of their being descended, 
with few exceptions, from the same ancestor as himself. The Bhayad pay no 
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revenue; they take cognizance of all minor offences on their own estates, andr 
except in serious casesj such as murder and dacoity, claim immunity from 
interference on the part of the Darbar. In return they are bound to fumisli 
troops on any great emergency, and on certain occasions they make custom¬ 
ary presents to the Rao * The estates of the Bhayad do not descend accord- 
ing to the law of primogeniture, but a system of subdivision prevails, which 
has in many cases become so minute as to render the guarantee holders unfit 
to exercise the jurisdiction contemplated in the settlement of 1819, when 
their numbers were only half what they have now reached. Secured by the 
guarantee in the possession of their estates, the Bhayad resisted all improve¬ 
ments, refused allegiance to their Chief, and sought a living hy plunder and 
oppression. Rao Desal in his turn attempted to assert a more complete 
authority over his Chiefs; tu acquire claims over their lands by purchase and 
mortgage j to promulgate laws without their consent; to issue processes to 
their subjects; and to dispense in a measure with the advice which be was 
bound under the treaty of 1884 to take from the council of the Bhayad. 

These pretensions were discountenanced by the Bombay Government, but 
a proposal to place restrictions on the Rao^s issue of processes was not 
accepted by him, as he regarded it as an infringement of his legitimate autho¬ 
rity. The question therefore remained open. 

Rao Desal died in 1860 and was succeeded by bis eldest son Pragmal. 
Soon after bis accession to power, Rao Pragmal showed a disposition to increase 
his influence at the expense of the Bhayad by restoring the innovations 
condemned in his father's lifetime; by creating fresh impositions in the 
shape of fines on the Chiefs and their vassals; and by minute interference in 
civil coses. To remedy this state of things it was proposed to define the 
limits of the Rao's pon-er; to determine who were guarantee holders according 
to the original agreement; and to re-organise the council of the Bhayad; 
but the Rao deprecated any curtailment of his powers over the Bhayad and 
claimed sovereign jurisdiction. 

The British Government determined to maintain the Chiefs in the full 
enjoyment of their possessions and rights as they existed at the time of the 
treaty of 1819, and to mediate between the Rao and his Bhayad so as to 
maintain the equilibrium of power as it existed at the time of the treaty. 
On the other hand, it was necessary to encourage aud strengthen the Rao

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m the full exercise of all bis lejjitimate rights. It was further laid down that 
the British Govenimeub was under no obligation to enforce the engagement in 
the treaty of 1834 which provided for the government of the country by the 
Rao under the advice of his ministers and the Bhayad. In regard to the gen¬ 
eral administration, the Kao was to be left in the exercise of full anthority in 
his own lands: as to the estates of the Chiefs, it was proposed that the Rao 
should have a Council whom he would be bound to consult. In case of diSer- 
eooe the Coonoi), or the Chief whose interests were affected, might appeal to 
(he British representative and finally to the Bombay Government. Existing 
holders of jurisdiction were to be classified on a combined consideration of their 
possessions and intelligence, a certain amount of civil and criminal jurisdiction 
being assigned to them, and the remainder was reserved to the Kao through the 
Council. A concession was made to the Rao that his minister should represent 
him in the Council. These principles were embodied in a draft agreement, but 
it was not acceptable to the Rao, and certain modifications were introduced in 
1868, ns a compromise providing in all reasonable respects for the maintenance 
of the recognised rights of the Rao. The latter, however, strongly objected to the 
terms of this agreement as tending to raise unduly the tiaim of some of the Bha¬ 
yad, to curtail hifi own anthority, and to introduce innovations opposed to the 
usage of the country. As the British Government was desirous to obtain the 
cordial concurrence of the Chief in any improvements in the administration, 
he was allowed the fullest possible opportunity of urging his objections to any 
proposals which might be supposed to affect his rights in any way, and in 1872 
be found himself in a position to propose an agreement for the constitution of 
the Bhayad Court, which met with the general concurrence of the British 
Government. Further discussion, however, ensued regarding the rules, and 
the settlement and rules were finally sanctioned by the Bombay Government 
in 1874 and 1876. His Highness the Rao died without formally effixiug his 
signature to the rules aud settlement, but his intention to sign them was 
accepted. A few slight alterations were subsequently made, and the settlement 
and rules as they now stand are appended as No. XVI. The Bhayad were in¬ 
formed that it had been found necessary to revise the original settlement of 1868^ 
that all guaranteed rights of their body bad been sufficiently conserved under the 
new rules, aud that Government bad every confidence that the Court would be 
worked to their satisfaction. 

In 1871 the Rao of Kutch, at the instance of the Political Agent, declared 
his willingness to adopt measures upon a basis of reciprocity for the surrender 
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■of offenders to and from any neighbouring Stale having first class juriadio- 
tion; but DO formal engagement was submitted for the sanotioa of the 
British Governmeut. 

Amongst other foreigners, natives of Kntch have established themselves 
>n considerable numbers at Zanzibar, and in 1869 the Rao of Kutch issued 
a Proclamation (No. XVII) to the inhabitants of Kutoh, and more particularly 
to those trading with Zanzibar and the Arabian and African coasta, warning 
them against the penalties they would incur by engaging in the slave trade 
and informing them that their claims and suits were to be settled by the 

Bntisli Government in the same way as if they were subjects of the British 
Government. 

In 1872 the Rao of Kutch issued fresh Proclamations (No. XVIII) 

•to his subjects at Zanzibar and Maskat, stating his determination to put a 
stop to their participation in the slave trade, and declariug that any of las 
subjeots directly engaging or indirectly assisting in the trafBc would bo 
punishable by the British Government, which he empowered to deal with such 
persons as with its own subjects, and that all property in Kutch belonging to 
persons convicted of the offence would be confiscated. He also deputed hw^ 
minister to co-operate with Sir Bai*tle Frere, who was then employed as Hot .--fi 
Majesty's special envoy for the more effectual suppression of the East African 
slave trade, to make enquiries into the participation of Kutch aubjeote in the ^ 
slave trade, and to prosecute those found to have been engaged in I'L This - 

spontaneous action on the part of the Rao was cordially recognised by the 
British Goverumeot. 

In 1873 the Rao abolished transit duties in Wagar, and thus freed 
Kutch from taxation which had been discontinued in his other districts 
since 1856. 

Rao Fragmal, who had received the right of adoption (No. XIX), died 
in January 1876, and was succeeded by his eldest son Ehengar> the present 
Chiefs who is now (1892) twenty-six years of age. 

The Kutch State has not entered into an agreement regarding opium. 

There is no cultivation or manufacture of opium in Kutch territory. The 
local consumption is supplied only with opium which has paid duty to the 
British Government, a partial drawback being allowed. The State is res¬ 
ponsible for preventing the import of illicit opium into and the export of all 
opium from its territory.

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In 1885 an Agreement (No. XX) waa concluded with the Bao, under 
wliicli His Higliness undertook to prevent the exportation from Kutch of all 
Balt manufactured or produced within tlie provinoe to any part of British 
India or of any Native State, or of any foreign Buiupean settlement in 
India. 

In 1890 an Agreement (No. XXI) was made with the State of Kutoh for 
the construction of a line of telegraph from the eastern frontier of Hutch 
through Bbcg to Maodvi. The line was constructed and is worked by the 
British Telegraph Department. 

The population of Kutoh, according to the census of 1891, amounts to 
558,415. The estimated area is 6,500 square miles. The gross revenue of 
the Rao, part of which is annually farmed out, is Rupees 18,04,000 : that of 
the subordinate Chiefs or Bbayad aggregates Rupees 11,80,000. The State 
pays a contribution of Rupees 1,86,949 to the British Government, which 
is liable to be reduced to a minimum of Sikka Rupees 88,000 in the event of 
the redaction of the subsidiary force. 

In 1886 the title of "Sawai Bahadur” was conferred on His Highness 
an hereditary distinction. He is entitled to a salute of 17 guns. 

The military force of the State consists (1891) of 2 field and 162 other 
guns, 16 artillerymen, 859 cavali'y, and 1,425 irregular infantry, includ* 
ing police. In addition to these troops the Rao's Bhayad could furnish on re¬ 
quisition a mixed force of about 4,000 men.

Ahticles of Agreement between the Honotjrablk East India. 
Company, entered into by Captain Samuel Adam Green¬ 
wood, under the orders of IAbutbnant-Oolonbl Walker, 
Resident, with the Vizardt Jemadar Euttbh Mahomed 
and his son Notiar Hussain Meeja, on behalf of the 
Maha Rao Shree Roydhunjeb, viz .— 

Artiolb 1. 

As friendsliip exists between the government of the Honoarable Com* 
Mny and the government of the Maharaja Anund Kao Ouikwar Sena Khae 
Kbeyl on the oiw part and the government of the Maha Bao Shree Eoydban 
on the other, it is agreed that no troops shall cross to the country to the east 
or opposite side of the Qulf and Rauu lying between Kutch and Gazerat, ner 
shall any claim or interference be therein inuintained. 

Article 2. 

The above article is indispensable, but ns the Maha Bao Mirza Roydhnn 
possesses old claims on Nowanuggur, it is agreed that these as well as any 
other demands, either pecuniary or otherwise, which exist, or may arise, shall 
be settled agreeably to equity and justice, and with dne regard to the character 
of Maha Kao Shree, by the dreision of three people, one on behalf of the 
Honourable Company, one on behalf of the Maha Bao Shree, and a third on 
behalf of the parties on whom the claims are made. 

Article 3. 

The Maha Rao Shree Roydhun engages that piracy shall be eradicated 
ihrouehout the conntiy of Kutch. Should any piracy take place, the pirates 
should be punished and expelled from the country. 

Article 4. 

Maha Rao Shree Roydhun engages not to permit any establishment 
whatever to be made in the country by any European or American power or 
any of those nations to remain therein.

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Articles of Engagement entered into by Ebwan Hunsraj 
Sambdass of Mandavee Bunder, -with Capi'ain Samuel 
A. Grebnwood, on behalf of the Honourable Compant, 
as follows:— 


Article 1. 

As friendship exists between the ^OTernment of the Honoarable Com¬ 
pany and the government of the Maharaja Sena Khas Kheyl Shumsher 
Baliadoor on the one part, and the government of the Maha Rao Shree Koy- 
dhnn on the other, I do hereby agree that no troops shall cross to the conntry 
on the opposite aide of the Gulf and Runn (lying between Kulch and Guze- 
rat), nor shall any claim or interference be maintained therein ; shonld any 
claim or dispote arise, the same shall be settled by arbitration, under the 
mediation of the Company. 

Article 2. 

Hunsraj Sa, Dewan, engages, on behalf of the Maha Rao Roydbiin, that 
piracy shall be emdicated throughout the territories subject to Mandavee; 
should any act of piracy occur, the pirates shall be punished and expelled the 
eouutry. 

Articlb S. 

Hunsraj Sa, Dewan, also eogagpes, on behalf of the Maha Rao Roydhun, 
not to permit any European or American power to form an establishment at 
Mandavee and its dependencies, nor to permit any (of these nations) to 
remnin therein.

Translation of a Paper to the address of the Honourable 
Company from Dewan Hunsraj Sambdass of Mandavee 
Bunder. 

I, Hunsraj Samedass of Mandavee Bunder, the Dewan and servant of 
Maha Kao Mii*za Roydhun, wishing to preserve and secure to my sovereign 
and master the possession of Mandavee Bonder in peace and tranqnility, do 
hereby require the protection of the Hononrable Company on the following 
terms and conditions 

Article . 

The town and port of Mandavee, its villages and dependencies, to be 
maintained in my possession on behalf of the said Maha Rao Miraa Roydhun, 
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to whom, bis heirs and successors, the said dependencies shall be restored under 
tlie guarantee of the Company; whenever he or they shall be restored to the 
exercise of their legal and uncontrolled authority, and when my sovereign 
shall assume the government of this country, this port of Mandavee and its 
dependencies sh^l be delivered up to him. 

Ajitiolb 2. 

In order to give effect to the above Article, and to ensure its execution, 
an Agent on the part of the Honourable Company, who shall be attended by 
a guard of 40 men, shall reside at Mandavee, so long as the place may remain 
in my possession, but to be afterwards subject to such arrangement in res{>eot 
to remaining or being dismissed as the sovereign Maha Kao may agree to. 

Aetiolb 8. 

For the expenses of this establishment an annual nuzzerana of Rupees 
1-8,000 shall be paid to the Honourable Compauy^s Government in four iostal* 
meats, viz., oommenoing from the arrival of the Company's Agent. 

Aetiolb 4. 

In the event of any persons attempting to gain possession uf hfandavee 
and its dependencies, the Honourable Company will be pleased to extend their 
aid and protection to the extent of two battalions, with their proportion of 
Artillery, the expenses of which shall be defrayed, at the rate of Rupees 
82,500 per month for each battlion, payable in monthly instalments, during 
the employment of the troops, aud to be returned when I have no further 
occasion for them, 

Aetiolb 5. 

It is to be understood that the employment of this force is intended 
solely for the defence of Mandavee and for its preservation onder my manage* 
ment, and therefore should any pei'son become the enemy of Maudavee, the 
Sircar will arrange with them. 

Aeticle 6. 

My sole object being to secure under tbe protection of the Honourable 
Company the possessions of my sovereign in peace and tranquility, I engage 
to enter into any terms of accommodation with Futteh Mahomed that may 
appear advisable and conducive to this end, and which may receive the sano- 
tioQ of the Honourable Company.

Articles of a Treaty of Alliance between the Honourable 
English East India Company and His Highness Maha- 
RAJ Mibza Eao Bharmuljeb of Kutch, agreed to by both 
Governments— 1816 

Article 1. 

A firm and lasting peace and amity shall hereafter exist between the 
contracting governments. 

Article 2. 

The people of the Kutch District of Wagur having committed anpro- 
voked depre^tions in the mehals of their Highoesses the Peisbwa and 
Guikwar in the peninsula of Kattywnr, the Maha Uao engages to reimburse 
the losses sastained by their aggressions, and al^o to defray the military 
enpenses incnnvd in consequence aocoi-ding to a separate deed by whioh the 
Maha Rao engages to abide. 

Article 3. 

His Highness the Maha Rao engages to become responsible to the 
Peishwa's, Guikwar's, and Honourable Company’s governments for any loss 
whioh their subjects may hereafter sustain by depredations from subjects of 
the Kutch State. 

Article 4. 

The pubjects of the Kulch State shall on no account cross the Gulf or 
Runn for hostile purposes, neither shall they cross to act against the suhjeoto 
of the Honourable Company or those of Sreemunt Peishwa or the Goikwars. 
The subjects of tbe aforesaid three govemmente shall (in like manner) not 
cross the Gulf or Runn for hostile purposes against the Kao’s subjects. The 
fort of Anjar, etc., having been ceded to the Hononruble Company, no objec¬ 
tions exist to troops and stores crossing the Gulf or Runn for that place. 

Artiolb 5. 

His Highness the Rao binds himself to suppress in the most effectual 
manner the practice of piracy throughout his dominions and coasts, and 
engages to make good any losses sustained by vessels sailing under the 
pass ”of the Honourable Company by piracies committed from the porte 
in Kutch. Tbe practice of confiscating property wrecked on the coast 
from this date be suppressed, and His Highness engages to cause all property 
thus sequestrated to be returned to the legal owner. 
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Articlb 6. 

His Highnefie the Bao engages that no foreign, Earopean, or Amertcan 
force of any descriplion, or agent of any of those powers, shall he permitted 
to pass through or reside in the State of Kuteb. 

Abtiols 7. 

The Rao binds himself to prohibit the admission of Arab meroenaries 
into Kutcln Arabs resorting for mercantile purposes shall not be permitt^ 
to leave any of their followers. Tb^ shall return with the merebanU. This 
shall be particularly attended to. In consideration, however, of the situatioii 
of Luckpnt on the borders o( Sindh, and for the object of keeping the 
district of Wagur in subjection, the Rao shall retain in bis service Arab 
Sebundy not exceeding in number four hundred men. 

Asticlb 8. 

The Honourable Company, in ooniiderstion of the distracted state of the 
government of Bao Bharmuljee, and its inability to fold] the a^ve obligatioos 
without aid, engage to cause such possessions as have been ahenated by the 
ti-eachery of his seirants to be restored to His Highness's authority; any of 
the servants above alluded to returning to their allegiance through the media- 
tion of the Honourable Company shall have their a^rs arranged in a manner 
meeting the wishes of both governments. 

Articlb 9. 

The district of Wagur, a dependency of the Kutch State, will require 
to Tindery a thorough reform. The prohibition which exists to the Rto enter- 
tuining J^ab Sebundy beyond a limited number disables him from effecting 
a settlement of that district satisfactorily to the Honourable Company. The 
latter, therefore, agree to aid Hia Highness with a force to arrange ttija 
talooka in a manner suitable to the objects of both govemments, so that it 
remain obedient to the Rao'a anthdrity, who binds himself, as in Article 3rd, 
to be responsible for the future acts of the people. 

A&tiols 10. 

As a friendly return for the essential services thus engaged to be per¬ 
formed, His Highness the Bao agrees to cede to the Honourable Company io 
perpetuity the fort of Anjar, with villages, including Toorea Bunder, and in 
addition engages io pay in perpetuity an anuual sum of two lakhs of oorries 
(Rao Shsi) io cash to the Hononrable Company. Ihe partioulan of this 
Article are contained in a separate deed. 

Aeticlb 11. 

The slaughter of cows and bullocks being directly at variance with the 
religion of the Jbarejas and the greater portion of the natives of Kateb, the 
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Honourable Company engages to abstain from tbe slanghter of those animals 
witbin the limits of Kutch, and from violatlDg tbe i-eligious prejudices of tbe 
Kao's subjects. 

Aktiolb 12. 

His Highness the Rao engages not to allo^ a Bharw^uttaa of the 8bree> 
munt Peish'tra, Ouikvvar, or Honourable Company’s governments to reside 
within bis territory, and (in like manner') tbe above three governments engage 
not to permit a Bbarwuttea of the Kao’s country to reside in their mebals. 
Ill the event, however, of a Bbarwuttea residing within a foreign State and 
committing acts of depredation from thence, tbe power affording him an 
asylum shall be considered responsible. 

Artiolb 13. 

A representative of the Honourable Company’s government shall reside 
with the Kao in the capital, in order that all questions which may arise 
between tbe contracting governments be discuased in a friendly manner, and 
the engagements of both parties be watolied over and preserved inviolate. 
This vakeel shall not listen to any complaints either from the Kao’s Bbayad 
or his ministeia; at the Kao’s request, however, tbe Sircar will afford him its 
best advice. 

The above thirteen Articles of Treaty shall be adhered to by tbe Bao, his 
heirs and successors, and tbe Honourable Company.

Any charitable, religious, or other ancient 
gifts of my government shall be investigated by the Honoarable Company, 
and on authentic papers being produced the Hononrable Company's govern¬ 
ment shall continue them.

Disputes regarding villages, boandariee, 
or disputes of any kind between the subjects of the two governments shall be 
adjust^ by two persons on the part of the Sircars, agreeably to justice. One 
Sircar sball not send orders or mohsuls on the subjects of ^e other; snbjects 
or inhabitants of the above places coming to me to complain I shall not 
listen to them. 


A&ticlb 2. 

In addition to the above deed I have agreed to pay to the Hononrable 
Company from my government an animal snm of two lakba fiao Shai 
oorries; this cash is to be paid in two kiste, as follow

In this manner I am to pay two lakhs of oorries annoally f‘*r ever, nnd 
should the corries not be paid on the stipnlated dates 1 am to pay iat«u-uet at 
the rate of 9 per cent, per annum. 

I have given these two Articles in writing to the Honourable Company's 
Sircar of my own free will; I and my heirs and snooessors are tu abide by 
them.

Articlb 1.. 

The Right Honourable'the Governor General in Council has ratified the 
thirteen Articles of Treaty concluded on tlie 14th January 1816 between 
the English Sircar and that of His Highness the Raoj but as His Highness** 
government is newly established, and is responsible in the 2nd Article of 
the Treaty for a debt of twenty lakha of ri»i>eee, which it would Bad much 
difficultv in discharging, the Honourable Company, guided by feelings of 
friendship, relinquishes os a voluntary gift the sura of eight lakhs thirteen 
thousand eight hundred and seventy-six rupees, being the amount charged to 
its military expenses. 

Abticlo 2. 

In order still farther to aid the Maha Rao*s government, and as a teetU 
moiy of the interest which the Honourable Company takes in its welfare, 
the latter does of its own free will relinquish tRe annual sum of two lakhs of 
corries which the Rao hns agreed to pay by the 10th Article of the aforesaid 
Treaty. It is hoped that these disinterested and friendly aids conferred by 
the Honourable Company on His Hiohness the Hao will indiioe the latter to 
repose perfect confidence, to act with unanimity and to preserve inviolate the 
stipulations conUined in the original Treaty.

Company and His Highness Maharaja Mirza Bao Sere* 
Dessuljeb, his heirs and successors, concluded by Captain 
James Maomitrdo, on the part of the Honourable Com* 
PANT, and by Jearejas Prdtherajjbe, Vijerajjxe, Meba- 
MUNJEE, PraGJEE, pRAGJEfl MOKAJEB, AlLTAJEE, NoNG- 
hunjeb, Bhanjee and Jetmuljer, by virtue of full powers 
from their respective Governments— 1819 . 

Whereas a Treaty of alHance, consietiogr of thirteen Articles, was con. 
cloded on the I6th January 1816. with two aupplemenUry Articles, under 
Mte 18|h June lHi6, between the Hunourabie Past India Company and the 
Mah^j Rao Bharmnljee and hie succeseors. In ooneequence, however, of 
the hoeUle conduct of the sail) Rho towarde the Honourable Company, and 
oad oppre»pion to his Bhayad, it has become necessary for the 
etubility of theal.iance l^tween the contractiujf parties to make certain alter* 
atione in the above-mentioned Treaty. 

Articlb 1. 

It is hereby declared that all Articles of the aforesaid Treaty which are 
not modified or superseded by any of the Articles in the preeenc Treaty shall 
be considered good and valid. 


Articlb 2. 

A^eeably to the desire of the Jbareja Bhayad the Hononrable Company 
asrees in declaring Bharmuljee to have forfeited all claims to the gnddee of 
Kutol), and he is accordingly solemnly deposed. The said Bharmuljee shall 
reside in Rhooj as a Srate prisoner, under a guard of Briti!<h troops, nibjeot, 
however, to be removed to a place of further seenrity in the event of Lis 
being implioated in any intrigue, the Kutcb government agreeing to pay 
annually the sum of 86,000 o«rries through the Hononrable Company for the 
anbeistence of the said Bharmuljee, 

Artiolb 8. 

The infant son of the late Rao Bharmuljee having been uoanimously 
elect^ by tlie Jhareja Chiefs to succeed to the vacant throne, be and hie 
legitimate offspring are accordingly acknowledged by the H<>iioorable Com- 
P"py Bs tbe lawful sovereigns of Eutch under the name and title of 8laha. 
rajwb Mirza Kao Descnljee. 
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Abticli 4.. 

In coDBequeoec o£ llie minority of the present Rao Dessul the Jhareja 
Bhayad, with the Honourable Company's advice, determine that a regency 
shall be formed with full powers to transact the affairs of the government. 
The following are chosen as the membeTs : Jhai'eja Vijerajjee of Somri Roha, 
Jhareja Prutherajjee of Naugercha, Bajgoor Odbowjee Hiibhoy, Mehta 
Lnckmidas Wnllubjee, Khiittri Ruttonsi Jettani, and the British Resident 
for the time being. These six persons are entrusted with the execulire manage¬ 
ment of the government of Kntch; and in order that they may perform the 
service of the State with effect the Honourable Company agree to afford the 
regency their gtxarantee, until the Rao completes his twentieth year, when the 
minority ceases. 

Articlb 5. 

The Honourable Company engages to guarantee the power of Hw High¬ 
ness the Rao Dessul, bis heirs and successors, and the integrity of his domi¬ 
nions, from fi'ieigu or domestic enemies. 

Articlb d. 

Tire Honourable Company, at the desire of Rao Shree Dessnl and the 
Jhareja Bhayad, for the security of the government of Kutcb, agrees to leave 
a British force in its service. For the payment of this force Reo Shrfe 
Dessuljee and the Jhareja Bhayad agree that funds shall be appropriated fi-om 
the revenues of Kutch. The Houourable Company retains to itself the option 
of reducing or entirely withdrawing its troops (and relieving Kutch from the 
expense) whenever, in the opinion of govemmeut, the efficiency and sti-ength 
of the Rao's authority may admit of its being done with safety. 

Articlb 7. 

The money stipulated for in the preceding Article is to be paid in insfal- 
mentfi, each of four months, and it is further engaged that the n gency 
appointed in the 4th Article shall enter into a separate responsibilitj for the 
I'egnlar payment of the above kists. 

Artiolb 8. 

The Kutch government engages not to allow any Arabs, Seedees, or 
other foreign mercenaries to remain in it* territories, nor generally to entertain 
any soldiers, not natives of Kutch, without the consent of the Honourable 
Company's government. 

Articlb 9. 

The Kutch government agrees that no foreigh vessels, American, Buropean 
or Asiatic, shall be allowed to import into the territories of Kutch arms or 
military stores. The Honourable Company engages to supply the wants of 
the Kutcb government in these articles at a fair valuation. 
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Aetioli 10. 

The Honourable Company engages to exermse no authority oter the 
domesrio concerns of the Kao or of those of any of the Jbapeja Chieftwna 
of the .country; that the Rao, liis heirs and successors, shall be absolute 
meters of their territory, and that the ciril aud criminal jurisdiction of the 
British OoTernment shall not be introduced therein. 

Akticxi U. 

It is clearly understood that the views of the British Government are 
limited to the reform and orgauizatiou of the military establishment of the 
&utch government, to the correction of any abuf^es which may operate 
oppressively on the inhabitants, and to tbe limitation of the general expenses 
of the State within its resources. 


Aeticlb 12. 

The Rao, his heirs and saccessors, engage not to enter into negotiation# 
with any Chief or State without the sanction of the British Ooveromeot, b^it 
their customary amicable correspoodenoe with friends and relations shall 
continue. 

Abtiole 13. 

The Rao, hia heirs and sucoessors. engage not to commit agressions 
on any Chief or State, and if any disputes with such Chief or State aocidant> 
ally arise they are to be submitted for adjuslment to the arbitration of 
the Honourable Company. 

Artiolb 14. 

The Rao, his heirs and successors engage to afford what military foroe 
they may posiees to tbe aid of the Honourable Company's government npon 
its requisition. This Article, however, is not to be understood as imposmg 
any duties on the Jbareja JBbajad contrary to their established oustoms. 

Article 15. 

The Kutoh ports shall be open to all British vessels, in like manner as 
British ports shall be free to all vessels of Kutoh, in order that the most 
friendly intercourse may be carried on between tbe goveroments. 

Aetioli 16. 

Tbe British Government, with tbe approbation of that of Kutch, engage# 
to guarantee by separate deeds tbe Jbareja Chiefs of tbe Bbayad, and generally 
all RajpODt Chiefs in Kutob and Wagur, in fall enjoyment i f their possesrion#, 
and further to extend the same protection to Mehta Luckmidas WulUiljjes^ 
who, for tlie welfare of the Kutch Durbar, has acted iu oopcart with tbe 
Jbarejas, and with great seal aud einoerity. 
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ARTlCIiB 17. 

His Higlmess tl)d Rao^ his heirs and suecessors, at the particular instance 
of tiie Honourable Company; ett^^e to abolish in their own family the 
practice of infanticide ; they also engage to join liearlily with the Honourable 
Company in abolishing the custom generally through the Bhayads of Kutob. 

Articlb 18. 

Previonsly to the execution of the deed of gnarantee in favour of the 
Jhareja Rhayad, according to the tenor of the I6th Article, a written engage* 
ment shall be entered into by them to abstain from the practice of infanticide, 
and specifying that in case any of them do practice it, the guilty person shall 
submit to a punishment of any kind that may be determined by the Honour* 
able Company's government and the Kntoh Durbar. 

Abticlr 19. 

The British Resident or his Assistant shall reside In Bbooj, and be treated 
with appropriate respect by the Government of Kutch. 

Article 20,* 


Articie 21. 

It being contrary to the religious principles of the Jharejas and people of 
Kutch, that cows, bullocks, and peacocks should be killed, the Honourable 
Company agree not to permit these animals to be killed in the territory of 
Kubch or to permit in any way the religion of the natives to be obstructed. 

These twenty-one Articles are binding to the Rao, his heirs and suoces- 
ors, for ever, and to the Honourable Company.

permit no person who thieves or steals to live iu onr lands nor 
abali we listen to any such people. Should any person living in onr lands 
commitanyactof plunder, and the fact be ascertained to be positive, we en¬ 
gage to become responsible individually for the act to both Sircars, and to 
surrender the criminals to the Durbar. 

Abticlb 3. 

Should travellers be plundered in our lands, or should any property be 
lost, we enMge to become reaponaible, agreeably to the order of the Durbar 
to remove the crime from ourselves by establishing it satisfactorily elsewhere. 

Artiolb 4. 

Should we have any dispute with onr neighbooring Bhomlas and Gras- 
aias relative to boundaries, etc., we engage to refer the dispute to the arbitra¬ 
tion of both Sircars. We engage to have '* Ver” (feuds) with none. 

Articls 5. 

Should a Graasia or other person attempt to leave our lands wWi th« 
intent of having a feud, or disturbing the jieace, we will prevent him; Kbe 
goes by force we will instantly inform the Durbar. 
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Auticlb 6.

On an alarm of plunderers passing with plunder, we will instantly pro¬ 
ceed and intercept them. 

Article 9. 

We have given a distinct deed to the Durbar, under the guarantee of the 
Sircar, for the payment for ever of an annual jummabundee. ■ The specific 
Jummabundee mentioned in it we shall yearly pay. Should auy heavenly or 
earthly misfortune happen, in such year the Durbar is to look to our articles. 

Article 10. 

Should we have a necessity for money, and wish to sell our villages we 
engage to acquaint the Sircars beforehand. 

Article 11. 

Any old fort or castle on our lands we engage to permit to be destroyed, 
and henceforth to build no uew work of the kind. 

In the above manner we engage to behave justly, peaceably, and honestly 
and not to act improperly or infringe on our engageraeuts.

Since the establishment of the connexion between the two governmeute 
the British Brigade has been cantoned at the foot of the hill fort of Bhojea, 
which baa remained in the hands of the Bi-iUsh. The British Governmeut, 
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from an anxiety to restore the fort to His Highnessthe Rao, has had the 
groond in the neighhouriiood of Bhooj examined with the view of removing 
the camp, One spot only has been found suitable for a cantonment; it is 
situated to the north of the town and belongs to Rajgoor Brahmins, and the 
goverument of Kutcb being unable to induce the owners voluntarily to sur¬ 
render this ground, has expressed a wish that the cantonment may remain 
where it is at present, and the fort conlinne in the oconpation of the British, 
To this proposal the British (Government agrees, and the Kutch government 
engages never to require the Biiiish Government to give up the fort without 
obtaining by punhase from the proprietors the ground above-mentioned and 
giving it to the British Government, and indemnifying the British (Govern- 
meiit for any expense which it may have incurred in repairing the fort, which 
expense, however, is not to exceed the som of Kupees (45.000) forty-five 
thousand. r V , / j

durbar arrears amounting to 9,75,000 corries, and which the Kutch govern- 
mcut is nnable not only to liquidate, bat even to discharge the annual amount 
stipulated by formrr Treaties for the pay of the troops and on accouot of 
Anjar. T)ie two governments have therefore agreed to modify existing Treaties 
in the manner written iu this engagement, which is dated at Bhooj on this 
20th day of September 1832, being the llth day of Bhadurwa Vud, 1839 
Sumwat.

PORTATION of SLAVJ53 into KUTCH—1836. 

Se it known to the prindpnl merchants uf Mandyee, and eyery other 
merchant as well as trader in Katch, whether belonging to it or only trading 
thereto, to all navigators of vessels, to the inhabitants of Kutoh geneT^lj, that 
if any slaves^ Negn es or Abyssinians, sUall be brought for sale to any seaport 
in Kutcb after the middle of July next, the vessel conveying them shall be 
oonBsoated, and its cargo shall be^me the property of this (^ovemment (Dar- 
bar). No petition for its restoration shall listened to ; and further, the 
offenders shall be brought to condign punishment, whether they bebmg to 
Kutch or another counti-y. Thci'e will be no departure from this resolution. A 
vessel which brings slaves shall be seized, and summary punishment inBicted 
on those who navigate her. 

The British Government have made arrangements to suppress the trade in 
slaves throughont the adjacent countries, and it has instructed the otficers 
commanding its ships to seize and retain all vessels bringing slaves. I 
therefore strictly prohibit, after the date before mentioned, any more slaves 
being brought to this country; let all my subjects disoontinue this custom, 
and take heed of this Proclamation, and look to their interests and welfare by 
attending to it.

charge of five coiries, which is to be Inviqd as a fee on all v^els under the 
foregoing circumstances. 
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’ Rol£ 2. 

A vessel diivea into Maodavee, e(o., under the oiroumstances Above 
derailed, requiting enoh repairs as will involve the necessity of landing her 
cargo, a time will be fixed under which the repairs must be c 'mpleted, and 
the cargo re-shipped, when no duty will be ehnrged, provided that curing rhat 
time no attempt be made, either by the tindal, the owners of the boat, or 
their accredited agents, to defraud me of custom duties by the surreptitious 
sale of any portion of the cargo. 


Rglb 3. 

A vessel driven into Maudavee, etc., under the foregoing circumstances 
and being found unseaworthy, her cargo may, within a specido time, be 
traushipi^ free of doty charges. 


Rul8 4. 

Sliould a boat be driven into Mandavee, etc,, at the close of the season, 
and be compelled to lay up for the monsoon, security must, in the drst instance, 
be given for the full amount of custums on the whole cargo, when the gooiis 
may lie landed and wardioused at the expense and risk of the owner or tindul 
of the vessel; the original invoice of the cargo, or an authentic copy, *»hall be 
deposited with the custom authorities; at the opening ot the season the goods 
must be re-sbipped on board the. vessel which brought them, unless she be 
proved unseawoithy. 


Rdls 6. 

Should it be proved that the tindal or owner of a vessel driven into 
Mandavee, etc., attempt to defraud the custom authoritiee of duty hy the sole 
of any portion of the cargo, or should they, without satisfactory reason, fail

26th May 1873. 

We formerly gave an Agreement to Colonel Lone, Political Agent, on 
the 20th of Decemlwr 1849, that if any vessel of the British Government or 
of the States of Kattywar were driven into our ports by stress of weather we 
would collect no sea customs from it. 

At that time the Maharaja of Eatch had not given in an Agreement to 
take no customs from ships from our ports driven by stress of weather into 
the Kutch ports, and therefore we did not make that concession to him. 

But afterwards the Bao Saheb on the 27th of October 1851 gave in 
certain regulations to Government wherein he agreed not to take costoms on 
vessels from the Kattywar ports driven into the Xutcb ports by stress of 
weather. 

Wherefore we hereby agree that we will in fntare allow to Kntch ypnicLi 
driven into our porta by stress of weather the same exemption from onstoibs 
as is granted by Hii Highness the Kao in the abovenamed regulations.

Renew’ed Engagement entered into by the Jharbja Chiefs of 
Kutoh, under date the 28rd March 1840, renouncing Pk- 
MALB Infanticide—1840. 

The writing of Jhareja Rahebjee, Chief of Kotsra, is this:—In the year 
of Sumwut 1875 (a. d. 1819) there was a Treaty made between the Durbar 
of Kutob and the English governmeDt. In the 17tli Article of that Treaty 
it was stipulated that we, the Jharejns, would no longer destroy our female 
children; and in Suinwut 1891 (a. D. 1835) we renewed our eugagement to 
the Durhar on this subject. Now the two goverameute have no conBdence 
in the fulhlment of our eugagements; therefore we have been summoned and 
required to consider the following arrangement: — 

• Abtiolb 1. 

An accurate acrouni of all the sons and daughters born in the Bhayad 
shall be rendered yearly to the Durbar according to a set form. 
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Articlb 2. 

Whenever a newly-born child is destroyed among the Bhayad the Chief 
shall give information to the Durbar, within the space of fifteen days, in 
order that the morderer may be visited with punishment by fine or othen^se. 
If the Chief oonoeals any instance of the crime, or neglects to take such measures* 
as a« sure to prevent its concealment from himself, and infoiiaation of its 
having been committed reaches the Durbar from another quarter, then the 
Chief himself shall submit to be heavily fined. It therefore behoves the Chief 
to take good precautions and whenever it is aecertaiued that the wife of a 
Jbareju has beeu pr^uant, and the child is stated to have been boro prema¬ 
turely, or to have di^ naturally, in such case four respectable men shaU take 
cognizance of the facts, and their verdict shall be reported to the Durbar 
within fifteen days. 

Abtiolb 3. 

The Dnrbar will keep the amount of all fines infiioted under the 2nd 
Article in a separate fund, out of which assistance will be given to any poor 
man who is marrying his daughter, on a representation of the circumstances 
being made by the Chief. 

Aeticlb 4. 

One or two mehtas from the Durbar will go round the country and when 
they arrive in any of the villages the Chief will cause accurate lists of all 
the sons and daughters to be made out for the information of the two govern¬ 
ments. 

To the above four Articles I do hereby i^ee, in behalf of myself and my 
posterity, to every generation.

Teanslation of an Engagement entered into by Jhaebja Ken- 
GABJBB, of Rhoah, On the 7th May 1846. 

Jhfireja KoDg^rjee, of Soomree Rhoab, writes thus:—Because in 1819 
the BritUh Government made a Treaty with that of His Highness the Rao, 
and in the 17th Article it was agreed that infanticide should not be permitted, 
and to this effect I gave a written agreement; again in a.d. 18S3-d4>, on this 
account 1 gave a written paper to the Durbar; but the two governments not 
having full faith, again, in 18S9>40, took from me a fresh writing; and now 
to make enquiries the two Sircars have summoned me to Bhooj, when all the 
above written papers and the written notice sent by Sir J. Malcolm in 1829«30 
were all read, and regarding the 2nd Article of the Agreement of 1839-40,1 
was questioned, when it appeared that it was not altogether ful611ed ; whereas 
I could not make any excuse, I requested pardon, and petitioned that I would 
take certain measures to see that the following arrangements were duly carried 
out, ms.:— 

Artiole 1. 

A skilful midwife, such as shall be approved of by the Durbar writers I 
will always entertain as a servant, and she will every two months travel through 
all the villages belonging to my clan, and come and inform me of the num^r 
of women in labour and the number of months, that she and I may be able to 
give an account to the Durbar writer when he comes round. 

Auticio! 2. 

Whenever a premature birth shall occur this midwife will inform me of 
it, so that X may keep a correct account of it and of those who are in child 
.labour. 

Article 8. 

Thus, as is written above in the 1 st Article, the account of women iu child 
labour being kept, after nine months 1 will cause inquiry to be made, and take 
great care about it and not neglect it; if after this any negleot should be 
apparent on my part the two governments may take any measures that will 
satisfy them. 

Article 4. 

1 will keep a strict register of all male and female births, with such witr 
nesses and explanations of all deaths caused by disease, etc., as will be satisfac¬ 
tory to the Dnrbar Agents. 

Article 5. 

From the form of the births and deaths of ohildren which the Durbar 
sends annually for, the two Sircars observe that more deaths from disease 
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occar amongst the females than the male children, and that sufficient care and 
prot^tion IB not afforded to the former, and on this account desire greater 
cautions; therefore I will take every possible means as above, and by every 
other way endeavour, so that it may be certain the female infants will be 
carefully nourished amongst the brethren of my tribe so that it will be 
apparent to the two goverumeuts. 


Abtioia 6. 

Should any of the wives of my brethren go abroad or into any other 
country, or to the homes of their fathers, and there have female infants and 
put them to death, this will not be on my bead. I only answer for what may 
take place in my conntry. ^ 

Thus having in view as written in the above Articles, together with the 
former engagements, I will be answerable that great care is taken, so that 
should any difference exist, and the arrangement not be sofficient, then the 
two governments are masters, and shall make what arrangements they choose, 
and soch shall be binding on me. 

The above in the name of my forefathers 1 agree to.

Engagement executed by the Chief of the Hothee Tribe for 
the Suppression of Female Infanticide—1842. 

I, Hothee Koonurjee, of Burra Biindra, write that there was a Treaty 
made between the English and Kuich Government in the year Sumwut 1875, 
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A.D. 1819, in the I7tb Article of winch all the Jhareja Bhayad agreed not to 
destroy their female children; in that agreement the whole of the tribes con* 
curred; therefore the Durbar many times has reiterated its orders, but we 
from our foolishness did not agree to this; bat now Moonshee Gool Mahomed 
came to our village to make the census, and we would not, according to the 
custom of the country, allow him to take it. This was on oar part a great 
fault; therefore the Sircar sent on us teu Mohsnl sowara, and wei went and 
prayed for pardon of our offence from the two Sircars, and agreed, according 
to the agreement of all the Jharejas, to keep our children alive according 
to the four paragraphs written nnderneatfa :— 

Aktiolb 1. 

An accurate account of all the sons and daughtera boro in the Bhayad 
shall be rendered yearly to the Durbar, according to a set form. 

Artiolb 2. 

Whenever a newly-bom child is destroyed among the Bhayad the Chi e f 
shall give information to the Durbar within the space of fifteen days, in order 
that the muitlerer may be visited with punishment by fine or otherwise. If 
the Chief conceals any instance of the crime, or neglects to take such men* 
Bures as are calculated to prevent its concealment from himself, and inform¬ 
ation of its having been committed reaches the Durbar from another quarter, 
then the Chief himself shall submit to be heavily fined. It therefore behoves 
the Chief to take good precautions; and whenever it is ascertained that the 
wife of a Jhareja has been nreguant, and the child is stated to have been born 
prematurely, or to have died naturally, in such case four respectable men shall 
take cognizance of the facts, and ^eir verdict shall be reported to the Durbar 
within fifteen days. 

Article 3. 

The Durbar will keep the amount of all fines infiicted under the 2Dd 
Article in a separate fund, out of which assistance will be given to any poor 
man who is marrying his daughter, on a representation of the circumstances 
being made by the Chief. 

Article 4. 

One or two Mehtas from the Durbar will go round the c<mntry; and 
when they arrive in any of the villages the Chief will cause accurate lists of 
all the sons and daughters to be mads out for the information of the two 
governments.

The Cutoh Bhatad Settlement op 1876. 

1. His Highness the Rao shall keep a list of the persons entitled to the 
guarautee. The list will be subject to the approval of Government, and may 
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from time to time be amended bj the Rao with the sanction of Government 
The guarantee-holders will be divided into five classes.

3. Cases of every kind, in which a guarantee-holder is concerned, or to 
which a khalsa subject is a party against a resident on a gnarantoe-holdcr*8 

between residents on different estates, shall be decided hv 
the Court The Court shall also have jurisdiction in other cases arUine on 
the estates of guarantee-holders, subject to the following limitations ® 

(1) In criminal matters the original jurisdiction of the Court in 

cases arising in Ist class estates, shall be limited to suii as 
involve a sentence of more than seven years* imprisonment os 
Koris 6,000* fine. * 

In cases arising in 2nd, Srd and 4th class estates, to such as involve a 
of “ore than two years or Koris 2,000 fine, three months or Koris 
800 fine, and fifteen days* imprisonment or Koris 60 fine, respectively. The 
Court shall have jurisdiction in all cases arising in 6th class estates, 

(2) In civil matters the Court shall have no original jurisdiction in 

let class estates, and in cases arising in 2nd, Srd and 4tb class 
estates its original jurisdiction is limited to cases where the 
value of the disputed property exceeds Koris 10,000. Koris 
2,000 and Koris 200 respectively. 

(8) The penal and civil laws for the guidance of the Court and of the 
four chisses in the exercise of tlie above powers shall be the 
same as those for the time being in force for the kbalsa portion 
of the Rao*s territory. 

(4) Sentence of death, transportation for life and fourteen years* 
imprisonment to be confirmed by His Highness the Bao. 

4. The proceedings of the Court shall be conducted in accordance with 
the rules to be framed by His Highness the Rao, subject to the approval of 
ttovernment; these rules shall also contain provisions for the right of the Bao 
and for the power of the Court to impose mohnsals and also for fees. 


6. An appeal, subject to the exception hereinafter mentioned, from all 
decisioos of gunranteed Zamindars shall lie to the Court, and from all deci¬ 
sions of the Court to Hm Highness the Rao, with a further appeal to Qovorn- 
meut, when the party dissatisfied is a ^uarantee-boldfiT, with respect to oases 
involving the possession of land and his old right of dues. No appeal, how¬ 
ever, shall lie from the decisions of holders of Ist clues estates in ca^es involv- 
iug a maximum sentence of three months* impiisonment or Koris 200 fine, or 
of 2nd class estalea when the maximum sentence shall be one month*8 impri- 
eonmont or Koris 100 fine. In civil cases no appeal shall lie from deeistons 
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of zamindnrs of Ist class estates, when the value of the property in dispute 
does not exceed Kona 5,000 or KotIs 2,000^ in coses arising in estates of the 
second class, provided that class'holders shall have no ftnal nnappaalable powers 
in regard to Mulgirassias residing on their estates, and provided that it shall 
be withiu the discretion of His Highness the Eoo, with the concurrence of the 
Political Agent, to call for and, if neoessaiy, quash the proceedings in any 
case in which it may be shown that injustice has been committed. 

6. Boundary disputes wherein a guarantee-holder is a party shall be 
decided by the Court, with appeal to the Darbar, and a farther appeal to Gov¬ 
ernment, if the party dissatisfied is a gQarantee«holder; bub boundary cases 
in which the Durbar is a party shall be decided by the Court} with an appeal 
to Government. 


Rules foe Proceduee. 

The following Rujes for the conduct of business in the Jareja Court of 
Eutch have been framed by His Highness the Rao and approved by Govern¬ 
ment, in accordanbe with Article 4 of the now settlement-^ 

1. Due notice shall always be given to the members of the Court of the 
cases to be brought before it, and the Presideut, before deciding any case, shall 
ask the opinion of each of the members present, and shall recoM the same in 
the proceedings, the decision resting solely with the President. The opinion 
of all the members of the Court will, in appeal, be duly considered by the 
* OovanuDent ReMlatioo Wo. 6113, Appellate authority, provided that any case 
dated nth Novombtt 1878. may be decided by the President without 

consulting the other members of the Court if, after due notice, they absent 
themselves from the sittings of the Court.* 

8. Should the near relation or private servant of any Jareja member be 
concerned in any case, or should the member himself or his rayat be parties to 
any suit or case before the Court, sneb member is precluded from sitting in 
judgment in any such case. The decision of the President ou auy such case to 
be final. 

8. The following matters of business may be disposed of by the President 
solely 

Signature of any writ, order, summons or other judicial process issued, or 
made in the exercise of the Court's original jurisdiction. 

Admiseioii and rejection of plaints. 

Applications for extension of time generally. 

Applications for arreat and attachment before judgment. 

Orders concerniug production and admission of documents. 

Attachment of property. 

Applications for Commisaion to examine witnesses. 
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A ppKcations for, or connected with execution o£ decrees, sales in execu¬ 
tion, etc. 

Applications for leave to ane in forntipauperi*. 

Applications for oi-ders of reference or arbitration. 

Applioationa regarding the conduct of suits. 

Applications for management of property. 

loquiiies as to the fitness of persons to act as trustees, receivers, etc. 

Inqoiries as to sufficiency of bail. 

Preliminary investigation and committal of persons for offences oom- 
mitted. 

Applications for registration of appeals. 

Applications for retond of money paid into Court. 

Applications for review of judgment. 

Power to transfer any case. (Rale 4.) 

The President may, however, refer any of the above matters to the Court. 

4. It shall be competent for the Jareja Court, in any case within its 
original jurisdiction arising in a 8rd, 4th or 5th class estate, to depute to 
any Nyayadish appointed or to be appointed by the Burbar, power to try the 
same. No sentence shall be imposed by any such Nyayadish exceeding 12 
months' rigorons imprisonment or fine of Rons 800. Tlie decision of such 
Nyayadish shall be forthwith reported to the Court, which shall pass such 
order thereon as it shall think fit. 

5. An institotion fee, at the rates mentioned m the schedule hereto 
annexed, shall be levied on all snits tried before the Court, save in the matter 
of Political cases, which latter shall comprise bonudary cases, ** Hookoomut'^ 
cases and Yenohun " oases. 

6. The Court shall have power to impose mohasals on any person in the 
matter of disobedience of its orders. Mohasali orders shall be in accordance 
with custom, and no mohaaal shall exceed Koris 5 or Re. 1*6-1 per diem to be 
computed from the day of issue to tl>e date of return. The following distaaoe 
per diem to be allowed for mohasals 

Foot—8 koe. 

Horse—12 kos. 

7. In the event of the non-payment of any mobasal imposed the Court 
shall recover the mohasal in the same maimer ae in the execution of a decree. 
The right to pardon mohasals His Highness the Hao reserves to himself. 

8. For sufficient reason more than one mobasal may be imposed on anv 

person by the Court. ^ 

9. The rights of His Highness the Rao to mohasal shall be restricted to 
His Highness's right as Suzerain," and shall be, in the case of any goarantao- 
holder, solely in execution of any legitimate order of His Highnee as soeh. 
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10. The execution of the Courts* processes, decrees, orders, etc., shall be 
arranged through the medium of the Court’s own officials in Daibari and 
Bhayadi territory. His Highness the Rao, as well as olass-holders, shall co¬ 
operate in aiding the Court’s officials in (his matter, and no obstruction shall 
be raised in any case in which the Court has legitimate jurisdiction. 

11. The Court shall furnish such returns as may be called for by His 

Highness the Rao, and it is inoumbent on the Courts in guaranteed estates 
likewise, to furnish such returns as may be demanded of them by the Jareja 
Coui't, for submission to higher authority. ^ 

12. All persona who shall apply may be admitted to practise as Vakils 

of the Court, provided that they obtain and hold a “ Sanad ” from the‘Court 
to practise as such. The issue of ** Sanads ” shall be subject to rales that may, 
from time to time, be framed by the Court for the examination and registra^ 
tion of Vakils. ^ 

18. Any person authorised and wishing to appeal to the Court must file 
the petition of appeal within 60 days from the date of the decision appealed 
against, a true copy of which must accompany the petition. 

14. The expenses for witnesses shall be regulated by the rules in the 
Rutch Code.

PfioCLAMATioN by His Highnkss the Eao of Ktjtch to his 

Subjects—1869.

Mahabaja Dbiraj Mieza AIaha Hao Shebk Fuagmuljek 
Hahauooe, to the population of Kutch generally. 

To wit—That for the security of those among you who, for the purposes 
of trade, etc., permanently reside in, or oome and go to and from, the country 
of Zanzibar, I have, at the suggestion of Government, given notice in a yad 
under date the Kartui Sood 1st, Sumvut 1922, through the Political Agent, to 
the exalted Government, that claims and disputes with any other persons 
of those of you who permanently reside in, or frequent for the purposes of 
trade, tlm ports of Muscat and other places in Africa and Arabia and the 
Persian Gulf, and in other countries where my subjects may reside, should be 
settled by the British Government in the same way as if you were its own 
subjects, consequent on the Treaties concluded with Government. 
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formerly carried oa trade in alaves. Bat this traffic havings been 
forbidden by the will of Government a Froolamation to the effect that if 
any slaves, Negroes or Abyssiniass shall be brought (to Kutch) by any one 
for rale, the vessel conveying them with its cargo will be confiscated, was 
«ued by my late father, under date the Maha, vide 6tA Sumvut 1892. 
Notwithstanding this I am now informed through Major Shortt, the 
Political Agent at this place, by the Political Agent at Zanzibar, at the direc¬ 
tion of Government, that the subjocte of Kutch residing at Zanzibar are now 
®D&aged m the slave trade. From this it appears that you have not yet 
al^doned this trade. It is therefore hereby ordered that if you persist in 
the traffic in slaves the Government will, by virtue of my aforesaid permission 
f^reating you (who reside at Zanzibar) as its own subjects, liberate all slaves 
^m your poesesiion, and will not, however large the number of slaves so 
libeiated, award any compensation whatever, nor entertain any claim in 
regara thereto; and braides, the perpetrators will be punished there according 
to the law there prevailing, and you will also be considered as criminals, liable 
to punishment here (in my domain). Note this well, and take waroiog.

Translation of a Proclamation, dated 16th December 1872, 
issued by His Highness the Rao of Kutch to his subjeots 
in Zanzibar. 

Maharajah Dhiraj Mirsa Maharao Shree Pragmuljee Bahadoor, to all 
the Kutch subjects residing at Zanzibar. To wit, that it has come to our 
knowledge that you cany on at Zanzibar the trade of buying and selling in 
slaves. This is a most horrible thing, and by the desire of the Honourable 
Government to put a stop to this practice, we as well as our revered father 
have before this time issued Proclamations. Notwithstanding these you have 
not abandoned this horrible trade, which is very bad on your part, loo are, 
therefore, hereby commanded oot to persist iu ibis trade at all events, and if 
you are p^tising it to abandon it at once on receipt of this oommaod. He 
who in spite of this shall follow ibis trade, or in any way abet or assist in the 
same, shall be punished severely by the Honorable British Oovemmeot, cod- 
ddering him to be their own subj^, by virtue of the power given them for 
the purpose, and this Durbar will coufisoate all his property situated in Kutoh, 
Therefore take strict warning. Given in His Higbnes^s presence this Monday, 
the 1st Magsur Vud, Sumbut 19i9 of the Vikram era, correspondiog with 16^ 
December 1872. 

A similar Proclamation was issued to bis subjects at Musoatk 
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No. XIX. 

Adoption Sttnndd granted to the Rao of Kdtoh. 

Her Majesty being desirous that the GoveromenU of tlie several Princes 
and Chiefs of India who now govern their own territories .shoiiM be perpe¬ 
tuated and that tlie representation and dignity of their houses should be con¬ 
tinued’ 1 hereby, in fuHilment of this desire, convey to you the assurance that 
on failure of nntnral heirs the adoption by yourself and future rulers of 
yonr State of a successor according to Hindoo law and to the customs of your 
race will be reoogni 2 ed and confirmed. 

Be assured that nothing shall disturb the engagement thus made to you 
so long as your house is loyal to the Crown and faithful to the conditions of 
the Treaties, grants, or engagements, which record its obligation to the British 
Government.

1. That the Darbar of Cutoh .ball adopt offeotual meana to prevoat the 
exportation from Cutoh, either by sea or by 

•ponlaueooaly produced in the State to any part of Bntuh India or of any 
foreign European Settlement in India. 

a. That the Darhar of Cutch shall exercise an efficient control oyer the 
manuracture of salt and the collection of natural salt within Cutoh territory. 

3. That the Darbar of Cutoh shall make careful arraugementa to watch 



the land and gea frontiers of Cutch with a view to prevent ezportaiion of salt 
from any part of Cutch to any part of British India, or of any Indian Native 
State, or of any forei^^ European Settlement in India. 

4. That the Darbar of Cutch shall, by public notification, prohibit, nnder 
pain of severe penalty, the ex|)ortatiuQ of salt from Catch eitlier by sea or by 
land to any part of British India, or of a Native Indian State, or of any foreign 
European Settlement in India. 

5. That the Darbar of Cutch shall bo regalate the export of salt from 
Cutch to foreign ports outside of India, and shall place such export under such 
safeguards and checks as to prevent any salt so exported from finding its way 
into any part of British India, or of any Native Indian State, or of auy foreign 
European Settlement in India. 

6. That the Darbar of Cutolv shall not permit any salt to be exported 
Cutch to auy foreigu port outside of India unless the vessel contaioing 

it is bound direct for that port. 

7. That DO vessel bound from Catch to any port situated in British India, 
or a Native Indian State, or any foreign European Settlement in India, shall 
be permitted to carry salt as its sole cargo or as part of its cargo. 

8. That the Darbar of Cutch shall hind the owner or Captain of dty 
vessel carrying salt for exportation from Catch to any foreign port outride of 
India not to touch ou the voyage at any port in British India, or in a Native 
Indian State, or in a foreigu European Settlement in India, unless driven 
thereto by stress of weather, and in case he is so driven to auy soch port to 
give the earliest intimation of arrival to any British or Native Officer residing 
at the port, and not to land any part of the salt contained in the vessel at such 
port. 

The Governor in Council of Bombay agrees that so long as the Darbar of 
Cutch fulfils the conditions aforesaid, the system and rules established in 
Catch in one thousand eight hundred and eighty and now in force with 
regard to salt shall be and remain in abeyance. 

And His Highhess the Rao agrees on behalf of himself, his heirs and 
successors, that it at any time the Darbar of Catch fails to fulfil the said con* 
ditions the British Government shall be at liberty to reintroduce the said 
system and rules of one thousand eight hundred and eighty.

The State of Kutch shall pa^ annually to the British Government to 
cover the cost of repairs and mamtenanee a snm calculated at tlie rate of 2i 
per cent, per annum on the capital expenditure, and also Rupees 6 per mile 
of line to cover cost of line establishment and minor charges of the telegraph 
between the Eastern frontier of Knbch and Mandvi. These rates may be 
changed at any time hereafter, after one yearns notice has been given to the 
State of Kutch. 

6 . 

The entire reoeipta at the Tel^raph Offices at Ardesar, Aujar, Bbuj and 
Mandvi. aud at any other office widiin the territory of His Highness the Rao 
of Kntob on the Kutch Branoh Telegraph exteosion, shall be credited annually 
to the Kutch State, and the actual cost incurred in keeping open and working 
the said offices shall be debited annually to the Kutch State. If the receipts 
exceed the cost of the offices, together with the charges under Article 6, the 
surplus shall be paid by the British Government to the Kutch State; if the 
cost exceeds the receipts the difference shall be paid by the Kutch State to 
the British Government. By '* receipts'' is to be understood the value of the 
fees levied at the offices aforesaid, on inland messages and the Indian share 
of Foreign messages despatched from the offices aforesaid. 

7. 

The accounts of the Kutch Branoh Telegraph line and of the offices 
maintained on it shall be rendered yearly to the State_i^ Kntoh, and the 
charges and balance shall be adjusted without delay. 

8 . 

The Kutch State shall provide free of rent such accommodation for tftf 
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offices ih^t may be opened on the Kntch Branch Telegraph line as the Erector 
General of Telegraphs shall consider necessary, and shall keep the same 

in good repair. 

9. 

The State of Kntch agrees to apply to the Kntch Branch Telegraph line 
the p”ns of the Brifish Tele,W Act, Kill of 1885, and such other 
Acte or legal provisions as have been or may hereafter be passed by the 
British Glovernment with reference to Telegraphs. 

10 . 

The State of Kntch agiees to apply to the Kntch Braooh Telegraph 
line anv rules or regulations that are now or may hereafter be made applicable 
to lines of telegraph in British India. The British Government will under- 
take to furnish the Kutch State with accurate translations of such Acts, Buies 

and Begulations. 

11 . 

The State of Kutoh agrees that the Kutch Branch Telegraph line shall 
be open to the inspection and supervisiou of the Dii-ectoi-Qeoeral of Telegraphs 
and of any officer deputed by him for that purpose.

The founder of the ruling' family in Cambay wjis Mirza Jafar Nizam«i- 
Saui, better known as Momiu Elhan, the last but one of the Muhammadan 
Oovernors of Gujarat. While he held the office of g:oTernor hie eon-in-law 
Nizam Khau had charge of Cambay. Momin Khan died in 1742. Hie eon 
Muftakhar Khan or Nar-ud-din, who had made an unenccesaful effort to 
Buoceed hie father in the government of Gujarat, went to Cambay to collect 
forces to assert his cause, and there basely compassed the death of Nizam 
Khan and assumed the government of Cambay, which be held till his death 
on the 22nd January 1784. His rule was marked both by the blackest crimes 
and cruelties and by his brave resistance and diplomatic evasion of the en- 
croachments of the Mahrattas. In the partition of Gnjarat between the 
Peshwa and the Gaekwar in 1762 Cambay fell to the Peshwa's share, but the 
dues which he claimed from it were never regularly paid, and Nnr*ud.4in 
even levied exactions from the Peshwa's districts of Gogha, Dbandhuka and 
Kathiawar, captured Ahmadabad, and for some time held it against the 
Mahratta forces. When the British Government had, in 1771, reduced the 
piratical Kolis of Talaja the fort of Tulaja was mode over (No. XXII) to the 
Nawab of Cambay in consideration of a payment of Rupees 76,000. Two 
years afterwards, however, the fort was, at the Nawab’s own request, trans. 
ferred to the Chief of Bhaunagar,*^ by whom the sum of Rupees 75,000 
was paid, and whom the Nawab had bound himself (No. XXIII) not to 
molest. Nur-ud>din was succeeded by his son-in-law Muhammad Kali. His 
claim was disputed by Mirza Jani, the illegitimate son of Nar-ud*din, bat 
after a severe struggle he succeeded in expelliog his opponent and eslablish- 
iog bis own power. He ruled for six years, and was succeeded, on the 7th 
February 1790, by his son Fateh AIL 

With the exception of the adjustment of some dispates with the Gaek« 
war the British Government has interfered but little in the affairs of Cambay. 
Under the Treaty of Bassein the chautb, or fourth shtfe of the revenue of 
Cambay and all the Peahwa'a rights in Cambay were ceded by him to the 
British Government. The chauth had been originally gp'anted to the Gaekwar 
in 1786, in consideration of assistance he rendered to the Nawab in onptuHng 
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Ahmadaljadj and had fallen to the Peshwa’a share in the partition of Gnjarat. 
After the cession of the obauth to the British Goyerninent it was, at the 
Nnwab^a rei^oestj farmed to him (No. XXIV). The agfreement was not re¬ 
newed on the expiration of the farm in 1807. The chauth, however, con¬ 
stitutes the tribute which the Nawab now pajs to the British Government. 

Under the treaty of Bassein the British Government succeeded to the 
obauth or tribute payable by the Nawah of Cambay to the Peshwa^e Govern¬ 
ment. The principal item of this tribute consisted of a nominal half share 
in the sea and land customs, deducting the expenses of collection. In Feb¬ 
ruary 1858 the British Government relinquished its share of the land customs 
in consideration of the introduction of the excise duty on salt into Cambay 
territory, hut the Nawab retained his share in the land customs, although he 
was admitted to a half share in the new excise duty. He was however asked 
to revise the highly complicated and onerous tariff of sea customs then in force 
at Cambay, by which every article of trade was subjected to pay duty under 
many distinct beads, the duty varying on several articles, and being differ¬ 
ent according to .the port to or from which the vessel was bound, or according 
to the caste of the trader interested. Although this tariff was highly injuri¬ 
ous to trade some time elapsed before the Nawab of Cambay consented to in¬ 
troduce reforms. Eventually, a Committee composed of two high Native 
officials of the British Government and some officers on the part of the 
Nawab was appointed to settle the matter. The principle on which the 
Committee proceeded was to substitute a 6xed percentage duty for the multi¬ 
farious exactions of the Nawab in the shape of sea and land customs. The 
nature of the arrangements finally made will be gathered from the Agree¬ 
ment (No. XXV) ooncluded with the Nawab. Revised* arrangements 
were subsequently sanctioned for carrying out the distinction made as 
regards the treatment in British Indian ports of goods arriving from or 
destined for Cambay being the manufacture or produce of that city or 
intended for its consumption, and goods which might only pass the town of 
Cambay in transit-t Tbe British Government consented to forego the annual 
payment of Rupees 748-5>8 made by the Nawab on account of tbe Golana

Bj a farther Agreement (No. XXVI)| whioh came into effect from the let 
April the arrangements made in 1866 were cancelled and the Nawab 

adopted the British customs tariff and system, the Imperial Oovei'nment aban¬ 
doning all claims for chautb and all interference with the oollections: liberty 
was, however, reserved to resume direct control if the Nawab's management 
proved nnsatisfactory. 

In 1881 the Nawab executed nn Engagement (No. XXVII), by which he 
undertook to prohibit the cultivation of the poppy and the manufaoture of 
opinm in his State. 

In the same year was also concluded an Agreement (No. XXVIII), whioh 
provided that in consideration of an annual payment of Rupees 40,000 the 
salt-works in Cambay should be permanently closed, and me^urea should be 
taken to prevent the manufacture, colJeotion, importation or exportation of 
illicit salt. 

The Nawab Fateb All died on the 28th October 1823, amd was succeeded 
by bis brother Bande Ali Khan. He died in 1841, and was succeeded by his 
nephew Husain Yawar Khan, in whose favour the brother of Fateh Ali resigned 
bis claims. He received a Sanad (No. XXIX) guaranteeing any succession 
to hU State that might he legitimate according to Muhammadan law. On 
his death, in April 1880, he was succeeded by his eldest son, Jafar AU Khan, 
the present Nawab, who is now 43 years of age. 

In a letter (No. XXX) addressed to the Political Agent, dated the 
26th February 1888, His Highness the Nawab undertook to remove all 
restrictions on free trade in his State. 

By an Agreement (No. XXXI), dated the I8th August 1889, signed by 
His Highness-the Nawab, and approved and confirmed by His Excellency the 
Viceroy and Governor General, the Abkari revenue of Cambay was leased 
to the British Government for a period of ten years from the 1st January 1888; 
and the lease is renewable at the option of the latter, on payment to the 
Nawab of a compensation of Rupees 86,000 annuaDy in monthly instalments. 

In September 1890 His Highness the Nawab was obliged to leave his 
capital in consequence of the occupation of Cambay by a riotous mob; and he 
appealed to the British Government for aid to restore order. The Political 
Agent, with a company of sepoys, proceeded to Cambay, and, as the hoten 
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refused to disperse, and e?en routed the Cambay police who were sent against 
tbem, it was necessary to employ the troops. Several lives were lost, and 
after order was restored a minute inquiry was instituted, which disclosed a 
state of bankruptcy and general mis'government. A special odicer was sent 
to advise the Nawab, and the administration wos put under bis cootrol 
with the consent of His Higlmess. The late Diwan, Shamrao N. Laud, 
was declared ineligible for service in Cambay, and the whole administration 
was reformed. 

The area of Cambay is about 850 square miles, and the population (1891), 
89,722. The revenues are about Rupees 6,04,504. The military force 
of the State consists (1891) of 12 field guns, of which 9 are serviceable, 42 
cavalry, and 407 infantry and police. The Nawab has first class jurisdiction, 
having power to try for capital offences any persons except British subjects. 
He is entitled to a salute of eleven guns. Cambay is under the political super* 
vision of the Colleotor of Kaira.

Aeticlb 1. 

That in oonaideration of the Honourable Company selling and making 
over to him and hie heirs the fort of Tairajah, its dependencies and ammuni¬ 
tion, the samo as when taken from the Kooliee, he, the Nawab, agrees to pay 
them (the Honourable Company) the sum of Rupees seventy-five thousand 
(75,000) in the term of five years, at five yearly equal payments of Rupees 
fifteen thousand (15,000) eaoh; the first payment of Rupees fifteen thousand 
(15,000) to be made twenty days after the Nawab^s forces have got possession 
of Tarrajah fort, and the remainder to be paid punctually by the Nawab on 
the very same day of every year after as the first payment was made, until 
the whole sum of Rupees seventy-five thousand (75,000) is received. 

Articlb t . 

As the Honourable Company have been pleased to show their great 
regard and favonr to him (the Nawab) in giving him the fort of Tarrajah, 
he most solemnly declares he will on no account enter into any terms or 
friendship with the Koolies, or assist them by either sea or land, or suffer their 
boats to enter any territories belonging to him, or he himself fit or. equip any 
piratical boats, and look upon any enemies of the Honourable Company as hw 
enemy also, but will distress such as much as possible; neither will he, on any 
account whatsoever, deliver the fort of Tarrajah, or any part of the country, 
to either the Kooties or any other country power whatsoever, withont the 
consent of the Honouroble Company first had and obtained. 

Abtigle 3. 

That should the Honourable Company at any time hereafter have occasion 
to act against the Koolies of the other districts, the Nawab very willingly 
agrees to let the Honourable Company have the use of the fort of Tarrajah 
and its dej^ndencies for the use of their troops whilst they may be there, 
and order his people to assist them with whatever they may want, provided 
they do no damage to the fort or its pergunnab, whioh in snob case is to he 
made good by the Honourable Company. 

Abticli 4. 

Should any power whatsoever attack or disturb him (the Nawab) in his 
fort of Tarrajah and its deModencies, he requests the assistance of the 
Honourable Company to keep nim in possession, as be must now look npon 
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bimaelf as one oF their servants; and auy changes sustained by tbe Honour* 
able Company by such their assistancej he, the Nawab^ most readily agrees to 
defray as soou as be conveniently can ; and should the Honourable Company 
have ocoasiou for bis troops, he, the Nawab, is very ready to follow their 
orders with such a number of forces as they may require ; and the Honourable 
Company is to pay such expense as may be incurred on that account as soon 
as may he convenient to them. 


A&ticlb 5. 

He requests the Honourable Company will send him a proper convoy for 
conveying bis troops to the Kooly coast, and that a sufficient force may meet 
them on the shore to escort them to and deliver them the fort of Tarrajah; 
and he requests the Honourable Company will supply him with thirty (8U) 
barrels of gunpowder, and fifty (50) roaunds of lead, Lr the use of Tarrajsih 
fort, which he, the Nawab, agrees to pay for. 

AnnoLB 6. 

He promises and agrpcs to make the first payment by the time above 
mentioned unto Mr. John Torlesse by transfer upon tbe sliroFFs, and for the 
remainder four payments he makes over the revenue of the Mocawt and 
Cosbaw; and should it please God to distress the said revenue by wunt of 
rain, enemies, or the like, he (the Nawab) then agrees and promises to make 
tbe same good himself.

and Gopaljee Servia. X will on no pretence whatever meddle with or trouble 
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the ancient poB«©««iort8 of Bokarajee, the son of tho late Howanng, ror the 
town or fort of Bhownajrnr, and take no more thnn what haa always been 
naoal for the possessor of the Bunder of Go^ to fake, and wh»t I took when 
1 wns in possession thereof, and no more will I demand. And with respect 
to Gopaljee Servia, 1 will jfive neither molestation ; hut I do request ihi.t 
after this ajrreeraent, the Honourable Company will not recommend any more 
persons of that country to me. And by the help of God, I and my heirs will 
stand to all a^reemen^ hitherto entered into between ns.

3. These goods shall be examined and compared with the momorandam 
mentioned in the let paragraph, and weighed or measured as the case may be 
after which the goods shall be entered in the books of both Governmental 
and the amount of duty to be levied determined. 

4. Then the amount of duty in Cambay, old currency, due to both 
Governments, shall be levied from the merchant, and a receipt granted with 
the signatures of both officers, showing the amount levied by each. 

5. After which each package of merchandize shall be stamped, and 
permission to remove the goods granted, whether for transmission by sea or 
land.

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6. No Rabadaree goods shall be allowed to enter the oity, but shall be 
taken direct. 

7. All export and import goods intended for transmission to other places, 
which shall not be taken away and dnty paid within one month, shall be 
liable to the higher rates of dnty fixed for goods imported into, and exported 
from, the town of Cambay. 

8. Dnty shall be leried without delay on all transit goods at the Out* 
side Custom Bonse; and if they are not taken away within one month, tho 
higher rate of duty shall also be levied. 

9. Transit goods, which shall be taken by any road into the city, or 
which, having been stored near the city, shall afterwards be brought into it, 
shall Ik treated as smuggled, and dealt with accordingly. 

10. With the exception of holidays and Sundays, the officers of customs 
of both Goyernments shall be present at their duties every day from 10 a.m. 
till 6 F U. 

11. Out of every rupee levied on transit goods, the Nawab shall take 
eight annas under the name of ^'expenses,'*'four annas shall be taken by the 
Biitisb Government, and the remaining four by the Nawab. The details of 
the eight annas taken by the Nawab as expeusee'' are as follows> 

is/.—From this the Nawab is to build a otistom house on the bunder for 
the purposes of an office and for the depositing of transit goods. This office 
is to be for the use of both Governments and as a ware^bouse for goods. 

The Nawab to make arrangements for the protection of all transit 
goods as far as bis own frontiers, and keep the roads in his own territory in 
repairs 

Srd.^AfUT these objects have been effected, should there be any balance 
left, the Nawab is to be at liberty to expend the same in repairing the walls 
of the city, or in any way he pleases. 

12. If ever any cliange should be deemed advisable in the above arrange* 
ments, none shall he made without the consent of both Governments. 

Id. Transit goods have been classed, and are to pay duty according to 
different rates, yet there are many descriptions of goods not classed ; with 
regard to these, as many as possible shall be classified, and this shall be done 
by the custpms officers of both Oovernments, and with the sanction of both 
Governments.

Customs Duties to be levied on goods Imported into the 
City of Cambay and on goods the produce thereof when 
Exportbu by Sea. 

The manifest of all goods imported by sea, tbe vessel's register, and any 
oaners received at the poi-t of departure, shall, on the vessel's arrival, be pre¬ 
sented by the tindal to the customs officers of both Governments, and they 
shall make entry accordingly in their books, and give orders for tbe landing 
of the cargo. 

2 The mercbant shall write on tbe said manifest a memorandum to the 
effect thafsaoh and such goods (if any) are for transit, and the Custom 
House officers of boih Goveinments shall then send to tw officer at the 
Outside Custom Hou«5 a Memorandum of such goods duly signed and num- 
bered, a corresponding number being written on the manifest. 

S For all goods to be imported into, or exported from, the city, the 
merchant shall present a «buruttia" (a written application) duly signed, and 
the goods mentioned therein shall be duly examined, weighed, etc., in the 
nresence of tbe officers of both SiiWs and the value be determined according 
to the Bombay Uriff, and duly levied for both Governments together in old 
Cambay currency, according to the schedule hereunto a»oex<'d, after which 
each Government's share shall be separated and credited by the officers of 
both Governments, and a receipt for the total signed bv both officers given to 
the merchant. If the description of goods be not found in tbe Bombay tariff, 
then they shall be valued at tbe baaar price. 

4. For all goods exported from Cambay, tbe tindal shall prepare a general 
manifest in duplicate, and for any goods therein, which are transit goods, a 
memorandum to that effect, and showing that duty has been paid thereon, 
shall be written on tbe general manifests by the officers of the Outside 
Custom House, which documents shall then be presented at the Inside Custom 
House, where they will be compared with the books there, when tbe manifests 
shall be signed by both officers, and one pven to the tindal ftnd one kept i« 
the Honourable Company’s Offioe, a copy being taken by theNawab's officer; 
the port clearance shall also be signed by both officers, 

6. The officers of both Governments shall also levy anchorage fees from 
tbe owners or tiudals of vessels according to tbe rates prescribed in tlic 
annexed schedule in one sum and in Cambay old currency, and divide their 
shares after giving to the payer a receipt signed by both. 

6. Goods shall pay duty according to the tables bercuuto annexed, but 
there are some article*, such as srain, firewood, timber, etc., which cannot at 
once be brought to the Inside Custom House; these shall, therefore, be taken 
to the old Meerbeer Cbowkee, where they shall be examinetl and duty levied 
according to the tables and a receipt from both Sircars granted, tbe shares 
being divided after; but although duties of customs on certain goods are to 
be levied near the Meerbeer Chowkee, yet it is clearly understood that all old 
Mceiboer levies are abolished. 
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7. All ^oods to the value of Ilupees 80, or petty onstome, whether at 
the Inside Custom House or »t Mecrbeer Chowkee, shal! pay duty aceording^ 
to the rates in the schedules, and shall be examined in the presence of the 
officers of both Governments, and one receipt for the total sum levied granted 
as above: the shares to be divided afterwards. Of these petty enstoms, one- 
fourth under the name of khoirat'^'* (charity) to be d^uct^ every day, 
and the balance to be credited under the head of Petty Customs.'** 
The “ khoiiut ** of both Governments shall be kept in one account book, and 
according to present custom, out of this sum, charity is to be dispensed to 
the lame, fuqueers, blind, etc., by procuring for them grain, drinking water, 
etc., and the expenses entered in the book by the officers of both Governments. 

8. All goods, whether import or export, are to be stamped after the 
duty is levied. 

9. The method of conducting the Kavec Ferry is not to be altered, but 
kept as it is by both Governments. 

10. Except the demands authorised by this arrangement entered into 
by both Governments, no other levy of any kind, nor noder any name, 
is to be made by the customs officers of either Government. 

ll« A true copy of each general manifest shall remain with theNawaVs 
officer, while the original and any papers from port of departure shall remain 
with the Hononmble Company's officer. The ** buruttia" or written appli¬ 
cation, after haTing been examined and signed by both officers, shall be given 
to the Nawab's officer for his records, but shall be shown to any other officer 
at any time they may be requited. The dufters of both Governments bhall 
be kept so as to correspond. 

12. With respect to smuggled goods seixed, they shall be brought into 
the Custom House, and the officers of both Governments shall, as usual, make 
due enquiry into the matter, and the Nawab's officer shall take copies of all 
the ■papers relating to the enquiry, while the original papers shall be sent to 
the Office of the Deputy or Assistant Commissioner, and whatever orders 
shall be received with respect to each case shall be acted on in the same way 
as at present) but if the decision of the European officer shall seem to 
the Nawnb to require being modified, the Nawab shall write his opinion 
on the subject, when it will be taken iuto consideration. 

18. Whenever the Nawab's Darogab shall send a note with bis signa- 
tore, that such and sach provisions are for the use of the Durbar or the 
establishment of the Nawab, they shall be passed free, and entered in the 
l>ook8 as free, and whatever provisions in transit for Europesos, as are at 
present passed free, so they shall be continued to be passed without any hind* 
ranos. Provisions of the value of Hupees 15 belonging to travellers, and of 
the value of Rupees 5 belonging to inhabitants of the city, shall be allowed 
to pass free either way. 

14, The Inner Custom llonse, now in a dilapidated condition, shall be 
repaired at the expense of the Nawab, and both Governments shall have 
therein an Office, a Treasury, and a record room; and for the Company's 
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officers exclusively another outcherry for all purposes shall afterwards be built 
by the Nawab. 

16, "With the exception of holidays and Sundays, the senrants of both 
Governmenta shall attend in the Custom House from 10 A.M. to 5 P.if., and 
shall not make aoy delay in the transaction of business. 

16. Piece good^ manufactni'ed in Cambay are not in the tariff, and 
oornelions are put down in the tariff at a very low price; therefore every three 
▼ears a Committee consisting of merchants and the officers of both Govern¬ 
ments shall enquire into the prices of these tbiogs in the bazar, aud fix the 
price thereon for the levy of duty under the sanction of both Governments. 

17. lu the annexed schedule are laid down the rates of the several 
huks; according to that the sums are to be deducted at the time of dividing 
the shares of both Governnieuts, and credited in a separate account book 
kept for that purpose, the entries being signed by the officers of both Gov¬ 
ernments—the money to be kept in the Nawab^s treasury in the Custom 
House; aud at the end of every mouth these officers shall give to the hukdars 
what is due to them, and take their receipts for the same, aud whatever 
hukdars are doing duty, both Governments shall see that they do their duty 
properly. 

18. No change to be made in the above arrangements without the con¬ 
sent and sanction of both Gbivemmeuts. According to these present arrange¬ 
ments, the custom duties tball be carried on; the wd system with regard to 
weighing, rates, etc., to be abandoned.

Ageeement betvreen His Highness Jaffbh Ali Khan, Nawab 
of Cambay, and the Beitish Goveknment, in supersession 
of the agreements entered into by the Nawab of Cambay in 
one thousand eight hundred and fifty-six, regarding the ad¬ 
ministration of the Customs Department and the levy of 
Rahdari and Transit duties in the State of Cambay,—1886. 

1. The treaties of one thousand eight hundred and fifty-six are hereby 
cancelled and in lieu thereof it is mutually agreed as follows. 

2. His Highness the Nawab of Cambay has, from the first, day of April 
one thousand eight hundred and eighty-four, introduced the British customs 
tariff at his sea-ports, and whenever from time to time the British Govern¬ 
ment may make alterations or modifications in such tariff, His Highness the 
Nawab shall make similar modifications in the tariff at his porta. His High¬ 
ness the Nawab shall farther follow the system, use the forms and observe the 
rules in force in British custom-hooses, and shall in all respects assimilate, so 
far as it may be possible, the procedure in his custom-houses therewith. His 
Highness shall not allow the importation by sea into the State of Cambay of 
any fermented or spirituous liquor or the importation or exportation by land 
or sea of any opium except opium duly covered by a British pass. 

8 . The British share or choiUh on sea customs, anchorage fees and mis¬ 
cellaneous customs fees is hereby commuted in perpetuity (as the choulh on 
land revenue has already been) for an annual payment by His Highness the 
Nawab to the British Government of two hundred British Indian rupees. 
The said payment shall be made by His Highness the Nawab to the British 
Treasury at Barsad on the first of April in ea^ year. 

4. While reserving to themselves all rights of control and management 
in the Department of Customs in the Cambay State, which they hold by right 
of conquest from the Feshwa, the British Government will, from the date of 
this agreement taking effect, hand over to His Highness the Nawab the con¬ 
trol and management of the custom-house at Cambay, and will withdraw from 
Cambay territory their Sarkarkun of Customs and the Mahalkari of Cambay, 
together with the establishments subordinate to these officers, respectively, 
and will abstain from exercising their rights of control and management in 
the Department of Customs in the State of Cambay for so long as the arrange¬ 
ment in that behalf made by His Highness the Nawab prove satisfactory and 
sttbjeot to the following conditions, namely 

(a) The British Gb>vernmenfc shall maintain a special officer, who 
shall be allowed a seat in the Cambay Custom-house and shall be author¬ 
ized to inspect and scrutinize and copy all customs documents and books 
and all customs business transacted there aud in all otl^r pla^ ^in 
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Cambsj territory, as well aa to exarome all jfoods landed or shipped or 
water-borne to be landed on or from Cambay territory. 

(Aj The British Government shall maintain snob establif-hmenta as 
they may deem necessary for the prevention of salt'smugglinv and clan¬ 
destine practices relating^ to salt in Cambay territory; but the mainte¬ 
nance of snob establishments by the British Government shall not afleot 
(he obligations undertaken by His Highness tbe Nawab himself tn pre¬ 
vent siilt-smugirling of all kinds, as well as the consumption within 
the limits of His Highnesses State of any salt on which the British ex¬ 
cise has not been paid. 

(c) Tiie British Government will resume direct control and ma> 
nagement of the Hepartment of Customs in Cambay if the armogemeuts 
m^e by His Highness tbe Nawab do not prove satisfactory. 

5. The British Goyemment and His Highness the Nawab of Cambay 
respectively, agree to discontinue for ever the joint and separate levy of 
Kahdari and Transit duties of all kinds and of all the petty cesses mentioned in 
the schedule hereto attached, as well as of all similar cesses except snch as are 
strictly of a municipal character and fall on the consumption or inhabitants of 
the town of Cambay exclusively ; provided that His Highness the Nawab may 
continue to levy as heretofore on bis own account a royalty ou miatage, di¬ 
vorce and marriage registration-fees, and fees for stamping weights and 
measui'es. 

6 . The British ikoulh on the land revenue having been commuted for 
ever, the British Government will not share iu any possible increase of land 
i-evenue following a revision of assessment. 

7. His Highness the Nawab shall pay the Hakdars the same proportion 
of the total customs receipts under the British tariff as was allow^ to them 
in tbe agreement of one thousand eight hundred and fifty-six (page fi09, 
Vol. IV, Aitchison's Treaties). 

8 . This agreement has taken effect from the first day of April one 
thousand eight hundred and eighty-four, and is biuding also on tbe heirs and 
successors of His Highness tbe Nawab.

'Feans LATKD Substance of copy of aa Aqrbkment passed by 
His Excellency the Nawab of Cambay in respect to tlie 
manufacture and sale of Opium in that State, without 
date, and received and ordered to be translated on the 3rd 
November 1881:— 

1 . The cnltivat'on of tlie poppy and tlie manufacture of opium to bo 
put a stop to. 
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2 The Nawab should send for from the British Governmeut'e dendt at 
Ahmedabad, or some other place, all the opium required for consumption 
No other person except the NawaVs Sarkar (officials ?) shall eeli it from the 
Ist October next. 

3 Sections of the Indian Opium Act bearing on the subjfot, and the 
rules framed under that Act from time to time, will be enforced in the 
Cambay State in accordance with the usage of theNawab's Court. 

4. The atook of opium or its juice which cultivators or merchants may 
possess should be sold before the 1st October. The Nawab will purchase 
the stock of opium which may remain after that date, and resell it to licensed 
parties at the coat price, and on the payment of the full dnty. 

5. After the Ist October the price of opinm sold in retail in Cambay 
should not be less than that prevailing in Raira. 

6 . A half-yearly account showing the quantity of opium imported into 
Cambay and sold, the proceeds of the sale, and the quantity of • opium 
remaining, should be sent to the Political Agent. 

7. The Nawab will conduct himself in accordance with the preceding 

six paragraphs. The opium on whitfh the duty has not been paid will not be 
allowed to be imported into Cambay. Opinm will not be sold in n tiiil in Cam- 
bay at a price less than that prevailing m Knira. In lieu of this the British 
Government agrees to pay to the Nawab the whole of the duty, p»s., Rupees («50) 
six hundred and fifty per chest on the opium which, as stated above, may be 
imported for consumption in Cambay. ^

Agreement between the British Government and Nawab 
Jaffer Ali Khan of Cambay— 1881. 

Whert-as the British G«)vernmeiit and Nawab Jaffer Ali Khan of 
Cambay aie equally animated by the desire to draw closer the ancient tics 
of frieiidship which unite the two Governments, and whereas it has been found 
expedient to close the salt works iu the territory of Cambay, in the profits 
of wbicli the two Governments have hitherto shared, the contracting pjirties 
MS., the two Govemmente aforesaid, hereby agree together in the manner 
following 

Asticl* 1. 

The Nawab having, since the 19(.h day of March 187H, closed tlie 
Cambay salt wurks and discontinued the manufacture of salt undertakes 
henceforward to keep the said salt works closed and to suppress the manufac¬ 
ture of salt in his territory. 
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Auttcui 2. 

All wi>rk8 in Cambay territory shall be kept Hooded, and otherwise 
effectually rendered incapable of yielding or producing salt. 

Abtiold S. 

TheNawab also undertakes to prohibit and prevent the clandestine 
manufacture of salt and collection of natural salfon the banks of the Myhe 
river or elsewhere, tbrougliout his territory, and also to prohibit and prevent 
the importation into, and exportation from, bU territory of any salt other 
than British duty-paid salt. 

Articlb 4. 

The Nawab furthermore undertakes to continue the payments to Hak- 
dars and charitable institutions at the rates and iu the manner provided iu the 
schedule annexed to his agreement, specifying the names of the recipients 
and the amounts payable to each, subject to the usages and customs to be 
observed by, or on the part of, the said Hakaars and charitable institutions, 
respectively, in that behalf. 

Abticlb5. 

In consideration of the faithful and effective discharge of the foregoing 
obligations and undertakings, the British Government agrees to pay to the 
NawaVs Government the yearly sum of Rupees 40,000 (forty thousand) in 
two equal instalments, the first of such instalments of Rupees 20,000 (twenty 
thousand) shall be i»ayable on the 10th day of January, and the second in¬ 
stalment of like sum of Rupees 20,0u0 (twenty thousand) on the first day of 
July of each and every year. 

Articlb 6. 

The British Govevnment further agrees to deliver 600 (five hundred) 
Indian maunds of salt annually free of all charge at the Annand Station for 
the oonsumption and use of the Durbar. 

Article 7. 

In the event of the re-opening by the British Government of the salt

■With reference to the correspondence ending with your No. 604 of 1888, 
dated the 29th Jannnry 1^88, in regard to the removal of restrictions on 
free trade in my Stale, I have the honour to inform you that on behalf of 
myself and my successors I engage myself to abolish within my State from 
henceforth all tolls and imposts on the import and export of any commodity 
whatever; Provided that this engagement shall not be deemed to affect or 
prevent the levy by this Stale of— 

(1) tolls on bridges, roads, ferries, canals or causeways, for the 

purpose of covering the cost of repairing and maintaining 
such bridges, roads, ferries, canals, causeways; 

(2) duties of Octroi for municipal (including police and edaeation- 

al, purposes upon ai'bicles consumed within tl^e limits of a 
Municipality; and 

(3) tolls constituting abkai'i revenue. 

2. I further on behalf of myself and my successors engage myself 
to abolish, from some date within two years from the date of this agreement 
to be hereafter fixed by me at my convenience, the impost on tbe weighment 
of commodities sold in my State which is known by tbe name of '^Moparn.'' 

3. With a view to the encouragement of the local industries, 1 fnrther 
on behalf of myself and my successors engage myself to abolish from hence¬ 
forth all special tolls on trade and industriesj and on the sale of commodities 
manufactured within the Cambay State under whatever desigmitions such 
tolls may hitherto have been levied.

Akticles of agreement for leasing the Abkari Revenue of 
the Cambay State to the Briiish Government for a term 
of 10 years from the 1st January 1S8S to the 31st Decem¬ 
ber 1897. 

PrtainiU.—Vi\iexe^ it is considered desirable to place the adminiatraiion 
of Abkari revenue of the Cnmbay State on the same footing as the adminis- 
traticn of Abkari revenue of tlie British Collectorates adjoining the Cambay 
Stat4', which has recently been improved in accordance with the previsions 
of the Bombay Abkaii Act, 1878, and especially with a view to prevent 
injary to the Abkari revenue of either the Collectorates or the Cambay 
State by illicit manufacture of liquor or by the smuggling of liquor from 
oue territory into the other, the following articles Lave l»eeu agreed on 
between Henry Reade Cooke, Esquire, Political Agent, Cambay, for the time 
being on behalf of the British (jovemment on the one hand and His High¬ 
ness Nawab Jaffer Ali Khan Salieb BaUadoor, the Nawab of Cambay, on 
behalf of himself, his heirs and successors, on the other. 

Article 1. 

The Nawab of Cambay engages that the law of the Cambny State as 
legards Abkari shall he the Bombay Abkari Act of 1878 or any law which 
may hereafter be substituted for that Aot in the Bombay Presidency. 

Articli 2. 

In order that the new system of Abkari administration, in the Cambay 
Stato may be effectually organized on the priuciplea of the Bombay Abkari 
Act, the Nawab of Cambay engages hereby to farm bis entire Abkari revenue 
to the Bombay Government for a term of 10 years from the first January 
one thoueaud eight hundred and eighty.eigbt to the thirty-first December 
one thousand eight buudred and oinety^seveD, in oonsideration of an annual 
payment of Bu^iees (Sb,000) thirty-five thousand (being the average of the 
total Abkari revenue of the Cambay State fur the years 1885, 1886, and 1887, 
plus about 26 per cent, in consideration of any possible increase of revenue 
dnriug the term of the lease). This sum to be paid in monthly iustalments 
of Rupees 2,916-10-8 each on the of each month. (jVip^e.—The lease 

includes tlie right of taxing country spirits and toddy and of oontrolliug 
aud licensing the manufactnre and sale thereof and the sale of foreign 
imported liquors in the Cambay State ) 

Abticle 3. 

During the teim of the farm the administration of the Abkari revenue 
of the Cambay State will be conducted by the Political Agetit, Kuira, on the 
following principles:— 

(a) The rates of taxation of liquor in the Cambay State and in the 
Collectorates to be equivalent. 
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(b) Such reaffonnble facilities for obtaining^ a supply of liquor for 

consumption are to bo afforded to the people of the Cambay 
State as ore afforded to the people of the adjoining CoHec* 
torotes. 

(c) The retail sellingr price of liquor to be the same in the Cambay 

State and in the Colleotomtes, so as to remo/e any inducement 
to the people of one territory to cousnme liquor sold in the 
otlier territory on account of its being cheaper, 

Artici.k 4. 

But during the term of the farm the Political Agent, will oonsiiU- the 
Nawab of Cambay regarding the details of Abkari atlministi-ation such as the 
number and position of liquor shops, the persons to receive retail licenses and 
the like, and will consider the wishes of the Nawub on such points. 

Aeticl* 6. 

It is understood that llie farm conveys to the Government of Bombay 
no right of ownership in palm and other toddy-producing trees or in the 
land on which they stand. Rut the Bombay Government mar levy a tas 
on such of those trees ns may be licensed to be tapped for the extraction 
of toddy, 

ABTICI.B 6. 

On his part the Nawab of Cambay engages cordially to co-operate in 
carrying out the provisions of the Abkari law and rules and to do his best 
by himself, bis heire and sticcessors and by his subordinate officers to prevent 
ail illicit possession, manufacture, sale and transport of liquor or of the 
materials or implements used for its manufacture in accordance with the 
provisious of the Act and of any rules which may be made under it. 

Abticlb 6A. 

The Nawab of Cambay further engages to abstain during the term of the 
farm from levying any tolls, octroi or any duty or impost whatever on liquor 
manufactured in or imported into or exported from the Cambay State under 
permit or transported under permit from one place to another place within 
the Cambay State, or on any materials brought into the State for the 
manufactui« of liquor. 

Aetiolb 7. 

It is understood that all offences against the Abkari law will be cc^iz* 
able under section 51 of the Akk ri Act by tlie Cambay State Criminal 
Courts in the same manner as other offences are cognizable. 

Aeticlb 8. 

Baling the term of the farm the Abkari accounts of the Cambay State 
will be kept separately from those of the adjoining Colleotorates, and an 
annual account given to the Nawab of Cambay for his information. 
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Article 9, 

At the conclnsion of tlie ten years' farm, it shall bo renewable at the opHon 
of the Britisb Government f >r a further period of five years upon the same 
conditions as herein stipulated. On the expiry of the renewed term of the 
farm, or in the event of the Britisb Oovernment deoliuin}; to exercise the 
option of renewal, then on the expiry of the original term of ten years, the 
management of the Ablcari revenue will revert to the Nawab of Cambay. 

Amtiole 10. 

The Nawab of Cambay engages on behalf of himself, his heirs and 
sucoessors to conduct the Alkari administration of his State from and after 
the date of the tertnination of the farm under Article 9 in ac‘^ordance with 
the principles laid down in the preamble of this agreement, namely 

To maintain the same Abkari law and rules as may be in force in 
the neighbouring Colleotorates. 

To impose rates of taxation on liquor equivalent to those in force in 
the Collect orates. 

So to man^e his revenue that injury shall not be caused by it to 
the .Abkari revenue of the Collectoratw and to make bis 
arrangements in oonsultation when necessary with the Political 
Agent, Cambay, for the time being, with this view. 

Provided always that this article does not bind the Nawab of Cambay to 
any arrangements injurious to the legitimnte interests of the State or revenue, 
and that it is understood that the Abkari revenue of the Collectorates will in 
like manner be so managed as not to cause injury to the legitimate Abkari 
revenue of the State. 

This agreement agreed to at Cambay the eighteenth day of August 
one thousand eight hundred and eigbty^niue.

1. SACHIN. 

When in 1791 Balu Mian, Sidi of Janjira, resigned to the Feshwa hia 
claima to Janjira,* he received (No. XXXII) lauds near Surat yielding Rupees 
76,000, and bound himself to keep faithfully the Agreement t then made 
with the Peshwa, and not to disturb the districts of the British Govern¬ 
ment. The State of Sachin consists of the districts then made over to him. 
Oil application to the Emperor of Delhi and the payment of a large nazar he 
received the title of Nawab. In 1816 an agreement was made by the Agent 
at Surat with the Nawab to allow British courts to take cognizauce of 
crimes committed within bis State. But as the concescioos made were not 
deemed sufficient the engagement was not ratiOed. 

Balu Mian died in 1802, and was succeeded by his son Ibrahim Muham¬ 
mad Yakut Khan ; who di^ in 1863, and wns shcceedt'd by his eldest son 
Abdol Karim Khan. Ibrahim Muhammad’s extravagance involved the State 
deeply in debt, and in 1829 be made over (No. XXXII I) his country to the 
management of the British Government till his debts should be liquidated, 
receiving for his support a sum of Rupees 22,000 a year. The State was 
restored to Sidi Abdul Karim Kban in 1864. 

Abdul Karim Khan, who i-eceived a Sanad (No. XXIX) guaianteeing 
the successiou of his State according to Muhamraadau law, died in December 
1868, when the succession of his eldest son Ibrahim MuL-immad Yakut Khan 
was veooguised by the British Government. This Chief died in 1878 and 
was succeeded by his son Abdul Kadar Khan, who is now 26 years of age. 
During bis minority the State wns under the management of the Agent to 
the Governor. In July 1886, when Abdul Kadar Khan attained bis majority 
he and a Native gentlem.an of position were associated in the administration. 
During the next six months Al»dul Kudar proved himself totally unfit for bis 
position, and in January 1«87 he abdicated in favour of bis infant son 
Najaf AH Kban, now about 34 years old. The State is at present admin¬ 
istered by the 1st Assistant Collector of Surat, under the orders of the 
Agent to the Governor.

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The Bfpa of Sachin ia 42 square miles; the revenue amounte to Rupees 
2,02,9S8.S-9, and the population (1891) to 21,289. The Nawab, who is 
entitled to a salute oE 9 guns, has second class jurisdiction, that is has |wwer 
to try for capital oEEences his own subject* only. The State pays no tribute. 
It maintains (1891) a force of 4 guns, 5 horse and 65 infantry. 

2. BANSDA. 

The Raja of Bansda, the early history of which State is unlmown, is a 
SolanVi Rajput. The Mahrattaa exacted from Bansda a chauth of Rupees 
7,000, which was transferred to the British Government under the treaty of 
Bassein. A tribute of Rupees 7,351-9 is now taken. The late Chief, Hamir 
Singh, succeeded by adoption in 1829 on payment of a relief of Rupees 30,000. 
In consequence of irregularities committed during bis minority the State was 
taken under British management, but it was restored in April 1862. 

In 1856 an arrangement was entered into with the Raja of Bansda whereby 
he agreed (No. XXXIV) to pay annually a sum of Rupees 1,500 as chauth in 

consideration of the British Government foregoing its share in transit duties. 

He also bound himselE to limit his demands on account of customs and transit 
duties to certain rates sanctioned by the British Government, making his 

own arrangements for their collection. 

In 1873 the Raja executed an Agreement (No. XXXV) to abolish transit 
duties in his State in consideration of receiving from the British Government 
Rupees 8,698 per annum, bi ing the average income for the two precedingyeare. 
This sum is deducted from the Rupees 1,600 chauth and Rupees 7,351-8-0 
tribute due from the R;ijs, leaving a balance payable by him of Rupees 163-8-0. 

In 18S6 the Raja executed an Agreement (No. XXXVI), renewable by 
mutual consent after ten yeai-s, by which be undertook to assimilate the 
system of abkari administration in his State to that followed in British terri¬ 
tory. 

Raja Hamir Singh received a Sanad (No. XXXVII) gnaranteeing to him 
the right of adoption. He died on the 16th Jane 1861, and was succeeded 
by a near collateral relative, Gulab Singh. He died in 1878, and left one eon, 
Pratap Singh, the present Chief, now 27 years of age. The Chief receives 
a salute of 9 guns and exercises second class jarisdiction, having power to try 
for capital oSeuces his own subjects only. 

The area of Bansda is 215 square miles. The revenue amounts to Rupees 
2,45,926. The population (1891) is 41,873. 
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The armed force of the State ooueiete (1891) of 1 oa.mon, *l monoted 
police, and 84 infantry. 


3. DHARAMPUR. 

The rnling Chief of Dharampur is a Sisodiya Rajput. It ia not known 
how long his family has been established in the country, and the State has 
generally attracted little attention from other powers. The Mahnittas, how¬ 
ever, exacted from it a cliauth of Rupees 9,000 a year, which was ceded to 
the British Government under the treaty of Bassein. 

The British share of transit duties levied at Dharampur was formerly 
farmed out annually to the highest bidder, and the realisations varied con¬ 
siderably. This anuDgement was distasteful to the Raja, and in 1869 he 
expressed a wish to take the farm permanently into his own hands. At the 
same time he offered to remit bis dues on the whole of the through traffic with 
Khandeeh, provided the British Government did the same, and to make his 
own arrangemenU for the collection of only an import and export duty, allow¬ 
ance being made in Hxing his annual payment for the redaction iii his revenue 
caused by these reforms. These terras were considered reasonable, and the 
farm was given to the Raja on his signing an Agreement (No. XXXVIII) to 
make a 6xed annual payment of Rupees 9,000, not to inci-eaee the taxes in 
force, and not to levy new ones. 

In 1885 the Raja entered into an Engagement (No. XXXIX) regarding 
the extradition and trial of any of his subjects who might be arrested in British 
India after having committed an offence in Portuguese India. In the following 
year he executed an Agreement (No. XL) differing but slightly from that 
accepted by the Raja of Bansda in regard to the abkari administration of bis 
State. 

The Raja has received a Sanad (No. XXXVII) guaranteeing to him the 
privilege of adoption. He is entitled to a salute of 9 guns and exercises second 
class jui-isdiction, having power to try for capital offences his own subjects 
only. Raja Narayandev, who had enjoyed the personal distinction of being 
addressed by the title of Highness, died on the 7th September 1891, and was 
succeeded by his eldest son Mohandev, the present Chief, now 29 years of age. 

The area of Dharampur is 7941 square miles, the revenue Rupees 2,68,081 
and the population (1891) 120,498. 

The armed force of this State consists (1891) of 4 oannon, 40 cavalry, and 
166 infautiy.

That in oonsiderntion of your claims now resigned to government on the 
aforesaid fortSj with everything cont<kined therein whatsoever, enam territory 
in Giizerat, situated on the seashore, is proposed to he given you, yielding a 
revenue equal to that of the territories dependent on Jinjeera, &c. The valne 
of the territory to be ascertained by the average rate of collections for the Inst 
ten years. Of this at present territory to the value of Rupees seventy-five 
thousand has been given you, the remainder will be given on tlie aforesaid 
Talookas being delivered over tu government. 


Artiolb t. 

You are to repair and re^'le in the territory now allotted to you as enam 
with oil your family. You are not to build any large fortress either in the 
territory now given you, or that may be hereafter given, but only such suffi¬ 
ciently strong to prevent the Grassias from any attacks. You are to conduct 
yourself properly and jieaceably, and raise no disturbances, &o. You are not 
to unite yourseli to those who are hostile either to government or to the 
English, or to enter into or to make any hostilities. 

AuTionB 8. 

Should any land be gi‘anted in enam or reward to any hubsee for public 
service, the amount of its revenue shall not be deducted from that of your 
enam. 

In all these three Articles have been settled, which shall be always 
regarded by both parties.

Agreement entered into by the Kaja of Bansda for flu* Farm 
of the Government Chouth Zitkat. —1868. 

To THE Hok’ble Fast India Company. 

I. Maharaool .Humeersingji;e Oodeysingjee, R4ija of Bansda, write that 
Government possesses the “ Ghouth Zukat" in the Bansda territoiy which 
used to be collected through the Deputy Commissioner of Customs, Salt and 
Opium. I expressed a desire in my letter to the Agent, dated 12th January 
1856, to take this Chonth Zukat for Rupees one thousand and five hundred 
(Rupees 1,600) a year, upon which the Agent wrote to Government, and Gov¬ 
ernment acceded to my proposal. Accordingly, the Agent made over to my 
possession the said Zukat from the Ist May 1857. On this subject I enter 
into the following agreement with Gtevernment:— 

1. Copy of TJmul Dustoor relative to this Chonth Zukat'' has been 
sent to me by the Agent with bis Shera letter, dated Srd April 1857, No. 27. 
I agri‘<^6 to abolish the duties on all the items therein specified, with the 
exception of the Iioondees. I am, therefore, not to levy the same on the 
ryots. I am to collect only the hoondees on the villages 

Besides the Chonth Zukat above described other transit duties are 
levied by me in nay territory. An Umul Dustoor of these, including the 
above-said hoondees, was forwarded to the Agent under my signature, with my 
letter, dated 28rd November 1856. I have been furnished with copy of that 
Umul Dustoor, authenticated with the Agent's signature. As therein written, 
the transit duties and the Hoondees will be levied by me. I am not to levy 
any more duties on anything, oor am I to make any now impositions. It will 
be optional with Govemmont to institute enquiries and satisfy itself I do 
not act contrary to this clause, in such way as it may think proper, and to this 
end I will show my accounts when called on by the Agent. 

S. The Chonth Zukat having been relinquished by Government has 
been made over to my possession as above, and iu retnrn for this I am to 
canse to be paid throngli the Agent into the Surat Custom House Company's 
Rupees one tliousaud five hundred (Rupees 1,500) a year by three instalments. 
The first instalmeut of Rupees five hundred (Rupees 600) to be paid in the 
month of Jesht (May and June), the second in Kartick (October and Novem¬ 
ber), and the third iu Palgoon (February and March): I am to pay these 
accordingly. 
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So long as I oostioue to act in oooformity with the abo^e conditions, the 
Mnktoo (a^emeut) come to with Oovemment is to have effect, and the 
amount is to be received from me every year. In cose, however, I do not 
behave a^rdiofr to these oonditiona, that is, if I inorease the rates of duties 
specified in the Umul Dustoor, or if I make any new impositiooe, or if I 
reali^ any of the said Chonth Zukat, excepting the faoondees, or if I fail to 
pay in the amount every year according to the instalments, Government may 
^ucel this agreement, or hold me otherwise pecuniarily reeponsible by increase 
iug the aunuHl amount payable as above as they may think proper. I execute 
this ^reement through the Agent at Surat with my own free will, and have 
artached my seal and signature thereto. This writing is to have effect from 
the Ist May 1867. Dated 16th March 1858.

Teanslation of an Agebbment executed by the Rajah of 
Bansda on Chaitar Vud 12th Samwat 1929 (Thursday the 
24th April 1873), regarding the teansit duties in his terri¬ 
tories. 

We agreed in our previous letter, dated Fagun Vud 6th Samwat 192$, 
to abolish that portion of the transit duty which wo levy on our territory, and 
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to accept in lieu thereof as compensation from the British Government a sum 
calcolated on the average income for the last ten years, but in cousequenoe of 
your not again visiting Bansda, the amount to be paid has not been deter¬ 
mined. 

Yon have now come to Bansda and on examining all accounts you as 
well as I consider Queen's Rupees 8,698 equitable as an average amount. 
We have therefore decided that the British Government sbonld pay me the 
above sum from their Treasury and 1 should accept it. Deducting the above 
from the Cboutb and Tribute which 1 have to pay every year, thera is a balance 
of Rupees lfid-8, oce hundred and 6fty>tbree aud annas eight, which shall be 
sent every year by me to the British Treasury! 

In ooDsideration of the payment to me by the British Government of 
the above sum 1 will abolish the levy of ray portion of the above duty ; that 
is to say, with the exception of the Hoondns on villages, and the proceeds of 
Hnlwadas and the pilgrimage of Oonui, as also the value (or price) of the Timber 
out in my own jangles, 1 will not levy Khoonti, Chethi or duty of any de¬ 
scription whatever now leviable or permitted by my Umul Diistoor, and will 
not stop or offer obstacles to auy carts in transit. But there is nothing in 
this agreement to prevent my levying under the name of Rliootdan any price 
for the Timber from roy villages which 1 tliink proper in lieu of the Khoot- 
diin and transit duty combined, which is now levied under the Dmul Dxistoor 
on Timber from my villages. As stated above this Agreement does not 
inolode the Hoondas on villages and the proceeds of Hutwadas and the 
Oonaipilgrimage, and I shall continue to levy them in accordance with the 
Umul Dostoor formerly received from Government. 

If any complaint is made regarding anything having been done in con¬ 
travention of this Agreement, you (the A^nt) may take cognizance of the 
complaint. We will render the requisite explanation and produce our 
accounts if necessary. 

If we become aware of any smuggled opium, salt or other dutiable article 
passing throngb onr territory, we will detain such article and report the 
matter to the British Government and make over the thing so detained. 

This agreement shall take effect from the Ist of Kartak Vud Sumwat 1930 

i 22nd October 1873 A.D), and shall be acted on from year to year. The 
British Oovernmeot are, however, hereby empowered to cancel this agreement 
at any time without asaigning any reason for it, and in the event of such cancel¬ 
lation the mutual rights and custom between the two Governments are to be 
considered as again in force just ae they are at present.

Enquiries ensued resulting in Gcvernment Resolution No. 1199, dated 20th 
March li$69, in conaequence of winch it> has bet^ii delorroined that the transit 
duties of both the Governments should beremitt4Kl and iu lieu of tbe British 
Government’s share in the rest of tlie customs and dues, we agree to make 
to the British Government an annual payment of Rupees 9,000 in British 
currency, which amount we will ptiy annually through yon, tbe Agent to His

There is no accurate account to be obtained of the rise of the Jauhar 
family; but it is believed that up to the time of the Muhammadan invasion 
of the Deccan, and a litde later, tlie greater j>art of the nortliern Konkan 
was held by Koli Chiefs. Jayaba Mukiia was one of the most prominent 
of these, and bad Jauhar for hie head-quartors. His son Nim Shnh was 
recognised as Raja of Jauhar by the Emperor of Delhi in or about 1343, 
and the present Chief is believed to be directly descended from him, and to be 
almost the last, if not the last, of the Chiefs of the Koli caste. Nim Shah*s 
country is said to have contained Zi forts and yielded 0 lakhs of revenue. From 
the time of Nim Shah very little wiis heard of the Jauhar State for three 
or four hundred years. The Mughals never appear to have attempted to 
exercise any authority over it, and the Portuguese, who held the coast 
of the northern Konkan daring the sixteenth and seventeeolh centui-ies, 
never interfered more in the affairs of tlie inland districts than was iiec^- 
sary to prevenc aggression ou their own. Shivaji and his descendanta, in 
like manner, left this wild country to take care of it»^>lf, and it was not 
until the power of the Peshwas was well estnblished tliat they interfered. 
After they had taken the const of the northern Konkan from the Portu¬ 
guese iu 1739-4)0, they began to annex such of the inland districts as seemed 
of any value, and in this way they gradually took a good part of the posses¬ 
sions of the Raja of Jauhar. The revenue of the State before this is said 
to have been about SJ lakhs. But after ooirstant aggression on the part 
of the Mabrattas the thou Raja, Patang Shah II, in I78i was glad to enter 
into an arrangement with the Pesbwa, by which, in return for an annual 
tribute of Rupees 1,000, and a nasarana on the investiture of every new Raja, 
be and his family were confirmed in the small remainder of their possessions, 
yielding then a revenue of about Rupees 20,0U0. 

Ou the death of Patang Shah II in 179S the Peshwa allowed his eldest 
son, VikramSliah III, to succeed, bat made him agree to manage his affairs in 
submission to the Peshwa's Government, to pay a succession fee of Rupees 8,000, 
and to be subject to the supervision of the mamUtdar of Trimbak. Vikram 
Shah 111 died without heirs in 1821, but shortly after his death a son named 
Patcng Shall was born. The succession was disputed by the widows of two 
brodiers of the late Chief. To prevent disorder the Collector of the northern 
Konkan ^Yas directed to proceed to Jauh^ir and lc> make snch arraogemeDts ar 
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miglit seem necessnry respectiitg the saccessiaii and the HdiiiiuiRti-atioii of the 
State. Pfttaug Shall 111 was recognised (No. XLI) as Raja, and his mother 
^as oliarged with the administration till be sliould be personally qualified to 
undertake it. The nazarana due to the British Ooverumeot was remitted as 
an act of grace, without affecting the right of Government to claim it on 
any future oooosion. 

Before his death in June 1866 Patang Shah 111 had adopted Narajan Rao, 
srraudson of Madhav Rao, Patang >ihah*8 uncle. This Narayan Rao, called 
Vikracn Shah IV, died in July 1865. Naniyan Kuo's young widow. Rani 
Tiakshmibai, at the advice of Gopikabni, Narayan Rao's mother and guardian, 
adopted as her son Malbar Rao, also called Patang Shah IV, the present Rnja, 
who was then about ten yeara of age. The adoption of Patang Shah was sanc¬ 
tioned, and a nazarana of Rupees £'>,000 was paid to the British Government. 
During the minority of Patang 8hah, Rani Gopikabai was appointed Regent, 
and the udmioistration of the State was carried on by a Karbhai-i, under the 
supervision of the Collector and Political Agent of Thana. The Regent, Rani 
Gopikabai, died in 1875, and then the direct management of tlie State was 
assumed by the Political Agent. Raja Patang Shah was educated in the 
Poona High School, and, after he reached his minority in 1877, was entrusted 
with full administrative powers. 

The Raja has second class jurisdiction, which gives him power to try 
capital offences in the case of his own subjects only, without the express 
permiieioD of the Political Agent. He has otherwise full jurisdiction over 
Native and British subjects committing crimes in his territory, subject 
always to the control of the Political A;;ent, should there be ground for inter¬ 
vention on his part. Except the succession fee the Raja pays no tiibule 
to the British Government. 

The Raja has received aSanad (No. XLII) guaranteeing.the privilege of 
adoption on failure of natural heirs; and in the matter of successioo the family 
follows the rule of primogeniture. 

In 1880 the Raja entered into au Agreement (No. XLIIT) for a term of five 
years, hy which, among other conditions, he undertook that the law of bis ter¬ 
ritory as regards abkari should be the Bombay Abkari Act of 1878 or any 
law-which might be substituted for that Act in the Bombay Presidency, and 
that bis entire abkari revenue should be farmed to the Bombay Government 
for a term of five years, from the let April 188U, iu consideration of anaunual 
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payment of Rapeea 82,000 for all abkari righto in the Jauhar State. The 
agreement hae been renewed for a term of years from April 1885. 

In 1881 an Agreement (No. XLIV) was entered into between the Jauhar 
State and the British Government, by which the Raja consented to abolish all 
transit duties and tdlls upon British commodities passing along the Talauli 
Babann Station Road, provided Government constructed it and kept it in 
good repair. 

In the same year (1881) the Raja entered into an Agreement (No. XLV) 
by which be undertook to prohibit the caltlvation of the poppy and the illicit 
importation of opium into his State. 

In 1888 an Agreement (No. XLYI) was entered into between tbe Jaubar 
State and tbe British Government regarding the extradition and punishment 
of subjects of the Jauhar State, who may be charged with having committed 
certain offences in Portuguese India. 

The State of Jauhar covers an area of 634 square miles, and yields a 
revenue of about Rupees 1,50,000. The population, according to tbe census 
of 1891, is estimated at 62,796, composed chiefly of Warlis, Xathkaris, and 
other low-oaste tribes. The State has no military force.

Translation of a Memorandum of a Settlement made for tLe 
SnWASTHAN JoWAR bySAVILLB MARRIOTT, EsQ., COLLECTOR 
and Magistrate of the Northern Oonoan, attended by 
some Officers and a detachment of troops, on behalf of the 
Honourable the Governor in Council of Bombay at 
Mouza Koorun, in the Jowar Territory, on the 16tli 
December 1822. 

Articls 1. 

Bain;; in camp at Mouza Koorun on the ISth of tbe present mouth, a 
proclamation was issued to the inhabilanU, stating that tbe Honourable 
Company have confirmed Puttung Sheh, Rajah of Jowar, on the throne of 
his ancestors, and that Vuttimg Shah Raj.ih^s mother, Sogoona Bai, Ranee, 
is charged with the due administration of the Suwastban nntil the said 
Puttung Shah shall be personally qualified to undertake it, and that all the 
inhabitants are enjoined to obey the orders of Sugoona Bai Ranee. This 
proclamation being publicly notified at the Durbar Cuteberry at my head¬ 
quarters, the investiture was duly conferred. 

Abticle i. 

Sugoona Bai Ranee will conduct the affairs of the Jowar government in 
behalf of the Rajah, but should any violent proceedings be resorted to by 
any person in the Suwasthan Juwar, including the pergonnab Gunjad, asnst- 
anoe will, if necessary, be rendei-ed by the British Government to quell such 
acts. 

Articlb 8. 

The claims of the different branches of the Jowar family and their con¬ 
nexions with that State having bad mature consideration, os well as the 
revenues derivable from the Suwasthan Jowar, including Gunjad, it has been 
determined to allot specific payments from the joint revenue of these districts 
to tbo members of that family in tbe order and proportion as follows 

To Luximee Bai and her sou Pratap Rao, jointly per aonum . . . 1.600 

Sareetree Bai alia* Ruxnma Bed, aud her son Tookaram, jointly per annum. 600 

Dhondee per aunom . ...» 200 

Dhewba Re^ Mooknay Rajkoorur per annum.200 

Rupees . 2,400 

making together rupees two tbonsand four hundred, and Sugoona Bai should 
personally satisfy herself that the full amount^ as specified above, is made to 
each person respectively. 
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Aktigle 4. 

The revenues of the Suwasthan Jowax being soial), and the dissensions in 
the faroil]r having cansed the fall exnenditare of it in maintuioing troops, &o., 
httving had i(8 full weight of consioei'ation, it will be 1 * 0000 )mended to the 
Honoamblelhe Governor in Coonoil of Bombay in this instance to waive the 
British Groveinment's tight of demanding and receiving a nuzzar in the 
present investiture of Puttong Shah Rajah to the gnddee of his ancestors, but 
the power of remitting it rests with that anthority. 

Articlb 5. 

Independent of the differences that existed in regard to the Bergnnnah 
Gnnjad, there are some petty quarrels in the family of the Snwasthsji, to 
whii-h Sngoonn Bai Ranee should give due attention, and settle them amicably 
between the several parties. If this is not effected mutually the character 
of the Suwasthan will be towered and my intentions go unfulfilled. The 
different m^bers should always be friendly together that no disturbance may 
exist. 

Article 6. 

iJhewba Rao Mooknay Rajkoovur should avoid for the future his seditions 
and other illegal acts of conduct. To effect this object Sugoona Bai Rnnee 
should keep a watchful eye over his acts, and if be resorts to' illegal measures 
in the Suwnsthan Jowar, he is to be immediately imprisoned there, or receive 
such othoi* punishment as the laws of the country direct, or (honld he come 
within my jurisdiction the Comavishdar of the district in which he may be 
to be wi'it to, who will give every assistance to secure him: to tliis end 
separate orders will be add^sed to Comavishdars of Soubshs in my juzisdie- 
tion. Mo'’cover, the said Dhewba Rao having been, under date the 14th 
of the present month, allowed an annual sum of rupees two hundred, payable 
by ihe Suwasthan, which is considered sufficient for his subsistence, he was 
verbally directed to discharge the armed men he raised, with the exception of 
two, which he was allowed to retain, within five days from the above date. 
Whether or not this order is conformed to by the Hooknay, Sugoona Bai 
Ranee is to make herself personally satisfied with. 

Article 7. 

Sugoona Bai Ranee will personally exert herself to the maintenance of 
the peace and welfare of the territory under the Suwasthan ; will look to the 
bringiug of land into cultivation, as its appearance se^ns to indicate great 
fertility. 

Articlb 8. 

For the present a Soubabdar and a party of sepnys are sent to Jowar 
with the view to preserve the Rajah and the Suwas^nn; this paTty will 
remain at that station two or three months, or until I am satisGea that 
Sugoona Bai Rauee can by her own authoiity and means fully execute the 
charge which has devolved upon her in behalf of her sou Futtuug Shah 
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Rajah. 'The abore Sonbabdar Luxmon Manay and his party hava been in- 
stricted by Captain Wood as to the manner of their conduct; a copy of these 
instractions I send you separately. By this you will be satisfied of the desire 
which the British Government feels for the prosperity of yourself and Suwas- 
than.

Adoption Sanad granted to Patangsha Vikbamsha Mukhik, 
Raja of Jawhab— 1890. 

Her Majesty being desirous that the Governments of the several Princes 
and Chiefs of India who now govern their own territories should be perpe¬ 
tuated, and that the representation and dignity of their houses should he 
continued, I hereby, in fulfilment of this desire, convey to you the assurance 
that, on failure of natural heirs, the adoption by yourself and future rulers of 
your State of a successor according to Hindu law and to the customs of your 
race will be recognised and confirmed. 

Be assured tiiat nothiug shall disturb the engagement thus made to you 
so long as your house is loyal to the Crown and faithful to the conditions of 
the treaties, grants or engagements which record its obligations to the British 
Government.

Agreement between the Political Agent of Tbana, acting under 
the authority of His Excellency the Vicbrot and Gover¬ 
nor General in Cottncil, on behalf of the British Govern¬ 
ment on the one hand, and Patangsha Vibramsha, Raja 
of Jawhar, on behalf of himself, his heirs and successors 
on the other baud, regarding the Abkari administration of 

the Jawhar State—1880. 

Whereas the agreement between the above-mentioned parties, under date 
January 28th, 1880, recited in full below, on the subject of the Abkaii ad- 
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ministration of the Jawhar State, ceosed and determined on Maroh 81st, 1885, 
it is hereby provided, and the respective parties agree, that it be continued in 
all parlioulars as before for a farther period of 9^ years or from April let, 
1885, to July diet, 1894. 

Agreement dated 88tk January X880. 

The object of this agreement is the improveraeDt of the administration of 
the Abkari revenue of the Jawhar State on the same principles on which the 
administration of the Abkari revenue of the Tbana Coliectorate adjoining the 
Jawhar State has recently been improved in accordance with the provisions of 
the Bombay Abkuri Act of 1878, and especially with a view to prevent injury 
to the Abkari revenue of either the Coliectorate or the Jawhar State by illicit 
manufacture of liquor or by the smuggling of liquor from one territory into 
the otlter. With this object it is agreed as follows : 

1. The Baja of Jawhar engages that the law of his territory as regards 
Abkari shall be Bombay Abkari Act of 1878, or any law which may hereafter 
be substituted for that Act in the Bombay Presidency. 

2. In order that the new system of Abkari administration in Jawhar may 
be effectually organized on the principles of the Bombay Abkari Act, the 
Baja engages hereby to farm his entire Abkari revenue to the Bombay Gov¬ 
ernment for a term of 5 years, from let April 1880 to Slst Miiroh 1886, in 
consideration of an annual payment of Bs. 32,0U0 for all Abkari rights inthe 
Jawhar State. This sum to 1 m paid in equal moieties half-yearly from the 
Tbana Treasury on 10th September and lUth March of each year. 

8. During the term of the farm the administration of the Abkari revenue 
of Jawhar will be condootad by the Political Agent on the following prin¬ 
ciples : 

(o) The rates of taxation of liquor in the Jawhar State aud in the 
Coliectorate to be equivalent. 

(d) Reasonable facilities for obtaining a supply of liquor for consump¬ 
tion to be afforded to the people of the Jawhar State as to the 
people of the Coliectorate. 

(c) The retail selling price of liquor to be the same iu the Jawhar 
State ana in the Coliectorate so as to remove any indneement 
to ths people of one territory to consume liquor sold in the 
other territory oa account of its being cheaper. 

i^ofe.->-Under the last stipnlation it will not be necessary to forbid sale 
of liquor in Jawhar shops to British rayats or vice vend, 

4. But during the terra of the farm the Political Agent will coosult the 
Baja regarding debiils of Abkari administration, such as the number and posi¬ 
tion of liquor shops, the persons to receive retail licenses and the like, and will 
consider the wishes-of the Raja on such points. 

5. It is understood that the farm conveys to the Government of Bombay 
no right of ownership in palm aud other toddy*prodooing trees, or in the land 
on which they stand. 
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6. On his pjirt the H-ajaeng^ages cordially to co-operate in carrying out 
the provisions of the Abkari latv and rules, and to do bis best by himself and 
his odicei's to prevent all illicit poesession, manufacture, sale, transport, &o., 
of liquor or of the materials or implements used for its manufacture in accord¬ 
ance with the provisions of the Act and of any rules which may he made 
under it. 

7. It is understood that all offences against the Abkuri law will be 
cognizable under section 51 of the Abkari Act by the Jawbar Criminal Courts 
in the same manner as other offences are cognizable. 

8. Dnn'ng the term of the farm the Abkari accounts of the Jawbar 
State will be kept separately from those of the Thona Coltectorate, and an 
annual account given to the Eaja for his information. 

9. At the conclusion of the five years' farm the management of the 
Abkari revenue of the State will revert to the Raja. 

10. He engages thereafter to conduct liis administration of it in .aocord- 
anoe with the principles laid down in tlie preamble of this agreement, namely,— 

To maintain the same Abkari law and mles as may be in force in the 
Tbana Collectorate: 

To impose rates of taxation on liquor equivalent to those in force in the 
Collectorate: 

So to manage his revenue as that injury shall not be caused by it to 
the Abkari revenue of the Collectorate and to make his arrange¬ 
ments in coosnltation, when necessary, with the Political Agent 
with this view or to again sell the farm of the State Abkan to 
the British Government for whatever may, at the expiration of 
6ve years, appear a fair and reasonable price to both Governments. 

Provided always that this article does not bind the Baja to any arrange¬ 
ments injurions to the legitimate interests of his State or revenue, and that it 
is understood that Uie Abkari revenue of the Colleotoi-ate will in like manner 
be so managed as not to cause iujury to the l^itimate Abkari revenue of the 
Rajii. 

11. This agreement, if approved by the Government of Bombay, to come

Agreement regarding the Jawhab and Basanxj Station Road 

1881. 

1. The road from Jawhor to the boundary of the State between TalowU 
and Saweb villages to be coustructed and repaired by the Jawbar State. 

2. Westward of the boundary between Talowli and Saweh the road np to 
the Dabanu Railway station to be constructed by the British OoTernment and 
to be repaired by it, the State providing the land for that portion of the 
road passing thiongh it. 

8. The road to be constructed by the British Government, to be either a 
cleared, moorumed or metalled road, as the Executive Engineer, Thana, may 
suggest. 

4. The British Government guarantee not to levy tolls, duty, or fee 
whatever on any of the oarts, animals, goods or traffic on that portion of the 
road construoted and repaired by it, t.s., between Tolowli and Dabanu station. 

5. The Jawbar State on the other hand guarantees that it will levy no 
toll, duty, or fee whatever on any of the carts, animals, goods or traffic on 
the roads westward of its Talowli boundary, and up to Dabanu station.

Agreement by the Jawhar Darsar to accompany letter No, 
36 of 9th October 1880 to the Collector and Political 
Agent, Thana. 

1. Hereafter we will not-cultivate poppy, nor allow it to be cultivated 
(by others). 
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2. We will purchase tbe opium required by ourselvea for our own con¬ 
sumption and for tbe people of our villages at Thana, or aoy other place 
appointed by Government for the supply of opiuiQ. 

3. W.e will have the opium sold at the rates fixed from time to time for 
British districts, and will not allow it to be sold at cheaper rates. 

4. We will not allow illicit importation of opium, that is to say, allow no 
opium to enter our territory that has not paid the British pass>fee. In return 
for this Government have hepn pleased to agree to erant us a remission to the 
extent of 20 per cent, of the pass-feo on opinm, and, on hearing of this, we 
have hound ourselves to abide by the terms above said. Should we fail in 
this we will notjget tbe said remission of 20 per cent, of the pass^fee. 

5. We will furnish every half-year a statement showing in detail the 
quantity of opium purchased, the quantity sold, and the balance in stock, 
&c. This statement will bo furnished free of errors and in the form fixed by 
Government, and we will keep accounts of the same in tbe manner required.

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V.—JANJIEA. 

It is not known at what time the Abyssinians eatabliabed themselves on 
the western coast of India, bat at a very early date the Sidle were Admirals 
of the Mubamnoadan fleet, and held ja^rs from the kings of Bijapnr, which 
were attached to the office to meet the ezpeose of the marine. The grea^ 
maritime dep6t was Danda Rajpuri, in the middle of which stands the islan^ 
of Janjira. At the time of Shivaji's rise the principal Abyssinian was Wazir 
Fateh Ehan, one of Sbivaji's most formidable enemies, against whose fort of 
Janjira the Mahrattas erected batteries for many successive years. Seduced 
by the promises and threats of Shivsgi, Kateb Khan was on the point of 
joining the Mahratta cause when he was seized and put in confinement by 
three of his enbordinate officers, one of whom, Sidi Sumbal, assumed the 
command and put the Bijapnr fleet and the jagir under the authority of the 
Emperor of Delhi in consideration of assistance given by the Mughal govern¬ 
ment of Surat. 

In 1678 Sidi Sambal, who had received the title of Yakut Khan from 
Auraogzeb, was superseded iu the command by Sidi Kasim Yakut Khan, who 
held the fort aguiust all the efforts of the ^fabrattas, and made frequent 
inroads into their districts, from which be levied contributions. Sidi Kasim 
died in 1707, and was succeeded by Sirul Khan. 'With this Chief the British 
Government entered into an offensive and defensive alliauce (No. XLVII) 
in 1733, the main object of which was to put a stop to the piracies committed 
by the Chiefs of Kolaba and to procure the restoration of territories taken 
from the Sidis by the Mahrattas. From this time the Sidis were firm allies 
of the British Government, whose ships were spared in the general piracies 
which they committed. Sidi Siml died about 1734, leaving several sons, 
eldest of whom, Sidi Abdulla, was murdered by his brothers, who xisurped 
the government. Sidi Eubman, one of the brothers, who was absent from 
Janjira, and was not concerned in the conspiracy, threw himself on tbs 
support of the Feshwa Baji Rao. The Peshwa besieged Janjira, and, although- 
unable to take the place, compelled the usurpers to enter into a treaty 
giving up seven districts to Sidi Babman and ceding five of their forts 
to the Mahrattas, Sidi Rahman was removed from power iu 1839, aud 
his brother Sidi Hasan was appointed in his place. On the latteris 
death in 1745, (be Cbiefship of Janjira was for a time usurped by one 
Saiyid Allana, but was recovered in the following year by the rightful heirj 
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Sidi Ibrabim Khan. In 1762 Sidi Ibrahim was murdered by his slave Yakufci 
who usurped the Chiefship, to the prejudice of the late Chiefs brother-in-law, 
Sidi Abdur Rahim, who was geoerally considered the nearest heir. Ineffec¬ 
tual endeavours wem made by the British Government to compromise 
the dispute, but Abdur Baliim would yield nothiDg* of his claim* A military 
force was sent by the British Ooveimment to compel him to submit^ 
whereupon he fled to Poona. Another unsuccessful attempt was made in 1768 
to effect a compromise, hut four years afterwards, as it was feared that the 
Peshwa might support Abdur Knhim, au accommodation (No. XtiYIII) was 
effected, by which Abdur Rahim was put in possession of Danda Rajpun in 
subordination to Sidi Yaknt, who also promised him the succession to Jaujira. 
Abdur Rahim accordingly succeeded Sidi Yakut, and on his death in 1781 
Ijequeathed the principality to his eldest son Abdul Karim Khan called Bala 
Mian. But Sidi Yakut^s will had bequeathed the State to Abdur Rahim's 
second son, who, during his minority, was to he under the guardianship of 
Sidi Jauhar, a personal friend of Sidi Yakut, and governor of the fort of 
Janjira. Sidi Jauhar, with the view of securing his own regency, asserted the 
pretensions of the youth, but Bala Mian fled to Poona, taking bis yoangep 
brother with him. It bad always been the ambition of the Peshwa to obtain 
possession of Janjira, and be was now preparing to redace it, when the British 
Government, after the oonclnsion of the alliance with the Peshwa gainst 
Tipu, being anxious to dissolve the offensive and defensive alliance with 
Janjira, which circumstances rendered it impracticable any longer to preserve 
with consistency, negotiated and ratified an Engagement (No. XLIX) 
between Balu Mian and the Peshwa, by which the former ceded to the Peshwa 
Janjira and bis other possessions, receiving near Surat lands yielding Rupees 
75,000 a year, to be afterwards increased to the value of the revenues of 
Janjira and its dependencies as collected in the most prodnotive of the ten 
preceding years. 

The Peshwa, however, does not appear ever to have been able to establish 
« his influenoe is Janjira, and the State remained virtnally independent, at least 
in its internal administration. Ibrahim Khan, to whom in all probability the 
government was resigned by Sidi Jauhar, was succeeded in 1826, after a rule 
of about 24 years, by his eldest son, Sidi Muhammad Khan. 

In 1884 the British Government declared Janjira to be subject to the 
British power, and, in virtue of the British supremacy, abolished the native 
mint, from which debased coinage had been issued. 
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In 1848 Sidi Muhammad abdicated in favour of bis gon Sidi Ibrahim 
Khan. In 1867 a warning wasconveyed to the Chief of Jaojiraj in consequeDce 
of his oppressive treatment of one of bis sabjeots, that the British Government 
would hold him responsible for any abuse of power which might be bronght 
home to hixn^ and he was urged to provide an independent tribunal for the trial 
of serious offeooce. Two years later another instance occurred of the cruelty 
of the Chief, which resulted in the death of two men. He was therefore de¬ 
prived of all criminal jurisdiction, and a British officer with limited judicial 
powers was appointed to the political cbai’ge of the State. The civil and 
revenue jurisdiction was left in the bands of the Chief. 

In 1870, during the absence of the Chief at Bombay, the administration 
of civil justice fell into disorder, and the irregularity in the collection of revenue 
gave rise to numerous disputes. The Sidi Sardars, indignant at the Nawab's 
prolonged residence in Bombay, at bis extravagance, and at his employment 
of Hindus instead of Mnbammadans, formally deposed the Nawab, and elected 
his son os Chief in his stead, pleading in justification of their proceedings that 
by ancient usage they had a right to interfere in tho government of the 
State. A British officer was deputed to Janjira to enquire into the relations 
between the Nawab and his Sardars, the alleged dissatisfaction of the people 
with the Nawab’s rule, and the conditions under which his authority might be 
re-established. The result of this enquiry was to establish the fact that, alchough 
the Sardars Iiad from time to time exercised an irregular power of interference 
in the government, no claim to exercise this power had been preferred since the 
establishment of the paramount authority of the British Oovernmentyhj which 
the Nawab has always been treated as the sole responsible ruler. Although 
a certain amount of discontent was found to exist at Janjira, the general dis¬ 
affection did not appear to be such as should preclude the return of the Chief 
under proper security for the better management of the State. Accordingly 
it was decided to restore the Nawab on certain conditions. These were em¬ 
bodied in a formal Agreement (No. L) and accepted by the Nawab,* 
who was formally reinstated in December 1870. 

On the death of Sidi Ibrahim Khan in 1879 the succession was contested 
by bis oldest illegitimate son, Sidi Muhammad Khan Baklishi, Oovemment, 
however, recognised the claim of tlie younger and only legitimate son, Sidi 
Ahmad Kbau, who accordingly succeeded to the Chiefship. He is now 30 
years of ago. 
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In 1884 the Kawab entered into an Agreement (No. LI) by which 
he undertook (to assimilate his oustoms system to that in force in British 
India, to prohibit the manufacture of illicit salt and its importation into hU 
dominions, to prevent the cultivation of the poppy in bis State and the im¬ 
portation of illicit opium, and to make over to the British Government, on 
certain conditions, the management of the ablcari revenue of his country. In 
consideration of these oonceasions he receives Kupees 1S,OUO per annam from 
the British Government and is snpplied with salt and opium on favourable 
terms. 

The area of Janjira is 324 square miles; the supposed gross revenue 
amounts to B-s. 4,70,607, and is principally derived from laud. The popula- 
tion (1891) is 81,582. The Sidi pays no tribute. The Nawab also owns the 
dependency of Jafarabad in Kathiawar, which yields a revenue of about Rupees 
60,000. The total strength of the military force is (1891) 168 guns classed 
as serviceable, 14 artillerymen, and 289 irregular infantry.

Aeticlbs by which the English Nation and the Sbbhebs of 
JiNJBEEA of Rajahtoeb havo adjusted an Alliance, 
Depbnsivb and Opfbnsivjb, on the Coast of India—1783. 

For to establish upon a iirm and lasting foondation a perpetual alliance 
and siooere friendship betwixt the gorernments of Jinieera and Bombay, 
Seedee Saut, Seedee Ombai* Affaja, Seedee Mossoot, and the other principU 
Seedees residing in the said Jiineera. have agreed and settled with the 
Honourable Robert Cowan, Esq., Fresiaent and Governor for the Honourable 
English Company, eto., in Conncil. 

Abticle 1. 

That they shall make a league against all the enemies of both govern* 
ments in India (Europeans, subjects of the kings of Hindostan, Persia, 
Arabia, and China excepted), and particularly against Angria, both govern* 
mente making a vigorous war by sea and land, not re^rding any offers of 
peace from that enemy, and neither of the two allies shall hear alone nor 
particularly anything relating to peace, unless both are present at the same 
time anything is proposed, and are to resolve on nothing without the consent 
of both governments. 

Abtiolb 2. 

That in case one of the two governments may have an enemy that is in 
amity with the other, in such case the league is only to lie defensive, and 
most not fail on any pretence to assist thena that are invaded; and in case of 
any invasion, the government that is in amity with the Hggressor shall 
interpose their good offices as mediators to accommodate the differences that 
have happened. 

Abtiolb 8, 

As to the union of the forces of Bombay and Jinjeera in their actions 
against Angria, as well by sea ae by land, all tbe marine .forces of Bombay 
are to be in conjunction with those of Jinjeera, who are to be commanded by 
their own proper officer, yet he is to act as subordinate to the chief commander 
of tbe English forces, as being more experienced in sea-fighting, and tbe 6eet 
of Bombay of greater force; and as in Bombay there is no more infantry 
than is sufficient for their garrisons, the necessary land forces are to be 
provided by the Seedees of Jinjeera. 

Aeticlb 4. 

And likewise, in case tlie teriitories of tbe Seedee should be invaded by 
any power that is an enemy to both governments, they are to be assisted with 
all tbe marine force of Bombay ; and in case tiiat tbe Government of Bombay 
should be invaded by any power that is an enemy to both governments, they 
shall be assisted from Jinjeera with thirty fighting gallivatsand twotbousa^ 
sepoys. 
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Abtiolb 6. 

That all that la taken in this war by sea by the united forces of both 
goTernments sliall be given to the EnglUh, and what shall be taken by land 
Article Seedeea, according ns is expressed in the 6th and 7th

. 1 , e '•* be pleased to give this alliance the desired success, and 

that Angria shall be expelled the fort of Cundary by the nnited forces of both 
gyernmente, that place shall be given to the English with aU the atnmu- 
nition and artilleiy that shall be found therein, and all the other forte that 
shall be taken from the said enemy shall be given to the Seedee with all the 
ammnnition and artillery found in them, except Colaba, wljioh shall be entirelv 
demolished with all its bnlwarks and batteries, so as one stone shall not be 
left above another, and shall never be rebuilt without the consent and pleasure 
of ^th governments; and the revenues and produce of the lands annexed to 
that fort, and whatever tribute belongs to it (except royal grants and posses. 
810 D 8 m the hands of ancient proprietors), shall be annually and equallv 
divided, half to the English and the other half to the Seedees of Jiineera 
and the care and security of these lands is to be provided for by both ' 


Article 7. 

• Mopaut, betwixt the rivers of Nagotan and Penn 

in the district of Colaba, the English may build, if they think proper, a 
warehouse and small fort with artillery sufficient for the better security of 
those lands and their roads, and the conveniency of merchants tmmno 
potting a garrison therein, and the customs and other rente that shall be 
recovered shall be annually and equally divided, half to the English and half 
to the Seedees of Jinjeera, and likewise they shall equally pay the charges of 
building the fort and its garrison, and both governments shall take care to 
encourage trade and preserve the subjects.

T^t all the ammunition that shall be expended iu the war, as well by 
sea as by land, by either of the governments, shall be on their respective 
acconnts, and in case one shonld be necessitated to take of the other, if they 
can spare it, they are to give it for its just price.

If any robberies are committed on either side, restitution is iipmediately 
to be made to the persons wronged. 

Abtiolb 10, 

That deserters who put themselves under the protection of eitlier govern¬ 
ment shall not be delivered up if they have committed a crime worthy of 
death.

That the Seedees of Jinjeera shall upon no pretence hei'eafier iasae out 
their passes to the shipping and people of Angria. 

Aetiolr 12. 

' That after Colaba is taken vvith its dependencies, if it should be attacked 
by the enemy, the charges of the forces that shall be left for its defence shall 
le equally defrayed by both goYemmcDts. 

Abtjclb 13. 

That after the ratification of these Articles, by which the league is ad¬ 
justed, we are immediately to put them in execution.

In ©(juippiog a fleet to chastise and destroy the enemy Angria, the 
Government of Bombay have expended Rupees two laths; that the same be 
effectually represented to court, and the King^s order obtained upon the 
Governor of Surat for the payment of Rupees ihree lakhs on account of the 
timkha of the fleet and forts, which order we oblige ourselves to dehverto 
the Government of Bonobay, in which order it snail be expressed that the 
said money shall be paid out of the treasury of Surat to the Government of 
Bombay, and after the said Rupees three lakhs are leeeived from tbe Suiat 
government, they shall take to themselves Rupees two lakhs, and one shall 
be given to the Seedees of Jinjeem.

Khan and Seedee Abdool Raheem Khan, who have left 
their dispute to the decision * of the Govbenor of Bombay 
of their own free will, be has settled the following Articles 
to be entered into between them; if they act contrary there¬ 
to, they will fall under the displeasure of the Honourable 
Company— 1772. 

Article 1, 


That Soedee Abdool Raheem Khan shall live ot Rajepore as Souba^ 
with seven hundred men under hi^ command, whose pay be shall w out of 
the rent of tuppas agreeable to the Sircai'^s rule, which tnppos fbfl* 
out to him at farm, excepting five villages belonging to Seedee Yukoot, and 
he shall pay the balanee, if any due after paying for the above seven hundred 
men mlothe Sircat annually, tendering the account thereof to Seedee Yakoot 
Khan. 
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Artiolv 2. 

That Seedee Yakoot Khan will [allow Seedee Abdool Raheem Khan 
certain villages and oarts for his house expense, 

Abticijs 8. 

That Seedee Abdool Raheem Khan shall take such care of the Conkery 
and its town walls as be may think proper, with orders from Jinjeera, and 
will not ^mit any man belonging to the foreign durbar to come in without 
orders from Jinjeera, and will]not let any man pass or repass by Moorad gate 
without orders from Jinjeera as usual. 


A&ticlb 4. 

That Seedee Abdool Raheem Khan shall write no letter to the foreign 
durbars without orders from Jinjeera, neither shall he keep any man who 
might go to him from Jinjeera upon disgust. 


Abtiolb 5. 

That Seedee Abdool Raheem Khan shall make no command in the coun¬ 
try, nor has he anything to do with the fleet } only the Sircar has power over 
the country and fleet. 

Article 6. 

That Seedee Abdool Raheem Khan has no manner of business with the 
town and government; the Sircar’s officers will remain there and carry on 
the business as usual. 

Article 7. 

That the seal of Y'akoot Khan (shall be made use of by Yakoot Khan 
only. 

Article 8. 

That Seedee Abdool Raheem Khan shall supnly the fort of Jinjeera with 
cajans, &o,, necessaries, as usual, for which be shall have cuatomaiy abatement 
in the amount of the farm of the prementioned tuppas. 


Article 9. 

That Seedee Abdool Raheem Khan shall not interfere in any examina¬ 
tion of criminal causes for justice, but send the parties guilty thereof to 
Jinjeera to be examined. 

The above nine Articles both contracting parties shall strictly observe, 
and Seedee Abdool Raheem Khan will obey Seedee Yakoot Khan’s orders 
and perform his dnty agreeably to the above agreements.

Agreement between the Honourable TJnitbd English East 
India Company and the Pbishwa Madho Eao Naeain 
Pundit Puedhaun BahaduBi settled by Mr. Charles 
Warren Malbt, Resident of the said Honourable 
United East India Company at the Court of Poona, by 
virtue of the full powers delegated to him by the Right 
Honourable Charles Earl Cornwallis, K.G., Gover¬ 
nor General in Council, appointed by the Honourable 
the Court of Directors of the said United Company to 
direct and control all their affairs in the East Indies 
relative to the Forts op Jinjbbba, Dhunda, Rajetokb, 
OoNSAW, and Mbdgur, with thek dependencies in the 
country of Cokun, now in the possession of the Abyssi- 
of which Seedeb Abdool Hurebm Hhan, 
commonly styled Balloo Mbeh, was heir, but who has by 
his own free will and consent resigned, by a written instru¬ 
ment, all claim thereto agreeably to the following 
Articles 

Abticlb 1. 

1, Seedee Abdool Kureem Kban, have by a written instrument resided 
to tbe’sircar of Kao Pundit Purdbaon Bnbadoor all claim to my hereditary 
territory, with ito forts, and all effects, great and small, contained therein, 
the said Kao Pandit Purdhaun Babadoor having on his part agreed to grant 
me and my heirs for ever, free from all claim or incurabranoe, and without 
reserve, a territory under the denomination of altumgah, in the province of 
Gnzerat, on the sea ooast in one quarter, and as far as possible contiguous in 
its parts, yielding a revenue (to be oompnted from the best collection of the 
collations of ten preceding years under the Peishwa's government) equal to 
the revenue of Jinjeera and its dependencies aforesaid, as collected in the most 
productive year of ten years preceding the present. A portion of the said 
territory, producing the yearly revenue of Rupees seventy-five thousand, is to 
be granted me in altumgah; at present the remainder to be put in my pos¬ 
session in the same year that the aforesaid forts and districts may fall into 
the possession of the Sircar of the said Pandit Purdhaun, in which the condi¬ 
tion of contiguity to the former grant is to be observed with all possible 
puDCtoality. 
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Abtiolb 2. 

I ag^ree to proceed with mj brother, relatione, and dependanta to reside 
on the territory previously granted to ine, on which, and on that hereafter 
to be granted, 1 agree not to oonstmet any fort or place of greater atiength 
than may be necessary for my protection against Qrassias and freebooters. 

* I engage to condnot myself peaceably and justly, to create no feuds or die* 
tnrbaooes, to join no enemy of the Hononrable English East India Company 
or of Rao Pandit Paidbann Bahadoor, nor to act hostilaly towards them. 

Abtiolb 8 . 

I£ Rao Pandit Purdhaun Bahadoor should permit any part of my above« 
mentioned hereditary territory to remain in the possession of any Abyesinian 
or other person for the promotion of his own objects, or should he, after 
getting possession of the said territory, dispose of any part thereof by gift or 
otherwise, no deduction is to be made on that account from my altumgafa, of 
which I am to be pat in full possession on the cessation of hostilities between 
the Peishwa and the said districts of Jinjeera, accordiug to this agreement, on 
a calculate of the full produce of the revenue of the dependencies of Jinjeera 
as above mentioned. The said Seedee Abdool Kureem Khan having, by the 
foregoing throe Articles, relinquished all his hereditary titles and possessions 
to Ksio Pandit Purdhaun, and an engagement being thereby entered into 
between the parties, neither is to deviate therefrom. And Rao Pundit Pnr- 
dhaun is at liberty to pnrsue such modes and at such times as be may think 
proper to get possession of the aforesaid forts and dependencies that are at 
present in the hands of other Abyssinians, to whom no assistance will be 
given by the Honourable Company. This being agreed to by the Sircars 
of the Honourable Company and Rao Pandit Purdhaun Bahadoor, written 
iostruments executed by Rao Pandit Purdhaun on one part, and Mr. Malet 
on the other, specifying the same, have been exchanged; the said Mr. Malet 
having engaged to procure and deliver to Rao Pandit Purdhaun Bahadoor 
a copy, ratified by the Right Honourable the Grovernor General in Council, 
on the delivery of which the Treaty executed by Mr. Malet shall be returned.

Artxclbs of Aguebment with His Exobllenot Sebdeb 
Ibrahim Khan, Nawab of Jinjebea. 

Whereas HU Excellency Nawab Seedee Ibrahim Khan has applied to the* 
British Government to reinstate him in the adminUtratioD of the State of 
Jinjeera, and whereas Government are willing to reinstate him sabject to 
such conditione as will seoure the welUbeing of the people and a better 
administration of the affairs of the State, His Excellency Nawab Ibrahim 
Khan hereby agrees to observe the following Articles of Agreement:— 

Articlz 1. 

In all matters of importance the Nawab of Jinjeera agrees to follow 
the advioe of the British Government as conveyed by the Political Officer 
representing that Government at Jinjeera. 

Abticls 2. 

The Nawab will defray all expenses connected with the Agency, the 
amount of such expenses being fixea by Government from time to time 
according to what may appear to them necessary for the due exercise of the 
control now vested in them. 

Aeticli 3. 

The Nawah will give all proper assistance to the Political Agent and his 
Assistant in the exercise of the criminal jurisdiction now vested in them, and 
for this purpose will appoint a competent Magisterial Officer, to be approved 
by Government, to exercise powers similar to those of a subordinate Magis¬ 
trate of the first class, and to commit cases for trial by the Political Agent 
and bis Assistant. 

A&ticlb 4. 

The Nawab will maintain an efficient Executive Police force of a 
strength approved by Government. The officer in ohar^ of such force will 
be under the control of the Nawab’s magisterial officer, and will be bis 
Assistant for Police purposes. 

Article 6. 

The Nawab agrees to draw up a code of Rules for the guidance of bis 
revenue officers, preecribing the mode of assessing and realizing the revenue 
and of dealing with defaulters. Such rules when approved by Government 
to be recognized os the only l^|nl procedure. 

Article 6. 

The Nawab agrees to entertain a competent tutor, to be approved bv 
Government, for the education of his son, S^ee Ahmed Khan, and will 
retain bis services so long as Government consider it advisable. 
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Artioli 7. 

All complaints and olaims brought by the Nawab against Seedee Hoasein 
Jabnrtee and others in connection with the recent usurpation, and all com- 
plaints and claims which may up to the date of the present Agreement have 
been brought by Seedee Hossein Jaburtee and others against the Nawab, 
■ball, if not already settled by the orders of Oovernment, be submitted to 
the arbitration of the Political Agent, subject to the coufirmatiou of Gh>rern- 
ment.

The Nawab agrees to dismiss Haiee Mahomed Tbangay from bis service, 
and engages not to re>employ him either in a public or private capacity.

Agbebhent between SiDi Ahued Khan NAWADof Janjiba and 
His Excellency the Govebnor of Bombay in Council 
regarding 'administration of the Departments of Oubtous, 
Salt, Opium and Abkari in Habsan— 1884. 

All conventions, agreements or arrangements of whatever kind relating to 
Customs, Salt, Opium and Abkari existing prior to this agreement are hereby 
cancelled and in lieu thereof it is mutually agreed as follows 

Abtiolb 1.«— to Cuttmt, ^ 

(а) The Nawab of Habsan shall, from the date of the execution of this 
agreement, adopt the British Customs Tariff at all ports in Habsan, and 
whenever from time to time the British Government may make alterations or 
modibcations in such Tariff, the Nawab shall make similar modifications in the 
tariff at Babsan ports. The Nawab shall further follow the system, use the 
forms and observe the rules in force in British Ca8tom>houses, and shall in 
all respects assimilate therewith, so far as it may be possible to do so, the 
procedure in the Habsan Custom-houses. 

(б) The cordons of Preventive and Customs stations heretofore maintained 
by the British Government and the Nawab on the land frontier shall be re¬ 
moved from the date of this agreement coming into force, and all land customs 
and transit duties on traffic passing from the dominations of the one Govern¬ 
ment to that of the other shall he abolished from the same date; except with 
the consent of both Governments such land customs and transit duties shall 
not be revived. 
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(0) The Nawab shall lev^ port-daes at all Habsaa ports od the scale 
for the time being in force at the southern group of ports in the Bombay 
Presidency entered in Part IV of the hrst schedule of the Indian Ports Act 

of 187B. 

(d) All articles imported into Habsan ports bend fide for the use of the 
Nawab and hU family shall be free of duty. 

( 0 ) The Nawab shall manage Habsan Costom^houses : Provided that the 
Political Agent or any officer authorized by him for that purpose shall have 
authority, from time to time, to iuspect the books kept at the Habsan 
Castom-bouses with a view to satisfy himself that the British Tariff and 
the British Customs system and mode of transacting business are being 
enforced. 


Aeticle %,—At to Salt, 

(s) The Nawsb shall suppress all salt-works in Habsan and shall prohibit 
the manufacture of salt and colleotiou of salt-earth in Habsan territory. 
The Nawab shall also take measures to prevent the spontaneous generation 
of salt iu Habsan and to destroy such salt as soon as it may appear. 

(ft) The Nawab shall prohibit the import into all Habsan ports of any 
but British excise salt covered by British permits. 

( 0 ) The Agents of the Nawab may anonally select and purchase at the 
British excise salt-works at Uran salt to the amoont of ten thousand six 
hundred and fourteen mannds for the domestic consumption of the inhabitante 
of Habsan, and the British Government will levy no duty on the salt thus 
aoDually purchased by the Nawab^s agents for such purpose. 

(d) The Nawab shall retail the salt thus supplied for the domestic con¬ 
sumption of the inhabitants of Habsau through licensed vendors at such price 
as he may think fit. 

( 0 ) The Nawab shall establish fish-ouring yards wherein salt will be 
supplied by the British Gbvemment to fishermen only for fish-curing at ten 
and two-third annas per maund. These yards shall be under the ooutrol 
of British Salt officers. 


Aetiolx ^.—Annual Pt^ment. 

In consideration of the Btipulations contained in the above two articles and 
conditional on the effectual prevention by the Nawab^s Government of 
all contraband trade or practices or smuggling of salt, opium and liquor, the 
British Goveinment shall pay annually to the Nawab of Habsan the sum of 
Rupees thirteen thousand. The said payment shall be made on the first May 
of each year. 

Aetiolb 4.—.di to Opium, 

(a) The Nawab shall continue to prohibit the import of opium into 
Habsan, whether by land or by sea, and shall also prohibit all poppy culti¬ 
vation in Habsan territory. 
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(i) The Nawab shall obtain tiie opium neceesarj for the consumption of 
tbe iohabitaBts of Habsan only from the Coromisaioner of Customs^ Salt, 
Opium and Abkari> at Bombay, or in suoU other manner as Government may 
from time to time direct. 

(o) The Commissioner sbal] allow a drawback on all such opium at a rate 
equal to one-fifth of the duty actnnlly levied by the British Government on all 
opium supplied to or obtain^ by the Nawab. 

Articlb 5.*—irfs to Ahhari. 

(o) The Nawab shall continue to prohibit the import into any portion of 
his territory of all liquor from Portuguese territory. He shall also absolutely 
prohibit the export of all spirit from Habsan to any other place, 

(d) The Biitish Government nudertakes the management of tbe Abkari 
revenue of Habsan on the British system for a term of (10) ten years from the 
first Aogust one thousand eit<ht hundred and eightf-four, and the Nawab 
undertakes to afford all facilities to the officers appointed by the British 
Government in that behalf* 

(c) After deducting the actual cost of mauagement from the gross sum 
annually realized, the British Government undertakes to pay tbe balance into 
the Nawab's treasury. Such payment to be mode in tbe month of August 
of each year. 

(d) Except in tbe liigher grades, the officers employed by the British 
Government in the management of the Abkari revenue of Habsan sbal), as far 
as may be practicable, be selected from the servants of the Habsan State. 

This agreement shall take effect from the first August one thousand eight 
h undred and eighty-four.

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VI.-THE SATARA JAGIBDARS. 

Prom Pombay Gcvernmtnt Heoordi, lfo» XLI of iVtf» Series, and Reports bp the 

Bombay Qovernment. 

By the 7th artiole of the Satara treaty of 1819* the poesessions of the 
Jagirdars withia the territory of the Raja of Satara were gaaranteed by the 
British Goveromeot, who engaged to secore that the Jagirdars should per¬ 
form the service they owed to the Raja, according to established custom. The 
Jagirdars thus guaranteed were the Raja of Akalkot, the'Pant Sachiv, the Pant 
Pralinidbi, the Daphle, the Nimbalkar, and Shaikh Mira Waikar. The tenures 
of these Chiefs are held to date from the peiiod when their agreements were made 
with the British Government, and not from the date of the grants made by the 
Rajas of Satara. In 1839, on the accession of Shabaji, the Jagirdars were placed 
under the direct management and control of the British Government, their 
contingents and pecuniary payments being reserved to the Raja on the scale 
6xed in 1819. They have not the power of life and death. All serious crimi¬ 
nal cases, involving the punishment of death, or transportation for life, or 
offences punishable with seven years* imprisonment in certain cases, are tried 
in a court presided over by a British officer, in association with the Jagirdar or 
the minister of the Jagirdar within whose territory the offence was committed, 
and the condrmation of the British Government is required before the sentence 
can be carried into effect. The Jagirdars maintain a few sowars aud sepoys for 
police and revenne duties, but have no regular troops. The political control 
over these jagirs vests partly in the Political Agent and Collector of Satara, 
and in the case of Akalkot with the same official at Sholapur, in the case of 
Blior with the Collector and Agent at Poona, and in the ease of the Daphle 
(Jath) with the Political Agent and Collector of Bijapnr. 

In 1862 the Ji^iidars, with exception of the "Waikar, were granted Sanads 
(No. Lll) conferring on them the rigbt of adoption. 

In 1880 the manufacture of earth>salt was prohibited throughout the 
jagirs, and compensation has been granted to the Jagirdars on this account. 

1. AKALKOT. 

In 1707, when Sbahuji, grandson of Shivaji of Satam, was engaged in 
battle with Tara Bai for the recovery of his rights, a woman, whose husband 
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had b«en slain in action, threw her child before the Raja, calling out that she 
devoted him to the Baja's service. Shahnji took charge of the child, and 
named him Fateh Singh Bhonsla, in commemnration of his victory. Inl710 
iliis lad received the jagir.of Akalkot and the title of Raja—a title which 
has been recognised by the British Government, but without the prefix of 
Highness. 

Fateh Singh was succeeded in 1760 by his adopted son Shahuji, and he 
in burn by a second Fateh Singh who wae the Jagirdar with whom the British 
Government formed Engagements in 1820 (No. LIII). He was succeeded 
by his son Maloji Rao, and the latter in 1838 by bis son Shahuji, who died in 
1857. The misrule and incapacity of his successor, Maloji, necessitated the inter¬ 
vention of tbe British Government, and on the 19th February 1866 the Raja 
was set aside and tbe State was placed under Goverument management. Maloji 
died in 1870, leaving an infant son, Shahuji, who has not yet been invested 
with power. In 1868 the contingent of 100 horsemen, which the Chief was 
bound to maintain under the treaty of 1820, was disbanded, and a money- 
pajment of Rupees 14,592 per annum, being two-thirds of the actual cost 
of the contingent, was substituted. The Chief receives from Government 
Rupees 9,606-4-0 and Rupees 5,586-4-0 per annum, on account of Fuoe Panch. 
mahal Jakat aud Mokaebab respectively; tbe latter amount is, however, a 
fluctuating one. 

Tbe revenue survey and settlement was introduced in 1871, and the State 
is still administered under Britiih supervision. In 1886 transit duties were 
abolished. Civil and criminal jurisdiction over the lands of the Akalkot 
State within the limits of the Great Indian Peninsula Railway was ceded to 
tbe British Government in 1865, and within tbe limits of tbe Southern 
Mahratta Rfulway iu 1887. 

The estimated gross revenue of Akalkot is Rupees 2,75,001, which includes 
a sum of Rupees 2,470-6-0 on account of compensation for abkari and Rupees 
142-0-10 on account of salt paid by the British Goverument. The population 
(1891) is 75,774 and tbe area 498 square miles. 

2. BHOR. 

The Pant Sachiv of Bbor is one of the eight hereditary ministers of 
the old Mahrntta empire. Chimnaji Sachiv, with whom the first Engagement 
(No. LIV) was made by the British Government, was one of the earliest 
to abandon the cause of Baji ftao after the Proclamation of the 11th February 
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1818. He died in 1827 and was sncceeded by bis adopted son Raghunath 
Rao Chimnaji, with whom an Eng^agemeut (No. LV) for the exchange of 
territory was oonoluded in 1880. 

Obimnaji Ragbunutb was adopted by his uncle Ragbunath Rao on the 
latter's deatb*bed in 1887. A new Engagement (No. LVl) was ooncladed with 
Chimnaji in 1889, by which be undertook among other things to abolish all 
i'rausit duties iu his territory. On his adoption he was required to pay a 
nazarana of Rupees 53,021 to the Raja of Satara, and Rupees 27,708 to the 
British Government. He died in 1871 and was succeeded by his son Shankar 
Rac, the present Chief, now 38 years of age. On the understanding that he 
was not at liberty, without the consent of Government, to impose any new 
taxation, he was in 1874 entrusted with the management of bis estate. The 
family enjoys an assignment of six per cent, on the revenues of certain 
districts in the Deccan and Khandesh, and a considerable jagir to the south* 
west of Poona. . 

In 1880 the Pant Sachiv entered into an Agreement (No. LVII) by 
which he undertook to prohibit the cultivation of the poppy in Bhor and the 
illioit importation of opium into bis territory. This agreement was renewed 
with certain alterations in 1887. 

'With a view to assimilating the abkari administration in Bhor to the 
system in force in the adjoining British districts, the Pant Sachiv entered 
into an Agreement in 1885 (No. LVIII) by which the management of the 
abkari revenue of the State was transferred to the British Government up to 
the 31st July 1894, in consideration of an annual payment of Rupees 
12,448-13-8. 

In 1890 (No. LIX) the Pant Sachiv entered into an Agreement with 
the British Government to abolish all taxes or imposts on the import, export 
and measurement of commodities other than snuff, sulphur and poisonous 
drugs. 

The Pant Sachiv pays a tribute of Rupees 4,646-2-0 to the British Gov¬ 
ernment. His revenues amount to Rupees 4,22,436; the area of his jagir is 
1,491 square miles, and the population (1891) is 156,488. • 

3. AUNDH. 

The Jagirdar of Aundh has the title of Pant Fratinidhi. The Chief with 
whom the British Oovernment formed its first Engagement (No. LX) was 
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Faraeram Pandit. The title of PratiDidlii, which means ” the likeness and 
representation of the Baja/' was conferred by Rajaram, when, daring; the 
misfortunes which followed the death of Shiraji^ he established a court at 
Gingi on the plan of the court of his father. The title is higher than that of 
Peshwa. Parasram Pandit had held the jagir for abotit forty years beforo 
he overthrow of the Peshwa Baji Rsto. In 1846 he adopted a son, Srinivas 
Parasram, now 59 years of age, on which occasion he was reqnired to pay a 
nazaraca of Rupees 25,000 to the Baja of Satara. Srinivas Parasram succeeded 
his father on the lltb June 1848. 

In 1880 the Chief of Auudh executed an opium Agreement (No. LXI) 
similar to that which, as mentioned above, was accepted in the same year by 
the Chief of Bhor. In 1887 be abolished the imposts called sthalmod and 
sthalbharit in his territory. 

The Pant pays no tribute to the British Government, hat there is an 
assignment of six per cent., or Rupees 1,918, on the revenues of some of his 
villages. The total revenues of the jagir amount to about Rnpces 3,06,225, 
and the population (1891) is 65,146. The area of the jagir, which is com¬ 
posed of vaviouB isolated estates, is 447 square miles. 

4 JATH. 

The family of the Daphles of Jath derive their name from the village 
of Daphlapar in the Jath Pargnna. 

The Engagement (No. LXIl) of the British Government in 1820 was 
made with Renuka Bai, first widow of Khanaji Daphle, late Chief of 
the Jath State. The estate passed from her to the second widow, Salu 
Bai, on whose death in 1823 Ramrao Daphle, the head of a younger 
branch of the family, succeeded. In 1827 the jagir was attached by the 
Raja of Satara to pay off the Chief's debts. After their liquidation the 
estate was restored in 1841 to Bsghirathi Bai, widow of Ramrao. The British 
Government has more than once interfered to adjust the pecuniary affairs of 
the jagir. 

Tn 1872, in consequence of numerous complaints of oppression on the 
part of the Jagirdar, Amrit Rao Daphle, he was deprived of all civil and 
criminal jurisdiction, and a karbhari was appointed with certain limited 
powers for a time ; but the subsequent contumacy of the Jagirdar rendered it 
necessary to assume the whole management of the jagir. This arrangement 
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lasted bill 188S, when the Chief was made Joint Administratorj and was allowed 
to assist in the management of the State. The whole administration was 
made over to him in 1885 on certain specified conditions, which were laid down 
in greater detail in 1887. These conditions he made no attempt whatever 
to fulfil, and in 1891 it was foand necessary in the interests of the State to 
deprive him of all authority, an annual allowance of Rupees 20,000 being 
granted to him. Amrit Rao Daphle died on the 12th January 1892, and the 
succession of Bowaji, a minor, aged 6 years, has been recently sanctioned by 
the Government of India. 

The Jagirdar pays to the British Government Rupees 6,400 per annum in 
lien of a service of 50 horsemen, a tribute of Rupees 4,847 on account of 
certain rights inherited from the Rajas of Satara, and eorae other small sums 
on accouui of rights in other districts. He also pays Rupees 958-l>4 to 
the Pant Pratinidhi from the revenues of certain villages. The population 
of the jagir of the Bapble, including Haphlapur, is (1891) 79,797, being 
71,451 in Jath and 8,346 in Daphlapur. The revenue in 1889*90 was 
Rupees 1,81,571 for Jath, and Rupees 15,748 for Daphlapur; and the area 
of both together is about 979 square miles. 

5. PHALTAN. 

The Chief of Fhaltan, styled Nimbalkar, belongs to an ancient family. 
They long held the district of Fhaltan under the Mubammadan rulers 
of Bijapur. Jan Rao, with whom the British Government formed an 
Rngagement (No. LXIIl) in 1820, died at a very advanced age in 1825. He 
was succeeded by Banaji Naik, who paid a nazarana of Rupees 80,000 to 
the Raja of Satara. Banaji Naik died in 1841, when bis widow was per* 
mitted to adopt the present Chief, Modhoji Naik, now 63 years of *age, 
a nazarana of Rupees 80,000 being paid to the Raja of Satara. He succeed, 
ed to the gadi on the 26tb March 1860. The State became embarrassed 
through the mismanagement of the Chief; and in December 1882 the gov* 
ernment was entrusted to two joint administrators. In July 1S85, order having 
been to some extent restored, the Jagirdar was reinstated. In 1887 he finally 
abolished both stlialmod and stbalbharit. He pays Rupees 9,600 per annum 
in lieu of a service of 76 horse. His revenues amount to Rupees 2,85,921 ; the 
jagir contains an area of 897 square miles, and a population (1891) of 66,883. 

6. THE WAIKAR. 

Shmkb Mira of Wai was an infantry officer iu the sei’vice of the 
Raja of Satara. On the return of Sbahuji from impiiaonment Shaikh 
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Xlira espoQsed his cause and was rewarded with the rent-free grant of the 
Tillage of Posarni, a pension of Rupees 1,800 a month, and promotion to the 
command of 60 horsemen, for the maintenance of whom he held assignments 
to the amount of Rupees 40,000. The pension ceased on the death of 
the first Shaikh Mira, and the revenue assignments have since fallen off to 
Rupees 18,000, which, with Pasarni, are still held by the family. The 
Riigagement (No. LXIV), concladed in 1820', was modified by the amendment 
of the schedule of 1826 attached to the Satara treaty of the 25th September 
1619. 

The last representative of the family. Shaikh Aztm-ud-din, died on the 
18th September 1891, and the affairs of the Saianjum are at present thasub^ 
jeot of litigation. 
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No. Lll.

Her Majesty bein^ desirous tbat the Governments of the several Prin> 
oes and Chiefs of India who now govern their own territories should be perpe* 
tuated, and tbat the representation aud dignity of their Houses should be 
continaed; in fulfilment of this desire this Sunnud is given to yon to convey to 
you the aesuranoe that, on failure of natural heirs, the British Government 
will permit and confirm any adoption of a successor made by yourself or by 
any furture Chief of your State that may be in accordance with Hindoo law 
and the customs of your race. 

Be assured that nothing shall disturb the engagement thus made to you 
so loog as your House is loyal to the Crown and faithful to the conditions of 
the Treaties, grants, or engagements, which record its obligations to the 
British Government.

Teems fixed by Captaih James Grant, on the part of the 
Honoubable Oompant, for Rao Sahib Mehbrban Euttbh 
Sing Rajah Bhonslay Akulkotkur. 

The jaghiree, etc., held by you have come into the possession of the^ 
British Government along with the rest of the country. In considerationj 
however, of the antiquity and respectability of your family, whatever was 
held by yon up to the war is, witli the exoeption of the Mogulaee TJmnls, not 
appartaiuing to the villnges at present held by you, graciously restored to you 
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by Governmeut. As your jagUirea, etc., come within the limita of the terri¬ 
tory of His Highness the Bajah Chutruputee of Satara, according to the 
Treaty, you are to be considereii a jaghiredar of His Highuess^s goyernment. 
The following articles are therefore agreed upon between you and the Rritieh 
(iovernment 

Article 1. 

Pergtmnah Akulkote and other districts and umuls held by yon up to the 
war, with the exception of the Mogulaee Umuls, not appertaining to the 
villages at present held by you, are now restored to you and confirmed. 
During the government of the Peishwa you bad to fnrniah a body of horse, 
but as you have been deprived of the Xognlaee Umnls, and as the jagbire 
territory is in a bad state, and as you should haye enough for your own 
maintenance, and for the expense of the ooutiogent of horse to he kept in a 
complete state of equipment and in readiness to serve at all times of the year, 
government have dispensed with the former number and fixed the contingent 
at 100 horse, which mast be constantly in the service of His Highness’s 
government. 

Article 2. 

The horses and men forming the contingent are to be good. The horses, 
of the vRlue of from Rupees 800 to 400, to be always present in the service 
of His Highness, and to proceed without delay or remonstrance wherever 
their services may be required, lliey are to be mustered whenever so ordered, 
and should there be any deficiency in the number, such deficiency must be 
made good at the annuaf rate of Rupees 800 each horse', to be calculated 
from the period of the former muster; bat previous to enforcing the demand, 
a representation of the circumstances will be made by His Highnesses govern¬ 
ment to the Agent of the British Government, and his ooncurrence obtained. 

A&ticls 3. 

In the event of the contingent being employed in war under a requisition 
from the British Government, and should any men or horses in consequence 
be killed or wounded, it is to be clearly understood that nothing in the way 
of equivalent shall be paid by the government of His Highness; risks and 
caaaaltiea of all kinds, as well as the furnishing of ammunition, are included 
in the allowance. 

Article 4. 

The whole expense of managing the jaghire is to be defrayed without 
referenoe to what is incurred by keeping up the horse. As the territories 
of the British Government and of His Highness adjoin the jaghire, it is 
therefore determined that, in the event of any disturbance taxing place in 
them, on the requisition of the mamledars of either (iovernment, aid shall be 
famished by a ready coK>peration with all the disposable police of the jaghire. 

Article 5. 

Whatever villages, wuttuns, etc., were held by you up to the war within 
the territoriea of the British Government or of His Highness, shall, with the 
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eioeption of the Mo^ulaee Umuls not appertaining to the villages now held 
by yon, be continned, and whatever items of revenue belonging to His High¬ 
nesses government may be within the jagbire, shall be oontinned to be paid. 
All doomala villages and lands, wurshasun, dhurmadaos, dewasthans, rozindars, 
kliyrat, nemnooks, etc., and jaghii'e and korkoonee held by durukdars, within 
your mehals, mast be continued on the same tenure as hitherto. Grants under 
l^vernment title deeds are to be continued ; notwithstanding the temporary 
interruption in regard to them, care must be taken that no cause of complaint 
mav be brought forward in such points. In case any of the persons holding 
the* aboveinentioned rights shall behave improperly, or die withont heirs, it 
will be necessary to acquaint the Agent of the British Government, who will 
intimate to His Highnesses government what course is to be pursued either 
in respect to the punishment or resumption, when Uis Highnesses govern¬ 
ment will adopt necessary measures. Should zemindars raise any disturbance 
against you, or commit any offence against the public peace, or should any 
one die without heirs, you will resucne the wuttun as may seem expedient, 
and report the same to government, when His Highnesses government, with 
the advioe of the Agent of the British Government, will send orders, which 
must be conformed to. 

Abtiolb 6. 

The inhabitants of the jaghire territory must be protected, justice pro¬ 
perly dispeused, and a good police upheld to detect thefts, murder, or disturb¬ 
ance, and suppress gang robberies. If this is not attended to, and the 
country be without jusiioe, so that people are obliged to complain, the 
government of His Highness, with the advioe of the Agent of the British 
Oovernm^t, having investigated the matter, will decide on such subjects, 
and their decisions must be attended to; and further, should such decisions 
not he attended to, so that the country fall into a state of misgovernment, 
and robberies and other crimes become of very frequent occurrence, in such 
an event, whatever mav appear to be the most proper measures, shall be sug¬ 
gested by the Agent of the British Government, and corresponding arrange¬ 
ments will be made by His Highness's government. 

Abticlb 7. 

Family dispute about your respective shares of property, which arose 
between you and Tooljajee Rajah Bhonslay, was settled in the ti me of Bajee 
Rao, and deeds of division were given by each of you. Agreeably to the 
•ame deeds, arrangements are made by the British Government; both of you 
bould, therefore, abide by them. 

• Abticlb 8. 

Withont orders from Government no extra troops are to be levied, and 
none assembled for the purpose of making war on any one. In matters of 
family disputes coDCerning relationship and such like, no appeal to arms 
can be permitted, but the case is to be represented to the Agent of the 
British Government, who will communicate with the government of Uis 
Highness, and whatever decistou is given must be reckoned biouiug. 
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Abticlb 9. 

With the exception of persons under the government of His Highness, 
no intercourse or communication by letter is to be entered into with snch 
pai lios as Bajee Rao Sahib, or other Princes, Chieftains, Commanders, and 
others, uor is any aid or assistance by joining the troops of any one to U 
given. This Article forms tlie basis of the present agreement, and, should 
what is written above be departed from, the jaghire will not be continued. 

Abticli 10, 

All persons having committed crimes within the jaghire country, who 
may take shelter in the territories of the British Government or His High¬ 
ness shall be delivered over to you, after information has been given to tiie 
Agent of the British Government, and by him communicated to the British 
Government or to the government of His Highness, as the case may be; 
and, in like manner, all criminals from the territories of the British Govern¬ 
ment or of His Highness shall be apprehended and delivered up by you to 
their respective governments, and assisUuce must be rendered to people of 
either government who may be sent for the apprahension of such offenders. 


Abticlb 11. 

Whilst you shall continue to fulfil the terms of :four serviM in good 
faith, integrity, and fidelity, your jaghire shall be conU>med withoi^ any 
interruption from His Highness's government: on this point the Bntisli 
Government is your goarantee, 

Abticlb 12. 

All titles and forms of respect hitherto enjoyed by you shall he conti¬ 
nued by the Agent of the British Government and His Highn^e govern¬ 
ment All requests on the part of the jaghiredar, which may be reasonable 

and proper, shall be granted, but such as are otherwise shall not be acceded 

to. 

Abticlb 13. 


As the jaghire distriots adjoin the territory of His Highpess, and it may 
be necessary to effect exchanges of items of revenue or land, for the purpose 
either of defining the bouutlary or for police arrangements, tneretom, on a 
representation from the government of His Highness, the Agent ot tne 
British Government will arrange such exchanges as may be ne^sary, pro¬ 
vided they are not injurious to the interests of the jaghiredar, and such 

exchanges must he made accordingly. 

The above 13 Articlea must be observed.

Agreement on the part of His Highness the Rajah of Satara 
respecting Ptjtteh Sing Bhonslay of Akhlkote, to whom 
these orders are issued. 

The whole of the jagnires, etc., enjoyed by you hare, with the rest of 
the country^ reverted to the British Q-oyeroment; but as that governmeDt 
has been pleased, in ooustderation of the antiquity of your family, to guaran* 
tee to you the villages held up to the war (loclading those situated in the 
Nizam's country now in your possession), save Mogulaee TJmuls, by a Tad 
of 13 paragraphs executed to you by Captain James Crant, the British Resi¬ 
dent, and as his Highness has received his country from the British Govern- 
ment according to Treaty, and your lands are situated therein. His Highness 
approves of the Tad executed to yon by the British Government, aud, for the 
continuance of your lands, determines as follows, vis. 

Aetiolb 1. 

The pergunnah of Akulkote and other mehals and umuls held by you 
up to tlie war (including the villages situated in the Nizam's country now 
in your possession), save Mogulaee Umuls, are hereby continued and confirmed 
to you. Formerly you had to maintain a contingent of horse for the service 
of the Feishwa's government, but as you have now been deprived of your 
umuls in the Nizam's country, and snslatncd loss in the mehals, His Highness, 
to enable you to support yourself and to keep the horse and men of your 
contingent in good order for service throughout the year, fixes the contingent 
at 100 horse, which you are to maintain for the service of the Satara State. 

Articm i. 

The contingent is to he efficient, the horses to he of the value from 
Rupees 300 to <100, and the men in a complete state of eouipment. The 
contingent to be always kept present for the service of His Highness; they 
should attend muster when called upon, and proceed to whatever pLice directed, 
without delay or remoustrance. Should it appear, however, on muster that 
any nnmber of the contingent is deficient, His Highness will, with the 
concurrence of the British Resident, oblige you to refund, in the proportion 
of Rupees SUO per annum a horse, for the whole period of such defioiency, 
acceding to the terms of the agreement entered into with you. ' 
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Abticlb 3. 

In the event of yonr contingent being employed in war by Hie Highness, 
with the concnrrence of the British Resident, no remnneratioD on account 
of the wounded and slain will be granted; bnt all snch risks and casualties, 
as well as the supply of ammnnition, are included in the grant 

Articlz 4. 

You are to defray the expense of your village establiehroents, os well 
as of the contingent. Should any commotion or disturbance occur in the 
districts, either of His Highness the Rajah, or of the British Government, 
you are, on the requisition of the mamlntdars of either government, to aid 
and co-operate with them with the Police in your mehuls. 

ARTtCtB 5. 

The villages, inams, wuttuns, etc., in His Highness the Rajah's country 
held by you up to the war, together with the umuls and villages in the 
Nizam's country now in your possession, will be continued to you, this gov¬ 
ernment also retaining its umuls in yonr territory. All doomala villages, 
lands, worshasuns, dhurmadaos, dewasthans, rozindara, khyrats, nemiiooks, 
as also the jaghires of dapikdaxs and kaikoonee, etc., are to be continued to 
the several parties as heretofore, without objection, together with the lands 
held by virtue of Sunnuds, althongh they may have been on certain grounds 
phkced under attachment. Should any of the parties enumerated above act 
improperly, or die intestate, you are to report the same to this government, 
when His Highness, with the concarrence of the British Resident, will 
awai-d such punishment to the offender, or direct the resumption of the 
land, as may appear expedient. If any landholder creates a riot, or raises a 
rebellion in your country, or refuses to acknowledge your supremacy, or 
if a wottondar dies intestate, yon should attach his wuttun and report the 
matter to government, when His Highne-ts, with the concurrence of the 
British Hesideut, will issue such orders as may appear expedient, and to which 
yon are to conform accordingly. 

Abticlb 6. 

You shoold endeavour to make your subjects happy, distribute justice 
impartially, and adopt measures for t’ne prevention theft, mui*der, and 
other crimes. If these are not done, and if justice is not administered 
properly, and complaints are made to this government. His Highness, in 
conjunction with the British Resident, wul enquire into the complaint, 
end issue such orders as may appear necessary, to which yon are to conform;

ment, and crimes are of frequent occurrence, His Highness will, with the 
concurrence of the British Resident, adopt such preventive measures as may 
appear expedient to him.

Buria^ tba adraioistration of Bajee Rao Rughoonath a diapate hariog 
arisea betweea yoo and Tooljajee Bboaslay for division of property, the 
same was decided, and deeds of acquittance pnseed by you both, which are 
approved of and confirmed by this goyerumeut, and you both are to abide by 
the same accordingly. 

Ajiticle 8. 

Yon should not, without the knowledge of this governmeot, muster a 
force and engage in hostilities with any person. If any dispute arises among 
you respecting Bhaoopoona rights, etc., you should quietly refer the matter to 
this government, when His Highness, with the concurrence of the British 
Resident, will issue the necessary orders in the case, and to which you are to 
conform. 

Abtiolb 9. 

With the exception of the subjects of this goyerament, you are to hold 
no interoourse nor to carry on correspondenoe with B^ee Rao Rugboonatb, or 
any other Prince or Chieftain, If you do, your country will be resumed. 

Article 10. 

Should an offender from your country take shelter within the territones 
of His Highness, you are to report the same to this government, when 
measures will be taken to apprehend the offender and make him oyer to you. 
In like manner offenders from the territories of His Highness or of the British 
Goyerument, taking shelter within your mchaJs, should be immediately appre¬ 
hended and delivered up by you to whichever government they may belong. 
Farther, you are to aid and assist the officers of either government who may 
enter your jurisdiction in pursuit of offenders. 

Akticlb 11. 

So long as you continue in good faith and render faithful service, your 
mehals, etc., will be continued to you xminterruptedly by this government, for 
which you have the guarantee of the British Government, and which is agreed 
to by His Highness. 

Articlb 12. 

All titles and ciistomaTy forms of respect hitherto enjoyed by yon shall 
be continued. You are to represent all your affairs to this government; such 
requests as are reasonable will be granted, and such as are not will be refused. 

Abtiolb is. 

As the country of His Highness adjoins your territory, it might be 
necessary at a future period to effect certain territorial exchanges, with the 
advice of the British Resident, for the good of the country, and for the pur- 
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poBe ofdefioing distinctly tha boundaries o£ tbe two gY>verament8, care being 
taken to secure you from lose. You are required to agree to this arrange¬ 
ment. 

Article 14. 

You are to attend on His Highness annually^ at tbe celebration of the 
Dussera festiyal, as also at other times when your preseuce may be required* 
You are also to accompany His Highness whenever he may proceed on a long 
jonrney. 

The circumstances contained in tbe foregoing 14 paragraphs are eon- .

The poBsessioDB of the Punt Sucheo came under the British Government 
along with tbe rest of tbe country, but tbe antiquity and respectability of the 
family having been duly considered, the British Government have freely 
bestowed and made over to him-tbe whole of his possessions as formerly held 
up to the war, with the exception of his possessions within tbe territory of the 
Nizam. The districts of the Punt being within the limits of the territory 
made over by Treaty to His Highness the Rajah of Satara, the Punt, there-

fore, is placed under the governmeufc of HU Highness. The British Govern* 
roent U the guarantee, and the terms are fised sis foilo^vs 

Isi, _That the inhabitanta of the count,rj under the Punt Sucheo may 

be protected, justdee must be properly administ^ed, and a proper police 
established for the prevention and detection of thieves and robbers, but if 
this is not attended to and people are obliged to bring forward complaints in 
consequenoe of the want of police and justice, in that case, whatever orders 
may be given on the subject by HU HighnessU govemroent, with the advice 
of tlie Agent of the BritUh Government, must be carried into effect. 

An effective police must be established in the country of the 
Punt Suoheo sufficient to prevent any inhabitants of his districts from 
committing robberies within the territories of the British Government or of 
His Highness, and whenever stolen property may be pointed out within 
tlie country of the Punt, or thieves traced into it, both the property and the 
thief must be delivered over to whichever of the governments may demand 
them, and assistance must be afforded to officers of either governmeut who 
may be sent for the apprehension of criminals and offenders. In the event 
of a failure iu these respects tahing place, all arrangements made by the 
^vernment of His Highness, at the recommendation of the Agent of the 
British Ooverument, must be carried into effect, 

5rrf.—Excepting those under the Government of HU H^hnw, no 
intercouree or commoDication by letter can be allowed with any Chiefs, such 
as Bajee Rao Snhib or other Pi-inces, Chieftains, Commanders, nnd others, 
nor is it permitted to send aid to any one whatever. This Ai-ticle forms tee 
basis of the agreement; and if it is departed from, all advantages appertem- 
ing to the Puut by virtue of the preseut agreement shall be forfeited. 


Without the knowledge and permission of government no extra 
troops are to be levied, or war entered upon with any one.

Agreement on the part of His Highness the Bajah of Satara 
respecting Rajeshrbe Chimnajee Pundit Sucheo, to 
whom these commands are issued. 

The country formerly possessed by you has been freely restored and 
bestowed through the liberality of the British Govemmeut, and an agree¬ 
ment consisting of ten Articles, has been made out and delivered to you by 
Captain James Grant Bahadoor, on the part of the British Government. 

Your country has come within the limits of the territory made over (o His 

Hightteas by the Treaty with the British Government, and the terms fired 
by the British Government having been approved of, the Hoozoor, for the 
purpose of confirming you in poaee^on, has determined as follows 

AanoLE 1. 

Should any disturbances take place in the territories of His Highness or 
of the British Government which adjoin your oountry, aid murt he aSorded, 
by sending all the disposable police in your district, on the requisition of the 
roarolutdars of either government. 

Abtiolb 2. 

All Wuttun and other allowances hitherto possess^ by you within the 
territory of His Highness shall be continued; and in like mauner, all items 
of revenue belongiog to His Highnesses government within your country 
shall oontinne to be paid; all doomala villages and lands, wurshasuM, 
dhurmadaos, dewastbans, rozindars, khyrats, nemnooks, daniks, and all other

“ AoREBMEyv between the HoNOTrBA.BHi TSast India Company 
and the Punt Sucheo, dated the 3rd February 1839. 

The late Ptint Sncheo Rnarhoonath Rao having on his death-bed adopted 
the eon of his hnlf-brotlier, Ramjee Appa, as his heir, which adoption, after 
a fall consideration of the case, the Right Honourable the Governor General 
of India has been pl^'ased to recognize, and ordeitt having been received to 
this effect from the Honourable the Governor in Council of Bombay, as well 
as tliat the present heir, Chimnajee Rugboonath, being of tender years, a 
Karbaree should be appointed to manage the affairs of the jsghire, a commu¬ 
nication was ti'ansmitted to Bhore on this subject, and in accordance with this 
commnnicntioD, Damodhr Moresbwar, Venkajee Rungnatb, and Sudasbeo 
Kbundi Rao, hnving waited on the Resident with full powers to make the 
arrangements pointed out by Government, the following Articles are hereby 
agreed to by the undersigned on the part of Chimnajee Ruglioonath Puut 
Sijuheo 

Aeticle 1. 

By the Ut and ind articles of the Tre.aty between the British Govern¬ 
ment and the Punt Sncheo, under date the Sind April IbSO, the Punt is 
l)Ound to provide for the establishment, in bis jaghire, of a good police j as 
also tliat whenever stolen property tnay be point^ out within tiie country of 
the Punt, or thieves traced into it, both the property and the thief must be 
delivered over to whichever of the governments may dem.nnd them, and 
assistance must he afforded to the officers of either government who may be 
sent for the apprehension of criminals and offenders. In elucidation of this 
Article, it is now also agreed that the Punt fully recognizes the right of the 
officers of the Brilish Government to enter his territory in nursuit of offen¬ 
ders Hod stolen property; that he will aid these officers to toe utmost of hia 
ability in the performance of this duly ; and th.ifc all such offenders and stolen 
property will bo given up wiihont demur to the British Government. All 
such evidence, etc., also as may he required for the trial of British subjects 
liefore British Courts, for crimes committed in the PunPs country, are imme¬ 
diately to be forwarded, as jiointed out by the British authorities. 

Article 2. 

It is also hereby understood and agree<l to by the Punt that the entire 
jurisdiction, juvil and criminal, <»f the village of Paret, of the Poona zdlah, 
niid of the kusba of Neeghoz, of the Ahmediiuggur zillah, shall be ceded 
to tlie British Government. 'Ihese two villages being surronnded by the 
Company's territory, and quite detached from that of the Pu»it Stioheo, 
justice will henceforward be administered accoiding to the rules and regula¬ 
tions in foiTie in the British territory.

Abticlv 3. 

Whereas for the promotion of trade and oommeroe, the Siitish Ghivem- 
nient has abolished all transit duties, the Punt Sucheo, with the same object, 
consents to abolish those levies within his territories. The also hereby 
bg^rees to adopt the same system as may be adopted by the British Govern¬ 
ment with respect to the conapensation to be granted to all parties possessing 
hulks on the duties to be abolished by this Article. 

Abticlb 4. 

It is also understood and agreed to that the settlement wade by the 
late Rugboonath Kno Putit Sucbeo with the banket-s, for the payment of the 
debts of the estate, is to be strictly adhered to, and that no further debt is 
to be contracted on any account whatever without the sanction of the British 
Government. 

• Auticlb 6. 

It is also understood and agreed to that the annual allowances of Badha 
Pai and Bhnwanee Bai, the grandmother and mother of the late Pont Sucheo, 
are to be duly paid in the same manner as during the lifetime of Bugboonatb 
Kao. 

Aeticle 6. 

It is also hereby declared and agreed to by the Punt Sucheo that the 
Company's Rnpee shall be the current coin within the Punt’s territory in the 
same manner as in the Company’s country. 

Abticlb 7. 

The undmigned having been named by Gungabai Sucheo ns Knrbai’ee* 
for the management of the estate, they hereby agree that they will faithfully 
and honestly discharge their duty so as to give satisfaction to the British 
Government, to the Punt, and inhabitants at large; yearly accounts of the 
receipts and disbursements of the jagbire are also to be rendered. And it is 
clearly understood that these Karbarees may be removed or changed as Gov¬ 
ernment may deem expedient. 

Aeticli 8. 

Finally, it is understood that the above agreement refers to the territory 
of the Punt Sucheo within British jurisdiction. 

In all, the eight Articles, as set forth, are agreed to.

Substance of copy of an Agreement passed by Shankarrao 
Pandit Sachiv, dated the 1st December 1880. and received 
and ordered to be translated on the 3rd November 1881. 

A written communication has been received from the Political Agent, 
Satara, to the effect that if I pass an ogreomeot as stated below, the British 
Government will ^ree to supply at a reasonable price the opium required for 
sale in the Sanstban, and to pay me money at the rate of 10 annas per cent, 
of the duty on the opium that may be imported into the Sanstban from the 
British depdt. Therefore the nndermentioned agreement is entered into, to 
make arrangements about opium in my Sanstban. 

2. 1 shall introduce into the Sanstban the Opium Act, No. I of 1878, 
which is in force in the British territory, and the Acts that may be passed 
about opium from time to time, and 1 shall also introduce, as far as praotiouble, 
the rules that may be framed under those Acts. 

3. The cultivation of the poppy has been discontinued in the Sanstban 
from former times. I shall take steps to have its cultivation entirely stopped. 

I shall also take proper steps to prevent tlie preparation of opium. If any 
one illegally import smuggled oi>ium into the Sansthan, 1 shall criminally 
prosecute him according to law. 

4. I shall purchase from tbs depdt of the British Government, on the 
payment of price, the opium required in the Sansthan. 1 shall not purchase it 
from another place. I shall not allow rcium for which there is no pass (from 
the British Government given after the payment of the fee) to be import^ 
into the Sansthan. If any one import it, I shall not allow it to be sold in 
the Sansthan, but shall criminally prosecute him according to law, 

5. Permission to sell opium will be given only to licensed persons. I 
shall take steps to make them keep accounts of the receipts and sale of opium, 
and prevent them from selling it in retail at a i*ate lower than that at which 
it is sold in the oeighbouring British territory. 

6. I shall send to the Political Agent, SaUra, a half-yenly statement 
showing the quantity of opium imported from the British depdt, the quantity 
sold, the proceeds of the sale, and the quantity of opium remaining (unsold). 

7. I beg that I may be allowed the liberty to make with the licensed 
retail sellers of opium such additional sgreements as may appear proper, and 
as may be in accordauoe with the aforesaid Acts and rules and this agreement. 

8. Should Government confirm this agreement, it will he enforced from 
the 1st Jauuary 1881.

Abtiols 1. 

With a view to aesiroilatiag the ijstero of Abkari administration in the 
Bbor State to the system in force in the adjoining Biitish distnota of P.iona, 
Satara and Kolaka and thereby preventing loss to the revenue from Abkai-i 
as well in the said State ae in the said British districts, the Pant Sachiv 
agrees that the law from time to time in force in tlie said British districts re- 
gaoding Ahkori shall also have force so far as may be in the Bbor State. 

Abticlb 2. 

In fnrtherance of the same object the Pant Sachiv agrees to continue the 
farm of the Abkari revenue of the Bhor State to the British Government' 
until the thirty-first day of July one thousand eight hundred and ninety-four 
on the conditions 

(a) Ibat the annual sum of rupees twelve thonsand four hundred

(^) That ilie same reasonable facilities shall be afforded to the in¬ 
habitants of the said State to obtain liquor for their oonsumptioa ns to 
the inhabitants of the said British districts. 

(c) That the retail selling prices of liquor shall be the same in the 
Bhor State as in the said Britii’h.distriots, and there shall be no prohibi¬ 
tion of the sale uf liquor in shops in the said State to British subjects or 
vice vend. 

(d) 'Tbat the Pant Sachiv shall l>e consulted from time to time as 
to the number and position of the liquor shops to be licensed in ihe State, 
the fitness of the person to whom it is proposed to give retail licenses and 
such like details of the Abkari administration, 

(c) That if the faimoftbe Abkari revenue shall be sablet to a 
third person, the Pant Sachiv sltoll be furnished with a copy of such sub- 
farmer’s agreement witli the British Government. 

Article 4. 

The farm of the Abkari revenue to the Biitish Goveiument for the period 
aforesaid shall not be deemed to confer upon, the said Government any pro¬ 
prietary right to the palm and other toddy-producing trees or to the land in 
which such ti'ees are growing, but the juice produced from all such trees 
shall be subject to the farm as an item of Abkari revenue. 

Autiole 5. 

The Pant Sachiv engages cordially to co-operate with the officers of tbs 
Bombay Government in giving effect to the provisions of the Abkari law and 
rules from time to time in force sud will use every endeavour himself aud 
through the subordinate officers of the State to prevent the illicit manufactors, 
sale, transport or possession of liquor or the unlawful possessiou or use of any 
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material or implement for manufacturing liquor or any breach of any of the 
provieiona of ibe said law or rules. 


Abtiolb 6. 

All offences against the said Abkari law and rales committed in the fihor 
State shall be cognizable by the ordinary Criminal Courts of the State. 

Aeticld 7. 

The British Oovernment agrees that during the term of the said farm a 
separate account shall be kept of the Abkari revenue of the Bbor State and that 
a copy of the account shall be giveUj if required, annually to the Pant Sacbiv 
for bis information. 

ABTlGtiB 8. 

On the expiry of the term of the said farm on the let Augnst one thou¬ 
sand eight hundr^ and ninety-four the administration of the Abkari revenue 
of the Bhor State shall revert to the Pant Sachiv, but the Pant Sachiv agrees 
that on and after the said date: 

(a) The same Abkari law and rules which are in force in the adjoining 
Britifih distiiots of Poona, Satara and Kolaba shall be maintained in the 
State. 

{b) The rates of the taxation of liquor in the State shall be the same 
as in the aforesaid British districts. 

(c) The Abkari administration of the State shall be in every way so 
conducted as not to cause injury to the Abkari revenue of the adjoining 
British districts, and the Political Agent sliall be cousclted, when necessary, 
with view to preventing any such result. But nothing in tids article 
shall be deemed to require the Pant Sachiv to make any arraogement 
injurious to the legitimate iQ(erestB of the Bhor State, and the British Govern¬ 
ment undertakes that the Abksri administration of the adjoining British

Prbamblb. 

** Whereas the Chief of Bhor declared on the lat Angnst 1887 hia inten¬ 
tion to abolish the duties on export and import known as Sthalmod and 
Stalbharit, and whereas it is considered by the Governor of Bombav in Council 
desirable to obtain an engagement from the Chief of Bhor that he will 
continue this policy iu regard to free trade, the following article in this view 
is agreed upon between Mefaerban Shankarrao Pandit, Pant Sachiv, Chief of 
Bhor, on behalf of himself and his heirs and successors on the one part, and 
W. A. Bast, Esquire, Political Agent of Poona, for the time being, on hel^f 
of the British Government on the other. 

Artiolb 1. 

** The Pant Sachiv en^^ages to abolish within bis territory from henceforth 
all taxes or imposts on the import, export or measurement of commodities other 
than snuff, sulphur and poisnooua drugs : Provided that nothing contained in 
this article shall be construed to prevent the lev^ of any tolls on bridges, roads, 
ferries, canals or causeways for the repair or maintenance of the aame, or of any 
Octroi levied upon articles consumed within Manioipal limits or of any taxes 
constituting the Abkari reveune. 

" Executed at Bhor this 22nd day of October.^' 

States that the Chief was also desirous of adding the words ** and Forest** 
between Abkari'* and ** revenue** in the last line of the document, and that 
it appears the Chief is in the habit of levying dues on forest produce frtnn 
private lands exported from the State which the Chief thought might be taken 
as precluded if not specially excepted from the agreemeut; observes that he 
thought it better to inform Government separately of the Pant's wishes than 
to insert in the agreement words wliich might be quoted hereafter ae implying 

X 
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tlie tacit approval of Goyernment to a form of rerenue of the legitimate nature 
of which he is not pereuaded ; and mentions in this connection that the Pant's 
claims to a share in forest produce on private lands have been for some little 
time a bone of contention between him and his rayats and are in some in> 
stances of doubtful validity. The Commissioner considers that the Political 
Agent acted judiciously in declining to allow the proposed addition to the 
agreement. 

Ee8olntioQ.'>-The action of the Political Agent in advising the Chief not 
to insert the words*'and forest" in the agreement is approved. A fuller 
report should be submitted regarding the Chief's claim to dues on the forest 
produoe of private land. 

2. Obe agreement should be kept do the records of Government.

Terms fixed by Captain James Geant Sahib Bahadooe, on the 
part of the Honourable Company, for Rao Sahib Mush- 
PUK Mehbrban Pueasheam Pundit Pbitheb Nidheb. 

The posseesions of the Font Prithee Nidhee came into the possession 
of the British GoTernment along with the rest of the country ; but in oon- 
sideratioD of the antiquity and respectability of the family, they have been 
freely restored in the same manner ns they were held up to the period of the 
war. But as the greater part of the country of the Prithee Nidhee is within 
the limits of the territory made over by Treaty to bis Highness the Rajah 
of Siitara, the Prithee Nidhee therefore is placed under the government of 
His Highness. 
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The British Govemment is the gnaraotee, and the terms fixed are as 
follows 

Astioli 1. 

That the inhabitants of the country under the Prithee Nidhee may be 
protected, justice must he properly administered, and a police established 
for the prevention and detection of thieves and robbers. Should justice 
not be honestly dispensed, and thefts and robberies, from the inefficiency of 
the police, become so frequent that people may be oblij^d to complain; in the 
event of such being the case, the Government of His Highness will, with 
the advice and assistance of the Agent of the British Government, issue 
directions on the subject which must be attended to. 

Articlb Z . 

An efficient police must be established, so that no inhabitants of the 
country under the Pont Prithee Nidhee may commit thefts or robberies 
within the territories of the British Government or of His Higiiness. 
Should at any time stolen property be found, or the^ traced by Magistiate 
within the country of the Punt Prithee Nidhee, the thief and stolen property 
must be made over to whichever government may demand then^. People 
of eiither government, who may enter the country of the Prithee Nidhee 
for the purpose of apprehending criminals and other offenders, must have 
every assistance given to them. If this is not attended to, then whatever 
appears to be the proper measures shall be suggested by the Agent of the 
British Goverument, and oorrespondiug arrangements will be made by His 
Higboess^s government. 

Aktiolb 3. 

Ezceptiog those under the government of His Highness, no interoourse 
or communication by letter can Im allowed with any Chiefs, such as Bajee 
Rao Sahib, or other Princes, Chieftains, Commanders, and others, nor is it 
permitted to give aid or assistance to any one. This article is the basis 
of the present agreement, and a departure from it will occasion the forfeiture 
of all advantages possessed by virtue of this agreement. 

Abticlb 4. 

Without the knowledge and orders of government no extra troops are to 
be entertained or war enters upon with any one. In all cases of domestic 
disputes about relationship and such like, no appeal to arms can be permitted, 
bnt information must be sent to the Agent of the British Government, who 
will represent the affair to the government of His Highness, and such deoision 
as, with bis advice, shall be given, must be reckoned binding. 

Articlb 6. 

In the event of disputes taking place regarding items of revenue 
possessed by the Prithee Nidhee within the districts of the PutwurdhuD or 
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others, information of the particulars must be sent to the Agent of the 
British Ooverament, when a settlement will take place in consequence; but 
no separate commanioatioii is to be made. 

Articls 6. 

As the conntry of the Prithee Nidbee adjoins the territories of the 
British Oovernment and of His Highness, it may be necessary to make 
exchanges for the purpose of oonvctly defining the boundary, or on account 
of police arrangements, but saeh exchanges shall be made in a manner not 
injarioQs to the interests of the Punt. 

Akticli 7. 

The sum of rnpees two thousand (2,000) formerly paid yearly by the 
Pritbee Nidhee to the Punt Sucheo has been made over by him to the 
government of His Highness, to whom it must, accordingly, be paid 
annually. 


Abticle 8. 

All allowances in the country of the Pritbee Nidhee, sncb as doo^la, 
dhurmadao, inams, wurshasuns, dewasthan, roziudar, nemnook, duruk, and 
others of the like kind, naust be continued as they at present exist t there 
ought to be no complaints on this head. 

Abticli 9. 

As the British territories and those of His Highness adjoin the country 
of the Prithee Nidhee, it is necessary that in all cases of disturbance occur- 
ring in them, assistance shall be rendered on the requisition of the mamlot* 
dars of either government. 


Ahticlb 10. 

The Punt Prithee Nidhee must a^ar in personal attendance on His 
Highness yearly at the festival of the Duseerah. All titles and customary 
forms of respect hitherto enjoyed shall be continued to the Punt. 

In all 10 Articles, as above, which must be observed.

Agreement on the part of His Highness the Rajah of Sataba 
respecting Rajesree Fttrcshram Pttndit Prithee Nidhbe, 
to whom these commands are issued. 

The country formerly poesessed by you haa been freely restored and 
bestowed through the liberality of the British Government, and an agree* 
ment, consisting of 10 Articles, has been made cot and delivered to you by 
Captain James Grant Sabib Bahadoor on tbe part of the British Government. 
The greater part of your country has come within the limits of the territory 
made over to His Highness by the Treaty with tbe British Government, and 
the terms fixed by the British Government having been approved of, the 
Hoozoor, for the purpose of confirming you in possession, has determined as 
follows 

Abtiolb 1. 

Should any disturbances take place in the territories of His Highness 
or of tbe British Government which adjoin yonr country, aid roust be 
afforded by sending all the disposable police in your districts on requisition 
from the mamlntdars of either government. 

Artiolb 

All wuttun and other allowances hitherto possessed by you within tbe 
territory of His Highness shall be continued, and in like manner all items of 
revenue belonging to His Highness's government within your country mast 
be continued to be paid. All doomalla villages and land, wurshasans, 
dbnrmadao, dewasthao, rozindar, khyrat, nemnook, dnruk, and all other 
allowances hitherto enjoyed within your country must be continued without 
interruption, and should at present any investigation be carrying on respect* 
ing the rights or possessions of those holding them on government deeds, 
decisions must be given upon the fairest principles of justice, so that no 
complaints may be made. Should persons holding inheritances of the above> 
mentioned descriptions raise or excite disturbances, or commit offences agninst 
the public peace, or should persons possessed of such inheritances die without' 
heirs, tou will fully investigate the matter and state what may appear really 
just, when His Highness's government, with the advice of tbe Agent of tbe 
British Government, will send such orders as may be fit and proper, which- r 
mast be conformed to. 
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Asttclb 3. 

That the inhabitants of yoor country may be protected, justice mast be 
honestly administered, and a pro^ police establisfaed for tbe prevention and 
detection of thieves and robbers j but if unjast decisions are piven, and no 
good police kept up, so that thefts and robberies become of frequent occurrenoe, 
and people in oonseqnence may be obliged to bring forward complaints; in 
the event of such being the case, whatever orders may in oonseqaenoe be 
issued by His Highness’s governmeut, with tbe ad vioe of tbe Agent of tbe 
British Government, these must be carried into effect. 

Abticlb 4, 

Withont the knowledge and orders of government no extra troops are 
to be levied or war entered upon with any one. In all cases of domestic 
disputes about relationship and such like, no appeal to arms will be permitted, 
but information is to be sent to ^vemment, when snch orders as may be 
sent on the subject, with tbe advice of tbe Agent of the British Government, 
must be considered binding. 

Abticlb 5. 

Excepting those under tbe government of His Highness, no intercourse 
or communication by letter can be allowed with any Chief, such as Bajee 
Bao Sahib or other Winces, Chieftains, Commanders, and others, nor is it 
permitted to send aid to any one, or to become concerned in the assemblage 
of any troops whatever. This article forms tbe basis of the present agree* 
ment, and if it is departed from, with tbe advice of tbe British Government 
yoni possessions shall not be continued. 

AftTICLS 6. 

All oSenders .nnd criminals from your country who may take shelter 
in the territory of His Highness shall be delivered over to yon, and in like 
manner all offenders and criminals from within tbe territories of His High¬ 
ness, or of the British Government, who may enter your country, shall be 
given up and delivered to whichever government they belong. Assistance 
must be rendered to people of both governments who may enter into your 
country in pursuit of such offenders. 


Aitioli 7. 


'Whilst you remain and perform the conditions of your service in good 
faith, integrity, and hdelity, your possessions shall be continued without inter- 
ruption on the part of His Highness’s government, and on this point tbe 
British Government is your guarantee, which His Highness’s government 
approves of and agrees to. 

Abticls 8. 


All titles and forms of respect hitherto enjoyed by you shall be continued, 
and all requests forwarded by you ehall be attended to, and, if reasonable and 
prpper, they will be granted, but if otherwise, rejected. 
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Abtiolb 9. 

As your country adjoins the territory of His Highnese, and it may be 
necessary in consequence to effect exchanges either for the purpose of defining 
boundaries for police arrangements, or for settling revenue toatters, therefore 
such exchanges ehall be made with the advice of the Agent of the British 
Government, provided they are not injurious to your interests. 

Article 10. 

Ton must appear in personal attendance yearly at the festival of the 
Dueserah, as well as on all occasionB of ceremony and congratulation when 
His Highness may require you to be present in person. Whenever the estab* 
lishment of His Highness may move to any great distance, ;^ou must on such 
occasions be present and accompany His Highness. 

Articlb 11. 

The Font Snoheo receives from you a yearly payment of Rupees two 
thousand (2,000), which is now agreM to be transferred to His Highness on 
account of the elephant establishment, and yon must accordingly pay this 
sum annually to His Highnesses government. 


No. LXI. 

Substance of copy of an Agreekekt passed by Shriniwas 
Pandit, Pratinidhi, dated the 11th September 1880, and 
received and ordered to he translated on tlie 3rd Noyember 
1881. 

A written communication has been received from the Political Agent, 
Satara, to the effect that if I pass an agreement as stated below, the British 
Government will agree to supply at a reasonable price the opium required 
for sale in the Ssnsthan and to pay me money at the rate of Rupees (10) ten 
per cent, of the duty on the opium that may be imported into the Sanathan 
from the British dep6t. Therefore the undermentioned agre^ent is entered 
into, to make arrangements about opium in my Sanathan. 

2. 1 shall introduce into the Sansthan the Opium Act No. I of 1878 
which is in force in the British territory, and the Acte that may be passed 
about opium from time to time, and 1 shall also introduce, as far as practicable, 
the rules that may be framed under those Acts. 

8. The cultivation of the poppy has been discontinued in the Sansthan 
from former times. I shall take stops to have its cultivation entirely stopped. 
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I ekall alao take proper etepe to prevent the preparation of opinm. If any 
one illegally import smuggled opium into the Sanstban, I shall criminally 
prosecute him according to law. 

4. I sLall purchase from the depdt of the British Government, on the 
payment of price, the opinm required in the Sansthan. I shall not purchase it 
from another place. I shall not allow opium for which there is no puss (from 
the British Government given after the payment of the fee) to be imported into 
the Sansthan. If any one import it, 1 shall not allow it to be sold in the 
Sansthan, but shall criminally prosecute him according to law. 

5. Permission to sell opium will be given only to licensed persons. I 
shall take steps to make them keep accounts of the receipts and sale of opium, 
and prevent them from selling it in retail at a rate lower than that at which 
it ia told in the neigbbonring British territory. 

6. I shall send to the Politics! Agent, Satara, a ha1f*year1y statement 
showing the quantity of opium imported from the British dep6t, the quantity 
eold, the proceeds of the sale, and the quantity of opium remaining (unsold). 

7. I beg that-l may be allowed the liberty to make with the licensed re* 
tail sellers of opium such additional agreenoents as may appear proper and as 
may be in accordance with the aforesaid Acta and rales and this agreement. 

8. Should Government confirm this agreement, it will be enforced bom 
the Ist October 1880.

Terms fixed by Captain James Grant Sahib Baeaboor on the 
part of the Honoheable Company Bahadoor for Usmht 
Puna Rbnooka Bai Duplay Deshmook of Jut and 
Kubzgeb, by -which the Jut and Kurzgbb Pergunnahs are 
made over to her. 

These districts were formerly held as a personal and military jaghire, and 
having come into the possession of the British Government along with the 
rest or the country, they are now freely restored in consideration of the anti¬ 
quity and respectability of the. family, to be held as formerly in personal 
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and^ military jag^hire. But as these districts came within the limits of the 
territory of His Highness the Rajah of Satara, according to the Treaty with 
the British Oovemmeot, therefore Kenooka Bai IluQay is to be ooosidered a 
j^hi^ar of His Highnesses goTernmeDt, but under the guai'antee of the 
British Goyernment. 

The following articles are agreed to on the part of the British Govern¬ 
ment and Benooka Bai Du^y 

AftTIOLB 1. 

The distiicts of Jut and Korzgee having been possessed as a jaghire up 
to the period of register, they are now freely restored and conarmed. 
During the government of the Peishwa these distiicts were held as an allow¬ 
ance for four hundred and £fty (450) horse under Rasteea, but afterwards the 
number was fixed at three hundred (800), and becanse the country was not 
in a flourishing state, full eervioe to that amount was not demanded, and tlie 
number finally fixed at two hundred. That Kenooka Bai Duflay may live in 
afiBuence and comfort, and also be enabled to keep up the contingent in the 
most Complete state of equipment^ Oovernment have remitted t&ee-fourths 
of that number, and fixed the present contingent at fifty (60) horse, which 
must be kept up constantly in the service of His Highness the Rajah of 
Satara. 

Abticlb 2. 

The horses and men forming the contingent are to be good. The horses 
of the value of from Rupees 800 to 400 to he always present in the service 
of His Highness, and to proceed without delay or remonstrance wherever their 
services may be required. They are to be mustered whenever so ordered, and 
should there be any deficiency in the number, such deficiency roust be made 
good at the annual rate of Rupees 300 per each horse, to be calculated from 
the period of the former muster, but previous to enforcing the demand, a 
representation of the circumstances will be made by His Highuess’s govern¬ 
ment to the Agent of the British Oovernroeut, and his concurrence obtained. 

Artiolb 8. 

In the event of the contingent being employed in war under a requi¬ 
sition from the British Government, and should any men or horses in 
consequence be killed or wounded, it is to be clearly understood that nothing 
in the way of an ^uivalent shall be paid by the government of His Highness. 
Risks and casualties of all kinds, as well os the furnishing of ammunitioo, 
are included in the allowance. 

Artiolb 4. 

The whole expense of managing the jaghire is to be defrayed without 
reference to wbat is incurred by keeping up the horse. As the territories 
of the British Oovemmeut and of His Highness adjoin the jaghire, it is 
therefore determined that in the event of any distnrl^noe taking place in 
them, on the requisition of the mamlutdar of either government, aid shall 
be furnished by a ready co-operation with all the dispoeable police the 
jaghire.

Abtiolb 5. 

Whatever inam villagt^s, wuttuns, and other allowances have hitherto 
belonged to Renooka Bai Duflay within the territories of the Biitixh Govern¬ 
ment or of His Hig^bnees shall be continued, and whatever items of revenue 
belong^ing to His Hi^buess^s government may be within the jagbire district 
shall continue to be paid; all doomalla villages and laud, wurshasun, dhurmadao, 
dewMtbau, roziudar, khyrat, uemnook, durmk, and such like allowance^ within 
the ^aghire must be continued as they are at present. All persons having pos¬ 
sessions on government deeds are not to be mterFered with : such interruptions 
as might exist from temporary causes at the time charge was received from 
the British Q-overnmeui; are to be examined and the claims justly settled. 

Care must be taken that no just cause of complaint may be brought 
forward on such points. In cases where any of the above-mentioned posses¬ 
sors of inheritanoe or allowance shall behave improperly, it will be necessary 
to acquaint the A.gent of the Uritisli Government with the particulars, who, 
m conjunction with His Highnesses government, will intimate what course 
is to be pursued either in respect to punishment or resumption. Should 
persons holding such inheritauces or allowances raise or excite any disturb¬ 
ances, or commit auy offences against the peace of the public, or should 
persons possessed of such rights die without heirs, you will folly investigate 
the matter and state what appears really just, when His Highness's govern¬ 
ment, with the advice of the Agent of the Briiish Government, wUl send 
such orders as may seem fit, and which must be conformed to. 

Asticlb 6. 

That the iuhabitante of the ja^hire territory may be protected, justice 
must be properly dispensed, snd a good police upheld to detect theft and to 
suppress gang robberies. If this is not attended to, and the country be 
without justice, so that people are oblig^ to complain, the government of 
His Highness, with the advice and assistance of the Agent of the British 
Government, having understood the matter, will decide on such subjecte 
aod their decisions must be attended to. And further, in regard to such 
deoisioos not being attended to, so tliat the country may fall into a state of 
misgovernment, aud robberies and other crimes become of very frequent 
occurrence, in such an event, whatever may appear to he the most proper 
measures shall be suggested by the Agent of the British Government, aud 
correspouding arrangements wiU be made by His Highness's government. 

Aetiolk 7. 

Without order's from government no extra troops are to be levied, and 
none assembled for the purpose of making war on any one. In matters of 
family disputes oonoerning relationship and snob like, no appeal to arms can 
be permitted, but the case is to be represented to the Agent of the British 
Government, who will communicate with the government of His Highness, 
and whatever decision is given must be reckoned binding. 
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AariOLt 8. 

With the exceptioQ of those under the government of His Highness^ 
no intercourse or communication by letter ie to be entered into with such as 
^jee Rao Sahib, or other Princes, Chieftains, Commanders, and others, nor 
js any aid or assistance, by joining the troops of any one, to be given. This 
article forms the basis of the present ngreement, and should what is above 
written be departed from, the jaghire will not be continued. 

Article 9. 

All persons having committed crimes within the jaghire country, who 
may take shelter in the territories of the British Government or of His 
Highness, shall be delivered over to Renooka Bai Daflay after information 
has been given to the Agent of the British Government, and by him com¬ 
municated to the British Government or to the governnient of His Highness, 
as the rase may be; and in like manner all criminals from the territories of 
the British Government or of His Highness shall be delivered up by Renooka 
Bai Duilay to their respective governments, and assistance must be rendered 
to people of either government who may be sent for the apprehension of such 
offenders. 

Artiolb 10. 

"Whilst you, Renooka Bai Duflay, shall continue to fulfil the terms of yonr 
service in good faith, integrity, and fidelity, your jaghire shall be held without 
any interruption from Bis Highness's Government; on this point the British 
ie your guarnutee. 

Article 11. 

All titles and forms of respect hitherto enjoyed by Renooka Bai Duflay 
shall be continued. All requests on the part of the jaghiredar, which may be 
reasonable and proper, shall bo granted, but such as are otherwise shall not 
be agreed to. 

Article 12. 

As the jaghire district adjoins the territory of His Highness, and it may 
be necessary to effect exchanges of items of revenue or land for the purpose 
either of defining the boundary or for police arrangements, therefore, on a 
repr^enUtion from the government of His Highness, the Agent of the 
British Government will arrange such exchanges as maybe necessary,provided 
they are not injurious to the interests of the jaghiredar, and such exchanges 
must be made accordingly. ^ 

In all twelve Articles, as above, which must be obeerved.

Agrbbmekt on the part of His Hiqhress the Kajah of Satara 
respecting Benooka Bai Dhflat, Deshmook of the Per- 
gunnahs of JUT and Kubzobe, to whom these commands 
are issued. 

The pergnonahs of Jut and Kurzgee having been for a long time past 
possessed by you in jaghire, therefore the British Ooyeriiment have in their 
liberaiity freely reetored and bestowed the same on you according to terms fiicd 
by Captain James Gmot Babadoor on tbeir part consisting of 12 Articles. 

The country of the jaghire having oomo within the limits of the territory 
of His Highness by the Treaty with the British Government, an agreement 
in consequence has been made out and delivered to you on the part of the 
British Government, which has been approved of by the Hoozoor, and for the 
purpose of coiihrming you in the above-mentioned jagbire the Circar has de> 
termined as follows : >- 

Article 1. 

The pergunnahs of Jut and Kurzgee are to be held as a personal and 
militaiy jaghire on condition of famishing fifty (50) horse, completely equip* 
ped, to be kept constantly prerent in the service of His Highness the Kajah 
of Satara. 

Article 2. 

The horses and meu forming the contingent are to be good | the horses 
ot the value of from Rupees S to 4-00 to be kept coostautly ready in the 
service of His Highness, to be-mustered whenever so ordered, and to proceed 
wherever their services may be required without delay or remonstrance. 
Should any deficiency in the number appear at muster, such deficiency must 
be mnde good at the annual rate of Rupees 300 for each horse, to be calculated 
from the ^riod at which the former muster took place ; but previous to en¬ 
forcing this demand His Highnesses guvemment will make a representation of 
the oiroumstauces and obtain the concurrence of the Ageut of the British 
Government. 

Article d. 

In the event of your contingent being employed in war on requisition 
by the Agent of the British Government, and should any men or horses in 
consequence be either killed or wounded, it is to be clearly uuderstood that 
uothing in the way of compensation shall be paid by the government of His 
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Highneas. Risks and casualties of all kini^Sj as well as tlie fumisbing of 
ammuuition, are included in tbe allowance. 

Abtiole 4. 

The whole expense of managing the jagbire is to be defrayed without any 
refei-ence to what is incurred by keeping up the horse. The territories of the 
British Goverumeut and of His Highness being situated close to the jaghire 
country, in the event of any disturbance taking place, on the requi^tioo 
of the mamlutdars of either government, aid must be furnished by a ready 
co-operatiou with all the disposable police of the jaghire.

Terms fixed by Captain James Gbant Sahib BAHADOORon the 
part of the Honourable Company for Rao Sahib Merer- 
BAN Jan Eao Naik Nimbalkur, Deshmook of Phultun, 
by which the Perqunnah of Phultun is made over to him, 
as he enjoyed the same formerly in personal and military 
jaghire. 

This dUtrict, along with the rest of the country, having come into the 
possession of the BritUh Government, it is now freely bestowed as a military 
jaghire in consideiation of the antiquity and reepectability of the family; 
but as, according to the terms of the Treaty concluded witli HU Higbuess 
the Rajah of Satara, ibis jaghire is within the limits of hU territory, therefore 
Jan Bao Naik Nimbalkur is to he considered a jagliiredar of HU HighnessU 
government, but under the guarantee of the BritUh Government. 

The following Articles are agreed to on the part of the British Govern¬ 
ment and Jan Rao Naik:-«

Terms fixed by Caftain James Grant, on the part of the Hon¬ 
ourable Company, for Sheikh Mira Waekur, by which 
the jaghires, etc. (with the exception of Ferounnah Burta- 
PORE, Prant Wurad, Mouza Bholeb, Pbrgunnah Shir- 
ALLEB, Mouza Pulsbb, Prant Waeb) are made over to him. 

These jaghires, etc., were formerly held by yon as a personal nnd military 
jsghire; but having come into the possession of the British Government 
along with the rest of the country, they are now restored, in consideration of 
the antiquity and respectability of the family, to be held, as formerly, in 
personal and military jaghires. £nt as these jaghires, etc., came within the 
linoits of the territory of His Highness the Rajah of Satara, according to 
the Treaty with the British Government, therefore Sheikh Mira '^'ackur is to 
be considered a jagbiredar of His Highnesses government, but under the 
guarautee of the British Government. The following Articles are agreed to

an event, whatever inav appear to be the most proper measures sliall be sug¬ 
gested by the Agent of the British Government, and corresponding arrange¬ 
ments will be made by His Highness’s government, 

Articlb 7. 

Without orders from government no extra troops are to be levied, and 
none assembled for the purpose of making war on any one. In matters of 
family disputes concerning relationship and such like, no appeal to arms can 
be permitted, but the case is to be represented to the Agent of the British 
Government, who will communicate with the government of nis Highness, 
and whatever decision is given mast be reckoned binding. 

Abtxolb 8. 

With the exception of those under the government of Hie Highness, no 
intercourse or communication by letter is to be entered into with such as 
Bajee Bao Sahib, or other Princes, ChieftaiDs, Commanders, and others, nor 
is any aid or assistance by joining the troops of atiy one to be given. This 
Article forms the bssis of the present agreement, and should what is written 
above be departed from, the jaghire will not be continued. 

. Articlb 9. 

All persons having committed crimes within the jagbire conotry, who 
may take shelter in the territories of the British Government or of His 
Highness, shall be delivered over to Sheikh Mira Waekur, after information 
has been given to the Agent of'the British Government, and by him com¬ 
municated to il>e British Government, or to the government of His High¬ 
ness, as the case maybe; and iu like manner all oriroinaU from the territories 
of the British Government or of His .Highness shall be delivered np by 
Sheikh Mira Wavkur to their respective governments, and assistance must be 
** ^ rendered to people of either government who may be sent for the apprahen- 
sion of snob offenders. 

Abticlb 10. 

Whilst you, Sheikh Mira Waekur, shall continue to fullll the terms of 
your service in good faith, integrity, and fidelity, your jaghire shall he held 
without any interruption from His Highness’s governmeut; on this point 
the British Government is yoor guarantee.. 
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Abticls 11. 

All titles aud forms of respect hitherto enjoyed by you shall be con¬ 
tinued. All reqaeste on the part of the jaghiredar which may be reasonable 
ana proper shall be granted, but such as are otherwise shall not be agreed to, 

Article 12. 

As the jaghiie districts adjoin the territory of His Highness, and it may 
be necessary to effect exchanges of items of revenue or land for the purpow 
either of defining the boundary or for police arrangements, therefore, on a 
reprwentation from the government of Hie Highness, the Agent of the 
Bntish Goveniment will arrhoge snch exchanges as may be necessary pro¬ 
vided they are not injurious to the interests of the jaghiredars. and such 
exchanges must be made accordingly. 

The above Articles most be observed.

Translation of a Yad executed by His Highness the Bajah 
of Satara respectiug Soojatut Shaar Sheikh Mira 
Wabkhr, to whom these orders are issued. 

The whole of the jagbire, etc., enjoyed by you have, with the rest of the 
country, reverted to the British Government; but as that government has 
been pleased, in consideration of the antiquity of your family, to guarantee 
to you the villages held op to the war, excepting pergunnah Duryapore, Prant 
Wurad, monza Bholee, pergunnah Shiralee, and mouza Pulaee, Prnnt Waee, 
» *2 T D ^ paragraphs executed to you by Captain James Grant, the 
Hnrish ^sident, whereof having been constituted a jaghiredar of this State 
dunt^ the pleasure of the British Government, you are to conduct yourself 
towards it like the other jaghiredars mentioned in the Treaty, and as a Yad 
has been executed to you by the British Government, His Highness approves 
of the same, and for the continuation of the villages to you determines as 
follows, vig. 

Article 1. 

The pergunnah of Yerndole, Prant Kbandesb, and other possessions in 
the Deccan are hereby continned and confirmed to you. Formerly you had 
to maintain a contingent of 68 horse for the service of the Peishwa^s govern¬ 
ment; but as pergunnah Duryaporc, etc,, bns now been resumed, and as you 
have sustained loss in the remaining umuls, His Highness, to enable you to 
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support yourself and to keep the horse and men of your contingent in good 
order for semce tbronghout the year, reduces the contingent to 10 horse, 
which you are always to maintain for the service of the Satara State. 

Abticli 2. 

The contingent is to be efficient, the horses to be of the value from Rupees 
800 to 400, and the men in a complete state of equipment; the contingent 
to be always kept present for tbe service of His Highness; they should 
attend master when ordered, and proceed to whatever place directed without 
delay or remonstrance. Should it appear, however, on muster that any num* 
her of the contingent is deficient, His Highness will, with tbe ooncurrence of 
the British GK)vernment, oblige you to refund in tbe proportion of Rupees 
300 per annum a horse for the whole period of sncb defioienoy, aocording to 
the terms of tbe agreement entered into with you. 

Articlb 3. 

In the event of your contingent being employed in war by His Highness 
with the concurrence of tbe British Resident, no remuneration on account of 
tbe wounded and slain will be granted ; but all such risks and casualties, as 
well as the supply of ammonition, are included in tbe grant. 

Aeticli 4. 

Ton are to defray the expense of your civil establiehment as well as of 
the contingent. Should any commotion or disturbance occur in tbe districts 
either of His Highness the Rajah or of the British Government, you are, 
on the requisition of the mamlutdars of either government, to aid and co* 
operate with them with the police in your districts. 

A&ticlb 5. 

Tbe villages, nmnls, and wnttuns, etc., in His Highness the Rajah's 
country held up to lhe war will be continued to you; the government also 
retaining ita umuls in your lands. All doomalia* villages, doomalla inam 
lands, wnrshasuDs, dhurmadaos, dewosthans, rozindars, khyrats, and nem- 
nooks, etc., as well as the rights of darukdars, are to be continued to the 
several parties as heretofore without objection, together with the lands held 
by virtue of Snnnuds, although they may have been on certain grounds 
placed under attachment. Should any of the parties enumerated above act 
improperly, or die intestate, yon are to report the same to this gfovernment,' 
when Hia Highness, with the coucnrrence of the British Government, will 
award pnnisbmeut to tlie offender, or direct tbe resumption of the land, as 
may appear expedient. If any jemadar creates a riot, or raises rebellion iu 
your ooontry, or refuses to acknowledge your supremacy, or if a wuttundar 
dies intestate, you should attnoh tbe wutbuu and report the matter to govern* 
ment, when His Highness, with the concurrence of the British Resident, 
will issue such orders as may appear expedient, and to which you are to con¬ 
form accordingly. 
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Article 6. 

Yoa should endeavour to make your suhjeots happy, distribute jojtioe 
impartially, and adopt measures for the prevention of theft, murder, and 
other crimes; if these are not done, and if justice is not administered pro* 
perly, and complaints are made to this government. His Highness,'in con- 
jnnction with the British ileaident, will enquire into the complaints, and 
issue such orders as may appear necessary, to which yoa are to conform; but 
if you do not do eo, and the country cootinue in a state of misgovernment, 
and crimes are of frequent occurrence. His Highness will, with the concur¬ 
rence of the British Resident, adopt such preventive measures as may appear 
expedient to him. 

ARTICt.E 7. 

You should not, without the knowledge of this government, muster a force 
and engage in hostilities with any person : if any dispute arises among you 
respecting "bhowpuna" rights, etc., you should quietly refer the matter 
to this government, when His Highness, with the oonourrenoe of the British 
Resident, will issue the necessary orders in the case, and to which you are to 
conform. 

Abtiolb 8. 

With the exception of the subjects of this government, you ore to hold no 
intercoarse nor to carry on correspondence with Bajee Rao Rughoonauth, or 
any other Prince or Chieftain, etc.; if yon do, your country will be resumed. 

Abtiols 9. 

3hr«uld an offender from your country take shelter within the teriitories 
of His Highness you are to report the same to this government, when mea- 
sares will be taken to apprehend the offender and make him over to you. In 
like manner, offenders from the territories of His Highness or of the British 
Government taking shelter within yonr jaghire should be immediately appre* 
bended and deliver^ up by you to whichever government they may belong. 
Further, yoa are to aid and assist the officers of either government who may 
enter yoar juiisdiction in pursuit of offenders. 

Article 10. 

So long as yoa continue in good faith and render fai^fal service, your 
jaghire villages, etc., will be continued to yon unintermptediy by this govern¬ 
ment, for which you have the guarantee of the British Governmeut, and 
which is agreed to by His Highness. 

Article 11. 

All titles and customary forms of respect hitherto enjoyed by you shall 
be continued. You are to represent all your affairs to this government; such 
requests as are reasonable will be granted, and such as are not will be refused. 
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Abticlb 18. 

A« tbe territory of His Highness and of the British GoTemment adjoins 
yonr jaghire, it might be necessary at a future period to effect certain terri¬ 
torial exchanges, with the advioe of the British Resident, for the good of the 
country and for the purpose of defining distinctly the boundaries of the two 
governments; care being taken to secure you from loss; you are required to 
agree to this an'augement. 


Aatiolb 13. 

You are to attend on His Highness annually at tbe celebration of the 
IDusserah festival, as also at other times when your presence may be required. 
You are also to accompany His Highness whenever he may proceed on a long 
journey. 

The oircumstances contained in the foregoing 13 paragraphs are confirmed,

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VII.—KOLHAPUR AND SOUTHERN MAHRATTA COUNTRY 

AGENCY. 

1. KOLHAPUR. 

the Recorda of the Bombay Government, No, FIJI of new leriee, ^e, 

Kolhapur .—The Rajas of Kolhapur are the representatives of the younger 
branch of the family of Sbivaji^ as the Rajas of Satara were of the elder. 
After the death of Rajaram, SbivajPs younger son, who was the head of the 
Mahratta power during the captivity of his nephew Shahuji, his widow, Tara 
Dai, placed her son Shivaji in power. He died in 1712, and was succeeded bv 
Sambhaji, son of Bajarom^s younger widow. The Kolhapur family, supported 
by Ram Chandar Pant Amatya, Sarjerao Ohatge of Kogal, and other powerful 
Chiefs, long struggled to retain the supremacy among the Mahrattas, but 
were compelled to yield precedence to Shahuji, who by treaty* in 17S1 
recognised Kolhapur as a distinct and independent principality.

IBTIOIB 7 . 

1 agree to receive the half of any conquests to be made between the river Tungabhadra and 
Rameahwar. 
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On the death o£ Sambbaji in 1760, the direct descendaiite of Shivaji be* 
came extinct. A member of the Bbosela family nras adapted as his eucces* 
tor under the name of Shivaji, and the widow of Sambbaji conducted the 
administration during the minority. Under her adroiniBliaiioo the greatest 
iri-egularities prevailed both by sea and land. 

The prevalence of piracy compelled the British Government to send an 
expedition against Kolhapnr in 1766, wliiob resulted in the conclusion of a 
commercial Treaty (No. LXV). The conditions of this treaty, however, 
were never observed. The payments which Kolhapur bad agreed to for 
the expenses of the expedition were not made, piracy was not auppressed, and 
in 1792 another expedition was prepared. The Raja thereupon signed another 
Treaty (No. LXVl), engaging to give compensation for the losses wbiolt 
the merohaote bad sustained from the year 1785, and to permit tlie establish* 
ment of factoriee at Malwan and Kolhapur. 

The Rani died in 177:i. After her death, the young Raja was long en¬ 
gaged in war with other Mahratta powers, more particularly the Patwar- 
dhan family, the Sawant of Wari, and the Nipanikar, and his government 
was weakened by internal factions. On several occasions, during these 
straggles, the British Government declined to interfere between the pai-ties. 
But in 1811, during a war between the Nipanikar and Kolhapur, when the 
British Resident at Poona was engaged in the settlement of the Southern Mah* 
ratta country, a peace was negotiated between the contending parlies, and the 
Raja of Kolhapur concluded a Treaty (No. LXVII) with the British Govern¬ 
ment, by which, in return for the cession of certain forts, he was guaranteed 
against the aggression of all foreign powers. He also engaged to abstain from 
hostilities with other States, and to refer all his disputes with other States to 
the arbitration of the British Government. 

Shivaji died in 1812, having ruled fifty-three years. He left two sons, 
Sbambhu or Aba Sabib and Shahaji or Bawa Sahib, and was succeeded by tlie

The above nine Artielee, being ctipulated and mutoally agreed on between both partlce, shall 
in no wise be departed from in the least on my pari. 
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former. Id the war with the Feshwa in 1S17 Aba Sahib cordially sided with 
the British Oovernment, and in reward for his services the districts of Chikori 
and Manoli, which in former years hod been wiested from Kolhapur by the 
Nipaoikar, were restored. In 1821 Aba Sahib was murdered. His infant son 
died the following year, and the succession devolved on Bawa Sahib, who 
proved an oppressive and profligate ruler. Three times between 1822 and 
1829 the Bntish (Joveinment was obliged to move a force against him in con¬ 
sequence of his agressions on other Chiefs, in which ho did not respect even 
British territory, and of the spoliation of his jagirdars which drove them to 
rebellion. 

In 1826 he signed a Treaty (No. LXVIII),by which he agreed to reduce 
his army to its peace establishment, and to attend to the advice of the British 
Government in all matters affecting the public peace ; to respect the rights of 
certain jagirdars, and never to grant on asylum to rebels. On the last ooca- 
sion on which a force was moved against him, in 1827, in consequence of bis 
infraction of the 2Dd article of the treaty of 1826, be signed a preliminary 
Treaty (No. LXIX), which was subsequently modified (No. LXX). By this 
his army was limited to 400 horse and 800 infantry ; he was stnpped.of the 
districts of Cliikori and Manoli and of Akiwat; he was compelled to admit 
British troops into his forts, to pay Rupees 1,47>94)8 compensation to certain 
jagirdars, to cede lands as security for the payment, and to accept a miuisber 
appointed by the British Government. 

Bawa Sahib died on the 29th November 1838, and was succeeded by bis 
son Shivaji, then a minor. A Council of Regency was formed, oonsisting of 
Shivaji's mother, bis aunt and four officials. Soon after the members of the 
Regency quarrelled, and the young Chief's auut, Diwan Sahiba, assumed the 
entire control of the State. The misrule was so great that the British Gov* 
emment, under the provisions of the treaty, interfered and appointed a mi* 
ulster of its own, Daji Krishna Pandit. The efforts he made to reform 
the administration resulted in a general rebellion, which extended to the 
neighbouring State of Sawantwori. After the sappression of the rebellion 
the direct administration of the State was assumed by the British Govern* 
meut during the minority of the Raja, and until he should be fit to be entrust¬ 
ed with powers of government, and the country could be given over to him in 
a settled and improved condition. The forts of every description were dis¬ 
mantled, and the system of hereditary garrisons was abolished. I'he military 
force of tiio State was disbanded and a local corps entertained in its stead, and 
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the Kolliapar State wns required to pay the expense of enppreesing the rebel. 
Hon. In 1862 the management was restored to the Eaja, with whom a new 
Treaty (No. LXXI) was conolnded. By this treaty the Raja is bound, in all 
matters of importance, to be guided by the advice of the British Government. 

During the mutinies of 1857 the Raja remained faithful in his allegi- 
nnoe to the British Government, but his younger brother, Chima Sahib, joined 
the rebels. He was subsequently imprisoned, and died in confinement. 

Raja Shivaji, who bad received the right of adoption (No. XXXVII), died 
in 1866, when the succession of his nephew and adopted son Rajaram, then 
sixteen years of age, was recogniaed by the British Government. During the 
minority of the young Chief the administration of the State again devolved 
npon the British Government, and a British officer was appointed to superin¬ 
tend his education until he should attain the age of nineteen. 

In 1870 Baja Rnjaram proceeded on a tour through Europe, but died at 
Ploreuce in November of that year without leaving any issue. There was no 
near blood relation of the late Chief eligible for adoption, but Government 
declared its willingness to recognise as his successor any pei* 80 n who might be 
selected as most fitting and acceptable to the family and the principal persons 
of the State, even though he might not fulfil all the conditions required by 
Hindu law and the custom of the Kolhapur family. Their unanimous choice 
fell upon Narayao Rao Bhonsle, son of Dinkar Bao, the head of the Khanvat 
Bhonsles aud next of kin to tlie Kolliapar family, and it was confirmed by 
the British Government. He was aooordingly installed as Baja of Kolha¬ 
pur iu October 1871, aud took the name of Shivaji. 

The education of Raja Shivaji was at first snperin tended by a British 
officer, and he was afterwards sent to the Bajkumar College in Kathiawar. 
In 1879 the Raja showed signs of insanity, which unfortunately developed ; 
and in 1882 a committee of medical officers pronounced him incurable. A 
Council consisting of the Chief of Kaga) as Regent and three members 
was thereupon appointed to conduct the administration. Raja Shivaji 
died in December 1883, and was succeeded by Yesbwantrao Baba Sahib 
Gba^e, the eldest son of the Regent, whose adoption by Anandibai Sahiha 
Rani, Shivaji's widow, was sanctioned by Government. The young Raja, who 
is nearly eighteen years of age, assumed the title of Shaba 11 (Shabaji) Chba- 
trapati, aud the administration continued to be conducted by the Regency 
Council. On the death of the Kagal Chief, which took place in March 1886, 
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the Political Agent, under the ordere of Government, took hie place as Presi¬ 
dent of the Council for a few months, till in November of that year Govern¬ 
ment appointed the Diwan to be Preeident. The Diwan still continues to hold 
that office with the two other members of oouncil aa his colleaguee. 

In October 1880 the Kolhapur State entered into an Agreement 
(No. LXXII) prohibiting the cultivation of the poppy and the manufacture of 
opium in Kolhapur territory and the import of opium into the State. 

The oppressive export and import duties known ng sthalbbarit and sthal- 
mod were abolished in 1886; and in 1887 the State agreed {No. LXXIII) to 
a larger measure of free trade. By this agreement the whole of the Southern 
Mahratta Country jagirs, as well as the State of Kolhapur, were ultimately 
placed on the same footing as British districts, and a large accession of traffic 
to the Southern Mahratta Country Railway and its feeders was secured. 

The area of Kolhapur is 2,866 square miles, and the population (accord¬ 
ing to the census of 18fll) 913,131. The gross revenue of Kolhapur and 
its dependencies is Rupees 38,06,0110,. of which about 8 lakhs belong to the 
dependent jagirdars. 

The Raja of Kolhapur reoeivee a salute of nineteen guns. 

The military force of the State, including its*feudatories, consists (1891) 
of 67 guns, 61 artillerymen, 265 cavalry, 630 infantry, and 1,372 police. * 

In early times the internal government of the State was modelled on 
that of Shivaji; and most of the larger jagirs in Kolhapur are still held by 
the successors of the old ministers of the State, to whom they were originally 
granted. These jagirdars pay nazarana to the parent State on the oceasioa 
of a suocession and a 6xed money contribution in lieu of service. The follow¬ 
ing list shows the eleven principal feudatoriee of the Baja of Kolhapur. 
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2. SOUTHERN MAHRAITA JAGIRDARS. 

Under the Kolhapur aud Soathem Mahratta Country A^ncy are the 
Southern Mahratta Jagirdars, who consist ol three large families—the Patwar- 
dban, the Bhawa, and the Ghorpade. All these Chiefs enjoy second class 
jurUdiction, having power to try for capital offences their own subjects only. 

They have all entered into an Agreement (No. LXXIV) by which they 
are bound to prohibit the cnltivation of the poppy in their States aud to pre¬ 
vent the illicit importation of opium into their territoriea. 

With the exception of the Chiefs of Jamkbandi and Mirnj (Senior), they 
all, in oonsideration of annual cash payments, leased (No. LXXV) their abkari 
revenue to the British Government for a term of five years from 1881 to 
1886. A three years' lease, also terminating in 1886, on similar terms, was 
taken from Jamkbandi. In 1886 all these Engaj^ements were renewed (No. 
LXXVl) for a further term of eight years, and a similar Engagement (No. 
LXXVII) has been entered into with Miraj (Senior). 

In 1887 the Chiefs of Mudhol, Miraj (Senior and Jnniur), Sangli, Ram- 
durg, Jamkbandi, and Kurundwar (Senior and Junior) agreed (Noe.LXXVlII 
and LXXIX) by abolishing sundry taxes to promote the growth of free 
trade. 
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The founder of the Patwardhaa family waa Hari Bhat> a Konkani Brah- 
mac, who became the family priest of the Ghorpades of Ichal Karanji, and 
whose three sons, Ooviud Hari> Kamcbandar Hari, and Trimbak Hari, rose to 
military command under the first Peshwa and ioceived grants of land on condi. 
tion of militaiy service. The first grant of land, which was of the value of 
Rupees 25,20,568, was in the name of Govind Hari, but the Peshwa subse¬ 
quently divided it in unequal portions between Govind Haii and his two 
nephews, Parashram Bhao, the most celebrated of all the Mahratta generals^ 
son of Ramebaudar Hari, and Nilkanth Rao, son of Tnmbak Hari. To 
Govind Hari was assigned Miraj, to Parashram Bhao Tasgaon, and to Nil- 
kantb Rao Kurundwar. 

Id 1782 Miraj descended to Chintaman Rao, grandson of Govind Hari^ 
a child six years of age; during his minority the estate was managed by 
his uncle Gangadbar Rao. When Chintaman Rao came of age he quarrelled 
with bis uncle, who attempted to keep him out of his rights. Eventually the 
estate was divided between them, the uncle retaining Miraj, and Chintaman 
Rao taking Sangli. The revenues of Sangli were Rupees 6,85,178, and of 
Miraj Rupees 4,79,798, and these estates were respectively liable to find for 
service 1,920 and 1,219 horse. 

On the death of Parashram Bhao of Tasgaon the estate descended to his 
son Ramchandar; but in the year 1811 a share was given by,the Peshwa to 
Ganpat Rao, a younger son. Two estates were thus formed, Jamkhandi, held 
by Ramchandar, yielding a revenue of Rupees 4,54,160 and subject to a 
service of 1,278 horse; and Tasgaon, with a revenue of Rupees 2,08,776, held 
by Gnnpat Kao, subject to a service of 640 horse. 

In 1812 the estate of Kurundwar was also divided, a half share, oalled 
Shedbal, being given by the Peshwa to Ganpat Rao, the nephew of Nilkanth 
Rao. The Kurundwar share yielded a revenue of Rupees 1,27,989, and was 
subject to a service of 280 horse. The revenues of Shedbal were Rupees 
1,00,691, and the contingent due was 280 horse. 

The power of the Patwardhans had for some time excited the jealousy 
of the Peshwa, who attempted to strip them of their rights. Rebellion was 
several times threatened, and at last in 1812 the Patwardhans asked for the 
interference of the British Government. Through the mediation of Mr. 
Elphinstone an Engagement (No. LXXX) was drawn up, by which the 
family, together with the other jagprdars of the Southern Mahratta Country 
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were secured in their pceseasions on condition of renderiog etipolated service, 
and the Peshwa eagaged to abstain from interference with their administra¬ 
tion. 

At the time of the Peshwa^ overthiow, therefore, there were six separate 
estates held by members of the Patwardhan family. With the Chiefs of 
^bese estates three Engagements (Nos. L^XI, LXXXII, and LXXXIII) 
were concluded in 1819, by which the number of horsemen they were required 
to furnish was rednoed to one-fourth, and in lien of the others cash was to be 
paid at the rate of Rupees 800 for each horse, or land was to be assigned. 
The engagements also bound them to dependence on the British Government, 
to whom all quarrels were to be referred. With the exception of the Chief 
of Sangli, who gave up lands yielding Rupees 1,86,000, all the others elected 
to furnish the contingents required. 

In 1820 the estate of Miroj was, with the sanction of the British Gov¬ 
ernment, divided into four shares, and the service of horse was proportionately 
assigned. Two of these shares lapsed in 1842 and 1846 from failure of male 
issue, and two now remain—one held by Gangadhar Rao of Miraj, and the 
other by Lakshman Eao Anna Sahib. 

The Jamkhandi estate also was divided in 1821 by the formation of the 
•eparaie estate of Chinchni, which was assigned to Qovind Rao Nana Sahib, 
nephew of Ramehandar Rao. Chinchni lapsed in 1886. Tasgaon also lapsed 
in 1848. 

In the remaining estates the maintenance of a contingent force was 
commuted (No. LXXXIV) in 1849 to a money payment; 

The estate of Shedbal, after having once been continued by adoption in 
1820, lapsed in 1857. 

In 1854 a division of the Kurundwar State between Baghunath Rao 
and his nephew Ganpat Rao, and two younger brothers, Vinayak Rao and 
Trimbak Rao, was sanctioned. Trimbak Rao having died in 1869 without 
male issue, his share of the saranjam was bestowed on the two younger 
Chiefs, and his portion of inam holdings reverted to the elder Chief. The 
arrangemeot seems to have originally contemplated the continuance of the 
saranjam, with independent jurisdiction, to the senior Chief alone, and 
the vesting in him of sole maDagement of the inams. The younger Chiefs 
were to be treated as holding ordinary landed estates; and until the 
estates of the junior Chiefs were brought under the Regulations one of 
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them was to be invested with the powers contea)p]ate<i by Hegalation XIII 
of 1890 and Regulatioo XIII of 184>2. It was decided, however, that the 
younger Chiefs should uot be brought under the Regulations, and that one of 
them shonld exercise jnrisdiction for the rest. 

The Jagirdars of the Patwardhan family, with the exception of the Chief 
of Jamkhandi, whose conduct was suspicious, behaved well in tiie mutinies 
of 1867; and all of them except the Chief of Kurundwar (Junior) have 
received Sanads (LXXXV) authorising them to adopt a successor in default 
of natural beire, 

The following estates are now held by the Patwardhan family 


(1) SANQLI. 

Cbintaman Rao (see p. 187) died in 1861, and was succeeded by Dhund 
Rao Cbintaman, the present Chief, who is 52 years old. He is a (irst'clase 
Sardar under the British Government. The affairs of the State were jointly 
administered by the Chief and a British officer appointed by Government, in 
consequence of the CbiePs mismanagement, from 1873 to 1887. In 1888 the 
Chief was restored to full powers on condition (1) that he agreed to follow in 
all important matters the advice of the Political Agent for the Southern 
Mahratta Country, (2) that he maintained the efficiency of the administration 
at its present high standard to the satisfaction of the Governor in Council, (9) 
that he exercised his power of appointing or dismissing the State Karbhari 
only with the sanction of Government, and (4) that he gave a written agree¬ 
ment to the Political Agent to abide by these conditions. 

The area of SaogU is 1,088 square miles, with a population (1891) of 
238,945 souls, and its revenue amounts to Rupees 10,52,099. The military 
force consists (1891) of 2 field and 2 other guns, 54 mounted and 429 foot 
police. 


(2) MIRAJ, SxNioa Bbakch. 

Narayan Rao, son of Gangadhar Rao, was the founder of this branch of 
the family. His son Ganpat Rao was the first Chief who became a feudatory 
of the British Government after the downfall of the Peshwa. Ganpat Rao 
died in 1833 and was succeeded by hia son Gangadhar Rao. The present * 
Chief. Gangadhar Rao, aluu Bala Sahib, who is 26 years of age, succeeded hia 
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father Oanpafc Boo Tatia Sahib in 1874. The Chief is a first-class Sardar 
under the British Govemment. 

The Chief pays an annual contribution of Rupees 12^557 to the British 
Government on account of service. 

In 1883 land belonging to this State was taken up for irrigation works. 
Rupees 1,194 are paid annnally to the Chief on this account. 

The area of the possessions of this branch of the family is 339 square 
miles, with a population (1891) of 88,343; the revenue amounts to Rupees 
3,11,919. The military force consists (1891) of 1 serviceable and 3 nnser* 
vioeable gnus, 46 mounted and 494 foot police. 


(3) MI RAJ, Junior Brakgh. 

Madhav Rao, a younger son of Gangadhar Bao, was the founder of this 
branch of the family. He died in 1845 aud was succeeded by liis son Laksb' 
man Kao, who died in 1876, in his sixty-eighth year, and was succeeded by his 
only sou Haribar Rao. He died in the following year, and was sucoeeded by 
the present Chief, Lakshman Rao Anna Sahib, who is now 18 years old. He is 
a first'clase Sardar under the British Government, and pays an annual cootribu* 
iiun to the British Government of Rupees 6,412.8 on account of service. The 
State is managed by Joint Karbharis, one appointed by Government and the 
other by tbe young Chief^s mother. 

The area of tbe possessions of this Chief is 225 square miles, with a 
population (1891) of 35,487 : the revenue amounts to Rupees 2,12,131. The 
military force consists (1691) of 2 field aud 3 other guns, 25 horsemen and 
207 infantry. 


(4) JAMKHANDI. 

Gopal Rao Ramcbandar, the head of the Jamkhandi family, died in 1840, 
and was succeeded by the present Chief, Ramcbandar Rao Gopal, who is 67 
years of age. He is a firstrclass Sardar under the British Government. The 
possessions of this family contain an area of 556 square miles, with a population 
(1891) of 102,162. The revenue amounts to Rupees 4,62,142. The Chief 
pays an annual contribution of Rupees 20,840-10 to the British Government 
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on SiCcount of service. The militaiy force consists (1891) of 1 gun, 54 horse, 
men and 948 infantry. 

(6) KURUNDWAR (KURUNDVAD), Senioe Brajich. 

Krishna Rao Baba Sahib, the head of bis family, died in 1827, and was 
succeeded by Baghunath Rao Kesbav, who died In 1876 in his sixty-fifth 
year, and was succeeded by his son Chintaman Rao, the present Chief, now 
40 years of age. He is a first-class Sardar under the British Qovemment. 

The possessions of this Chief contain an area of 174 square miles, with 
a population (1891) of 43,809. The revenue amounts to Rupees 1,81,450. 
The Chief pays an annual contribution of Rupees 9,618-12, which includes the 
amounts payable by the Junior Chief to the British Oovernment on account 
of service. The military force consists (1891) of 2 guns, 10 horsemen, and 
164 infantry. 

(6) KURUNDTVAR (KURUNDVAD), Junior Bhancb. 

There are two Chiefs of this Branch, Oaupat Rao Harihar, who is 62 years 
of age, and Harihar Rao Vinayak, who is 89 years of age. They are first* 
class Sardam of the British Government. The arrangements made with 
them after the partition of the jagir have been described above. There are 
no separate eT>gogements with these Chiefs except the opium and abkari 
agreements, but all those entemd into by the senior branch are considered 
binding upon them. 

Tlieir estate contains sn area of 184 square miles, with a population (1891) 
of 82,528. The revenue amouuis to Rupees 1,80,S2I. The military force 
consists (1891) of 1 gun, 12 cavalry, and 806 infantry. 

(7) RAMDTIRG. 

The Bbawa family now hold the Chiefship of Ramdnrg. Nargond and 
Ramdui'g were two of the strongest forts in the Soutliern Malirstta Country. 
Appaji Suru was governor of both forts, and procured the appointment of bis 
friend Ram Rao Daji to Nargund. There after some changes of fortune and 
the lapse of fd>out 20 years, Bam Rao's son Jogi Rao and his grandnephew 
Bbaskar Rao were confirmed by the Feshwa Madbo Rao Balal in 1753. 
The estates at that time were managed by Bbaskar Rao, who supported Jogi 
Rao. They yielded a revenue of Rupees 2,47,251, and were subjsot to 4 
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aervica o£ 350 horsemen. Bbasjcar Rao was succeeded by his sou Veukat Rao, 
who continued to manage the estatoj supporting Jogi Rao, and afterwards 
his grandson Ram Rao. These arrangements continued till 1778, when the 
country was brought under subjection by Haidar Ali, but in L784 Tipu 
Sultan made further demands. These were resisted, in cooseqnence of which 
the fort was blockaded. After a seige of seven months Yenkat Rao sur. 
rendered, and, in violation of the terms of capitulation, was carried off a 
. prisoner with bis whole family by Tipu. On the fall of Seringapatam in 1792 
Yenkat Rao was released, and the Peshwa restored to him Nargund and lands 
yielding Rupees 1,S7,1H, and granted to Ram Rao the fort of Ramdnrg, 
with lands worth Rupees 26,000 a year. 

The two branches of the family continued to enjoy their respective shares 
till 1810, when the Peshwa made a uew division of the lands in equal shares 
to Yenknt Rao and Narayan Rao, the sons of Ram Rao. On the fall of the 
Peshwa the estates were continued to these two Chiefs by an Engagement 
(No, LXXXVI) dated 9th June 1821. 

Yenkat Rao was succeeded in Nargund by his son Dadaji Bao, and he by 
bis son Bbaskar Rao, elder brother of the Chief of Ramduig. In 1857 
Bbaskar Rao murdered Mr. Mansoo, the Political Agent; for this he was 
hanged, and his estate was conBscated. 

Narayan Rao died in 1827 without male issue and without having ob> 
tained permission to adopt a son. The estate was, therefore, placed under 
attachment. But his widow was afterwards allowed to adopt Harihar Rao, 
the younger son of the Chief of Nargund, who took the name of Earn Rao; 
retaining the management of the estate for her life. Ram Rao continued faith* 
ful during the mutinies, and received a Sanad (No. LXXXV) guaranteeing 
to him the privilege of adoption. He died in 1873 and was succeeded by bis 
son Yogi Rao. He died in 1878 and wae suoceeded by the present Chief, 
Yenkat Rao, who is now 13 years of age, and a first-class Sardar under the 
British Government. The management of the State is conducted by Joint 
Karbharis, one appointed by Government and the other by the adoptive 
grandmother and guardian of the young Raja. 

The area of the State is 169 square miles, with a population (1891) of 
86,181. The revenue amounts to Rupees 1,51,813. The CbiePs estate is 
considered a personal bolding, and is exempted from rendering service to the 
British Government. The military force consists (1891) of 1 gun, 13 cavalry, 
and 455 infantry. 
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(8) MUDHOL. 

The Chief of Madbol belongs to the Bbonsla Ghorpade family. The ori¬ 
ginal name was Bhonsla, and the Mudbolkar ia said to be descended from a 
common ancestor with Sbivaji. There are two branches, of the Ghorpade 
family, the “Sathbas” and the "Naukas/* to the former of which the 
Mudhol Chief belongs, while the other dirision is represented by the Senapati 
of Kapehi in the Kolhapur State. 

The Ghorpade family rose to eminence nnder the Muhammadan rulers of 
Bijapur, from whom they received their estates. They were the most deter¬ 
mined opponents of Shivaji during bis early conquests, bnt on the overthrow 
of the Muhammadan power they joined the Mahrattas and accepted military 
command from the Peshwa. 

In 1815 the then Chief of Mudhol, Naraynn Rao, died, and was succeed¬ 
ed by his son Venkat Bao, who was selected by the Peshwa in preference to 
Govind Bao, the elder son, by a junior wife. On the fall of the Peshwa the 
estate was continued to V^enkat Bao under an Bugagement (Ifo. LXXX, VII) 
similar to that made with the Patwnrdbans, and in 1850 a money payment of 
Bupeee 2,071-1 a year was snbstituted (Ko. LXXXIV) for the service with 
horsemen. Venkat Rao died in 186$, and was succeeded by his son Balwaut 
Rao. He has been granted (No. LXXXV) the privilege of adoption. 

Balwant Rao died in 1862, and was succeeded by the present Chief, 
Venkat Rao Raje, who is 80 years of age. The Chief is a first-clasa Sardar 
under t^e British Government. 

The area of Mudhol is 861 square miles, with a population (1891) of 
61,815. Its revenue nmounta to Rupees 2,63,009. The military force consists 
(1891) of 1 gun, 20 cavalry, and 378 infantry. 
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No. LXV. 

Articles of Aobbehent made with the Maharajah Jbb jabot 
at Fort Augustus, the 12th January 1766. 

Artiolb 1. 

There shall be a perpetaal peace and 6rm (rieodship re-established between 
the Honourable Company and Maharajah Jeejaboy, the Rauee, their suooeesors 
and heirs; and for the strioler observance of the following Treaty of peace, 
Ma^rajah Jeejaboy, the Ranee, agrees to send one hostage of note, with bis 
family, to reside at Bombay, and to be maintained at her charge. 

Articlx 2. 

Maharaflah Jeejaboy, the Ranee, agrees to pay the Honourable Company 
Bupeos seven lakhs fifty thousand (7,50,000) as restitatioa for the expenses 
they have beeu at during the troubles subsisting between the respective 
parties, and mniotainiDg the different garrisons at Fort Augustus and its 
dependencies; three laklu sixty thousand to be paid within two months from 
the 12th of January 1766, the remaining three lakhs ninety thousand 
(6,90,000) to be paid within four years from the date hereof; that is, one 
lakh (1,00,000) for the three fiirst years and ninety thousand (90,000) the last 
year j for the performance of whieb Maharajah Jeejaboy, the Rauee, agrees 
to give two substantial securities, such as may be approv^ of by the Honour¬ 
able the Fiesident and Council of Bombay; and she also i^rees to allow 
six (6) per cent, exchange on the three lakhs sixty thousand (6,60,000) that 
is to be paid bef»ue the delivery of the Port, which is to be in the following 
sort of Rupees: Hookary, Peerchaney, Arcotey, Hazancy, and Onrang Shah j 
and the remainder to be made g^od equal to Bombay Rupees. • 

Abticlb 8. 

The Honourable Company, in consideration of Maharajah Jeejaboy, the 
Ranee, fulfilling the foregoing Article, do agree, on the payment of the first 
sum, that is, Bnpees three lakhs sixty ihouaand (3,60,000), to deliver up to 
her. Maharajah Jeejaboy, the Ranee, the Fort of Augustus, formerly o^ied 
Sundudroog, with the Forts of Bajhcote, Serjacote, and Pudrumdroog, and 
do further renounce all claim or pre^nsion to the lands and tenements belong, 
ing thereto. 

Articlb 4. 

The Honourable Company will carry away all guns, carriages, mortars, 
shot, shells, powder, stores, etc., of what kind soever that they may have 
brought here; and they do give up to Maharajah Jeejaboy, the Ranee, such 
guns and carriages as are here that were belonging to Port A uguatus; also 
those at Rajhcote, Serjacote, and Pudramdroog. 
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Artiolb 5. 

Jeejaboy, the Ranee, will permit the Honourable Company 
to bmld a factory with warehonae at Rajhcote, or at such place aa may be 
moat convenient for them (at which place they will bf>iet their flag), or any 
part of her territoriea adjacent to the sea shore, for vending their commodilies, 
and to keep there such eenrants and people, as also vessels or boats, as they 
shall think necessary for conducting the same; and sbonld any of the mer- 
cbanla, or ©there, her subjects, become debtors to the English, they shall have 
frM liberty to imprison their persons, and seize their eftecte and vend them 
till satisfaction is made and obtained. 

Artiolb 6, 

The English subjects, and the snhjects of the Kanee, shall have free 
liberty to trade and commerce with each other, without any hindrance or 
molestation whatever. 


Articli 7. 

Maharajah Jeejaboy, the Ranee, will not, directly or indirectly, give any ' 
hindrance or molestation to any vessels or boats with English colours and 
pasTCs, or any vessels and boats going under English colours; in like manner, 
English will not molest any vessels or boats belonging to Maharajah 
Jeejaboy, the Ranee, or her subjects. 

Artiolb 8. 

Maharajah Jeejaboyi the Ranee, grants to the Honourable English 
Company an exclusive right of importing and vending all Europe cloths, 
lead, iron, steel, copper, and Europe commodities, and to pass the same 
through her country. 

Article 9. 

Maharajah Jeejaboy, the Ranee, will allow all merchants or vanjarrabs 
free liberty to pass and re-pass her territories, to and from the English factory 
at Malwau, near Rajhcote, or any place where they build one, wiih their 
effects, merchandize, packages, carriages, and beasts of burden,' they paying 
the duties agreeable to the custom practised st Ghereah, Rajabpore, and no 
more, on any pretence whatever; and whatever goods are landed at Ihe 
English factories no enstoms whatever are to be levied. When they are 
carried out by the merchants they are to pay the duties agreeable to the 
custom before mentioned. 

Article 10. 

Maharajah Jeejaboy, the Ranee, will not entertain in her service any 
people belonging to the English, whether Europeans or other, but, on the 
contra^, give strict orders to her officers to seize such as may be seen in her 
dominions; nor suffer any European deserters to paes through her country, 
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but retnrn them to the Besideut of the English factory, on promise of 
pardon, whether they are applied for or not. The English will ol^erre the 
same in respect to the subjects of the Ranee; and slaves to be returned 
on both sides. 

Aeticls 11. 

If any yessels or boats belonging to the English, their subjects or allies 
at any time be drove ashore, or wreok^, in any part of the Eanee’s domi* 
nioDs, she agrees to afford all suitable assistance for the preservation of such 
vessels and their cargoes; and whatever part thereof may be saved, to be 
delivered to the lawful owners, without any salvage whatever, except the 
labourers' hire. The English, on their pnrts, to observe the same in respect 
to the subject of the Rauee, their vessels or boats. 

Axticlb 12. 

Maharajah Jeejaboy, the Ranee, will not, by menaces or otherwise, 
directly or indirectly, plunder, or in any shape molest the iohabiinnte, or 
others, that may have served or lived under the protection of the English 
during the time they had possession of Eort Augustus and dependencies, but 
permit them to enjoy peaceably their houses, lands, and tenements in the 
same free and ample manner as when the Malwan government subsisted 
before the English took’ this place. 

Abticlb 1$. 

The Honourable Company will, at the same time that Fort Augustus is 
delivered up to Maharajah Jeejaboy, the Ranee, deliver to her the prisoners 
taken in Sundadroog Fort when they conquered it, and are now at Bombay. 

Articls 14. 

Maharajah Jeejaboy, the Kanee, agrees, should the Honourable Company 
be attacked, a»d they should requiic her assistance, to provide them with 
what troops tb^ may want, they supplying them with provisions only. 
The Honourable Company, in like manner, agrees to assist the Ranee should 
it be ooDveoient for them. 


No. LXVI. 

Agbebment with the Bajah of Eolhapokb for the payment of 
CoMFBNSATioK and the establishment of Facioribs at 
Kaxwar and Kolhafore. 

Lieutenant 'William Thomas Sandiford, Persian Interpreter to the 
Honourable Major General Robert Abercromby, President ana Governor of 
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Bombay, and Balojee Ram, Commandant of Cavalry to Sevajee, Rajah of 
Kolbapore, being invested with full powers to form a Convention for the 
purposes of settlini; the debt due by tlie said Rajah to tbe Honnorabla 
Company, and likewise for satisfying the mei'chanta under tbe protection of 
tbe I^residency of Bombay for tbe losses they have sustained by the Malwan 
fleet since tbe year 17J(6, have agreed to the following Articles ;— 

Ahticlb 1. 

Tbe friendship that formerly subsisted between the Honourable Com* 
pany and tbe Rajah of Kolbapore is hereby renewed and confirmed, and the 
disputes that have lately snbsisted between the two governments will be 
fiually settled when the following Articles are executed and fulfilled. 

AnTicLE 2. 

The Rajah of Kolbapore hereby agrees to discharge the balance due by 
him to the Honourable Company, agreeably to his engagement with Mr, 
Brome. in three separate payments, the first payment to be made on the first 
day of Januaiy i79S, and the others on the first dsy of every succeeding 
January, until ^e whole is discharged, which shall be done on the 1st of 
January 1795. 

Aeticlx 3. 

^ The above due by the Kolbapore Rajah to the Houoarable Company 
having for many years borne an interest, which, from the distresses of the 
Kolbapore government for a length of time past, tlie Rajah has become 
totally unable to pay, he therefore throws himself on the mercy of the 
Honourable Company in hopes of iheir relinquishing a demand be is with* 
out resources to discharge. It is therefore agreed that if tbe other parts 
of the convention are ^ithfully and fully complied with on the part or the 
Rajah no demand shall be made for the said interest. 

Aetiolb 4. 

The Rajah of Kolbapore, in order to satisfy the merchants for the losses 
they have sustained by his fleet since the year 17b5, tiie account of which, 
calculated with interest to the Slstof July 1792, has been transmitted to 
him by the Honourable Major General Robert Abercromby, President and 
Governor of Bombay, agrees to pay immediately (and he has sent for that 
purpose by Balajee Ram) Rupees twenty thonsand, and will agree to pay a 
further sum of Rupees thirty-five thousand, to he made good in four different 
paymeuts, the first to be paid on the first of the next March, and the others 
on the first of every succeeding March, until the whole is ^scharged, which 
shall be considered as a fall compensation for the losses they have su^ined. 

Aeticlb 5. 

As a seourity for the payments before mentioned, and at tbe same time 
to ooDvinoe tbe Honourable Company that no interruption shall be given in ' 
futui'e by bis fleet to any vessels sailing with English passes, the Rajah of 
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Kolhapore hereby a^roea to a faotory being established on the Island of 
Malwao, where the Eiij^lish shall bn hoisted until the several claims are 
dischnrged, or to be permsneot at the option of the Honourable Company. 
The B-ttjah will likewise grant the English a factory, if required, at Kolha¬ 
pore, where he resides himself, and the provisions wanted for as many sepoys 
as the the Company shall keep at both of these factories shall be supplied at 
the Eajali^s owo expense, until these Articles are fully executed. 


Axticle 6. 


Bnlajee Ram being invested with full powers from his master, the Kolha¬ 
pore Rajah, to oonclude this Agreemeut, and to sign the same and affix the 
public seal given to him by the Kajab for that purpoae, it becomes binding 
on the said Rajah when signed and sealed by the said Bulnjee Ram. On the 
part of the Honourable Company this Convention becomes bindiug if 
approved of by the Right Honourable Charles Earl Cornwallis, K.a., Govemor- 
Oenei-al of India, and full powers are delegated by him for the same, to be 
signed and sealed on behalf of the said Honourable Company. 

Agreed on at Bombay by Lientenant William Thomas Sandiford, 
Persian Interpreter to the Honourable Major General Robert Absrcromby, 
Piesident and Governor of Bombay, on the one part; and Balajee Ram, 
Commander of Cavalry to the Rajah of Kolhapore, on the other, this twenty- 
fifth day of November, in Ihe year of Our Lord one thousand seven hundred 
and ninety-two. 

The original of the above agreement, written in the Mahratta language, 
is signed.

Articles of Aorebuent concluded between the Bajah of Kolha¬ 
pore and the Honoxtrablb Motjnistxtart Elphinstonb, 
Bksidekt at Poona, on tbe part of the British Govbrh- 
HENT, and accepted by the Bajah of Kolhapore on the 1st 
of October 1812. 

Aetiolb 1. 

There shall be perpetual peace and friendship between tbe allied govern¬ 
ments of the Honourable Company and His Highness tbe Peishwa on the 
one part, and His Highness the ^jah of Kolhapore on tbe other. 
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Autiolb 2. 

The Bajali of Kolbapore. on his own part and on that of his heirs and 
8ncc€8^-8. hereby renounces alight and claim of whatever description oq 
the dutncts cf Chikoree and Manowlee, and all dependencies which have 
hithwto been comprehend^ id those districts. The districta aforesaid are 
hencefotvmd to belong in absolute sovereignty to Rao Pundit Pordhaun 
reisbwa Jiahadoor, his heirs and successors. 

Article 3. 

1 of the wars occasioned 
by the disputed claims to Chikoree and Manowlee from the Rajah of Kolha 

pore, within the last four years, t. e., siuce the month of Sepiemb^r 180 s 
and now oocujyed by the troops of Rao Pundit Pui-dhaun Peishwa Bahudoo? 
shall bo immediately restored to the Kajah of K.lbapore. 

Abticlb 4. 

The Rajah of Kolbapore hereby reoonnoes all ofh»r claims of whatever 
description on Rao Pundit Purdhaun Peisliwa Bahadoor, and on all and 
every part of his dominions, with the esceplh.n of the new ooiiquests men- 
tinned m the third Arriole; His Highn.-ss the Muhawjah likewise renounces 
all claim upon Ne^nee; His Highness the Rajah of Kolbapore herebv 
tni^r renounces all claims of whatever description on all the Peishwa's 
subjects of whatever rank and denomiuation. 


Artiom d. 

For the security of the British trade against a reaewa? of the piratical 
depredations formerly piactised by the Rajah of Kolhnpore's sabjwts. the 
^jah of Kolhapoie hereby agrees, on bis owo part and on the puit of his 
heirs and successors, to cede to the Honourable Company in perpetual sove¬ 
reignty the harbour of Malwan, that is to say, the fort and island of Sundu- 
droog or Malwan, and the foils of Puddumghur, Hajhcore, and Suriacoto 
with the lands dependent on the said forts, and the British troops shall imme^ 
diately be put in possession of the said forts and their dependencies. 


• Articlb 6. 

i.L i. His HighnesB the Rajah of Kolbapore engages, on his own part and on 
that of bis heirs and auocresors, never to employ any armed vessels or to 
permit any armed vessels to be fitted out at or to enter any of the seaports 
which my remain in His Hiiihiiess^s possession, after the cession of the 
places brfore mentioned, or which be may hereafter acquire; and the Raiah 
agrees that the Honourable Compan/s vessels shall have the right to search 
all vessels that may be in fihe said ports, or that may have sailed from them • 
aud that if any aims are found in vessels so searohed, the said vessels shiH 
be lawful prize to the Honourable Company. The Rajah further engages to 
permit agents on the part of the Hononiable Company to reside in Si ports 
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in his dominions, or which may hereafter full into his hands, for the purpose 
of ascertaining the state of all vessels lying m snch ports, and to permit the 
said ageuta to search the said vessels. 

Aeticli 7. 

If any ship bearing the British flog, or furnished with a British pass, or 
belonging to the allies of the British Government, shoald hereafter be put into 
the Bajah of EColbapore's ports, or be driven by stress of weather, or any 
other cause, upon his Bhoies, His Highness the Rajah of Kolhapore engages 
on bis own part and on that of his heirs and successora, that all practicable 
Msistance shall be rendered to such vMsels. And the Rajah further agrees 
that no claim sbsll be advanced by himself or any of Lis subjects on any 
vessel belonging to whatever nation that may be shipwrecked or diiven by 
Stress of weather upon his shores. 

Article 8. 

In consideration of the cession of the harbour of Malwan, and on condi¬ 
tion of the effectual suppression of piracy, the Honourable Company engages 
to guarantee such territories as shall remain in the Kajab of KolhaporeVpos¬ 
session against the aggression of all foreign Powers and States, 

Aetiolb 9. 

With a view to the full execution of the agreement contained in the 
foregoing Article, His Highness the Rajah of Kolhapore, on hie own part 
and on that of his heirs and successors, engages not to pursue any measures 
of hostility against foreign States without the previous consent of the 
Honourable Compony ; and if any differeucee shall in future anse between 
His Highness, his heirs and successors, and any foreign power or State, the 
Honourable Company shall apply themselves to the adjustment of such 
differences conformably to justice and propriety; and His Highness the Rajah 
of Kolhapore agrees that whatever adjustment of such differences the Honour¬ 
able Company shall determine, Hie Highness shall acquiesce in and abide by. 
His Highness the Rajah of Kolhapore, on his part and on that of bis heirs 
and successors, engages not to urge any claims on foreign States which may 
have originated previously to the date of this ^agreement. Should the condi¬ 
tions contained in this Article not be fulfilled l>y the Rajah the eighth Article 
is to be considered null and void* 

Abticli 10. 

And whereas various demands subsist on the part of the Honourable 
Company against His Highness the Hajab of Kolhapore in consequence of 
depredations formerly committed on the trade of the Honourable Company 
and its sabjects; the Honourable Company being convinoed of the Rajah's 
inability to satisfy those demands, and of his sinceve desire to prevent a repe¬ 
tition of the injuries formerly complained of, consents to relinquish alt pecu¬ 
niary claims and demands whatsoever against the Rajah of Kolhapore. 
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What is written in the above ten A rticles is herebj agreed to.

Abticles of Aoebemekt concluded between Sbajes Oeettbb- 
BTJTTY Mahakaj Curvbee, the Rajah of Kolhaporb, and 
the British Government— 1826. 

Preamble .—^^'horeaa a Treaty of peace and friesdabip was eoncluded 
between the British Government and the Rajah of Kolbaporeon the 1st of 
October 1812, and whereas certain misunderstandinga have since arisen j with 
a view to tlie removal of those misunderstanding^,^ and to the confirnaatioii 
of the alliance, the following Articles have been agreed on between the two 
governmeDts:" 

Artigls 1. 

Such parts of the former Treaty ooneloded on the Ist of October 1B12 
as are not affected by the provisions of the present engagement shall remain 
in full force, and are mutually binding on the contracting parties. 

Articlb 2. 

The Rajah of Kolhapore engages to reduce his army to the peace estab¬ 
lishment, and never to raise or assemble such a force as shall be likely to 
endanger the public tranquillity within or without his territories, unless with 
the previous consent of the British Government. The Rajah further engages 
to attend to the advice tbe British Gk>vernment on all measures calculated 
to affect the public tranquillity. But this Article is nowise to diminish the 
independence of the said Rajah as a sovereign prince. 


Article S. 

The Rajah of Kolhapore engages never to molest Hindoo Rad Ghalkey 
Kagulcar or Narain Rao Ghorepnrey Echnlcurenjeecur in the enjoyment of 
thS- respective lands and rights according to ancient custom.

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Aeticlb 4. 

Tbe districts of Cbikoree and Mauowlee were transferred to the Rnjah 
of Kolbt^re by a Sannnd onder the sig^nature of Major-General Sir Thomas 
Munro, Bart., k.o.b., but have not yet been mentioned in any Treaty or 
Agreement. Tbe Honourable East India Company now acknowledges them 
to be ceded to tbe Rajah of Kolhapore in full sovereignty, the Rajah engaging 
00 his part to respect the rights and privileges of tbe zemindars, enamdars, 
and wnttundars of the said districts. 

Article 5. 

His Highness the Rajah of Kolhapore hereby recognizes the award of 
tbe British Government made in 1822 relative to the half umuls in the Sawant 
Warree territory, and engages to respect the rights of the Warree State con¬ 
ferred by that award. He also consents to the territorial arrangement of 
assigning to him an equivalent in land iu such part of tbe Ckurnatio Colleo- 
toi'ate as may be allott^ to him by the British local anthorities. 

Article 6. 

The Rajah of Kolhapore engages never to grant an asylum to the 
enemies of the British Government, nor to rebels. The Rajah also promises 
that if any robbers or other offenders issuing from his territories shall commit 
robberies or other offences'in those of the British Government or of other 
States, His Highness will apprehend them and deliver them up; and His 
Highness further consents that in case he shall not fully restrain such offend¬ 
ers, the British Government shall give due notice to tbe tUjab, aud shall, 
after such notice, be competent at all times to send its troops and police into 
His Highness's territories for the apprehension of the said offenders, and His 
Highness shail afford any necessary assistance to the troops or police to enable 
them to discover and apprehend tbe objects of tbeir pursuit. If any pei'sons 
who have committed offences iu the Rsyab's territory shall take refuge in that 
of the Company, the British Government will, after due investigation, adopt 
such measures in regard to the said offenders as equity and justice may appear 
to require, adopting, at the same time, every means to prevent their commit¬ 
ting any acts injurious to the territories of tbe Rajah. 

Artigli 7. 

The Rajah of Kolhapore promises to continue to Bbow Maharaj and 
Baba Maharaj their respective lands and rights agreeably to the Schedule 
annexed. 

Tbe guarantee of the British Government to the enjoyment of the above 
lands and rights shall only continue dnring*the lifetime of the abovemen- 
tinned persons, but tbe rights of tbeir desoenaants, as founded on Sunnnd or 
custom, shall not be prejudiced by tbe cessatiou of the said guarautee. 
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Articlb 8. 

The Rajah havinir ^veo his unqualified asgent to the d(>mand upon him 
for the injuriee occaBioued to the several iodividuala whose possessions and 
rights he had invaded, according to the Schedule annexed, hereby agrees to 
pay such sums as may be adjusted after a full iuvestigatioa into the extent of 
the losses actually incurred; and in failure thereof, within sixty days after 
such final adjustment, to transfer to the British Government such portions of 
the pergunnah of Chikoree and Manowlee os were formerly ceded to the Kol- 
bapore Knjnh, for such term of years as may he necessary to collect a enm 
equal to the amount due; the Piiooipal Collector and Political Agent engag- 
ing on bis part to i-ender a faithful account of the sums collected, and expenses 
of management, during the oocupation of those pergunnahs. 

This agreement, agreed to at Kolhapore on the SOth of December 1825, 
between T. H. Bal:^r, Esquire, Political Agent, on the one part, and by 
Kristna R.ao Girdey and Jowa Rao Jadava, Havildar, on the other, is con¬ 
firmed, with certain modifications, by\be Governor in Council of Bombay on 
the 24tb of January 1826, and will be binding on both parties, uuless dis¬ 
approved by the Governor General iu Council.

Articles of Aorebkbkt concluded between Raje Sba.h Chst- 
TBEBtJTTT CUBVEBR XUR, KaJAB of KOLHAFOBB, and 
the British Government— 1827. 

PTeamhif ‘.—Whereas a Treaty of peace and friendship was ooueluded 
between the British Government and His Highness the Rajiih of Kolhapore 
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on tbe 24th o£ January 1826 ; and whereas His Highness has lately com* 
mitted saveral acts in direct violation of the said Treaty aud in hostile opposi* 
ti»n to tbe British Government; tbe following Articles for repealing, altering 
and confirming respectively tbe conditions of tbe said Treaty, and providing 
for others of a new nature, have been agreed on between the two govern- 
ments 

Aeticlb 1. 

In the 2Dd Article of the aforesaid Treaty, His Highness Cbetterbutty 
Sahib engaged '*to reduce his army to tbe peace establishment, and never to 
raise or assemble snch a force as should be likely to endanger tbs public tran¬ 
quillity, within or without his dominions, nnleas with tbe previous consent of 
tbe British Government notwithstanding which His Highness lately 
collected a large army, and, in spite of all advice from the British Govern¬ 
ment, proceeded to commit a variety bf excesses: it has therefore become 
requisite to limit the number of His Highness's troops, and His Highness 
hereby engages not to keep more than 400 horse (including kbas pagah 
luriiijamee, shetsundee, etc.), and 600 of infantry, exclusive of moderate 
garrisons for bis forts, as per annexed list. His HighnefS further engages 
never to be accompanied by guns without tbe sanction of the British Govern¬ 
ment. 

AaiiCLB i. 

In the 4th Article of the above Treaty, tbe British Government ''ceded 
the districts of Chikoree and Hanowlee in full sovereignty to His Highness, 
be engaging on his part to respect the rights and privileges of tbe 2 eminda(B, 
enarodars and wuttnndars of the said districts." When this grant was made 
by tbe British Government, it was hoped that peace and good-will would have 
subsbted for many generations between tlie two governments; but instead of 
this, His Highness has uniformly evinced a totil disregard of tbe friendship 
of the British Oovemment, and, in violation of the above conditions, bog 
rej>eatedly infringed the rights of tbe enamdars and wuttundars of these 
taiooks. It therefore becomes necessary that His Highness should give back 
to tbe British Govemmeut the said taiooks in tbe same state in which he 
received them, and His Highness hereby agrees to do so. 

Astiolb 8. 

In the 7tb Article of the said Treaty the possessions of !Kiow Maharaj 
and Baba Maharaj were guaranteed to them for the terms of tlieir respective 
lives only (provision being made that the rights of their decoendanta, as 
founded on Sunnod or ctx^in, shonld not be prejudiced by the cessation of 
the said guarantee). Ae, however. His Highness Chettcrbntty Sahib has 
never cessed to annoy and distress these persons by seizing their villages and 
other property, it has been deemed necessary to extend the guai'antfe of the 
British Government to their deecendants, and His Highness accordingly 
e.igages never to molest them. 

AanciiB 4. 

Maharaja Cbetterbutty Sahib having on the death of Wiswas Bao Ghat- 
•y resumed all but two of tbe eight aud a half villages held by him iu the 
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Ka^ul ialookj now enffa^es to restore the whole to the heir of the deceased 
aud sever again to isteifere with them. 

Astiolb 5. 

It having been deemed necessary, is consequence of the number of rob* 
beries committed on tbe surinjamad»rs and other persons under the protec¬ 
tion of the British Government by the inhabitants of Akewat^ aud of its 
being a place of general resort of robbers, that it should be given up to the 
British Government, the Maharaja hereby engages to cede tbe same, together 
with lauds adjoiuing, to the value of Rupees 10,000 per annum. 

Akticlb 6. 

His Highness Chetterbutty Sahib having compelled the British Govern* 
ment, by various acts of aggression, committed iu direct breach of the 
above 'Ireaty, to have recourse to arms, it has been deemed ueceesary, as 
security fi>r bis future good conduct, that he should admit Biitish garrrisona 
into tbe forts of Kolhopure and Fanailughur, and His Highness hereby accord¬ 
ingly agrees to do so, and further engages to pay the expense of such 
garrison. . 

Abtiolb 7. 

His Highness Chetterbutty Sablb having hitherto neglected to afford 
redress to Goviud Ran Sahib Putivurdun, Appnjee Rao Seetole, Bhow Maha- 
raj, aud Baba Midtarnj, for the injuries done to them in 1826, as agreed 
with the late Political Aiient, Mr. Baber, and' having recently committed 
still more serious aggressions against these and other Chiefs under tbe pro¬ 
tection of the British Government, His Highness bei*eby engages to pay, 
as per annexed Schedule,* tbe sum of Hupees oue lakh forty-seven thouBand 
nine hundred and forty eight (1,47,948), the same being tiie aggregate 
amount of claims admitted, after a full investigation, to be due to the injured 
parties; and His Highness further agrees to tram^fer to tbe British Govern¬ 
ment', for tbe purpose of liquidating the satd debt, territory yielding an annual 
revenue of Rupees 50,000; the Principal Collector and Political Agent engag¬ 
ing on his pail to render a faithful account of the sums collected and expenses 
of management during the occupation of tlie said tenitory.

Abticlbs of Agreement concluded between Raje Shah Chbt-

Whereas a Treaty of peace and friendship was concluded 
between the British Government and His Highness the Raj^ of Kolhapore 
on the 24th of January 1826; and whereas His Highness having commit^ 
several acts in direct violation of the said Treaty and in hostile opposition 
to tlie British Government, a preliminary Treaty for repealing, altering, and 
confirming respectively the conditions of the aforesaid Treaty, and providing 
for others of a new nature, was agreed to at Kolhapore on the 24th of Octo¬ 
ber A. D. 1827, between Raje Sb^ Chetterbutty Maharaj, Rajah of Kolha¬ 
pore, on the one part, aud Josiah Nisbet, Esquire, Political A^nt, on the 
other i aud whereas it has been deemed advisable to modify certain parts of 
the said preliminary Treaty, the following Articles are now finally agreed 
on by the two governments 

Article 1. 

Id the 2nd Article of the aforesaid Treaty His Highness Chetterbutty 
Sahib engaged “ to reduce his army to the peace establishment, and never 
to raise or assemble such a force as ^ould be likely to endanger the public 
tranquillity, within or without his dominions, unless with the previous consent 
of the British Government," notwithstanding which His Highness lately 
collected a large army, and in spite of all advice from the British Govern- 
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menfc, procoeded to commit a variety of excesses: it has therefore become 
requisite to limit the number of His Highnees's troops, and Elis Highness 
hereby engages not to keep more than 400 horse (including khas pagah, 
surinjamee, shetsundee/' etc,), and 800 infantry, exclusive of moderate garri¬ 
sons for his forts, as per annexed list. His Highness further engages never 
to be accompanied by guns without the sanction of the British Government. 

Abtiolb 2. 

In the 4th Article of the above Treaty the British Government “ceded 
the districts of Chikoree and Manowlce in full sovereignty to His Highness,^' 
he engaging on his part to respect the rights and privileges of the zemindars, 
“ enamdars/' and “ wuttnndars ** of the suid districts, when this grant was 
made by the British Government, it was hoped that peace and good-will 
would have subsisted for many generations between the two governments; 
but, instead of this. His nighness has uniformly evinced a total disregard 
of the friendship of the British Government, and in violation of the above 
conditions bs^ repeatedly infringed the rights of the “enamdars'" and 
** wuttundai‘8 ** of those talooks; it therefore becomes necessary that His 
Highness should give back to the British Oovemment the said talooks in 
the same state in which he received them, and His Highness hereby agrees 
to do BO. 

Artiolb 3. ■ 

In the 7tb Article of the said Treaty the possessions of Bhow Maharaj 
and Baba Mal)araj were guaranteed to them for the terms of their respective 
lives only (provision being made that “ the rights of their descendants, as 
founded on Sunnud or custom, should not be piejudiccd by the cessation of 
the said guaranteeAs, however, His Highness Chetterbutty Sahib has 
never ceased to annoy and disti’ess these persons by seizing their villages 
and other property, it has been deemed necessary to extend the guarantee of 
the British Government to their descendants, and His Highness accordingly 
engages never to molest them. 

Article 4. 

Maharaj Chetterbutty Sahib, having on the death of Wiswas Bao 
Gbatkey, resumed all but two of the eight and a half villages held by him 
in the Kagui talook, now engages to restore the whole to the heir of the 
deceased, and never again to interfere with them. 

Article 5. 

It having been deemed necessary, in consequence of the number of rob¬ 
beries committed on “ surinjameedars^' and other persons under the protection 
of the British Governmeut by the inhabitants of Akewat, and of its being 
a place of general resort for robbers, that it should be given up to the British 
Government, the Maharaj hereby engages to cede the same, together with 
lands adjoining, to the value of Eupces 1U,0U0 per annum. 
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Article 0. 

His Hi^bnsss Chettarbntty Sahib haring compelled the British Govern¬ 
ment. by various acta of aggiession, committeU in direct breach of the above 
Treaty to have recourse to arms, it has been deemed necessary, as security 

for hi future good conduct, that be should admit British garrisons into the 
forts of Kolhopore and Panallagbnr, and His Highness hereby accordingly 
agrees to do so, and farther engages to pay the expense of such garnsons. 

Article 7. 

His Highness Chetterbutty Sahib having hitherto neglected to afford 
redress to Govind Rao Sahib Putwurdnn, Appajee Rm Setole, Bbow Maharoj, 
and Baba Maharai for the injuries done to them in 1826, as agreed with the 
late Political AgSnt, Mr. Baber, and having recently committed stil more 
aerioQs aggressilna igainst these and other Chiefs under the protection of 
the British Government, His Highness hereby enga^s to pay, as per annexed 
Schedule*, the sum of Uupees one lakh forty-seven thonsand nioe hundred and 
forty.eight (Rupees 1,47.948), the same being the aggregate amount of 
ZiL iSmitied, after a full investigation, to be due to the injured part.«; 
aud His Highness further agrees to transfer to the British Government, for 
fhe purpose of liquidating the said debt, territory yielding an annual revenue 
of Knuees 50,0(10; the Brioeipal Collector and Political Agent engaging ou 
bis part to render a faithful account of the sums oollecled, aud expenses of 
management, during the oocupation of the said territory. 

Abticli 8. 

The British Government, deeming it necessary to appoint a chief minister 
for the future management of the Rajuh's government. His Highness 
Chetterbutty Sahib hereby engages to be guided by his sdvice m nil maters 
«latbg to the administeation of his State, the British Government having 
the wlf power of appointing or removing the said minister as they may see fit. 

Article 9. 

Such parts of the former Treaty, oonclnded on the 24th day of January 
1826 as are^not affected by the provisions of the present agreement, thall 
remain in full force, and are mutually binding on the oontraoting parties. 

This definitive Treaty, agreed to at Kolhapore 
1829 between Uaje Shah Chetterbnlty Curveer Kur, Rajah of Kolhapore, 
if the part! and Joaiah Nisbet/ Eaq., Political Agen t, on the other, is 
now^oufirmel by the Governor in Council 16th of July 

Tm te preliminary Treaty of the 24th October 1827, above referred to, 

having been previously confirmed in like manner.

AkTICLES of R.EVISBD AOEEEMBNT With HlS HIGHNESS tho 
Eajah of Kolhapobb, dated the Both October 1862. 

Whereas a desire has been expressed by His Highness the Rajah of 
Kolbapore to assume the administration of the affairs of that State, Hia 
Exoellency the Houoursble the Governor of Bombay in Council has, in con¬ 
sideration of the Rajah having attained full age, and having eyinosd loyalty 
towards the government of Her Majesty the Queen, more particularly dnring 
the disturbances of 1867-&S> when the Rajah's brother (Cbima Sahib) was 
an eotive conspirator, resolved to transfer to the Rajah the administration of 
Kolbapore, with such reservations as are contain^ in an agreement to ba 
signed by the Rajah. 

In earrying into effect the proposed transfer of administration, the 
Honourable the Governor in Council considers that in the choice of a karbaree 
or minister, while it might be more agreeable to the Rajah that the minister 
shonid not be the exclusive choice and the servant of the British Government, 
it is at the same time highly desirable that in the first instance at least the 
chief minister in Kolbapore, self-governed, should be one whose nomination 
by the Rajah is fully approved by the British Government. 

In accordance with the spirit of the above observations, the following 
speoiHo oonditions of agreement are proposed for the acceptance of ibe 
Rajah 

Artiolb I. 

That in all matters of importance the R»jab of Kolhapore agrees to 
follow the advice of the British Government as conveyed by the Political 
Officer representing that govemmMit at Kolhapore.

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Connoil of Administration of Kolhapur on behalf of His Highness 8hnba 
Chatrapati, Raja of Kolhapur, his heirs and successors, on the one part, and 
William Lee-Wamer, Esquire, Political Agent of Kolhapur and the Southern 
Maralha Country for the time being, on behalf of the British Government, on 
the other. 

Arttcl* 1. 

The Kolhapur State engages to abolish within the territories of His 
Highness the Raja of Kolhapur, and to cause to be abolished in the Feudatory 
States from bencefoith, all taxes andimpoets on the import, export or measure¬ 
ment (if commodities other than snuff, sulphur and poisonous drugs: provided 
that nothing contained in this article shall be construed to prevent the levy 
of any tolls on bridges, roads, ferries, canals, or causeways for the repair or 
maintenance of the same, or of any octroi levied upon articles <K}n8Qmed 
within municipal limits, or of any taxes constituting the Abbari revenue. 

Akticlb i. 

With a view to encourage local industries, the State of Kolhapur engages 
to abolish all special taxes on trades and industries or on the sale of their manu¬ 
factured commodities, whether levied uuder the designation of the Mohtarpha 
taxes or any other name. 

Abt(CLb 8. 

The Pritisb Government engages to obtain from the State of Sangli, the 
States of Miraj Senior and Miraj Junior, and the State of Ramdnrg, an en¬ 
gagement similar to that embodied in Articles 1 and 2 of this agreement, 

Abtiolb 4. 

The British Government engages to use its beet endeavours to secure the 
adhesion of the States of Mndhol, Kiiruiidvad and Jamkhandi to the engage¬ 
ment expressed in Articles 1 aud 2 aforesaid, anil the Kolhapur State on ite 
account engages similarly to use its influence with the Feudatory States to 
induce them to abolish the taxes mentioned in Article 2 of this agreement.

Whereas the British Government have deemed it desirable to conclude 
arrangements for the complete prohibition of the cultivation of the poppy and 
manufacture of opium in my State, I have already given my consent gladly to 
co*oMrate cordially and loyally with them in carrying out these arrangements ; 
and I now hereby promise and agree to prohibit the cultivation of the poppy 
and maonfactore of opium in my State. 

2. I will use every effort to put a stop to the illicit importation of opium 
from the Nizam's dominions and all other opium which has not paid the 
British pass-fee. 

8. I also hereby agree to introduce in my State the provisions of the 
Opium Act (No. I of 1878) and the rules framed under it, as far as possible. 

4. I further promise and agree that all opium required for consumptioa 
within the limits of my State shall be obtain^ from a British opium depdt 
under such conditions and precautions os Government may deem necessary. 

6. I further promise to arrange that only licensed vendors will be allowed 
to sell opium in retail in my State at a price not less than that at which it is 
retailed in the adjacent British districts, snob vendors being required to keep 
accounts of all purchases and sales. I shall of course be at liberty still, as 
heretofore, to make such terms as might appear to me most advisable with 
farmers for the privilege of selliug opium by retail, subject to the above 
conditions. 

fi. I agree that I will submit, for the iufonnstion of Government 
throu^ the Political Agmt, balf-yenrly returns showing particolars of the 
purchases and sales of opium in my State. 

7. In return for the making of this agreement and oa a condition of its 
terms being kept to, the British Government agree to remit to me one-fifth of 
the pass-fee ruling at the time of purchase on all opium purchased by me from 
a Government depdt and sold in my State.

Whereas it is considered deeirable to place the adzniniatra- 
tion of the Abkari revenue of the Sangli State on the same footing aa the 
administration of the Abkari revenue of the British ColIectoi*ate8 adjoining 
the Sangli State, which baa recently been improved in accordance with the 
provisions of the Bombay Abkari Act of 1878, and es]^ially with a view to 
prevent injuiy to the Abkari revenue of either the Colleotoratee or the Sangli 
State by illicit manufacture of liquor or by the smuggling of liquor from one 
territory into the other, the following articles have been agre^ on between 
Dhundirao Cbintamau, Chief of Sangli, and Captain William Butler Ferris 
Acting Joint Administrator of Sangli, on one part, and Lieutenant-Colone! 
Henry Nicholas Reeves, Political Agent, Kolhapur and Southern Maratha 
Country, for the time being on behalf of the British Government ou the 
other. 

Artioli 1. 

The Joint Administrators of Sangli engage that the law of the Suigli 
State as i-egards Abkari shall be the Bombay Abkari Act of 1878 or smy^w 
whioh may hereafter be substituted for that Act in the Bombay Presidaiey. 
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Articlb 2. 

In order that the new system of Abkari aiministra^ion in the Sangli 
State m«y be eflBciently organised on the principles of the Bombay Abkari

Articles op Agreement for leasing the Abkari revenue of 
Aliraj Senior State to the British Governtaent for a term of 
eight years from first August one thousand eight hundred 
and eighty-six to thirty-first July one thousand eight hun¬ 
dred and ninety-four—1892. 

Whereas it is considered desirable to place tbe administration 
of the Abkari revenue of tbe Miraj Senior Stats on the same footing as the 
administration of tbe Abkari revenneof the British Collectorates adjoining the 
Miraj Senior State, which has recently been improved in accordance with tbe 
provisions of tbe Bombay Abkaii Act, 1878, and especially with a view to pr^ 
vent injury to the Abkari revenue of either tbe Colleotbrates or the Miraj 
Senior State by illicit manufacture of liquor or by the smuggling liqnor 
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ftom one territory into the other, the following articles have been agreed oa 
between Gangadhar Rao Ganeah Patwnrdban, Chief of Miraj Senior, on be¬ 
half of himself, his heirs and snoceaeors on the one part, and Colonel Charlei 
Wodebou8e,C.I.B., Political Agent, Kolhapur and Soothern Marntha Country, 
for the time being, on behalf of the British Government, on the other. 


AeTici«B I. 

The Chief of Mlraj Senior engages that the law of the Miraj Senior 
State M regards Abknri shall be the Bombay Abkari Act of 1878, or any law 
which may*beroafter be substituted for that Act in the Bombay Presidency. 

Abtiolb 

In order that the new system of Abkari administration in the Miraj 
Senior State may be effectoally organized on the principles of the Bombajr 
Abkari Act, the Chief of Miraj Senior engages hereby to farm the entire Abkari 
revenue of the State to the Bombay Government for a term of eight years 
from first August one thousand eight hundred and cii{hty-aix to thirty-firefc 
July one thoupand eight hundred and ninety-four, in consideration of an 
annual payment of Rs. six thousand one hundred and tw^ty-two, 

annas two and pies three (heiag the average of the total net Abkari revenue 
of the Miraj Senior Stele from Paali 12S0 to Fasli 1289, plui about 26 
per cent, in consideration of any possible increase of revenue during the term 
of the lease).* This sum to be paid in equal moieties half-yearly oa the tenth 
January and tenth July of each year. 

Abtiolb S. 

During the term of the farm the administration of the Abkari revenue of 
the Miraj Senior State will be conducted by such officers as Government may 
appoint, ou the following principles 

(a) The rates of taxation of liquor in the Miraj Senior State and in the 
Colleotorates to be equivalent. 

(i) Such reasonable facilities for obtaining a supply of liquor for oon- 
Bumption are to be afforded to the people of the Miraj Senior 
Slate as are afforded to the people of the adjoining Collectoratea. 

(c) The retail selling price of liquor to be the same in the M iraj Senior 
State and in the Colleotorates, so as to remove any inducement 
to the people of one territory to consume liquor sold in the other 
territory on account of its h^ing cheaper. 

Notb.— Tinder the last stipulation it will not be necessary to forbid sale 
of liquor in the Miraj Senior State shops t o British raiyafa or ttfcg wrirf. 

• IToti.— In ealcalatmff the amooiit of eompenution tb« nverag* not i^ioU of the Miraj 
Trwawy from toddy (or the iuiee of diflecent hinds of palm twee) ore incloded, u soch itemi 
ere Abkari revenue undW the oonbay Abkeri Act. 
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Articlb 4. 

But during the tenu of the farm the officers appointed by Ooyernmeut 
will consult the Chief of Miraj Senior regarding details of Abkari admiuistra- 
tioUj such as the number and position of liquor shops, the persons to receire 
retail licenses, and the like, and will consider the wishes of the Chief on such 
points. 

Aeticlb 5. 

It is understood that the farm conveys to the Govemin<>nt of Bombay no 
right in palm and other toddy-producing trees, or in the land in which they 
stand. 

Aeticlb 6. 

On his part the Chief of Miraj engages to co-operate in carrying out the 
provisions of the Abkan law and rules, and to do his best by biroself, his heirs, 
successors and by his subordinate officers to prevent all illicit possession, 
manufacture, sale, and transport of liquor or of the materials or implements 
used for its manufacture, iu accordance with the provisions of the Act and of 
any rules which may be made under it. 

Aeticlb 7. 

It is understood that all offences against the Abkari law will be cogniz¬ 
able under Section 61 of the Abkari Act by the Miraj Seuior State Criminal 
Courts in the same manner as other offences are cognizable. 

Aeticlb 8. 

During the term of the farm the Abkari accounts of the Miraj Senior 
State will be kept separately from those of the odjuiniug Collectorates, and au 
annual account given to the Chief of Miiaj Senior for his information. 

Aeticlb 9. 

At the conclusion of the eight years' farm the management of the Abkari 
revenue of the State will revert to Chief of Mirnj Senior. 

Aeticlb 10. 

The Chief of Miraj Senior engages, on behalf of himself, his heirs and 
suocessors thereafter to conduct the administration of it in accordance with the 
principles laid down in the preamble of this agreement, viz. 

To maintaiu the same Abkari law and rules as may be in force in the 
neiglibouring Collectorates. 

To impose rates of taxation on liquor equivalent to those in force in the 
Collectoraus. 
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So to maoa^e his revenue^ that iajorj shall not be caused by it to (be 
Abkari reTenue of the CoIIeotorates, and to make his arrange¬ 
ments in oonsoltation, when necessary, with the Politiea] Agent, 
Kolhapur and Southern Mahratta Country, for the time being, 
with this new ; 

Provided always that this article does not bind the Chief of Miraj Senior 
to any arrangements injurious to the legitimate interests of the State or 
revenue, and that it is understood that the Abkari revenue of the Collectorates 
will, in like manner, be so managed as not to cause injury to the legitimate 
Abkari revenue of the State. 

This agreement agreed to at Miraj the twenty-fourth day of March one 
thousand eight hundred and ninety-two.

Whereas the Joint Administrators of Sangli agreed ou the 
eighth of February one thousand eigitt hundred and eighty^six to abolish the 
duties on. import and export, known respectively as Stlulmod and Sihallharit, 
throughout the Sangli State, on condition that the States of Miraj Senior and 
Junior agreed to surrender any claims or shares which they might possess or 
assert in regard to the receipts of the said taxes; and whereas it is desired to 
give permanency to ibis engagement, and at the same time to remove further 
restriotions on Free Trade in the Sangli State, the following articles in (hie 
view are agreed upon between the Joint Administrators of Sangli, Meherban 
Dhimdirao Chintaman, Chief cf Sangli, and Lieatenant-Colonel 'William 
Arthur Salmon, Joint Administrator of Sangli, on behalf of the Chief of 
SangU, his heirs and successors on the one part, and 'William Lee^Wamer, 
Esquire, Political Agent of Kolhapur and Sohthem Maratba Country, for the 
time being, on behalf of'the British Government, on the other. 
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Article 1. 

State engages to abolish from henceforth ail taxes or imnosta 
on the in^vt, export, meBsureiueot, or private sale of any oommoditrea other 
than sulphur and poisonous drugs : Provided that nothing oontained in 

this a^de shall be construed to prevent the levy of any tdls on bridges 
roads, femes, ca^le, or causeways for the repair or maintenance of the same* 
or of any octroi l^ed upon artiolee consumed within municipal limits, or of 
any taxes constituting the Abkari revenue. 

Adticlb 2 . 

With a view to encourage local industries, the State of Sangli engages to 
abolish all special taxes on trades or industries levied under the name of 
Mohtarpha or any other designation. 

Artiolb 8. 

The British Government en^es to obtain from the States of Miraj 
Senior and Mira^ Junior a rehnqui^ent of their claims upon, or shares in, 
any duties or imposts which are abolished in the State of Sangli under the 
operation of Articles 1 and % of this agreement. 

Artiole 4. 

The British Government engages to obtain from the States of-Milaj 
Semor and Miraj Junior an agreement to abolish within their respective terri¬ 
tories any duties or taxes therein levied which may correspond to those which 
the Slate of Sangli has engaged to abolish, and the State of Sangli thereon 
agrees to abandon whatever claims or shares it may now assert or poesess in 
the snid duties or taxes accordingly abolished in the States of Miraj Senior 
and Miraj Junior. *

Whereas the State of Ramdurg agreed on the thirteenth of 
April one thonsaaid ei^t hundred and «ighty-sit to abolish the du^s on 
import and export known respectively as Sthalmod and Sthalbhaxit, and 
whereas it is desired to give permanency to this engagement and to remove 
further restrictions on free trade in the Ratndnrg State by the abolition of 
other taxes upon trade and industry, the following articles in this view are 
agreed upon between the Joint Xarbharis of the State of Ramdurg on behalf 
of Venkatrao Yogii’ao, Chief of Ramdurg, his heirs and eocoessors, on the one 
part, and William liee-Wamer, Esquire, Political Agent of Kolhapur and 
the Southern Maratha Country, for the time being, on behalf of the British 
Government, on the other. 

Article 1. 

The State of Ramdurg engages to abolish from henceforth all taxes or 
imposts on the import, export^ measurement or private sale of any commo¬ 
dities other than snuff, sulphur and poisonous drugs: Provided that nothing 
contained in this article shall be construed to prevent the levy of any tolls 
on bridges, roods, ferries, canals or causeways for the repair or maintenance 
of the same, or of any octroi levied upon articles consnmed within municipal 
limits, or of any taxes constituting the Abkari revenue. 

Asticlb S. 

With a view to encourage local industries, the State of Ramdurg engages 
to abolish all special taxes on trades or industries levied under the name of 
Mobtarpha or any other designation.. 
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Auticlk S. 

The British Goveroment engages to obtain from the State of Kolhapur 
an agraemeDt to abolish within the territories of His Highness the Raja 
Kolhapur any duties or taxes therein levied^ which may correspond to 
those which the State of Kamdurg has engaged to abolish.

Aeticls 1. 

The British Government engages that no notice shall be taken of past

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oSencefl by His Highness the Peishwaj and also that the jaghiredars shall not 
be molested by the revival of old claims of a pecuniary nature or otherwise. 
On the other band, the jaghiredars promise never to revive any former claims 
on His Highness the Peishwa. 


. AlTICLt 2. 

The jaghiredars engage to restore promptly all usurped lands without 
exception, and to relinquish all reveunee which they enjoy witliout Sunuods. 
Their Sonnuds to be examined for this purpose, and any grounds they may offer 
for mitigation to be hereafter investigated. Under this Article all lands 
which are held in kamavis are to be restored to the Peishwa. 

Aetiolb 3. 

The jagbiredsrB engage to serve His Highness the Peishwa according 
to the former practice of Uie Mshratta Empire, as laid down in the Tynat 
Zabitas. 

Article 4. 

The jaghiredars are to carry on no hostilities whatever, unless wthorized 
•by His Highness the Peishwa ; and should any ocoosion arise for private wars 
among themselves, they promise to submit their disputes to the Peishwa, and 
to abide by His Highness's decision. 

Article 6. 

The British Government pledges itself that the jaghiredars shall retain 
undisturbed possession of their Sunnudee lands as long as they serve His 
Highness the Peishwa with Hdeiity, and also promises to use its influence to 
induce His Highness to restore them to favour, and to treat them wit^ due 
eonsideratiou, on the same terms.

Article 6. 

His Highness the Peishwa has entrusted all the negotiations affecting 
the preceding questions to the British Resident, who has been instructed by 
the Bight Honourable the Ooveruor-Gteneral to carry them into effect, and to 
see that they are punctually observed.

Memorandttm of Terms granted by the Honourable East 
India Company to Chintamun Kao Appah Putwurdhdn 
regarding the lands which he held from the Government 
of His Highness the Pbishwa for the Payment of his 
Contingent, of his Personal Allowance, etc., bearing 
date the Arabic year 1219, a.d. 1819. 

Artiolb 1. 

In the Arabic year 1213 a settlemeDt was concluded, and a letter and 
memorandum on the part of the British Government were despatched from 
Punderpore. In the drd Article of that memorandum it is written that you 
are to serve the Feishwa aocordiog to the ancient custom of the Mahratta 
Empire, as it appears in your Tyuat Zabita. With reference to tbat agree* 
znent it has now been settled that you shall serve with (460 horse) one-fourth 
of the contingent of troops, for the maintenance of which yon now hold 
lauds; or that in lieu of such service you shall pay to the government in ready 
money, at the rate of Bupees 300 a horse, the amount of the allowance of 
tbat number, or that you shall relinquish au equivalent iu laud, whereupon 
yon having agraed to give up the amount of the allowances in land, you will 
now make over the said land to the government according to a separate 
Schedule. 

Article 2. 

As long as you remain faithful aud true to government, your lands shall 
be continued to you without interruption. This stipulation was oontaioed hi 
the 5th Article of the terms of Fundetpore aod is hereby confirmed. A 
Sunnud to this effect, issued by the Most Noble the Governor-General, will 
be made over to you. 

Abtiolb 3. 

You shall on no account entertnin troops for the purpose of engaging in 
a contest with any person whatever. In the event of any cause of dispute 
arisiog, you must not resort yourself to extreme measures, but must refer the 
question to Government for consideration!: it will then be impartially adjusted, 
and yon must abide by the decision. This Article corresponds with the 4th 
clause of the terms of Punderpore, which is hereby ooufirmed. 

Article 4. 

You will attend to the prosperity of the ryots of your jagbire, to the 
strict administration of justice, and the effectual suppression of robberies 
murders, arsons, and other crimes. This Article is an essential coudition of 
the present Agreement; you must therefore iudispensably maintain the good 
order of your country. 
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Article 5. 

You will continue all ri jrhtB withiu jour jaghire^ whether belonging to the 
State or to individuals, all doomallee, aurinjam, and enam villages and lands, 
all wurshasuiiB (or annual pensions), dhnnnadaos (or charitable allowances), 
dewnsthans (or religious etitablislimenta), rozeenab (dailj stipends), khyrats 
(alms to Maliomedans), ueronoohs (or aasignmeuts on the revenue), eto.,aad if 
in any particular instance any interruptioo shall have been offered to a irrant 
not annulled by government, such grant shall likewise be made good without 
hindrance to the proprietor. >lo complaints on this head are to be suffered to 
reach the government. 

Artioli 6. 

If any offenders from your jaghire lands shall come into those of the 

f overnnoent,- you -will represent the affair, nnd they shall, on enquiry, he 
slivered up to you; and should any offenders agidust the government, or 
orimioals belonging to its territoij, seek refuge in your country, they will be 
pursued by the government officers; and yon will afford every assistance in 
delivering up such offenders. 

Articlb 7. 

The British Government will maintain your rank and dignity as it was 
maintsined under His Highness the Feishwa. It will attend to any of your 
representations, and will decide equitably upon them; yon shall in no respect 
suffer injury, hut will of course be supported as far as it is just. 

Abticlb 8. 

Any village's, lands, or other possessions belonging to your snrinjam or 
enam situated within the lands of government s^ll be oontinuei without 
obstraution as they have heretofore keen continued. 

The above-writien eight Articlee are agreed to, 15th May IS19, eorretptmd^ 
ing to 19lh RuJjub. 


Aeticlks of Stipulation on the Transfkr of Lands to the 
amount of Rupees 1,85,000 in lieu of Contingent of 450 
required by the Tynat Zabita, dated Beejapore, 12tli Decem¬ 
ber 1820. 

Tbe giving up of Shapore, which was desirable from its pmzimity to 
the cantonment oi Belgaum, being objected to by Cbintamun Kao, it is 
engaged as follows 

Articlb 1. 

There shall be no spirit-dealing in Shapore. 
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Article 2. 

There shall be no mint or coinage in Sliapore, to prevent objections 
regarding the ourrenoy. 


Article 3. 

No eqnivalent to be required from the British Government on account 
of these two items. 


Article 4. 

The Collector will fix villages in the neighbourhood of Belgaum, with 
the exception of Shapore, to be given up to the amount of Rupees 10,775*l-^8, 
required to complete tbe sum of Rupees 1,35,000. Villages to be given up 
which contain t^dy trees, in order to prevent future collision, and the nem* 
nook or vill^e payments to be deducted in the estimation of their value. 


Article 6. 

The large petta of Shapore near the cantonment shall aid in the supply 
of coolies and bullocks that may be required for military purposes. 


Article 6. 

The Collector of Dharwar will deliver over all the lands held under 
attachment, which are to be relinquished on security being furnished for sudi 
other lands being given (by three instalments of one month each) as shall be 
found requisite to complete the necessary sum (Rupees 1,35,000), the dediic* 
tions on account of police and nemnook expenditure being included in tbe 
calculation. 


Article 7. 

The revenues of the relinquished lands are entered according to the data 
furnished from the Collector's Office at Dharwarj and the Vakeel having 
represented that the revenues may be found to be somewhat greater on 
examination, it is stipulated that should such be the case, there will be a 
proportional deduction made in tbe lands remaining to be transferred to the 
Company in the Shapore Mehal. 


Agreement made by Chintamttn Rao Pandoorvng, Simnut 
Ushreen-wu-Myatein-wu-Ulf 1229 Fuslee. 

1 was n Sirdar and subject under the Peishwa. The Peishwa's govern* 
znent was set aside, and that of the Company established. Mj jaghire has 
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with the other territories come under the British OoTemment. I will serre 
the British Government, as I may be directed, with fidelity and attnohment, 
with such lands as may be fracioasly bestowed on me. I shall not maintain 
oonneotioQ with, or dependence on, the Peishwa, I shall not hereafter make 
any claims acoording to the former 'fynat Zabita. I relinquish the claim 1 
made formerly of my rations, the Miritchkur, Tasgaonkur, Koorundwarkur 
Sirdars, being under my authority. I accept only whatever jagbire the 
British Government may be pleased to grant me, and 1 beg a memorandum 
for the continuance of it, by which I will permanently* abide. This is the 
agreement.

Terms granted by the IIoKOURaBLE East India Company to 
Gunput K,ao Bappoo Putwdrdhon regarding the lands 
which he held from the PaisawA^s Government for the 
Payment of his Contingent, of his Personal Allowance, 
etc., and regarding the future arrangement of his jaghire 
and the execution of the Agreement concluded with him 
by Brigadier-General T. Mxtnro. Arabic year 1220— 
(1819). 

Asticlb 1. 

According to ancient practice, yoa ought to serve with as many horse 
' as your lands will maintain at Rupees 300 a horse; hut as that would be 
raore than you conld accomplish, General Munro made the following declai*a- 
tioD in the iSth Article of bis Agreement:—''The Company does not exact 
service like the constant duty you used to do under the Peishwa; once iu ten 
or fifteen years, when an important aSair occurs, it is necessary to come to the 
Company's assistance j except in such times you shall not always be summon¬ 
ed." On this you have now requested that the terms of your service may not 
be left indistinct, and have stated your inability to not up to the full ex^nt 
of the terms of your Tyuat Zabita: it is therefore agreed that you shall b© 
excu.«ed the service of three*fonrtbs of your contingent, aud shall servo con¬ 
stantly with the remaining fourth, 150 horse only. This is hereby confinned 
by the government. 

Abticlb Z. 

Your tronps shall be mustsivd whenever called on; the horses and men 
shall be good and effective, and shall serve the whole year. Should the 
number upon mostiT prove deficient, the amount of such deficiency shall be 
repaid to government at tiie established rate. If a detachment of 20 or 25 
burio is required to be sent from the army on your affairs, you must first 
mention ib to the officer in command on the part of the goverument, a»:d they 
will in that case be included in the muster. When your troops are not 
required, they will be permitted to return to your own station for monsoon 
quarters for four months daring the rainy season, but if they are roquii-ed, 
they must remain. 

Article 3. 

Yon shall serve in snih manner as the government may order; you will 
not in general be required to serve bejond the Godavery and Toombudia; 
but if at any time you should he required to do so, you must go without 
objecting. On such occasions you will be furnished with money for the pay¬ 
ment of your troops according to the estimated expense, which money is to be 
repaid to government in jour own country. 
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Articlb 4. 

Id the event of either men or horses beio;^ killed or wounded in action, 
you will receive uo compe&sntion from goverDment; all expenses are to be 
provided for out of the war allowance granted. This is to be observed accord* 
iitg to former practice ; but if any great man should be wounded or killed in 
notion, a reward will be given to him by the government if wounded, or a 
pension to his family if he be killhd in action. 

Abticle 5. 

In addition to your coutiugent you will muiotoin at your own expense 
such establishments for the preservation of order within your limit os may be 
necessary ; and iu the event of disttu'bancee in tlie districts adjoining to yours, 
yon will furnish assistance with such troops ns may be in your lauds. If any 
great disturbance should break out in yonr lands, you will receive assistance 
on your applying to government. 

AuTlCLK d. 

In the 10th Article of the Agreement with General Munro it is written 
that on your submitting to the British Government, your j:ighire shill be 
continued to you on (he former footing, and in the 14th Article is a sim'lar 
engagement for the maintenance of your honour and dignity : it is therefore 
^reed that a-i long as you shall continue to serve the British Government 
with fidelity and attachment, your jaiihire shall remain unquestioned aud 
undisturbed in your possession, and a Sunnud shall be procur^ to the same 
effret from Uis Excellency the Most Noble the Governur'.Oeneral hereafier.

If it should appear that you were in the habit of receiving from the 
Peishwa's government exemptions from the payment of duties on fiocks of 
sheep, or rice, cloth, and other articles required tor your own use, you will on 
enquiry receive similar exemptions, but should these exemptions derange the 
system established for the country, they will not be granted. 


Article 17. 

The lands now granted to you for a personal Tynat, and for the purpose 
of accommodating your disputes with your family, do not involve the service 
of any horse in Edition to the stipulated number of 150.

Teems granted by the Honourable East India Compant to Kes- 
soTV BiAo Baba Ptjtwuudhun regarding the lands which he 
held from the Government of His Highness the Peishwa 
for the Payment of his Conitngbnt, of his Personal 
Allovtance, etc., bearing date the Arabic year 1219, a.d. 
1819. 

Article 1. 


In the Arabic year UUJ a settlement was concluded, and a letter and 
a memorandum on the part of tbe Briiish Government were desiiatcUed from 
PundcTpore. In the three Articles of that memorandum it is written that 
YOU are to serve the Peishwa acoording to the custom of the Mabratta Empire, 
as it appears in your Tynat ZabiU; but as tl.e Sizars would not be able to 
perform tbe serving according to tbe terms of their Tynat ^itas, it is how 
Willed, out of coosideration for them, that they shall serve with ooe-fourth of 
the contingent of trooiis, for the maintenance of which they hold lands, or 
that in lieu of such service they shall pay to government m ready money, at 
the rate of Eupees 80b a horse, the amount of the allowance of number 
of troops or that they shall relinquish an equivalent m land. VV hereupon 
you having agreed to serve with 70 horse, being a fourth of your contingent, 
thit arrangement is hereby confirmed by the government. 


Article 2. 

Your troops shall be mnstered whenever called on; the horses find men 
shall be good and effective, and shall serve the whole year. Should the num¬ 
ber upon muster prove deficient, the amount of sneh deficiency shall be repaid 
to government at the established rate. If a detachment of from 5 to 7 
horse is required to be sent from the army bn your affairs, you must first 
mention it to the officer in command on the part of the government, and they 
will iu that case be included in the master. VVben your troops are not required, 
they will be permitted to return to your own station for monsoon quarters for 
four months daring the rainy season, but if they are required they must re- 
main. 

Article 3. 

You shall serve in such manner as the government may order; you will 
not in general be required to serve beyond the Godavery and Tumhudra; bub 
if at any time you should be required to do so, you must go without objecting. 
On such occasion you will bo fnrnished by government with money for the 
payment of your troops at the established rate of pay, which money is to be 
repaid to government in your own country. 
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Ahticlb 4. 

In the event of either men or horses being killed or wonnded in aelion, 
yoa will receive no oompensation from govemmeut } all expenses are to be 
provided for oat of the war allowance granted. This is to be observed socord- 
ing to former practice; bat if any great man should be wounded or killed in 
action, a 1 ‘eward will be given to him by the government if wounded, or a 
pension to hie family if he be killed in action. 

AaTiCLE 5. 

In addition to your contingent you will maintain at yo^ir own expense 
each establishments for the preservation of order within your limits as may be 
necessary ; and, in the event of disturbances in jroxu: neighbourhood, you will 
furnish assistance with such troops as may be in your lands. If any great 
distarbanee should break out in yonr lands, you will receive assistance on your 
applying to the government.

As long as you continue to serve the British Gtovenmjenl with fidelity 
and attachment, your jaghire shall remain unqnestioned and undisturbed in 
your possession and that of tl»e Sirdars of your lamily. This stipulatien, ex¬ 
pressed in the 5th Article of the Terms of Tundorpore, is hereby confirmed, 
and a Suiinud shall be procured to the same effect from His Excellency the 
Most Noble the Grovercor-Genei-al hereafter.

Any villages, lands, or other possessions belonging to your surinjam or 
ennm, situated with'the lands of government, shall be continued without 
obstruction as they have heretofore been continued. 


Article 8. 

You will continue all rights within your jaghire, whether belon^ng to 
the State or individuals; all doomallee,surinjam,and enam vill^es and lands, 
all wurshasuns (or annual pensions), dhormadaos (or charitable allowauoe*), 
dewasthans (or religious establishments), roxenab (daily stipends), kh)rats 
(alms to Mahomedans), nemnooks (or assignments on the revenue, etc.), in 
conformity to the list contained in the grant of your sunnjam; and if in any 
particular instance any interruption shall have been offered to a grant not 
miunlled by government, such grant shall liVawise be made good «i^nout 
hindrance to the proprietor.

If any zemindar shall be guilty of rebellion or treason, 
or should resist your authority, you are at liberty to resume bis lands as a 
punishment on ^tisfying yourself of his guilt.

without heirs, you will announce it to government, whicU^will punish the 
guilty and make arrangements.*

You will attend to the prosperity of the ryots of yourjagbire, to the strict 
administration of justice, and the effectual suppression of robberies, murders, 
arsons, and other crimes. The Uoverumeut will not enquire into every com- 
plaint that may arise in your jaghire. When any complaint is made it will 
be referred to you, and you are to settle it equitably. If at any time your 
jnghire should fall into great disorder, and robberies should be committed, or 
if any great crime should be committed, without proper investigation and 
redress on your part, it will be necessary that arrangement* should be^made 
on the part of the government. 

Articlb 10. 

You shall on no account entertain troops for the purpose of engaging in 
a contest with any person whatever. In the event of any cause of dispute 
arising, you must not resort yourself to extreme measures, but must refer the 
question to government for consideration; it will then be impartially adjusted 
and you must abide by the decision. This Article corresponds with the fourth 
clause of the Terms of Punderporo which is hereby confirmed. 

Articlb 11. 

If any offenders from your jaghire lands shall oome into those of the 
government, you will represent the affair, and they shall on enquiry be 
delivered up to you; and should any offender against the government, or 
criminal belonging to its territoncs, seek refuge in your country, they will be 
pursued by the governmeut officers, and you will afford every ass’istance in 
delivering up such offenders. 

Artiolb U. 

The British Government will maintain your rank and dignity as it was 
maintained under His Highness the Peiahwa in former times. It will attend 
to any of your representations, and will decide equitably upon them. You 
shall in no respect suffer injury, but will, course, be supported as far as 
is juet.

I thereupon wrote, under date the 17th January 1848, to say 
that service would be rendered, as from former times it was the intention of 
the members of my family to perform service ; but 1 learn from my Vakeel's 
writing that all the jagbiredars have now consented to make cash payments 
in lieu of service. It would not be proper for me to withold my cousent to 
the measure after all have agreed to it. I therefore do not object to make a 
cash payment of Rupees 2,671-14, being the amount of the annual salary of 
the 10 sowars, if (the other) lU sowars are dispensed with.

After compliments.—Farther, I have received your circular letter No. 1, 
dated 4th January 1848, to the effect that on a former occasion a communica¬ 
tion was eent to me, enquiring what objection there existed to make a cash 
payment or cede land in lieu of my sowars who render service to government 
and that now, under inatiactiona from government, this (letter) is written 
to me to say that on measures being adopted to make a cash payment for 
my 86 sowars who now perform service nnder government at the rate of 
Rupees 22-4-3 each a month, that is. Rupees 801-9 a month, or Rupees9,6l8- 
12 per annum, or to cede land in lieu of this payment, the remaining 34 
sowars, whom I am liable to furnish for service in conformity to my engage¬ 
ments, will be dispensed with. With reference to this, I beg to state that in 
paragraph 1 of the Memorandum about the settlement of my surinjams, etc., 
given at Poona by the Honourable Elphinstone, with his sienature and seal 
thereon, in the year 1819, coiTesponding with sun Ushreen Myaiein-wu-TJlf, 
it is stated that considering that Sirdars will not he able to get on if they 
were required to perform service with troops, according to the practice prevail¬ 
ing in the Sivuraj (or the Peishwa's rule, and the former Tynat Zabita. and 
that therefore a settlement is made out of (regard for) them ; that for the dis¬ 
tricts continued on account of surinjams sowars equivalent (or whose salaries 
may be equal) to one-fourth the proceeds thei‘eof should be fumislied, or in 
lieu thereof the amount equal to their salaiies should be paid iu cash to gov¬ 
ernment, or territory transferred on their account. That accordingly the above- 
mentioned personage settled that 7t) sowars should be furnished for service on 
account of one-fourth (of the eurinjam held), and stated that the settlement 
had been sanctioned by government. Accordingly it was settled that 7U sowars, 
equivalent to one-fourth of my surinjam, should be furnished to theComp.axiy'8 
government fur service, and my ^rnily has since been furnishing sowars for 
service according to the orders received from the Sahib, and it is my intention 
to furnish sowars for service hereafter also. But yon now write that on 
measures being adopted to make a cash payment for 36 sowars, who at present 
perform service under government at the above-mentioned rate, or cede land 
in lieu thereof to government, the remaining 34 sowars, whom I am liable to 
furnish, will be dispensed with. Bearing in mind the fact that the mehals 
aod villages of this surinjam are losing concerns (that is, yield less revenue 
than estimated) j that the revenue is not received in proportion to the extent 
of lands cnltivated; that this estate is encumbered with a heavy expense; and 
that therefore it would be difficult for me to get on if I was made to furnish 
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70 sowars for service according to the engagement entered into, yon wrote to 
His Excellency the Ooveroor in Council, obtained orders for dispensing with 
the remaining sowai's, and addressed a letter to me on the subjeeL I am very 
glad that government has conferred this favour upon me. Agreeably to the 
opinion expressed by you in writing I am willing to pay from year to year, 
by the eua of Mrig Sal, Company's Rupees 9,618<I2 in cash into the Com* 
pany’s government on accouut of the salary of S6 sowars. 

You write that in virtue of the tenure of the surinjaro continoed to me 
I am bound to attend with my forces, etc., to afford assistanoe to guvemment 
whenever it has occasion for the same. With refereuce to this I beg to state 
that this provision does not appear to exist in the aforesaid Memorandum 
entered into with the Company's government regni'ding my estate. Govern* 
ment is, however, well aware that I have never failed, on receiving an intima* 
tioD, to send in time my troops, etc., to ajSord assistance to government. 

In this manner the particulars are given in two paragraphs, and yon will 
learn the same.

to yon the assurance that, on failure of natural heirs, the British Government 
will recognize and confirm any adoption of a successor made by yourself or 
by any ititure Chief of your State that may be in accordance with Hindu 
Law and the customs of your race. 

Be assured that nothing shall disturb the engagement thus made to yon 
so long AS yonr House is loyal to tlie Crown and faithful to the conditions of 
the treaties, grants, or engagements which record its obligations to the Bri¬ 
tish Government.

Teanslation of an Agreement entered into by the Honourable 
Company with Narain Rao Ram Ramdroogkur— 1821, 

Whereas your ancestors^held the siiwasthan of Nm-goond for many years 
under the government of tbe'Sreemunt Pant Fradhan, and whereas a partition 
was made between you and the Nurgoondhur, when half the suwasthan, 
comprising the fort and talook of Bamdroog and 17 villages of the talook of 
Nurgoond, was awarded to you by the Peishwa's government, and whereas 
the Peisbwa's temtories have since come into the possession of the Honour^ 
able .Company, that government has been pleased, in consideration of the 
suwasthan being an ancient one, and from personal regard, to continue your 
poeae^sions to you; the following Treaty is now concluded 

Article 1. 

You formerly engaged, for the consideration of your fort and possession 
to serve the Peishwa with 113 horse in lieu of rent; but os you have repre* 
sented to the government that you have not served the Peiahwa for many 
years, the Sircar renounces its claim to the aforesaid qnota of horse, and con* 
firms you in your possessions oat of favour, and you on your part engage 
to continue in friendship with the British Government. 

Article 2. 

In a former agreement^ it was stipulated that you should pay the gov¬ 
ernment annually the sum of Rupees 3,4681 08 your share of the jaghire of 
Konoor; this Article is confirmed, and you hereby engage to continue to pay 
the aforesaid sum yearly into the Company's treasury. 


Article 3. 

As long as you may continue in friendship with the government, the 
suwasthan and villages attached will he continued to you without interinp- 
tion, aud to your heirs from generation to generation, and a grant to this 
effect, confirmed by the Supreme Government, will be delivered to yon, which 
will be renewed at every succession to your estate, and on your preferring an 
application, these Sunnuds will be renewed without the nsnal demand of 
nuzzur. 

Articls 4. 

The government hereby entires to continue to you such possessions 
held by you in enam, Sm., at the time of the war, as may be within the limifs 
of the Honourable Company's special dominions, while it reserves the right

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of resuming snob within your territory as may hereafter appear to belong to 
the Sircar. On your part you engage to continue to the liolders of enams, 
dhurmaduo, khyrat, nemnook, &c., within your territory, their eeveral rights 
without interruptioii. 


Artiolb 6. 

You further engage to protect the ryota of the country forming your 
suwastban, to make legal and just enquiries, to protect the inhabitaote against 
robbers, murderers, thullygars, &c., and to obey such orders a'^ ttie g^emment 
may deem it necessary to issue in the event of comphiints being-preferred 
against you. In failure thereof, or in the event of your country being, from 
your own neglect or carelessness, iufested with robbers, &c., Ae Sircar will 
take measui'es for its better management. 


Abticlb 6. 

Yon further engage not to assemble any ^ attack or Bght 

against any person without the orders of the government, and to repoti to the 
g4)vernment all disputes that you may be involved in withoht resorting to 
nrms, when a fair enquiry shall be mode and orders issued, agreciibly to which 
you engage to conform. 


AaTtCLB 7. 

You further engage never to hold any connexion or oorrespobdence With 
Bajee Rao Sahib or other dowlutdar, or suwasthan, and not to afford assistahce 
to any disaffected person. 


Article K 

Yon further engage to report to the Sircar all instances in which any of 
your offenders shall take refuge in the Company's territories, when enquiries 
shall be instituted and the offenders transferred to your authority; also to 
seize and apprehend criminals from the Sircar's country, who may take refuge 
in your territory, and deliver them to the governmeot, or to assist such detach 
ment as the Sii^r may deem it necessary to send in pursuit of and 
deliver up the criminals to the Sircar.

Terms granted by the Honottbablb East India Company to 
Vbnkut Eao Rajah Gorepdrat regarding the lands which 
he held of Hxs Highness the Peishwa for the payment of 
his contingent, which are now comprised within the terri¬ 
tories of the British Government, and are graciously granted 
to him for furnishing a contingent to government in consi¬ 
deration of his family being of old standing, bearing date 
Sunnut TJahreen-wu-Myatein-wu-Ulf, corresponding with 
December A.D. 1819. 


Articlb ). 

The five mehale of Hoodbole, vbicli were continued until the war for 
personal and contingent allowance, are now confirmed.. It was usual to supply 
150 horse, and those who were paid by the PeUhwa’e government were at the 
rate of Rupees 12 monthly. In lieu of the latter, a dednction of half (70) 
tile contingent is made. But witii a view to support the family, aud in con¬ 
sideration that the contingent is required throughout the whole year, and the 
horses to be good and effective, the British Government is graciously pleased 
to relinquish three-fourths of the contingent, and to fix the contingent here¬ 
after to be fumislied at 20 horse. 


Artiolb 2. 

The horses shall be good, valuing between Rupees 300 and 400, and tbe 
men efficient. They must serve wherever required. Should their numbers be 
deficient, the amount of such deficiency shall be repaid to government, at the 
rate of Rupees 300 for each, from the date of being present at muster. 

Abtioib 3. 

In the event of either men or horses being killed or wounded in action, 
you will receive no compensation from government. All expenses are to be 
provided for out of the allowance granted. This is to be observed according 
to former practice; but if any great man should be wounded or killed in 
action, a reward will be given to him by tbe government if wounded, or a 
pension to his family if he be killed in action. 

Abtiols 4. 

In addition to your contingent ^ou will maintain at your own expense 
such establiflhmente for the preservation of order within your limits as may

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be necessary; and iu tbe event of disturbances iu your neighbourhood, you 
will furnish asBistance with such troops as may be in your lands. 

ABTICIiB 5. 

As long as you continue to serve the British Grovernanent with fidelity 
and attachment, your jaghire shall remain undisturbed in your possession aud 
that of the Sirdars of your family, and a Sunuud shall be procured to the 
same effect from His Excellency tbe Most Noble the Governor-General here* 
after; when new Sunnuds are squired for tbe descendants of each respectively, 
it is to be represented to the government, which will gmciously confer a new 
Sunuud and continue the jaghire without exacting any nuzaur. 

^ Article 6, 

Any villages, lands, or other possessions belooging to your surinjam or 
enam, situated within the lands of government, shall be oontioued without 
obstruction as they have heretofore b^n continued. You will continue all 
rights within your jaghire, whether belonging to the State or individuals, all 
doomala, surinjam, and eoam villages, and lauds, all wiirshasuns or annual 
pensions), dburmadao (or religious tfstablisbments), rozeenah, (daily stipends), 
kbyrats (alms to Mahomedans), nemnooks (or assignments on the revenne), etc., 
in conformity to the list contmned in the grant of your surinjam; and if in 
any particular instance any interruption shall have been offered to a grant nut 
annulled by government, such grant shall likewise be made good without 
hindrance to tbe proprietor. No complaints on this bend are to be suffered 
to reach tbe government. If any should act improperly, or be without heirs, 
you shall report to the British, which has authority to punish aud resume. If 
any zemindar should be guilty of rebellion or treason, or should resist your 
authority, or die without heirs, you are at liberty to resume his lands as a 
punishment, on satisfying yourself of his guilt, at the same time reporting 
tbe matter to government, and receiving its orders regarding it, which shall 
be executed accordingly. 

Abticlu 7. 

Yon will attend to the prospenty of the ryots of your jaghire, to the 
strict administration of justice, and the effectual suppression of robberies, 
murders, tullee, arsons, and other cinmes. Should th.'it not he done, aud the 
government gives orders regarding any complaint made in your jaghire, you 
will act accordingly in tire settlement of tbe matter. Any decision of govern* 
ment regarding tbe admiuistratiou of justice which may be made on investi¬ 
gation must he duly executed. If any obstruction should be offered, or should 
the countiy fall into great disorder, and robberies and other offences begin 
to be committed, tbe government will make such arraugement for the surin- 
jamee lauds as it mny deem proper. 

Article 8. 

You shall on no account entertain troops for the purpose of engaging in 
a contest with any person whatever. In tbe event of any cause of dispute 
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arising, yon must not resort yourself to extreme measures, bat naost refer the 
question to government for congideration ; it will then be impartially adjusted, 
and you must abide by the decision. 

Asticlk 9. 

Yon ehall hold no connexion or correspondenoe with Bajee Kao or other 
dowlntdar, or suwasthan, as proolaimed by government, and sbdl af^rd aid 
to no disaffected person. This condition is hereby engaged for, and if infringed, 
the jagbire will not be continued. 

Abticlb 10. 

If any offenders from your jagbire lands shall come into those of the 
government, you will represent the affair, and they shall on enquiry be 
delivered up to you; and should any offender against the government, or 
criminal belonging to its territories, seek refuge in your country, he shall be 
apprehended and delivered up, and if pursued by the government officers, you 
shall afford every assistance in delivering up such offender. 

Astiolb 11. 

The British Government will maintain your rank and dignity as it was 
maintained under His Highness the Peishwa in former times. It will attend 
to any of your representations and will decide equitably upon them. You 
shall in no respect suffer injury. 

The above 11 Artioles are agreed to this 27th December, 5th Rubbee-ool- 
Awul; Foonah. 
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VIII.-SAWANTWAEI (SAVANTVADI). 

from Bombay Governmtni Racordty Ho. X of New Serietf and BeporU by the 

Bombay Government, 

The Sawants were bereditory desbmukhs of Wari near Goa. They are 
of the Bbonsb family; and are still styled by that name. The family is an 
old one, bat the first Chief of note was Khem Snwant, who in 1707 received 
from Sbabuji, the snccessor of Shivaji, a deed oonfirming him in his possessions 
in full sovereignty, and assigning to him, conjointly with the Chief of Kolaba, 
half the revenues of the Salshi Mahal. 

The first Chief with whom the British Government formed relations 
was his nephew Phoud Sawant, who succeeded in 1700. The Treaty (No. 
JjXXXVllI), which was concluded in 1780, was offensive and defensive against 
Kanltoji Angria, the piratical Chief of Kolaba. Fbond Sawant was succeeded 
in 1738 by bis grandson Hamchandra Sawant, and be in 1755 by his son Khem 
Sawant, who ruled for forty-eight years. The rule of Khem Sawant was one 
long war with various Mahratta Chiefs, particularly the Raja of Kolhapur, and 
with the Portuguese, in the course of which he lost some of his best districts. 
His piracies provoked the British Government, who in 1765 sent an expedition 
against him, and captured the fort of Keri, which they named Fort Augustus. 
The fort, however, was restored on his subscribiug a Treaty (No. LXXXIX), 
by which he ceded all the lands between the rivers Karli and Salshi from the 
sea to the foot of the hills, and bound himself-to pay a lakh of Rupees for 
the expenses of the expedition, to allow free trade, and to permit the British 
to build a factory in his territories. The treaty was not observed, and the 
following year another (No. XC) was concluded. By this treaty Khem 
Sawant ceded the fort of Yingorla for thirteen years, or for such farther time 
as the indemnity should remain unpaid. 

Khem Sawant died in 1803 without male issue, and there ensued a civil 
war regarding the succession. In 1805 the war terminated by the widow of 
Khem Sawant adopting Ramchandra Sawant, or Bhao Sahib, who was murdered 
in 1807. He was succeeded by Phoud Sawant, who ruled till 181&, under the 
regency of Burga Bai, second widow of Khem Sawant. Shortly before bis 
death, in consequence of repeated piracies committed by bis subjects, a Treaty 
(No. XCI) was negotiated with him for the suppression of piracy. He was 
required to cede the fort of Yingorla, and to promise to cede the forts of Ren 
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aad Neoti, if piracies were committed in fnture. All vessels leaviu^; Neoti 
were subjected to search by the British nntborities. To this treaty it was 
proposed to odd supplea^entary articlesj ceding absolutely the forts of Reri 
and Neotij and binding the Raja to ahstaiu from hostilities with other States, 
and to refer all disputes to the arbitration of the British Government, who, 
on their part, were to guarantee the territories then in the Raja’s possession 
against the aggression of all foreign powers. But as the terms of these 
articles were believed to interfere with some supposed claims of the Peshwa to 
supremacy over Sawantwari, the negotiotioos were never prosecuted to a 
conclusion. 

On the death of Phond Sawaot his son Khem Sawant succeeded, Dnrga 
Bai beiug again r^ent. She commenced her rule by forcibly occupying the 
forts of Bbarntgarh and Narsingarb, which had been wrested from Sawant* 
wari a few years before by the Raja of Kolhapur, the iutegrity of whose 
territories the British Govcniment were hy a recent treaty bound to defend. 
The Roni rejected all proposals for an amicable adjustment of the dispute, and 
Sawantwari was therefore declared to be in a state of war. The districts 
of Maland and Varad, interlaced with the territory in Malwan, which had 
been ceded to the British Government by Kolhapur, were seizied, aud prepa¬ 
rations were made for the invasion of Sawantwari. Hostilities, however, 
were suspended in con8e<}ueDce of the anarchy which prevailed in Sawaiit- 
wari, arising out of disputes between Dnrga Bai, supported by Sarabhaji 
Sawant, aud another Rani, Dadi Bai, supported by Chandroba. The latter 
wished to place in power a person pretending to be the Bhao Sahib, who, they 
alleged, had not been murdered in 1807. Durga Bai was reduced to great 
difiBculties, and offered to adjust all causes of quarrel if the British Govern¬ 
ment would suppoit her cause. Interference, however, was declined. In 
tbe meantime the Chiefs who headed the rival factions seized forts and 
plundered on their own account. Their depredations extended to British 
territory. During the war with the Peshwa also Durga Bai, who had 
again recovered much of her former power, threatened the invasion of British 
territories, and did what she could to support the Peshwa’s cause. The 
depredations committed in British territory did not cease even after the 
overthrow of the Peshwa; and it was found impossible longer to post¬ 
pone hostilities with Sawantwari. A force was marched into the countiy, 
and terms were offered after the capture of the forts of Yashwantgarh or Reri 
and Neoti. Meanwhile Durga Bai had died, and the regency had been 
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assumed bjthe two Banis, Savitri Baiand Narmada Bat^ the surviviug widows 
of Khem Sawant. The terms offered were i-eadily accepted, and a Treaty 
(No. XCII) was concluded on the 17th February 1819, by which the 
British Government agreed to protect the State of Sawantwari, and the 
regency acknowledged the British supremacy, agreed to abstain from political 
intercoui-ae with other States, to deliver np to the British Government persons 
guilty of offences in British territory, to cede the whole line of sea-coast from 
the Karli river to the boundaries of the Portuguese possessions, and to 
receive British troops into Sawantwari. In consideration of the readiness 
with which these terms were accepted, a portion of the territory which had 
been ceded to the British Government, yielding a net revenue of Rupcea 
30,000, was by Treaty (No. XCIII) restored in the following year. 

In 1820 three engagemente were mediated between the Kolhapur 
and Sawantwari Darbars. The first (No. XCIV) regulated the amount 
of revenue to be paid to the fort of Raiigna from the district of Mangaon; 
the second (No. XCV) fixed the revenue payable to the fort of Manohar- 
garh from the district of Manohar; and the third (No. XCVI) transferred 
the village of Sivapur from Sawantwari to Kolhapur, in exchange for another 
village. The revenue assignments for the forts were in 1822 commuted to a 
money payment of Pirkliani Rupees 7,834-6-8 to Kolhapur. But in 1826 a 
tract of country yielding the above amount was transferred to Kolhapur by 
the British Government; and thereafter the money payment was made by 
Sawantwari to the British Government. 

In 1846 the fort of Manohar and the possessions appertaining thereto 
below the Ghftts were transferred from the Kolhapur State to Sawantwari for 
control and management In 1863 all pecuniary and territorial claima of 
Kolhapur connected with that fort and certain villages of the fort of Prasidh- 
garh were settled, and in lieu thereof a fixed sum of Rupees 3,898-10-2 is 
annually paid by the Sawantwari State to Kolhapur. 

Khem Sawant was entrusted with the administration of the State in 
1822. His affairs soon got into disorder, and in 1880, and again in 1882, he 
received the assistance of British troops to suppress rebellion. On the latter 
occasion be was required to execute a Treaty (No. XCVII), by which he 
hound himself not to remove hie minister without the sanction of the British 
Government; to adopt such measures of reform as the British Government 
might sanction; and to pay the cost of any troops required for the settlement 
of his affaiis. In 1838 the Chief transferred (No. XCVIII) to the British 
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Government the right to levy land and sea customa in Sawantwari, the 
British Government agreeing to pay him annually.a sum equal to the average 
amount realised in the three preceding years. 

The miemanagement o£ the country under Khem Sawant was in no way 
lessened by the meaaores adopted under these treaties; and the Sardars 
of the State became almost independent of his authority. In 1838, thei-e- 
fore, the British Government assumed the management of the country with 
the^consent of the Chief (No. XCIX). Several times the turbulent 
Sardars rebelled, and attempted to throw off the control of the British 
Government^ more particularly in 1839 and 1844; bgt the outbreaks were 
suppressed, and the country has since remained quiet. In 1867 no attempt 
was made to disturb the peace. Khem Sawant, who had received the right of 
adoption (No. XXXVII), died in October 1867, and was succeeded by his son 
Phoiid Sawant or Anna Sahib. Phond Sawant had joined the rebels in 18*4, 
and after the suppression of the disturbances found a refuge at Goa. He was 
subsequently allowed to return to Sawantwari, but was declared to have 
forfeited his position as heir to the gadi. In 1861, however, ho was pardoned 
and recognised as heir to the Chiefahip on the condition that the debt due to 
the British Government on account of the expenses incurred in putting down 
the insurrection in 1844 should be cleared off, and that uazarana of a year’s 
revenue should be paid on the succession of Photid Sawant, who should theu 
enter into an agreement to protect his subjects and pay for the expense of a 
British Agent and his establishment. The debt, amounting to more than Sj 
lakhs of Rupees, was paid off in 1862, and on the accession of Phond Sawant 
in 1867 the prescribed nazarana was levied. The incapacity of the new Chief 
made it necessary to impose more stringent restrictions on hia independence of 
action than had been contemplated in 1861; he was, therefore, required among 
other stipulations to accept the scheme of administration which had been 
introduced by British authority, to refrain from making any organic changes 
except with the previous approval of Government, and to submit for the 
approval of the British Government the names of any person whom he might 
wish to nominate as minister or secretary, Anna Sahib died in March 1869 
before the conclusion of the formal agreement which it had been proposed to 
take from him. He left an only son, Kaghunath Sawant, the present Chief, 
who is now 29 years of age. Owing to his misconduct and incapacity he has 
not yet been iustalled, and the administration of the State continuea to be 
carried onmnder the orders of the British Government. 
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The area of Sawantwari is about 925 square the gross rerenue 

Rupees 4,20,000, and the population (1891) 192,948. The Sawantwari local 
corps, with a strength of 400 non>comini6sioned officers and men, was raised 
in 1889 for militarj and police purposes. The Political Superintendent is the 
commandant, and he has under him one European officer, who is also eg-ojicio 
Assistant to the Political Superintendent. la 1846 the Sawantwari mint 
was suppressed, and British coinage was introduced. 

The Chief is entitled to a salute of nine guns. 
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No. LXXXVIII. 

Aeticlbs of Peace and Peibndship agreed oa and csonoluded by 
Robert Cowaij, Esq., PREstoBNi and Governor of Bom¬ 
bay, for and in behalf of the Honourable English East 
India Company, and Bapajbb Naique, Chief Commander 
at Sea for Pondbsadnt Sabdesay of Cuddall, for and 
in behalf of the said Sardbsay— 1729-30. 

A&ticlb 1. 

That there shall henceforward for ever be a firm peace nnd friendship 
betwixt the said Honourable English East India Company, their servants and 
Bubieots, and the said Sardesay, his subjects, aud vassals, by land and sea, 
under the following conditions : — 

Astiolb 2. 

That in case the fleet of the said Sardesay shall, at any time, meet at soa 
any ships or vessels under English colours, whether of war or merchaudize, 
they shall not molest them, but on discovery that they belong to the English, 
give them, all the aesistance they can; and in case of meeting with a single 
vessel, they shall not, after showing her colours, chase her with mom than 
one gallivat, to be oertaiulj inform^ that she is really English; in like 
manner, when the vessels cf war of the said Honourable Company shall meet 
Sbt sea the fleet or vessels of the said Sardesay, they shall permit them to pass 
unmolested on showing their colours, and sending a gnliivat or other small 
embarkation to certify who they are. 

Abticlb 3. 

If at any time, through stress of weather, or any other accident, any 
vessels belonging to the English should be drove ashore and shipwrecked in 
the ports or territories of the said Sardesay, they shall not be forfeited; on 
the contrary, all aid and assistance shall be given the people belonging to 
them in saving and preserving the said vessels and tlmir cargoes, and free 
liberty granted to transport or dispose of what is so saved, as they shall 
think proper, without paying any salvage, custom, or duty whatever for the 
same; and the like shall be observed with all vessels belonging to the subjects 
of the said Sardesay that shall meet with the like misfortune in the ports or 
territories of the said Honoxuable Company. 

Abticlb 4. 

The ports, places, aud settlements of the said Honourable Company and 
the said Sardesay shall be free and open to the subjects aud servants of both 
to navigate and trade in on paying the respective duties that are usually paid 
at the said ports and places, or that shell be hereafter stipulated and agreed od« 
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Abttclb 5. 

The sous o£ Canojee Atigm being professed enemies to the Honourable 
Company and the said Sardesay, it is agreed that the joint endeavour of both 
shall be exerted to destroy the said enemy, the Honourable Company by their 
vessels of war by sea distressing them as much as possible, and the Sardesay 
both by land and sea as much as in his power; and when a proper oppor¬ 
tunity offers, the said President and Governor, in behalf of the said Honour¬ 
able Company, promises to ^ve tbe said Sardesay what assistance be can to 
destroy the said enemy by uniting one or more of the Honourable Company's 
vessels of war with the fleet ot the Sardesay, the better to obtain the end 
desired; but in case of such an union oE the marine force of both parties, the 
chief command of the united force shall remain to the Euglish Commander. 

Abticlb 6. 

That the Honourable Company shall supply the Sai-desay with such 
artillery and warlike stores as he may want, and they can conveniently spare 
at j-easonable prices. 

Abticlb 7. 

Tliat these Articles agreed on and concluded sljall be exchanged and rati¬ 
fied by the said President and Governor under the seal of the said Honourable 
Company, and by the said Sardesay under his proper seal, in six months from 
the date hereof, or sooner if opportunity offers. 

Done in Bomhaj Caetle, the 12lk day of January 1729-30. 

Ratified by the Governor of Bombay on 17th April 1730.

AttTiCLBS of Agreement with the Bhonsla, concluded at the 
Fort at Raree, the 7th April 1766. 

Abticlb 1. 

There shall be perpetual peace and friendship re-establisbe*! between 
tbe Honourable Company and Kbem Sawunt, the Bhonsla, their succes¬ 
sors and heirs; and for the stricter observance of the following Treaty of 
peace, Khem Sawnot, the Bhonsla, agrees to send two hostages of note, 
with their families, to reside at Bombay, and to be maintained at iiis 
charge. 

Abticlb %. 

The Bhonsla renounces all pretensions which he has heretofore formed, 
or might form, to the lands and tenements situated between tbe rivers of 
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Karlee and SaUee from the Bea-abore up to the foot of the ebautSj which 
be cedea and guarantees to the Honourable Comj^ay la lull rights and 
will put them in poaseesion of the same, as likewise the sovereignty oi' 
the said river and the islands therein; but the Bhonsk requests and 
hopes the Honourable Com^ny will cause the amount of one-tliird of 
the annual revenues of the said lands and tenezneuts to be paid him» 
either in money or Hurope staples, or in grain. In consideration of bis 
agreeing to and fulfilling the 10th Article, the Honourable Company, on 
their part, I'enonnce all pretensions to the lands, rents, reveuues, and tributes, 
which now or heretofore did pay obediaice, rente, or tributes to the Malwans 
in any part of this oount4’y to the south of the river Karlee, and cedes and 
guarant^ the same in full right to the Bbonsla. 

Article 8. 

The Bhonsla agrees to pay to the Honourable Company one lakh of 
Eupees as the restitution for the expenses they have been at during tlie 
trouble subsisting between tbe onntiacting parties ; half to be paid in eight 
days from the time in which this Treaty is oouoluded, Eupees 25,000 within 
twelve months of this date, and the remainder Eupees 26,000 within three 
years from the date hereof. 

Abticlb 4. 

The Bhonsla will not, by any menaces or otherwise, directly or indirectly 
deter tbe inhabtante of the different districts or villages ceded to the 
Honourable Compaoy from living iu them peaceably; aud furthermore, will 
oblige all the inhabitante, with their families, who belonged to or lived in the 
aforesaid districts, who have quitted them, or may hereafter leave them, to 
return to their habitations. 

Artiglb 5. 

The English subjects and tbe subjects of the Bhonsla shall have free 
liberty of trade aud commerce with each other without any hindrauoe or 
molestation. 

Articub 6. 

Tbe Bhonsla will permit the Honourable Company to build a factory 
or factories on any part of his territories adjacent to the seii-sbore for vending 
their commodities, and to keep there such servants and people as they shall 
think necessary for conducting the same ; and should any of tbe merchants 
or others, his subjects, become debtors to tbe English, they shall have liberty 
to imprisH)a their persous, or seize their effects, and vend them till satisfaction 
is obteined. 

Abtiolb 7. 

The Bbonsla grants to the Honourable Compapv an exclusive right 
(except to the Portuguese nation) of importing aud vending all Europe 
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cloths, lead, iron, steel, copper, and Europe oommodities, in his territories, 
and to pass the same through his country. 

Abtici£ 8. 

The Bbonsla will allow all merchants or Tanjarrahs free liberty to pass 
and repass bis territories to and from Fort Augustus with their effects, 
merchat)()ize, carriages, and beasts of burden, they paying the accustomed 
duties and no more on any pretence whatever. 

Article 9. 

The Bbonsla agrees to deliver up all the effects which have been 
carried away from Fort Sundero in the Malwau galUvats, with guns 
and all kinds of stores belonging to them, if any such can be proved to be in 
bis possession now or at any other time. 

Abticii 10. 

If Jeejaboy Maharajah, the Ranee, shall offer to invade the territories of 
either of the contracting powers, or that she hinders the merchants or van* 
^arrahs from passing the ghauts, and the Honourable Company should find 
it necessary to attack her, in such case tlie Bbonsla agrees to assist and aid 
the Honourable Company with his wliole force, and furnish a sufficient num¬ 
ber of draught and pack oxen to carry ammunition, provisions, and stores. 


Article 11. 

The Bbonsla shall not keep any fleet, or have any vessels or gallivats 
equipped for war. 

Article 12. 

If ever the Honourable Company should think proper to demand of the 
Mahrattos the lauds in the districts of Salsee, which formerly belonged to 
the Malwans, that in soch case they will likewise demand for and on behalf 
of the Bhonsla the lands in the said districts formerly belonging to him : the 
Bbonsla to pay an adequate share of the expenses that may accrue to the 
Honourable Company in making these demands. 

Article 13. 

The fort of Mussoora, with all the guns, shot, carriages, and stores 
therein, shall be delivered up to the Honourable Compauv, in its present situa¬ 
tion, within eight days from this date; in lieu whereof the HoDourable Com¬ 
pany shall at the same time deliver up to the Bhonsla the fort of Raree, with 
all guns and carriages found on the walls when conquered by the English, 
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Article H. 

The Bhonela will not entertam in his service any people lelongin^ to the 
English, whether Europeans or others, nor suffer any European deserters to 
pass through bis districts, but, on the contrary, give strict orders to all his 
officers to seize such as may be seen in his dominions, and return them to the 
Chief of Fort Augustus on promise of pardon, whether they are applied for 
or not. The English will observe the same in respect to the subje^ of the 
Bhonsla; and slaves to be returned on both sides. 

Abticli 15. 

If anv vessels or boats belonging to theEngUsb, tbeir subjects or depend¬ 
ants, shall at any time be drove ashore, or wrecked in any part of the Bhon- 
sla^s dominions, he agrees to afford all suitable assistance for the preservation 
of such vessels and their cargoes, and whatever part thereof may be saved 
to be delivered up to their right owner without any salvage whatever, except 
the InboureiV hire; the English on their parte to observe the same in respect 
to the vessels lelonging to the Bhonsla. 

Abticlb 16. 

If at any time the Bhonsla should have occasion for powder and ball 
and military stores, tbe Honourable Company will supply him with what 
they can spaiu at the usual rates. 


Abtiolb 17. 

The Honourable Company agree, if convenient to them, to famish the 
Bhonsla with troops to go against his and their enemies. 

Abticlb 18. 

Tbe Bhonsla agrees to fulfil the first, second, third, and thirteenth Articles 
within eight days from tiie signature of this Treaty; in default of which, 
he agrees to pay all the charges of maintaining the garrison of the fort of 
Baree till they »re fulfilled, at which time the Honourable Company will deliver 
up tbe fort of Baree. 

Article 19. 

In witness of these Articles of agreement between tbe contracting parties, 
we tbe underwritten agents and ministers plenipotentiary have signed with 
our hands, and iu their name, and in virtue of our full powers, the present 
definitive Treaty, aud have caused tbe seals of the Honoxirable Company and 
the Bhonsla to be put thereto.

Articles of Agreement made and entered into by and between 
the Honoitrablb United Company of Merchants of 
England trading to the East Indies and Khem Sawtjnt, the 
Bhonsla, concluded at the Fort Rareb, the 24th of October 
1766. 

Asticlb 1. 

There shall be perpetnal peaoe aod firm frieud^liip ie<e8tab]isbed between 
the Honourable Company and Khem Sawnnt, the bhonsla, their snccoseors 
and heirs; and for the stricter observance of the following Treaty of peace, 
the Bhonsla agrees to send (sbonid the Company require it) two hostages of 
note with their families to reside at Bombay, and to be maintained at his 
charge. 

Abticlb 2. 

The Bhonsla agrees to pay the Honourable Company Rupees 2,00,000 as 
reatitation for the expenses they have been at from the time the troubles sub> 
sisted between the respective parties, and maintaining tbe fort of Baree, 
Rupees 80,000 to be paid in three months from the 24th October 1766, that 
is, Rupees 50,000 the first month, and Rupees 30,000 within tlie three months; 
the remaining Rupees 1,20,000 to be paid in two years from said 24th 
of October 1766, at equal payments of Rupees 60,000 each year, for the 
performance of which the Bhonsla agrees to give Vittojee Commotim of Goa 
as security, and the amount to be paid in Peerkhaney and Hookarey Rupees, 
and as security to Yittojee, the Bhonsla agrees to lodge in the Honourable 
Company's hands two hosteges, by name Dowlut Oslvie and Seuzam Bawah, 
who afe to reside at Bombay, and to be noaintained at bis expense. 

Abticlb 8. 

The Honourable Company, in consideration of the Bhcnsla's fulfilling 
the foregoing Articles, do i^ree on the payment of the first sum, viz.. Rupees 
80,000, to deliver him, the said Bhonsla, tbe fort of Karee, and do further 
renounce all claim or pretensions to the lauds and tenements belonging 
thereto. 

Article 4. 

The Honourable Company will carry away all guns, carriages, mortars, 
shot, shells, powder, stores, etc., of what kind soever they may have brought 
here, and they do give up to the Bhonsla such guns and carriages as are here 
that were belonging to fort Raree. 

Abticlb 5. 

Khem Sawunt, the Bhonsla, will permit the Honourable Company to 
build a factory, etc., with warehouses at Raree, at such place as may be most 
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convenient for at which place they will hoiat their flag, or on any part 

of his territories adjacent to the eea«shore, for vending tlieir cororoodities, and 
to keep there such servants and people^ also vessels and bouts, as they shall 
think necessary fur conducting the samn, and should any of the merchants or 
others, his subjects, become debtors to the English, tliey shall have free liberty 
to imprison their persons, seize their effects, and vend them till satisfaction is 
made and obtained. 

Articli 6. 

The English snbjects and the subjects of the Bhonsla shall have free 
liberty to tr^e and commerce with each other without any hindrance or 
molestation. 

Artiol* 7. 

Khem Sawunt, the Bhonsla, will not directly or indirectly give any 
hindrance or molestation to any vessels or boats with English colours and 
passes, or any vessels or boats going under English convoys; in like manner 
the English will not molest any boats or vessels belonging to Khem Sawnnt, 
the Bhonsla, or his snbjects, provided they have passes or certificates with the 
Bbonsla’s seat affixed. 

Aetiolb 8. 

The Bhonsla grants to the English nation an exclusive right (ex(»pt tho 
Portuguese) of importing and vending all Europe commoditios, as lead, iron, 
steel, cloths, copper, etc., in bis country, and to pass the same through his 
territoiies. 

Articlb 9. 

Khem Sawant, tlie Bhonsla, will allow all merchants or vanjarrahs free 
liberty to pass and repass his territories, to and from the English factoiy, 
with their ^ects, merchandize, packages, carriages, and beasts of buiden, they 
paying the accustomed duties and no more on any pretence whatever. 

Article 10. 

Khem Sawnnt, the Bhonsla, will not entertain in his service any people 
belonging to the English, whether Europeans or others, but on the contrary 
give strict orders to his officers to seize such as may be seen in his dominions, 
nor suffer any European deserters to pass through bis country but return 
them to the Resident of the Eu^ish factory, whether they are applied for or 
not, on promise of pardon; the English will observe the same in respect to the 
subjects of the Bhonsla, etc., and slaves to bo returned on both sides. 

Article 11. 

If any vessels or boats belonging to tbe English, their subjects or allies, 
or those trading under their protection, at any time be drove ashore or wrecked 
in any part of tbe Bbonsla's dominions, he agrees to afford all suitable assist¬ 
ance for the preservation of such vessels and their cargoes, and whatever part 
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thereof may be sa^ed to be delivered up to the lawful owners without any 
8alvap;e whatever, except the laboui’era^ hire; the English on their parte to 
observe the same in respect to atiy vessels belougiug to Khem Sswunt, the 
Bhonsla. 

Abtiolb 12. 

Elbem Sawunt) the Bhonsla, will not, by menaces or otherwise, directly 
nor indirectly plunder, or in any shape molest, the inhabitants or others that 
may have served or lived under the protection of the KogUsh during the time 
they were in possession of fort Raree, but permit them to enjoy peaceably their 
houses, lands, and tenements, in the Fame free and ampl» manner as when the 
Bbonsla's government subsisted before the English conquered this place. The 
least infringement of this Article will be highly resented by the Honourable 
Company. 

Abticle 13. 

Ebem Sawunt, the Bhonsla, agrees, should the Honourable Company be 
attacked, and they should require his assistance, to provide them with what 
troops they may want, they supplying them with provisions only j the Honour¬ 
able Company in like manner agree to assist the Bhousla should it be con¬ 
venient for them. 


Abticlb 14. 

Khem Sawunt, the Bhonsla, in conuderation of Vittojee Commotim'a 
standing his security to the Honourable Company for the amount of this 
Treaty, does make over to the Honourable Company in his behalf, and for 
liu use, the village and district of Vingorla, with all its oarts, farms, rents, 
customs, etc., of any kind or sort whatsoever, for the term of 18 years, at 
which place the Honourable Company will hoist their dag and keep there such 
servants and people as they may think proper, and should Rbem Sawunt, the 
Bhonsla, not have satisfied Vittojee Commotim for the amount of tlie Treaty 
at the expiration of the term of IS years, the Honourable Company will con¬ 
tinue to keep it in their hands until he has received full satisfaction, at which 
time it will bo returneil to Kbem Sawunt, the Bhonsla, but the Honourable 
Company will still continue their factory if they think proper.

In witness of these Articles of agreement between the contracting parties,

Articlb 1. 

There shall be perpetual peace and friendebip between the British Gov¬ 
ernment and tbe State of Waree. 

Articlb 2. 

The Bfitinh Goveinment engages to protect the principality and the 
erritory of Sawunt Waree. 
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AaTiCLB 3. 

The Regency on the port of Rajah Khem Sawnnt Bhonsla agreee to 
act in subordinate co-operation with the British Government and acknowledge 
its sapreroacy^ and will not have any connection with other Chiefs and States. 


A&ticle 4. 

The Re^ncy on the part of Rajah Khem Sawnnt agrees not to enter 
into negotiations with any Chief or State without the knowledge or consent 
of the British Government. 


Articlb 6. 

The Regency on the part of Rajah Khem Sawnnt Bhonsla agrees not 
to commit aggressions on any one; if bv accident disputes arise with any 
one, they shall be submitted to ^e arbitration and award of the British 
Government. 

Abtxclb 6. 

The Rajah and his heirs and successors shall remain absolute rulers of 
the country, and the Jurisdiction of the British Government shall not be 
introduced into that pnncipality. 


Aktzclb 7. 

The Treaty of ten Articles concluded at Mardoor between Captain 
Courtlaud Schuyler and Rajah Phond Sawunt Bhonsla on the 3rd October 
1812 is hereby conhrmed; but Rajah Khem Sawunt Bhonsla, having per¬ 
fect confidence in the jasrice or the British Government, agrees that 
if any of his subjects be guilty of crimes within the territones of the 
British Government, they shall be tried and punished by the oflBcers of the 
British Ooverument. 

Abticli 8. 

Whereas frequent depredations have been committed in the British 
territory by subjects of the State of Sawunt Waree, the Elcgeucy on the part 
of Kajah Khem Sawunt Bhonsla agrees never to employ in the service of the 
government of Sawunt Waroe Sumbajee Sawunt or Babna Gopaul, the 
priucipal instigators of those depredations. The Regency further engages to 
deliver up to the British Government such of the perpetrators of those depre¬ 
dations as may be in their power to apprehend, and whoso names have been 
given in by Major-General Sir William Grant Keir, k.vt. It is further 
-stipulated and agreed that all subjects of the State of Sawunt Waree who 
may in future be guiliy of plundering the territories of the British Govern¬ 
ment, or any of its allies, are to be given up to the British Governmeut to be 
punished according to the laws of that government; and in the event of the 
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real criminals not being given up, tbe amount of the property plundered is to 
be paid by the government of SawQot Waree to the British Government. 


Aiticlb 9. 

The Hegency on the part of Rajah Ehem Sawont Bhonsla cedes in per¬ 
petuity to the Britieh Government the forts of Baree (Eshwuntgbur) and 
Newty, together with the lands round those- forts, which have hitherto 
belonged to their jurisdiction, comprehending the districts of Pant and 
Ajgaum, and tbe whole lines of sea-coast from the Earlee Kiver to Vingorla, 
and from Yingorla to the Portuguese territory ; and as Sumbajee Sawunt 
and Babna Gopanl are unable to reimburse the claims of the British Govern¬ 
ment, out of consideration to tbe Bajah Kbem Sawunt Bhonsla, those claims 
are expressly relinquished on the part of tbe British Oovernment 


Asticls 10. 

As a further security against a renewal of the depredations committed 
by the subiects of the Sawunt Waree government, the Begency, on the part 
of Bajah khem Sawunt Bhonsla, agrees to admit any Briti^ detachment 
that may be thought necessary by the British Government into any part of 
the territory of Sawnnt 'Waree, and to afford it every assistance, seizing plun¬ 
derers and freebooters.

The British Government, in token of its friendship towards the Sawunt 
Waree Sta^, nnd to evince that it demanded the c^eion of the Ajgaum and 
Punt districts, ceded by the Treaty conclnded on the 17th February 1819, 
for the sole purpose of pattin;^ an effectual stop to the depredations commit¬ 
ted in the Hononrable Company's territories by the subjects of the Sawunt 
Waree State, does hereby restore to Rajah Khem Sawunt Bhonsla Bahadoor 
the Ajgaum and Pant districts (with the exception of the forts of Eshwunt- 
ghur (Haree) and Newty, and the villages forming the line of the sea-coast),

That as the sovereignty was to be relinquished toto, it was desirable 
the Kolhapore Durbar should also relinquish its rights and claims to a village. 

Auttolb 2. 

That as the village of Seevapore was esteemed of importance to tbe safety 
of tbe fort, they, in an equal degree, held in similar importance tbe village of 
Ambaygaom. 

Abticui 3. 

That the ancient village receipts of tbe revenue from Seevapore to the 
'Waree State, and store of Ambaygaum to tbe Kolhapore State, sbonld be the 
basis of the exobauge in adjustiug the revenue. 

The difference on examination of tbe ancient village records is none or 
little. 

The Kolhapore revenue from Ambaygaum being bburrays 7-1-0, and 
Rupees 13-1-8.

My country has been thrown into disorder and confusion more than once 
throu«h my own misconduct, and the Honourable Company now, at my 
request, undertakes to restore my authority. I therefore engage to act up to 
the following conditions, on which alone the assistance of the Honourable 
Company is extended to me* 

Abticlb 1. 

I will appoint Vittul Rao Mabadeo Suchnees, my karbarree, to manage 
the affairs of my State, and I will not remove him witiiout the consent of 
the British Government. 

Artzclb 2. 

Whatever measures of reform for the reduction of my expenses or those 
of my State, and whatever arrangement for the satisfaction of those whom 
my misgovernmeut has rendered discontented, the said karbarree may advise, 
and the British Government may sanction, I will authorize and act up to, 
and enforce, and I will offer no obstructions whatever, and I will engage to 
the utmost of my ability and power always to support the said minister in 
the disoharge of the duties entruated to him. 

Akttclb 3. 

If I fail in either of these conditions I shall have deservedly forfeited 
the friendship and oon6deuce of the British Government, with whom it will 
then remain to make a suitable arrangement for the State, preserving the 
musnud to my son according to the Treaty. 
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Artiolb 4. 

WL'iteYer extra expenses are required on account of troops, or for any 
other causes relative to the settlement of the principality, I agree to defray. 

The above four Articles 1 agree to; Chundree End Shaban Oorf Posh 
Sbnd Tretiah Shekkah 1754, Nundunnam Snwnntsurre, 25th December 1882. 
The memorandum executed on the 19th instant did not contain the name of 
the ksrbarree appointed, in consequence of which this memorandum is drawn 
up and the Brst destroyed.

Ujum Bajah Bahadoor does hereby renounce all claim to the sea and 
land customs, including the fee for stamping piece goods, which he has 
hitherto levied within as well as on the borders of the terriiory of tire Waree 
Sumsthan; hereafter the Rajah Bahadoor has no claim to the abovementioned 
items of customs. 

Article 2. 

Ujum Rajah Bahadoor does hereby make over to the British Govern¬ 
ment the right of establishing nahas on the frontier of the Waree TJmul, and 
the territory consisting of Perne and ether raehals now held by the Portu¬ 
guese of Goa, and of le^ing customs there, as also of levying sea costoma 
at the port of Banda. The British Govei nment can levy the customs accord¬ 
ing to its own rules, and in any manner it pleases, to which levy the Rajah 
Bahadoor is not to raiae any objection on any account. 

Article S. 

With the exception of the places mentioned in Article 2 of this agree¬ 
ment, the levy of land customs, induding the fee for stamping piece goods 
at all other places in the Waree Sumsthan tJmnl, is abolished. 
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AfiTICLB 4. 

The British Government shall annually make a oertain payment to the 
Rajah Bahadoor in lieu of the sea and land customs, inoludinjg; the fee for 
stamping* piece-goods, which the Waree Sumsthan hitherto levied, aud of the 
bilks which the hukdars received direct, after examining the collections for 
the three years, vts., 1H34-85, 1835-86, and 1836-87, and after fixing the 
average, or a third of the total tliereof, the amount of the average shsdl be 
aonually paid to the Hajah Bahadoor. 

Articlb 5. 

The Bajah Bahadoor having signified bis wish to the British Governmerit 
that articles imported from Goa, for his own use, and for the use of Ms 
durrukdars, might be exempted from customs as long ns the customs did not 
exceed Rupees five hundred, the British Government complied with the 
request; and with a view to avoid coostant trouble, the British Government 
agrees io pay annually to the Rajah Bahadoor, on account of the remission, 
a sum of Rupees five hundred in cash in addition to the amount of average 
alluded to in Article 4, and therefore the Rajah Bahadoor is not to raise any 
dispute on account of the above exemption. 

Abticlb 6. 

If the British Government should give orders to re-establish the levy of 
land customs iu its own dominions, the Rajah Bahadoor is at liberty to levy 
customs witbiir bis territory at all land nakas, with the exception of the 
abovementioned nakaa, on the Waree and Ooa frontier and seaports, which 
have been made over to the British Government for the purpose of establish^ 
ing nakas. If the British Government should not issue orders to levy land 
customs in its own dominions, the Rajah Bahadoor is not at liberty to levy 
them within bis own territory. But should a decision (for levying) be passed 
(by the British Government), then the difiereuce between the average of the 
customs of the frontier and seaport nakas, and the average agreed to be paid 
to the Kajah Bahadoor in Article 4, that is, the average of the customs of the 
nakns at which the Rajah Bahadoor may commence levying customs, is not to 
he paid to him by the British Government. 

The above are the six Articles agreed upon.

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Translation of a Li:ttbr from the Ohieptain of Sawunt 
Wares, to Richabd Spooner, Political Stjperintbndbnt 
of Sawunt Warkb, dated 16th September 1838. 

Ton have come to Waree and represented to me that my coantry ia sorely 
vexed by the depredations of lanrlese rebels, and that the finances of the State 
and also other matters are in great disorder } that therefore, under iustrnctions 
from the Bombay Government, you had oome to Waree, and that, until you 
had settled the country and made good arrangements with respect to all 
affairs of the State, you intended to have the emire management of my 
country and issue every order reepeoting it through the Minister Moro Punt 
Leleh, and you asked me whether I bad any objections to the measure. 

In reply 1 beg to observe that great friendship has from olden time exist¬ 
ed between the Honourable Company's and my government; and in order 
that my State may not sustain anv loss, and may eventually be made over 
to me again in the same manner as I nave hitherto enjoyed it, your govern¬ 
ment have sent you here to settle the country, and you have explicitly 
explained to me the measures which they intend to adopti and that you intend 
to have the entire management of the country until it is settled and brought 
into good order. 

By the adoption of the above measure my State will not sustain any loss, 
therefore 1 am willing that you and the Minister Moro Crastu Leleh should 
take the entire management of the country, and govern it justly and accord¬ 
ing to the existing customs and usages of the country. 

Great friendship exists personally between me and yourself, and I have 
every confidence in yon. 1 am therefore desirous that you alone should carry 
the above measures into effect, and that you should remain here until the 
country is settled, and having aecoroplished this, that you should restore the 
country to me, and that you shonld not leave me until tlie country is made 
over again to me. If any other gentleman comes here to mnnage the entire 
affairs of the country, it will be derogatory to my own personal dignity and 
to that of my State. 

Therefore 1 tmt you will make arragemenU that no other gentleman 
may be sent to conduct this business, but that you, having settled the country 
and made every arrangement respecting it, will restore it again to me the 
same as before, and that the Treaty entered between the Honourable Company 
and my government in ▲. d. 1819 be respected, and that the protection of the 
HonouTMle Company may be always continued to me and to roy State. 
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IX.-SAVANUB- 

Abdnr Bauf Kban^tbe founder of the Pathan family of Savauur, obtained 
in 1680 from the Emperor Aurang^b the grant of the jagir of Bankapur> 
To^al and Aziranagarj with a command of 7,000 horse. Tbe family, though 
connected by marriage with Tipu Saltan, was entirely stript of its possessions 
by him, and the Nawab sought tbe protection of tbe Pesbwa, from whom be 
received a pension of Rupees 48,000 per annum. This was subsequently con¬ 
verted into a grant of territory, yielding an equal amount of revenue, through 
the interventiou of General Wellesley. 

As this petty State was rather a grant in lieu of pension than an inde¬ 
pendent jagir, tbe British Government, on its accession to tbe sovereignty of 
tbe Southern Mabratta Country, exercised complete jurisdiction over Savanur; 
but when the grades of privileged classes were formed, tbe Nawab was placed 
in tbe first rank, and, in consideration of the former high position and power 
of the family, was declared to be no longer subject to tbe jurisdiction of tbe 
Magistrate of the district. 

In 1860 complete civil jurisdiction was conferred, as a special mark of 
Government favour, on tbe then reigning Nawab, Abdul Dalil Khan; in 
1869, after bis death, it was decided that this jurisdiction was personal to him, 
and could not be exercised by succeediDjp Nawabs without tbe express sane- 
tioD of Government. 

Abdul Dalil Khan died in 1862 and was succeeded by bis eldest sur¬ 
viving BOD, Abdul Khair Khan, who received in 1866 an adoption Sanad 
(No. C), and died in May 1868. He was succeeded by his son Abdnl 
Dalil Khan, who died in 1884 without male issue, and was succeeded by Abdul 
Tabriz Kban. On this succession a nizarana of Rupees 28,790 was levied. 

Tbe present Chief, now 27 years of age, has been entrusted with tbe 
administration of bis State. 

The area of Savanur is 70 square miles; tbe population (1891) is 16,976, 
and the revenues amount to Rupees 70,600. The State is neither tributary 
nor bound to maintain any contingent of horse or foot. 
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Adoption Sunnud granted to the Nawab of Savanoob 1866. 

Her Maiesty beioff desirous that the governments of the Princes 

tkrxA Chiefs of India who now govern their own terotories should be perpe- 
toterand that the repraaentation and dignity of theic Honaea should be con-

Be assured that nothing shall disturb the engagement thus made to you 

so long as your House is loyal to the Crown and faitMul to the condtiona of 
the toaties^, grants or engagement which record ita obligations to the British 

Government.

Tbs Rajput dynasty which ruled io Siud is said to have been con<> 
quei-ed about s.d. 711 by the Muhamciadacs from Arabia. About 1025 the 
country was annexed to the Ghazuivide empire by Mahmud; and after 
various changes of rulers it was incorporated into the Delhi empire by Akbar 
in 1591, from which it was again dissevered in 1740 by Nadir Shah, wha 
exacted from it a tribute of above twenty lakbs of rupees. After the assas¬ 
sination of Nadir Shah, Sind became subject to the Dnrani rulers of 
Kandabar. 

Before the invasion of Nadir Shab, the Ealhoras, a religious sect, had 
risen to power in Sind, and the Chief of the tribe, Nur Muhammad, had 
been recognised as Governor of the province. It was during the rule of his 
brother, Ohulam Shah, that the connection of the British Government with 
Sind commenced by the establishment of factories at Tatta and Shah-bandar 
in 1758. In that year Ohnlam Shah granted an Order (No. CJ) for the 
establishment of the factoiies and for certain immunities to trade. This- 
order was renewed (No. CII) in 1761. Daring the rule of Sarfaiaz Xhan,. 
the eldest son of Ghulam Shah, however, the trade was so much interfered 
with that the Brhisb Government found it necessary to withdraw their 
factories in 1775. 

The violence and tyrauny of Sarfaraz Khan and his sncoessoiv, who frona 
jealousy put to death three of the Chiefs of the Talpnr tribe, led to the over¬ 
throw of the Ealbora dynasty. The Talpurs are a Balucb tribe, whose Chiefs 
had long held the first place in the service of the rulera of Sind. To avenge 
the death of their Chiefs the Talpnrs rose, and, heuded by Mir Fateh Ali 
Khan, Talpur, expelled the Ealbora ruler Abdul-Nabi. This revolution took 
place in the year 1786. The roeasnres which Fateh Ali took to establish his 
authority alarmed bis relatives Mir Sobrab Ehau and Mir Thora Ehan. 
They fled, seized on Ehnirpnr and Sbah-handar, and renounced the authority 
of their kinsman. Mir Fateh Ali was never again able to extend his autho¬ 
rity over the whole province, which remained divided into three separate 
principalities, Hyderabad or Lower Sind under Fateb Ali, Ehairpur 
or Upper Siud under Mir Solirab, and Mirpur under Mir Thora. In 
Hyderabad, Fateh Ali divided bis power with his three brothers Ghulam Ali, 
Karam Ali, and Murad Ali, and from their real or apparent unanimity 
the brothers received the appellation of the Char Yar, or four friends. 
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In 1799 the commercial intercourse between the British Oovemment and 
Sind was reTived, and Fateh Ali Khan issued an Order (No. ClII), granting 
certain privileges in favour o! English trade. But the advantages of this 
trade proved to be overrated, the promises of the Amirs were insincere, the 
representative of the British Government was rudely compelled to withdraw, 
and the influence of the British Government in Sind was at an end. lliis 
arrogant and insulting behaviour of the Amirs was attributed to remon* 
strances from Zaman Shah, and to rumours of the growing power of the British 
Government consequent on the fall of Tipn Sultan. 

Fateh Ali died in 1801, leaving half bis territory to bis brother Ghulam 
Ali, and the remainder in equal shares to the other two brothers, with corre- 
spending obligations for paying the expenses of the State and the annual 
tribute of thirteen lakhs to Kabul. In tins arrangement Mir Sobhdar, the 
son of Fateh AJi, received no share of power. Ghulam Ali died in 1811, 
and his son Mir Muhammad was also excluded from power, which was 
divided between the two surviving brothers, Earam Ali and Murad Ali. The 
former died obildless in 1828, leaving Murad Ali sole ruler of Lower Sind. 
He died in 1835, leaving two sons, Nur Muhammad and Nasir. From tbft 
time till 1840 the government at Hyderabad was divided among the four sons 
of the Char Yar—Nur Muhammad Khan, the chief Mir, his brother Nasir 
Khan, and their two cousins, Sobhdar Khan, son of Fateh Ali, and Mir 
Muhammad Khan, son of Ghulam Ali. In 1840 Nur Muhammad died, 
leaving two sons, Shabdad Khau and Husain Ali Khan, under the guardian- 
ship of their uncle, Nasir Khan. Thus the beads of the Hyderabad family 
at the time of the annexation of Sind in 1843 wcre^Mir Nasir, Mir 
Sobhdar, Mir Mohammad, Mir Shabdad, and Mir Husain Ali, between whom 
Nur Muhammad had divided his possessions by will. 

In Upper Sind and Mirpur the government remained undivided in the 
hands of siugle Chiefs. Mir Sohrab bequeathed his territory to bis son 
Mir Rustam, in 1880, Mir Thoiu had been succeeded in 1819 in Mirpur 
by his son Sber Muhammad. These two Chiefs remained in power till the 
annexation. 

The conneotion of the British Government was naturally more intimate 
with the Hyderabad family who governed the lower valley of the Indus than 
. with the more remote branches of Khairpur and Mirpur. After his accession 
Ghulam Ali deputed an agent to Bombay in 1803, to apologise for.the 
expulsion of the British Agency by his late brother. Friendly relations. 
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however^ were not at once established, iu consequence of the evasion of the 
demand of the British Government for compensation. Bat in 1808, when the 
British Government were concerting measures agninst the threatened invasion 
of the French and tUe Persians by way of Afglianistan, it was deemed 
expedient to waive the demand. Captain Seton was sent as envoy to Sind 
On the part of the Bombay Government. He concluded an offensive and 
defensive Treaty* of seven Articles with Ghnlam Shah. The Supreme Govi 
crnment, however, refused to ratify it, as it committed them to too close a 
connection with Sind, and they sent an envoy of their own, Mr. N. H. Smith, 
to make new negotiations. A Treaty of four Articles (No. CIV) was con¬ 
cluded on the 2iud August 1809, with the then surviving brothers of the

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Hyderabad family. Tliia treaty provided dor the exolosion of the French 
from Sind, and the iDtercbange of agents between the British Gorernment 
and Sind, In 1620 another Treaty (No. CV) waa eonoluded with the two 
surviving brothers, Karam AH and Murad Ali, by which they agreed to 
exclude Fui’opeane and Amfricans from their territories, and to prevent 
inroads into the British dominions. The subjects of the two governments 
were to be permitted to reside in each other's territorieB on condition of 
orderly and peaceable conduct. 

On the 4th April 1832 the first Treaty (No. CVl) was concluded with 
the Khairpnr family. Its provisions were chiefly of a commercial nature, 
Mir Rustam agp^ng to throw open the navigation of the Indus,* on the 
same condition as might he settled with the Hyderabad Amirs. The terms 
with the Hyderabad Amirs (No. CVII) were concluded on the 20th and 
22nd April 1832, and provided for the passage of traders by the rivers and 
roads in Sind, subjeot to fixed duties, on condition that no armed vessels or 
military stores should be conveyed by these routes, and that English mer¬ 
chants should not settle iu Sind, but should leave the conutry as soon as their 
bnsinesB should be transacted. In 1834 this treaty was modified by another 
(No. CVIIT), which substituted for a duty -on goods a toll -of Rupees 670 
-between the sea and Bupar, of which Rupees 240 were to be paid to the Sind 
Amirs, and the remainder to Bahawalpur and Raiijit Singh, and which pro¬ 
vided thaC bulk broken in the voyage should be charged with the local duties 
levied by the respective governments within whose territories the goods were 
sold. 

The later treaties with the Amirs of Sind were more of a political nature, 
arising cut of the measures taken by the British Government to re-establish 
Shah Shuja in Kabul, to which it is necessary more particularly to advert. 

In 1888 Ranjit Singh pnt forward claims to a tribute of twelve lakhs of 
rupees from Sind, and threatened the invasion of Shikarpur; hut the British 
Government induced him to abstain from hostilities, and offered to the Amirs 
of Sind to mediate a settlement of Ranjit Singh's claims, on condition of 
their granting-certain concessions in favour of tcade on the Indus, receiving a 
British Agent at Hyderabad, and conducting all their relations with Lahore 
through the British Government. A provisional Engagement (No. CIX) 
was concluded with the Hyderabad Amirs for opening the trade on the Indus

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and stationing a British Agent at Shikai*par. Great repognanoe, however, 
was shown to the I’eception of a British Agent at Hyderabad. Nur Mubaransad 
Khon asserted that he was too weak to accept such a measure, which waa 
opposed to the feelintis of his family and the whole Talpar tribe. Bat as 
concession on this point was made the essential preliminary condition of 
British mediation with Ranjit Singh, the Amir at last consented, and a 
Treaty (No. OX) was concladed, on the 20th April 18S8, with Nnr 
Muhammad. Sepai-ate agreements to the same effect were given at the 
request of Nur Muhammad to the other Amirs, Mir Nasir and Mir Sobbdar* 
tbe object of this being to secure Nur Muhammad iu the position of head of 
the Hyderabad family. 

The 4th article of the tripartite treaty* between the British Government, 
Ranjit Singh and Shah Shuja, bound Shah Shuja to abide by whatever 
the British Government should settle regarding Shikarpur and the territory 
of Sind on the right bank of the Indus. Article 16 provided that Shah Shuja 
should relinquish all claims to supremacy over Sind and to arrears of tribute 
on the condition of the payment by the Amirs of such a sum as the British 
Government might determine, ont of which fifteen lakhs were to be paid to 
Ranjit Singh. In consideration of the advantages to be secured to the Amirs 
by tbe cessation of their dependence on Kabul and of all tributary claims, 
they were to be required to assist in tbe passage of the British armies to 
Afghanistan, to permit the temporary occupation of Shikarpur and as mneU 
territory as would form a secure basis for the intended military operations, 
and to suspend that article of the treaty of 1832 which prohibited the 
transport of military stores by the Indus. The Amirs were at the same 
time told that any engagement on their part with the Shah of Persia would be 
considered as hostile towards the British Government. The Resident in Sind 
was also empowered, in the event of the British policy being opposed by the 
leading Amirs, to place at the head of the administration any member of the 
family whose disposition might be friendly, and who might have sufficient 
infiiuenoe in tbe country to recommend him. 

"With the exception of Sobhdar Khan, the Amirs of the Hyderabad family 
manifested tbe strongest disinclination to comply with tbe demands made on 
them. Less difficulty waa found with the Khairpur family. Mubarak Khan 
indeed, and a small party attached to him, were subservient to the counsels of 
their relatives at Hyderabad, But Mir Rustam Ali Khan, who had long

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manifested a desire for a treaty with the Biitisli Government, by which he 
should be recognised as independent of Hyderabad, entered willingly into the 
British policy. A Treaty (No. CXI), similar to that made in the same year 
with the Nawab of Bahawaipnr* ** , was concluded with him on the 24th December 
1838, by which liis territory was taken under British protection; he acknow¬ 
ledged the British supremacy, engaged to abstain from political intercourse 
with other States, was guaranteed in the independent administration of 
his territory, and engaged to assist in the passage of troops through his terri¬ 
tory, and to code temporarily the fortress of Bakkar as a depdt for treasure 
and munitions of war. Subsidiary agreements were at the same time given 
to the other Amirs of the Khairpnr family, Mir Mubarak, Mir Mubammad, 
and AU Mnrad. It was at first intended to eiclude Mir Mubarak from these 
arrangements in consequence of bis avowed opposition to the British Govern- 
meiit, but at the request of Rustam Ali a guarantee was given to Mir 
Mubarak as well as to the other Amirs. 

In the meantime much opposition was experienced by the Kesident at 
Hyderabad. The Amirs were very reluctant to admit the pecuniary claims 
of Shah Sbnja, and pleaded that the Shah bad already granted them re- 
leasesf written on the Koran from all tributary payments. Mir Sobhdar was

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throughout friendly in hie bearing, but the other Amirs, more particularly 
Mir Nur Muhammad and Mir Nasir, acted with deep duplicity. W'hile 
professing a strong desire for cordial friendship, they were holding secret 
intercourse with Persia. They threatened in a most insolent manner to 
oppose the passage of Shah Shuja, permitted the Besident to be insulted 
and stoned, gave secret orders that no assistance should be rendered to the 
British force from Bombay, and tampered with the Nawab of Bahawalpur to 
seduce him from the alliance which he had just concluded with the British 
Government. The paramount importance, however, of hastening the com* 
pletion of the measures for the occupation of Afghanistan induced the British 
Government to abate their demand, provided they could secure the passage of 
troops. The Resident therefore offered to the Amirs a treaty which recognised 
the distinct independence of each of them, but provided for a subsidised 
British force being stationed in their country, and for the exemption of Mir 
Sobhdar from all payment on account of the expenses of that force. The 
treaty was rejected by the Amirs, and every appearance of open hostility was 
exhibited. Preparations were made to attack their capital, when the Amirs 
assented to the demands made on them and signed the treaty. But as a 
punishment for their hostility, a new condition was insisted on that the 
Amirs of Hyderabad, with the exception of Mir Sobhdar, should pay seven 
lakhs of rupees each, being tweuty«one lakhs in all, to Shah Shuja, as the 
condition of their exemption from further claims. 

While these events were occurring at Hyderabad, the reserve force from 
Bombay was fired on while approachiag Karachi, and its landing was opposed. 
Fire was, therefore, opened on the fort; and its sea-face was levelled with 
the ground. The fort was taken, and the governor was required (No. CXIl) 
to give over the military occupation of it to the British Government. 

The treaty which had been concluded between the Besident and the 
Amirs was not confirmed in its entirety by Government. Several modifica¬ 
tions were made, and it was reduced from 23 to 14 articles. The revised 
Treaty (No. CXIII), signed by t^e Govemor'Oeneral, was offered separately 
for the acceptance of the four Amirs. After some demur the Amirs signed it, 
being chiefly induced to do so by the example of Mir Sobhdar.

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In the meantime Mir Sber Mubaromad, of Mlrpor, also expressed a wish 
to enter into a 'treaty ivith tbe British Government Hie object was to 
obtain tbe fiameooncession ashad been granted to Mir Sobbdar of Hyderabad^ 
that is to say, exemption from all payments towards tbe subsidiary force. 
Government, however, refused to treat with him on such terms, and required 
a payment of half a lakh a year. To this tbe Amir assented, and a Treaty 
(No. CXIV) was concluded with him in June 1841. 

Delay and difficulty soon began to be felt hi malising the tribute from 
the Amirs, and Lord Ellenborough, deeming the demand of pecuniary tribute 
frdm Native States to be a ooustant cause of misaoderstauding, resolved to 
commute it, whenever poesible, to a cession of laud. In pursuance of this 
policy, negotiations were opened with the Amirs for tbe cession of Shikarpur 
in lieu of the tribute. Mir Nasir of Hyderabad i-eailily offered to cede his 
own share of Shikarpur, and that of his late brother, Mir Nur Muhammad, 
on condition of being allowed to retain the nominal sovereignty. Tbe nego* 
tiations were nearly oonolnded, when tbe first news of tbe disasters ut Kabul 
arrived aud caused an entire change of feeling iu the Amirs; leading them 
to break off tlte discussion. Mir Enstam AU of Kbairpur and Mir Nasir 
of Hyderabad also began to intrigue for the expulsion of the British forces 
from Sind. They were therefore distinctly warned that the result of bad &iih 
to their engagements would be the loss of their territories. 

In Aogust 1842 Sir Charles Napier was appointed to the military command 
in Sind and Baluchistan, and invested with authority over all civil and political 
officers in those countries. Besides suspiciou as to tbe fidelity of the Amirs, 
there were other circumstances arising out of a misunderstaudiog of those 
articles of tbe treaty relating to trade, which called for a revision of the 
engagements. The most important discussion related to tbe interpretation of 
the 11th article. The Amirs insisted that the article exempted only foreign 
boats from duty on the Indus, while the British Government maintaiued that 
all boats, both of Sind and of other States, were entitled to pass duty-free. 
Tbe objects which were to be kept in view in any new engagement with the 
Amirs were the free navigation of tbe Indus, the cession of territory in 
exchange for tribute, tbe establiahment of a uniform currency in Sind, and 
the cession of territory to the Nawab of Bnhawalpur, who throughout tbe 
disasters in Afghanistan had remained faithful to his engagements. A draft 
treaty embodying these demands was offered to the Amirs towards tbe close of 
1842, who protebled against them. There seemed to be no hope of an amicable 
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Bflttlemeiit-j andtke Britiah troops were advancing to enforce the demands; 
^hen on the 9th February 1843 the Amirs intimated their wiliingnesa to 
subscribe the treaty if Rustam Ali Khan, of Kbairpnr, were restored to his 
rights of which he had been, deprived by his younger brother, Ali Murad Khan. 

Mir Sohrab of Khairpur had retired from public life in 1811, and abdi- 
xsated in favour of bis son, Mir Rustam Ali. Sat by his will, which he made 
in 18fc9, he divided hU territory among his sons in four shares, of which Mir 
Rustam, as the successor to the Turban, held two, and Mubarak Ali and Ali 
Murad were to receive one each. Mir Ali Mnrad, who was an iufant at the 
■Ume of bis father’s death, and was committed to the care of Mubarak Ali, 
always believed himself to have been defrauded by bis guardian. However 
this may be, he received* from the British Government in 1838 a separate 
guarantee for the estates be held in Khairpur. Mubarak Ali died in 1839, 
but the dispute was inherited by bis son, Mir Nasir^ with whom Mir Rustam 
Ali sided. Id September 1842 the brothers met in battle. Rustam AU and 
Mir Nasir were defeated, and signed the Naunahar Treaty,t by which they

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mifisioner^had no power to re-open tbia anbject. At last, on the 14tb February, 
the Amirs, except Nasir Khan of Khairpmr, signed the Treaty (No. CXV), 
leaving Mir Rustam AH's rights to future investigation. Next day the resi¬ 
dence of Major Outram was attacked by 8,000 . of the troops of the Amira, ^ 
After a most gallant defence the escort made their way to the main army. 
The battles of Miaoi and Dabo subjected the whole of Sind to the British 
Government, with the exception of the poseessions of Ali Morad, who was 
established as Chief of Khairpur in the territories which belonged to Mir 
Bnstam, both by inheritance and in right of the Turban, as well as in the 
lands of which he himself stood rightfully possessed at the time of the con¬ 
quest. 

As all the territory of Sind, with the exception of the portion to bo 
eontinued to Mir AU Murad, was conHscated by the British Government, it of 
course became Mir Ali Murad^s interest to establish his right to as large a 
portion of the lands of Khairpur as possible. To effect this he attempted to 
alter that clause of the treaty of Naunahar, which conferred on him two 
villages belonging to Mir Nasir Khan, in such a manner as to secure for 
himself large districts of toe same name instead of insigniacant villages. In 
doing so the leaf of the Koran on which the treaty was written became 
spoiled. The leaf was therefore extracted and toe treaty was written on a 
fresh leaf in such a way as to suit Mir AU Murad's purpose. This fraud was 
clearly estabUshed by a Commission, which met in 1850 to investigate the 
matter, and as a punishment for it AU Murad was degraded from the rank of 
Bais of Khairpur, and deprived of all his territories, except those which he 
inherited under his father's will. 


Mir AU Murad Khan is 78 years of age. In 1866 he was assured Uy 
Sanad (No. CXVI) that any succession to his State, whith might be in 
conformity with Muhammadan law, would be respected; and in 1891 he was 
made a Knight Grand Commander of the Older of toe Star of India. He 
enjoys Brst class jurisdiction, having power to try for capital offences any 
persons except British subjects. He receives a personal salute of 19 guns, 
a salute of 15 guns being attached to the State of Khairpur. His only 
surviving son, Mir Fariz Muhammad, is recognised as heir to the State. 

The area of Khairpur is 6,109 square miles. The revenue is collected 
in kind, the ruling Mir receiving one-tbiid, which is estimated at Bnpees 
7,29,000; a considerable portion of this amount, however, is alienated in jagirs 
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to the members of Ali Mnrad Khan's family. The population according to 
the census of 1891 is 131,957. 

After the conquest the deposed Amirs were removed from Sind, and 
• pensions were granted to them by the British Government. They are now 
all dead; but their descendants oontinue to receive liberal pensions. All 
members of the Talpur family have been permitted to return to Sind. The 
pensions at present drawn by the different members and their dependante 
amount to Bupees 2,74,627 a year, distributed thu6~

Be it known to all commanclers, officers, fuqueers, farmers, and^ inhaMt- 
ants of Durat, Laree-bumlcr, Aorauga-bander, Garrancbere Daiajab, Cha- 
vatra Maesotie, Nakass, Barbimdie, Galabajar, Ajjur, Gooz^ Uajah Gunt, 
Johibar, Sarkar Chachagom, Charcarhallow, Nassepore, Holcandj, Sarkar 
SoviBton, Coodabage, Sarkar Nohoiey Abey, etc., places belonging to Siicar, 
that Mr. Sumption, gomastab belonging to the Honourable English Company, 
informed me here that on all the goods he purchases and sends for the 
Honourable Coinpany to Bombay he pays no more than one and a half per 
cent, customs on the market price, which I hereby confirm, and older that 
no more than that custom may be received of him as usual, but on all Europe 
goods which shall be sent from Bombay for Coodabage, Laree, Multon, etc., 
half of what customs, etc., charges (such as passporte, convoy, lodging, Duan 
TowfE, Canah, etc.,) the Multon merchants pay; and should there be such 
goods as the Multuny never carry, and be it possible to know the 
and charges on them, they (the English) are to pay bajf of what any of the 
considerable merebante used to pay on the same; but nobody is to demand 
any thing more. And the same customs, etc., as are above mentioned t'»«y 
are to pay on the hing, indigo, etc., goods which they never bought before j 
and they are also to pay one and a half per cent, customs on the saltpetre, 
be it bought by themselves or by anybody for them in the Sircar's place, or 
anywhere else; but no officers, farmers, etc., are to demand any thing more 
from them, but let them carry on their trade unmolested. And I further 
order that should their goods not be disposed of and they want to carry them 
back, no customs shall be demanded thereon, nor on any nrovisions which Mr. 
Sumption shall send from any place on board their ships for their main¬ 
tenance. They are also not to demand any thing for their gardens, nor in any 
shape molest their gardeners, boats, vessels, etc., or send them on any Sircar's 
business j and it is also ordered that their chests of linen may not be opened, 
or the least hindrance shown them in passing and repassing, it being contrary 
to onr rules; and in short, no one shall presume to make any new customs 
to their prejudice, or in any shape put any affront on them or their people. 
They have also free liberty to provide any sort of grain, and sell the same 
and any European goods at any-rate they please. The customs on the 
dubbers of ghee, oil, etc., as also oa the chests and pots of goods, are to be 
charged conformable to the weight they put on each dubbor, obest, or pot, 
without weighing them again; and the customs on the elephants'teeth aie 
to be receive on the amount of sale when they are sold. And should Mr, 
Sumption either buy or build a house or warehouse at Aurunga-bunder or 
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at Tatta, my said people are to give him ull tbe assistance they can^ ibat it 
inny cost hira only a reasonable price, and he is to have all tbe encouragement 
for oatTying on his trade, as it will be an advantage to tbe government; bat 
no other Englisliman shall have a house or any encouragement. And as it is 
vei*y necessary that I should encourage »nd pleaae the b^nglish, I hereby order 
that an entire compliance may be shown to this witbont demanding any 
new order every year. 


No. 2. —Teansla-Tion of Ghoi am Shan, Peincb of Sindh’s Per- 
wannali, for tbe Honotjeablb Company’s customs, privileges, 
etc., at Sindh, dated 22nd September 1758. 

To all Fuqiieers (a terra for the Scroys, or people of tbe Prince’s caste, 
inhabitants of the upper part of the country), Diredars, Mnttaseddees that are 
at present or sliall in future come into offices of tlie customs, whether under 
the sovereign power, or farmed out at the Dirt or (Tattacustom-honse), Laree- 
bunder, Aurunga-bundcr, Garranchere Darujah, Cbavatra Masi^otie, Nakass, 
Barbundie, G^abajar (or grain cnstom’house). Agar, Guzer Kajah Ount, 
Jobibar, Sarkar Cacblon Charcarballow (names of countries), Sarkar Nassee- 
pore, Hulcatuly, Sarkar Sovisian, Coodabage Ruree, and all other places 
within my dominions: Know ye (or observe) that the wealthy, true, faitbfnl, 
and friendly Mr. Sumption, Knglish Agent hero, has made application or 
requested that tbe honourable, gi'eat, noble, and highly esteemeil KngUsh. 
Company of India and Bombay may, otj whatever trade or merchandize they 
transact goods, import or export, bny or sell, pay only one and a half per cent, 
customs on tbe valuation of the real price of the place, which I have conde- 
ecended to and hereby grant; furthermore, that the gomastah for agent) for 
the said Honourable Company of Indin may have the privilege, on whatever 
goods be imports from abroad, and chooses to export up the country to Cooda- 
bad Kuree, Multon, etc., to receive a putta (or permit), and whatever goods he 
may purchase there or above, to pay only the abovementioned customs; and 
of tlie Lnuvasma (or customary charges) on the putta goods, such as Kaw- 
darreo, Deradarre, Mmiket, Nut, Fuihutt, Nungann, Busturehoy Duana, 
Moota, at Coodabad, Circarwarry.

Furthermore, for 
customs or other customary dues on tlie English garden, which they may ke.>p 
for their pleasure, to give no trouble, or make any demands thereon, nor let 
their ganlener he subject to be pi-essed or inolesud on any occMion, as you 
am to observe I hereby esempt them therefrom j snd the chests of weanng 
clothes of the English, and other necessaries they may bring or carry with 
them, you are on no terras to give them trouble about opening, or demand the 
sight of, on any pretence whatever. 

And for customs of Moree, Misseroe, etc., on their boat they may hire or 
keep to go to and fro in, not to ask or make any demand on; and on their 
servimtsTand those under their protection, by no means to receive or give 
them any trouble, on account of head-money, or other dues of any kind, 
received from my subjects, or for any other new customs or demands that 
may arise or be collected in my country. 

And for any Nirkana (customs on rice) or leave of carrying to their house 
of grain, sold in T-atta of Nungana, on cotton imported from abroad to make 
BO demand or give any trouble thereou; and for Nungana on ghee or oil 
agreeable to the custom or maund, for a dubber, to make ar^unt as usual and 
iweive the customary dues; and whether it is put in small buttaroes or larger 
jocks, or in other vessels (larger or smaller) to make account on the customs 
of maunds, eight maunds per dubber; and on the Lauvasma, or customs on 
the sale of elephants' teeth, to receive, when sold, the usual custom of nine per 
cent, paid by the buyer and no more. 

And if the aforesaid gomastah (or agent) should, at Tatta or Aurungn- 
bunder, clioose to buy or build a house for a factory, do you give him all the 
asaisUnce, to the utmost of your power, to assist and forward him therein, 
and at the least expense, that they may settle in my country, in a strong s^re 
factory, to their satisfaction, so as to trade with spirit and without appphen- 
Sion, to the increase of revenues and advantage of my country; and that no 
other Englishmen be permitted those favours; and that they may at pleasure, 
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and without control, receive the customary dues and privileges of their factories. 
As the bestowing favours and continuing friendship with the English is 
desirable in my presence, therefore insist that due regard (in every respect) be 
paid to the above Sounudj and no demand made for new ones.

Be it known to all Fuqueei-a, Governors, or other officers, who J” ^ 
hereafter may he in authority in the department of customs or farms at laua, 
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SbaK-bunderj Aurunga-booder, Carrftnc)>ere or Dorajah, the customs on cattle, 
etc., called Nekass, paekago, giain, Biznr customs on leather, a!id the Oott 
Chuabar, the Sircar of Cacblon and Charcavballow,' the Sin-ar of Nssj-ccpore, 
etc., Holcaudj, tlie Sircar of Sevaetan, Cuodabad Ruree, and all other places 
witbiu onr dominions, that tbs noble Mr, Krt-kine, an Knglisbman, and 
Resident for affairs of the potent, magnificent, and Honourable English Com¬ 
pany in Sindh, being come to our court for the more firmly establishing the 
factory of his superiors, has requested, and ve have/on account of the strict 
fiiendship subsisting between us and the said Honourable Company, granted, 
and do heteby particularly order that besides the English, no other Europeans 
shall either import or export goods or merchandize, or come and go u)K>n that 
account vnthin the dominions of Sindh, or the Soubah of Talta and Bucher, 
or any other of the bunders under our authority. 

Whatever goods or merchandize belonging to the said fnotory or its 
dependants shall he imported at any of the bunders are to be exemptt*d from 
paying any import customs, agreeable to our former grants, and therefore 
none are to he demanded. If they carry goo<la fither from the bonders to 
Tatta, up*c«>untry, on paying the customs they did forraerlv, certificatos must 
be given tht?m, and nothing fui’thrr is to be demanded, on any account, that 
they may carry on thi-ir tmde with ease and satisfaction. Whatever goods they 
may export from any of the bunders thsy are to pay one and a half ]>er cei.t. 
agreeably to onr former perwannah ; or if goo<l8 are purchased by them and 
exported from Tatta, they are to pay snob customs as wei*e before usual, and 
nothing further is to be demanded. No other merchant but the 'aforesaid 
Residei't is to purchase for exportation any of the saltpetre that may be pro¬ 
duced iu Scindy, or within our dominitins ; or if they puicha»e and export this 
article, they shall be punished iu such a manner as shall deter ih'-m for ever 
again iuterferiug in that trade. "Whatever saltpetre the aforesaid Company's 
Resident shall either extract in any part of onr domioious, or purchase of 
other merchants, and refine, the custom farmers, at such places, shall receive 
the customs thereon as formerly, that the said Company's dependants may 
cany on this trade to tlieir satisf^tion. If they dispatch the;r own diiige} s, 
galUvats, or other vessels to the liar, after proper precautions, permissions 
shall he granted, and they meet with no impediment, which is to be strictly 
observed ; orif their said vessels are sent up and down the river on their 
factory business, and passing under Shah Gurh, or by the gnai*d-ve8sels, etc., 
on pormissinn gi'auted, they are not to be stopped, that they mnycome and go 
without trouble. Should it happen, which God forbid, that any of their shijis, 
gallivats, boats, etc., should run ashore, or be wrecked, either on our bars, oonsts, 
or without our rivers, our officers in such places are to assist them ; aud wliatever 
effects may be saved, belonging to such vessels, whether rigging, necessaries 
belonging to the crew, or oiher goods, are to be delivered, to the smallest item, 
to the Resident aforesaid, he paying reasonably for the l»»hour and pains of 
those who may assist in saving tht'm. Should the aforesaid Resident choose 
to build a brick house at Shah-hunder, or make a gai*den for bis recreation, 
on any snot of ground he may like, he is to receive all the assistance pcssibls 
for doing it quickly ; and whatever former Sunnuds they have received ©re to 
remain in full force, and not to be objected to or disputed on any account. It 
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beinjf OUT pleasure to the said Honourable English Company, therefore 

the above must be strictly observed, and no new perwununhs demanded.

The collectors and farmers, at this period and hereafter, of the town of 
Knrracbee, will understand that at this time N. Crow, Enjflishmao, vakeel 
of the asylum of vulor, wisdom, and intelligence, the Honourable Jonathan 
Duncim, Governor of Bombay and Surat, on the part of the exalted, noble, 
powerful, renowned Kn^Hsb Company Bahadoor, has arrived at our presence 
and requested iiie establUhment of a commercial factory in the town of Kar> 
rachee, and tbe adjustment of cnstoms on merchandize, export and import to 
and from foreign ports, and purchases and sales in the territories of Sindh, 
and other exportations and importations. For the sake, therefore, of the 
friendship of the English Company, one-third iu the articles of customs only 
shall be remitted in the collections of duties on the trade of the Enurlish fac¬ 
tory, and ail the fees levied as usual with the other merchants. Ii- is com¬ 
manded that yon for^o, then, in levying duti^ on the trade of the English 
factory, one-tliird in the article of customs only, collectinsr all the regulated 
fees, as usual, amongst the merchants, in order that the agents of the English 
may with confidence labour to increase our castoms and their own tra^^le. On 
account of weight or measure of their goods, or the inspeotipn of truoks of the 
KesidenFs ba^^ge, no molestation must be offered, but bis invoice and word 
be taken. The duties on provisions and articles of consumption of the 
English and the crews of tneir ships, and the fee of Moree on their sliips, 
vessels, and dingeys, to be regulated by the custom in use amongst other 
merchiints. If by accident any ship or dingo y belonging to the English 
coming or going with cargo to or from Siudh should be stranded or sunk on 
the coast of Kurniohee, the best aaristance is to be rendered towards recover¬ 
ing her, and she must without ha‘«itation be delivered op, the English Resi¬ 
dent discharging the expense of labourers. The dependau ts of the Resident 
are not to be pressed on Government service, nor compelled to purchase Gov¬ 
ernment property. A spot* of ground for a country house to the English 
factory, and four be^ahs of ground for a garden, outride of the fort of Kurra- 
chee, are given to the Resident with exemption from land or fee tax, and it is 
commanded tliat they be delivered to him wherever he may prefer, there being" 
DO inhabitants nor claims of possessions; towards building the house you 
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Tvill afford assiiitnnce, the Eniflish Resident paying the expenses. Maistre 
Snohimund^ CoUeetor foi-the time being, nill levy onttoms on the merchan¬ 
dize of the English and the importations of their ships according to the above 
written, the g^en excepted, and all other fees he will remember agreeably to- 
the purport of this, which is peremptory.

The Jflgiredars, Patels, ilagistrales, Collectors, and Farmers, at this 
period and hereafter, of the city of Tatta and of Sbab-bunder in Sindh and 
in Lar, the dominions of the State, will understand that at this time N. Crow, 
RnglUhman, vakeel of the asylum of valor, wisdom, diunity, and intelligence, 
the Honourahle Jonathan Duncan, Governor of Bombay and Surat, on the 
part of the noble, powerful, exalted, magniScent Ch>mpany Bahadoor, the seat 
of splendor, strength and excellence, has reached our presence and requested 
an adjustment and settlement of affairs of commerce for the factory of hie 
patrons. Intent, therefore, upon maintainit>g the friendship of the above* 
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mentioned illostrione Cotopany, we hove directed an arrangement for tbe 
collt*ction of custojns upon merchandise, export and import, to and ^irozn 
foreign countries and ports, and sales and purchases in the dapendenuies of 
Sindh under our sovereignty. It is commanded that tbs collection of cuKtoms 
upon goods of commerce, espoit and import, to aud from otiier countries and 
ports, and purchases and sales in the territories of our government, be inade 
according to the duties subjoined, as in the time of the deceased Prince 
Gholam Bbah Kalhora, and no further exaction be exercised, and besides the 
English Eesident no other perfl,)n of the European nations shall be allowed to 
pass, repass, or trade. On the article of saltpetre, liquid and crystallized, 
whenever in the territories of the Stale the English may ohoo.se to manufac¬ 
ture it, the customs are to be collected the same ns during the reign of Meet 
Gh'daci Shah Kalhora j four heegahs of garden gnmnd to be exempted from 
land OT fee tax. Also the dulol, looodv, washeiman, miller, carpenter, br'ck- 
layer, and shroff, dependent on the fsofory, are, according to tiie cnetona of the 
aforementioned reign, to be considered privileged, and not t'> be pressed on 
government service, nor compelled to purchase government property, that the 
ageaU of the English may with confidence and tranquillity bo industrious in 
tile increase of their trade and our customs. On account of weight or 
measure of goods and the inspection of trunks and the Kesid»-nt*« clt>the8 nnd 
baggage, no molestation shall be offered, but his invoice and word be accepted j 
towards the building of any new factory of the English, every assistance 
must be given, and the hire of the labourers be paid by the English ngeut. 
In respect to demands on articles of lonsumption and apparel of the English 
and the crews of their ships, nnd the fee Moree on ships, boats and dm^ys, 
the rules of Meer Gbolam ShaVs reign are to be ohserv^. If by acddant 
any ship or boat or dingey, boloiiging to the English, coming or going with 
goods to or from the factory in Sindh, should either on the sea coast or in the 
river be stranded or sunk, every assistance towards recovering her must be 

g iven that she may be returned, and all expenses of labour must be discharged 
y the Resident »f the English. On whatever goods of the English factory, 
from their countries, which not finding sale may be returned, the onstoms are 
to be regulated by the utiage in force in the time of Gbolam Shah Kalhora; 
no variation nor condition must be adopted.

A Treaty, consisting of seven Articles, having been concluded on tbe 
ISth Zechy 1247 a h., corresponding with 20th April 1832, between (he 
Honourable East India Company and His Highness Meer Murad Ali Khan 
Taipore, Bahadoor, ruler of Hyderabad, in Sintlh, through the agency of 
Xiicutenant*Coloitel Henry Pottinger, envoy on the part of tbe BiitishGovern, 
ment, acting under the authority vested in him by the Right Honourable 
l.ord William Cavendish Bentinek, O.C.B. and o.o.H., Oovernor^General of ihe 
Briti»‘h possessions in India, rhia engagement has been given in writing, at 
Simla, this day the 19th June 1832, both in English and Persian, in token of 
tlie perfect con6rmatioQ and acknowledgment of the obligations which it 
contaiuB, in the manner following 

Article 1. 

That tbe friendship provided for in former Treaties between the British 
Government and that of Sindh remain unimpaired and binding, and that this 
stipulation has received additional efficacy through the medium of Lieutenant* 
Colonel Pottinger, envoy, etc., so that the 6rm conneotieg and close alliance 
now formed between the said States shall descend to tbe children and successors 
of the house of the above-named Meer Murad Ali Khan, principal after priu- 
cipal, from generation to generation. 

Article 2. 

That the two eontractiug powers bind themselves never to look with the 
eye of covetousness on the possessions of each other. 
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A&ticlb 3. 

That the Britiah Government bna leqnested a paasa^e for the merchanta 
and traders of Hiudoostan by ihe river and loada of Sindh, by which they 
may transport their goods and merchandize from one country to another, and 
the said Government of Hyderabad hereby acquiesces in the same request on 
the three following conditions : — 

ii/.-»Tbat no person shall bring any description of military stores by 
the above river or roads. 

Pwd.'^-That no armed vessels or boats shall oome by the said river. 

3rd .—That no English merchants shall be allowed to settle in Sindb, but 
shall come as ocoasion requires, and having stopped to transact their busiuess, 
fchall return to India. . 

Article 4. 

When merchants shall determine on visiting Sindh, they shall obtain a 
passport to do so from the British Government, and dne intimation of the 
granting of such passports shall bo made to the said Government of Hydera* 
bad by the ilesident in Kutcb, or other officer of the said British Governmeot. 

Article 5. 

That the Government of Hydembad having fixed certain proper and 
moder.ite dnties to be levied on merchandize and goods proceedlni; by the 
aforesaid routes, shall adhere to that scale, and not arbitrarily and despotically 
either increase or lessen the same, so that the affairs of merchants and traders 
may be carried on withont stop or iuterraption, and the oa9tono>b<»U8e officers 
and farmers of revenue of the Sindh government are to he specially directed 
to see that they do not delay the said mercbanta on pretence of awiiiting for 
freitb orders from the government, or in the collection of the duties, and the 
said government is to promulgate a Tariff or Table of Duties leviable on each 
kind of goods, as the cose may be. 

Article 6. 

That whatever portions of former Treaties entered into between the 
two Stales have not been altered and modified by the present one remain 
Brm and unaltered, as well as those stipulations now cooclnded, and by the 
blessing of God no deviation from them shall ever happen. 

Article 7. 

That the friendly interconrse between the two Stales shall be kept up by 
Che despaicb of vakeels whenever the transaction of business, or the increase 
of the relatione of friendship, may reader it desirable.

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Supplemental to the Treaty with the Government of Hyder¬ 
abad, in Sindh. 

The following Articles of engagement having been agreed on and settled 
on the 22Dd April 1832 between the Honourable East India Company and 
His Highness Meer Murad Ali Khan, Talpore, Babadoor, ruler of Hyderabad, 

m Smdb, as supplemental to the Treaty concluded, on the 20 th April 1882 , 

through the agency of Lieutenant-Colonel Henry Pottinger, envoy on the 
part of the said Honourable East India Company, under full power and 
authority vested in him by the Right Honourable Lord William Cavendish 
Bentinc-k, g.c.b. and G.O.H., Governor-General of the British possessions in 
India, this engagement has been given in writing, at Simla, this day the 19th 
June 1832, both in English and Pereian, in token of the perfect confirmation 
and acknowledgment of the obligations which it contains, in the manner 
following:— 

Articie 1. 

It is inserted in the 5th Article of the Perpetual Treaty that the Gov¬ 
ernment of Hyderabad will furnish the British Government with a statement 
of duties, etc., and after that the officers of the British Government ^o are 
versed in affairs of traffic will examine tlie said statement. Should the state¬ 
ment seem to them to be fair and equitable and agreeable to custom, it will 
be brought into operation and will be confirmed ; but should it appear too 
high. His Highness Meer Murad Ali Khan, on hearing from the British 
Government to this effect through Colonel Pottinger, will reduce the said 
duties. 

Article 2. 

It is as clear as noonday that the punishment and suppression of the 
plunderers of Parkhur, the Thull, etc., is nob to be effected by any one govern- 
ment, and as this measure is incumbent on and becoming the States as tending 
to seonre the welfare and happiness of their respective subjects and countries, 
it is hereby stipulated that on the commencement of the ensuing rainy season, 
and of whioh Meer Murad Ali Khan shall give due notice, the British, Sindh, 
and Jodhpore governments shall direct their joint and simultaneous efforts to 
the above object. 

Article 8. 

The governments of the Hononrable East India Company and of Kheir- 
pore, namely, Meer Boostum, have provided, in a Treaty concluded between 
the states, that whatever may be settled regarding the opening of the Indus 
at Hyderabad shall be binding on the said contracting powers. It is there¬ 
fore neoessaiy that copies of the Treaty should be sent by the British and 
Hyderabad governments to Meer Roostom Khan for his satisfaction and 
guidance.

Whereas in the first Article of the Supplemental Treaty coocloded between 
the Honourable East India Company and the goverament of Hyderabad on 
the 22nd day of April 1832, corresponding with the 20th of Zeekad 1247 
Hegira, it was stipulated that the government of Hyderabad was to furnish 
the British Government with a statement of duties, eto., and “after that the 
officers of the British Government who are versed in affairs of traffic shall

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The support afforded to you by the gnarnntee of the British Govemmeut 
will, 1 am well assured, prove a source of future strength, and, if it be God^s 
will, of continued prosperity, to your country j and I am glad to acknowledge 
the advantages which I hope to derive from your alliance aud support in the 
warlike operations which 1 am about to undertake. 

Having entered into a Treaty with Your Highness in all honesty and 
good faith, 1 should be sorry to find any part of the written agreement 
between us so worded as to leave either your successors or mine under the 
supposition that we concluded our compact in a spirit, on the one side or the 
other, of auy thing like jealousy or distrust. 

The mention, however, of a previous written agreement, in every instance, 
as to the temporary character of the occasiotial occupation of Sindh by the 
English, is calculated to convey this unpleasant idea. 

I have therefore struck it out; and in place of inserting a sentence which 
caste a doubt on the sincerity of our intentions, I address you this friendly 
letter, as a laeting assurance of the plain meaning and purpose of the words 
of the separate Article, namely, that the British shall avail tiiemselves of the 
fort of Bukker, the citadel of their ally the Meer of Kbeirpore, only during 
actual war aud periods of preparing for war like the present. 

I trust that this mode of re-assuring Your Highness will have the double 
effect of setting your mind at ease and of pnttiug you in poesessiou of a 
written testimony to my intentions, such as may remain among your records 
in pledge of the sincerity of the British Government.

WheTeis Treaties of friendship and amity have from time to time been 
entered into between the British Government and the Ameers of Sindh ; and 
whereas circumstances have lately occurred whhh render it newesary to revieo

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XI—LAPSED STATES, 

1. BROACH. 

Broach was coaquercd by the Mahrattas from the Muhammadans in 
1685, from which time the Nawabe of Broach continued to hold their terri- 
tories as subordinates of the Peshwa. In consequence of certain claims ag^ainst 
the Nawab of Broach, which were due by right of sovereignty to the Gov- 
eroment of Surat, the Bombay Government ordered and subsequently counter¬ 
manded an expedition against Broach. But the local’autborities at Suiat per¬ 
sisted and sent a force in 1771 to enforce the demand. The expedition failed, 
and preparations were being made to renew it when the Nawab came to 
Bombay, and a Treaty (No. CXYIll was concluded with him on the dOth Nov¬ 
ember 1771. The terms given to the Nawab were not ^ liberal as he expected, 
and on his return to Broach be proceeded to treat with great disrespect the 
chief of the factory there, who was in consequence directed to withdraw to 
Surat. In the following year the expedition was carried out, and Broach waa 
taken on the 18th November 1772. The right of the British Government to 
Broach was recognised by the treaty of Purandbar* and subsequently by the 
ti'eaty of Salbai,t but the town and district were ceded{ to Sindhia in 1788, 
in considemtion of his services in negotiating that treaty. 

In the Mahratta war of 1803 Broach was again taken by a British force, 
and it was finally ceded to the British Government by article 3 of the treaty 
of Sarji Anjangaon. The descendants of the last Nawab of Broach enjoy 
hereditary pensions from the British Government. 

2. MANDVI. 

The early history of this State furnishes a remarkable example of the 
manner in which the hfahrattas dealt with questions of succession to depen* 
deut Cbiefships. If there is no instance in which the Peshwa withheld his 
sanction from succession by adoption, there is also none in which be permitted 
it without subjecting the State to a heavy fine, which was also not nnfrequently 
exacted in cases of direct succession. 

The State of Mandvi was founded by a Bbil Chieftain whose successors 
gradually acquired sufficient power to raise themselves to the rank of petty

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Bovereigus. In 1780 the ruling Chief, Butjan Singh, was deprived of his 
poBsessioiis by Damaji Roo Oaekwar, bat about twenty years afterwards he 
was restored by the Peshwa as a return for military services which he rendered 
against the Portuguese at Bassein. Durjau Singh died in 1771 aud was 
succeeded by his consin, Bhagwan Singh, who wns required to pay a nazarana 
of Rupees 1,00,000 to the Pcsbwa. His distant relative, Guman Singh, who 
succeeded to the State in 1776, was subjected to a payment of Rupees 1,50,000; 
and in 1786, on the death of Onman Singh without issue, and on the succes¬ 
sion of Nabar Singh, also called Durjau Singh, a nazarana of Rupees 60,000 
was levied by^the Pesh^. 

By the treaty of BHssein the State of Mandvi, erroneously called Nundary 
came under the Briiish Government and was subjected to a tribute of Rupees 
65,000. For seven years, however, the Raja cvade<l payment of the tribute, 
and in 1809 the British Government were on the point of reducing their 
demand to Rupees 25,000, when an insurrection broke out in the country. 
This rising was beaded by a fanatical Musalman named Abdur Rahman, wlio 
seized the fort of Mandvi from which the Raja fled, murdered the Raja's 
minister, and committed depredations in the surrounding country, threaten¬ 
ing to carry fire and sword into the British districts if the English officers did 
not embrace the Muhammadan faith. In his distress the Raja threw himself 
on the protection of the British Oovernment, to whom he engaged (No. 
CXVIll) to pay the expenses of military aid and six annas in every rupve 
of revenue annually. With the aid of a British force the Baja was reinstated, 
after which, in lieu of a share of the revenues, the Baja agreed (No. CXIX) 
to pay an annual tribute of Rupees 60,000. In consideration of the exhausted 
state of the country, the Raja was neither required to pay the oost of the 
expedition, anaouniing to Rupees 20,000, nor his arrears of tribute, which had 
risen to upwards of Rupees 4,50,000. 

Dorjan Singh died without male issue in 1814, and was'Suoceeded by his 
cousin Hamir Singh, from whom 4lie British Government demanded no 
nazarana. This Chief fell into the hands of evil advisers, and they instigated 
him to hostilities with the British Oovernment, the intention beiug to put 
the country nnder the Peshwa, with whom the British Government wore then 
at war. The overthrow of Baji Rao, however, and the approach of a British 
force to Mandvi with the view of annexing the country, brought the Raja 
to reason, and in [May 1818 he signed an Agreement (No. CXX) to dismiss 
his advisers and to make no change in the administration of his affairs 
without the knowledge, and consent uf the British Government. 
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On the 13th February 1884 Hamir Singh was sncceeded by bis son Waje 
Singh, who was killed on the 19th October 1838 by an explosion o£ fire¬ 
works. His posthumous son, whose succession was recognised^ died on the I3th 
December 1839, and the direct line of succession became extinct. The nearest 
claimant was forty-two degrees remored from the common ancestor of the 
family and was moreover imbecile. The State was therefore treated as an 
escheat and annexed to the British dominions. 

8. SURAT. 

The first establishment of the English at Sui*at, which was then inclnded 
in the Suba of Ahmadabad, took place in 1611. A fleet, which was de¬ 
spatched from England in that year to establish commercial interoonrse with 
the western coast of India, was ▼ietorious in a series of actions with a power¬ 
ful Portuguese fleet, wbioh so raised the repntation of the English as to 
accelerate the conflroxation of a Treaty (No. CXXI) with the Governor of 
Ahmadabad. This treaty ’was afterwards confirmed by a farman from Delhi 
in 1613, granting permission for the establishment of factories at Surat, Cam- 
bay, Ahmadabad, and Gogba, with certain commercial privileges. This was 
the first settlement effected by the English on the coast of India. Surat was 
made the chief seat of the Company's trade in 1629 and continued to be so 
till 1687, when the position was transferred to Bombay. In 1614 King 
James I of England sent a letter to the Emperor of Delhi by the hand of Sir 
Thomas Roe. The result was a farman from the Emperor of Delhi granting 
the English complete freedom to trade in his dominions (No. CXXII). 

No political influence appears to have been acquired at Surat till 1664, 
when the town was first attacked and partially plundered by Shivaji. The 
gallant defence which the Ecglish made in their factory procured for them in 
1667 a new Farman (No. CXXIII) from Aurangzeb, reducing the customs 
duties and securing the unmolested transit of their goods. Owing to hosti¬ 
lities with Aurangzeb, however, the factory at Surat was seized in 1687, 
but it was eventually restored. In 1712, in consequence of the exactions of 
the governor, the English withdrew from Surat, but in 1716 a new Charter 
was obtained, mainly through the influence of Mr. Hamilton, the Surgeon 
at the Court of Delhi. Prom that time the Engh'sh continued to trade 
quietly at Surat for some years. 

In 1746 Teg Bakht Khan, the Governor of Surat, died, and was succeeded 
by Safdar Khan, who placed his son Wakhar Khan in chai^ of the castle, which, 
under the hlugbals, had always been a separate command from the civil adminis- 



tration of the town. Bat an adventurer named Mian Achan or Mai-nd-dm, 
who had married tlie daughter of Teg Bakht Khan, being supported by the 
inhabitants of the town, expelled Wakhar Khan from the fort. By the assistance 
of the English and of Domaji Gaekwar, to whom be gave up one-fourth of the 
revenues of Surat, he also succeeded in expelling Safdar Khan from the civil 
government of the town, in which he continued to rule till 1751, when he was 
himeelf expelled by Safdar Khan «.nd 'Wakhar Khan. In the prosecution of 
the contest, Wakhar Khan obtained the help of Damaji Gaekwar on the pro¬ 
mise of half the revenues of Surat, but when his restoration was accomplished, 
objectiona were raised to so large a payment, and it waa finally settled that the 
Gaekwar should receive one-third, which he afterwards shared equally* with the

of peace. This treaty was repudiated by the Bombay Gorernment, and in 
the following year, 176a, a new Treaty (No. CXXIV) was made, nnder which 
the English were to receive compeosation for losses and to trade according to 
their farman. 

Quarrels soon brote out between Safdar Khan and the Sidi, and the 
fprmer opened negotiations with the English in 1757 to put them in posses¬ 
sion of the Beet on oondition of their expelling the Sidi from the fort; but the 
offer was not accepted. In the meantime Safdar Khan died in 1768, and 
Sidi Ahmad, who soeceeded his father Sidi Masud in the government of the 
castle, made himself the enemy of the English by his close alliance with the 
Dutch and the piracies which be committed. He was so detested by the 
people of Surat that they offered to make over to the English the command of 
the fleet and the castle, witli funds for their support, if they would expel the 
Sidi. A Treaty (No. CXXV) was aqpordingly concluded in 1768 with 
Paris Khan, in which it was agreed that he should be put in possession of the 
government of the town, the English taking the government of the castle and 
continuing to enjoy all their commercial privileges. The fear of provoking 
the Mahrattas, who at this time were supposed to have designs on Surat, pre¬ 
vented this enterprise from being carried out.

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Sobeequectl/j at the iuvitation of the people who were tired of bad 
goveromeat and afraid of the ioterference of the Mahrattaa, a force from Bom* 
baj, under Captain Mattlandj successfully bombarded the town and, as the 
result) a Treaty (No. CXXVI) was coucladed with Mian Acban oi^ tbe 4)tb 
March 1759) which confirmed that made with Faris Khan in the previous 
year) and appointed Fane Kban to be Deputy at Surat under tbe government 
of Mian AcbaO) an office which was abolished In 1777. Theee engagements 
were in tbe same year confirmed by the Bmperor of Delhi. 

From the time when they obtained possession of tbe castle of Surat and 
tbe command of the fleet, the power of tbe British Government at Surat greatly 
increased. They were, in fact) the rulers of the country, while the Nawab 
became merely a titular Chief with tbe goverumeut of the town. In February 
1763 Nawab Mian Aoban died. There were four competitors for the succes* 
sion : Mir Kutb-ud.din; his eldest son, Faris Khan; tbe Deputy, Alt Nawas 
Khan; and Nar-ud>din Ali Khan. The British Goverument declared in favour 
of Kutb-ud'diu, who was installed on the 14th April 1763. He died in March 
1790, and it was then proposed to obtain from the Emperor of Delhi a sanad 
inTsstiug the British Government with tbe sole administration of Surat, so as 
to remove tbe inconvenience of a double government. But the Governor- 
General in Council thought it inexpedient to do so, because tbe Nawab'e eldest 
son, Nizam-ud-din Khan, had a claim to the office of Nawab by right of in¬ 
heritance, and the Emperor was then a puppet in tbe hands of Sindhia. Ap¬ 
plication was made to the Emperor for a sanad of investiture in favour of 
Nizam-nd-din Khan, who paid a nazar of Rupees 20,000. No sanad, how¬ 
ever, was furnished, and in December 1792 Nizam-ud-din Khan was installed 
by order of the British Government, and the Nawab afterwards declined to 
receive a sanad from Delhi, and expressed his desire to be dependent solely on 
tbe British. In 1798 negotiations were commenced for a treaty with the 
Nawab, under which he was to pay a lakh of rupees a year towards tbe 
expenses of the management of the castle and town of Surat j but before the 
agreement was brought to a final conclusion the Nawab died on tbe 8bb 
January 1799. 

Tbe sucoessioD of the Nawab^s brother Nasir-ud'din was recognised on his 
signing a Treaty (No. CXXVII) vesting the entire odministrotion of the city 
and its revenues iu the hands of the British Government, who were to pay to 
tbe Nawab Bnpees 1,00,000 yearly, and one-fifth of tbe annual revenues after 
deducting all charges and expenses of collection. In Ueu of this variable 
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political interconrse with other States; bound him to subordinatiou to the 
British power; and defined generally his i-elations with the British Govern¬ 
ment. The exchanges provided for iu article 3 of the treaty were not effected 

till 1827. 

Raghuji Angria died on the 26th December 1888. On the 28th January 
1839, however, a posthumous son was born; and his succession, under the name 
of Kanhoji Angria, was recognised. This boy died on the 9th April 1840, 
and with him the direct and legitimate line of cUimante to the Chieftainship 
became extinct. Thewidows o£ Raghui* Angria wished to adopt a son. The 
succession was also claimed by Sambbaji Angria, grandson of Yeaaji, the second 
illegitimate son of the first Kanhoji. But after full deliberation both claims 
were rejected, and the territory of Kolaba wns annexed to the British domin¬ 
ions. Life pensions, amounting to Rupees 53,660, were settled on the 
different members of the Angria family. 

6. SATARA. 

After Shahuji, the grandson of Shivaji, had been released from capti¬ 
vity and had recovered his rights* as head of the MahratU power, he left 
the control of his affaire entirely in the hands of his Minister Balaji Biawa- 
Bath. Previous to bis death he adopted Ram Rajii, a grandson of his aunt 
Tara Bai of Kolhapur, a younger branch of Shivaji^s family, and gave to the 
Peshwa a deed bestowing on him the entire control of the Mahratta confede¬ 
racy, on condition of his znaintaioing the dignity of the honse of Shivaji in 
the person of Ram Raja and his descendants. From that time the Rajas of 
Satara remained either puppets or prisoners of the Peshwa, until the over¬ 
throw of the Peshwa^B power in 1817. After the couclusion of the treaty of 
1766 with the Peshwa,* a commercial Treaty (No. CXXX) was concluded 
with Ram Raja. 

At the commencement of the war of 1817 Pratap Singh was Raja of 
Satara. He had succeeded his father, the second Shahuji, the adopted son and 
successor of Ram Raja. Pretap Singh was kept a close prisoner by the Pesliwa 
Bajt Rao, who had given orders that the Raja and his family should be put 
to death rather than allowed to fall into the hands of the British, In the 
proclamation issued by Mr. Elphinstone on the 11th February lS18,t the inten¬ 
tion was declared of placing the Raja of Satara at the head of a separate State

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of such extent as might maintaiu him aod his family in comfort and dignity. 
The Raja was rescued after the battle of Ashti on the 20th February 1819, and 
on the 25th September a Treaty (No. CXXXI) was concluded with him do" 
fining the limits of his State, and tbo conditions on which he was to hold 
it. Under the 6tli article of the treaty, the administration of the State was 
retauued by the British Government till 1822, when it was made over to the 
Raja; but he was bound to attend at all times to the advice which the British 
Government might give him for the good of his State and the mainten- 
ance of general tranquillity. 

fn 1S29 the Raja ceded (No. OXXXLI) lauds in the Mahableshwar 
bills for the establishment of a sanitarium, together with an uninterrupted 
line of communication to the British territories, in exchange for the village of 
Khandla, which had been resumed by the British Government from Sindhia, 
and which, being situated within the limits of the Satara State, would I)are 
formed a portion of the territory made over to the Raja but for its having 
been held by Sindhia at the time when the Satara State was created. 

In 1839 Fratap Singh vras deposed. He had committed many serious 
violations of his treaty engagements, more particularly of the 5th wtiole of 
the treaty of 1819, in having during a series of yeaia held improper com- 
mnnications with the Goa authorities; in having held a clandestine intercourse 
with Appa Sahib, the ex-Raja of Nagpur; aud in having tampered with 
the Native officers of the 2Srd regiment of Bombay Native Infantry. The 
British Government, however, offered to forgive all his past offences on his 
subscribing to certain conditions* to be appended to the treaty of 1819.

InfOTUiition having been received by tihe Britub Oovemnjent that Toar Highne«, mialed by 
evil advuers had, in breach of the Treaty which placed yoa oa the tfarcce, entered into com* 
raunicntiona hostile to the Britieh Oovaromeat. au enquiry into these accnaationa was considered 
indiaimisable. Tliis enqairy has satisfied the British Government that Your Highness has exposed 
yoaraelf to the eaerlfice of its alliance and protection. Nevertheless, moved hy coniideratione of 
clemency towards Your Highness and yonr family, the British Glovemmeat has resolved entirely 
to overlook what hM passed ou the following oondltiouf^ vis,— 

—That’ Yonr Highness now bind# yoorself strictly and in good faith to act np literally 
to all the Articles of the Trea^ of the 26tb September 1819, aud e^oially Co the 2ud Article 
of that Treaty, which is as foltowi:— 

** The Raja for himself and hie heirs and soceessore engages to hold the territory in snbor- 
dinate co-operation with the British Government, and to be guided in all matters by the advioe of 
the British Agent at His Highness’s Court.** 

Second .—That Yonr Highness binds himself to pay your brother Appa Sahib Mnhoiaj what¬ 
ever allowance# he has heretofore received, and to pnt him in poesession of all hi# private property, 
and should any dispute arise on this subject, the same Is to be referred to the Resident for adjust* 
ment. Appa ^ahib Mabaraj is also to be permitted to reside at any place he hiuinlf may ohooee 
under the protection of the British Government. 
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This he refused to do, and was therefore removed to Bei»ares ; where he was 
allowed a pension of Eupees 10,000 a month. He died at Benares in lb47, 
having no male issne, but having, it is said, adopted his Brst cousin Bala 
Sahib Senapati a few years before bis death. 


On the deposition of Pratap Singh, bis brother Shahuji or Appa Sahib 
was placed in power, and a new Treaty (No. CXXXIII) was conclnded with 
him on the 4th September 1839. Soon after his accession Shahuji prohi¬ 
bited the practice of sati and abolished all transit duties in his State. He was 
an intelligent and popular ruler. He died on the bth April 1848. During 
his illness he adopted a collateral relative, Venkaji Raje, descended from 
Shivaji, the founder of the Mahratta empire. But Government refused to 
recognise the adoption, and decided that the Satni-a territory had, by failure 
of heirs, lapsed to the power that bestowed it. The Ranis remonstrated 
against the resumption of the State, and refused the provision offered 
to them. Eventually, however, they acquiesced in the arrangements made, 
receiving for themselves and their adopted son their lands and the private 
property left by the Raja, togetlter with a liberal allowance from the BriU 
ish Government for life. Venkaji Eajo died in 1864, and in the follow¬ 
ing year the eldest and only surviving Rani was granted permission to 
adopt a son, Rajaram, on the understanding that be would only succeed to 
her private property, personal and real. The Rani died in 1874, when half her 
pension, amounting to a sum of Rupees 2.500 per mensem, was continued to 
Rajaram for life, and it was in contemplation to provide him with a suitable

It is confidently espeoted al^ that the cleme^ of fte 
Br?Sii Qov^me^t in Wt*?wlng your State [Raj] wiU he duly sppredat^ by Your H.ghne-, 
fla It aannot fail to bo by the generfll voice of this country, ana indnoe Your HighnM for the 
future scrupulously to msintmo the relations of friendship and mutual confidence by acting up to 
the provlsioue and prlnoiples of the Treaty. 
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residence. Ho was, however, so extravagant in hia ideas as to the style of 
residence appropriate to his dignity that the matter could not be settled. 
He is heavily involved and no practicable scheme has been devised for a settle¬ 
ment of his debts. He is a first-class Sardar of the British Governmentt 
Gratuities to the amount of Rupees 3,615 and pensions amounting to 
Rupees 12,822 per annum have beeu granted to the dependants of the Rani.

We 
have given you this acquittance, in full for all demands, as above mentioned. 

We shall get paid yours and your subjects* just debts, from any persons 
or place under your government, on being proved. We shall admit no inform¬ 
ation against you; we look npon Baroach as ours and Bombay as yours. 
This protectiou paper is grantoa you from the part of the Honourable Com¬ 
pany, with their word as well as our word and bouour, that we sliall not fail 
in our friendship and assistance of force and ammunition ujmn occasion, for 
which purpose this everlasting protection pap«r is given yon. All the wun- 
sellors are bound, that no difference will be either with you or your children, 
and the friendship shall be daily inoreased n»ore and more. Yon may, if you 
choose, come to Bombay with your family. For your comiog and going, oa 
well as for the perft)rmaW of all the conditions herein above mentione<l, this 
agreement will serve you as a voucher, which we ngiee to perform with the 
Honourable Company’s word and lionour. Should any merchants of Baroach, 
or the nersrins under your protection, choose to trade for Bi>iiibay, we agree to 
their doing it freely, and paying the usual customs of this place, witlmut 
hindrance on the part of the Honourable Company.

Know all men that I, Imtynzood Dowlah Maazud Khan Bahadoor

J *ee, Vedianundjee Sookhannndjee and Shevannndjee Atmaramjee, in behalf of 
lajah Poorjuneingjee of Mandavee, and beg leave to represent that a Fakeer 
named Cbdol Eaymann, who resides at Bodhan villt^e, bas been breeding 
rebellion by exciting the fonaticism of the Mahomedan religion, and assem¬ 
bling the Mnssnlraans, Bobrabs, etc., of all the sorroonding pergunnahs and 
attempting to force the Bn<hmins to Income Mahomedans; he has also erocted 
the dag of Islam and taken possession of Mnndavee, and burned down our 
houses with those of the ryots, and plundered to the amount of lakhs of 
Rupees from the treasury of the Raja, aud also to the value of lakhs of 
Rupees in money and jewels of the ryots. The Mahomedans have in fact 
usurped our country without justice, and those of their religion who were in 
our army have joined the fanatics, and the Raja is kept under restriction. We 
therefore enter into an agreement of amity with you, and request that you 
wQl be pleased to send a detachment from the army of the Honourable Com« 
pany to retake Mandavee and again establish our government there, and wl^t- 
ever charges may be incurred by sending the detachment ^11 be defrayed b^ 
us, and repaid by us to you on our retaking possession thereof; and if we fail 
to give a satisfactory answer for the abovementioned disbursements, the 
revenue of our territory shall be answerable for the demand. Besides defray¬ 
ing the aforesaid expenses we assign to you, on account of your trouble in this 
affair, from the prodoce of the Mandavee pergunnah and those of Pardy, etc., 
tig., 5 villages, Oudeypore, Kolluk. Baida, Pardy, and Sookns, and also of the 
produce of the jogbire villages, and from whatever territorial revenue we may 
possess we make over a share to the Honourable Company of six annas per 
Rupee, the remaining ten annas belonging to the Rajah, and this division to 
remain in force for ever and ever. The Company Bahadoor, we trust, will take 
under their protection our Wuzarnt, and maintain the Rajah in his govern¬ 
ment in futuie. For the sake of further security, we beg a party, consisting 
of twenty-five sepoys, may be stationed at Mandavee, the expense of which 
shall moreover be defrayed by us. We have delivered to you this writing 
with our signatures affixed thereupon.

That if all our men die here io these parts, between the times of the 
coming of our ships, that then, by some oflReer thereto appointed, just and 
true inventory, notice, and knowledge be taken of all snoh monies, goods, 
jewels, provisions, apparel, and what else to onr nation balongeth, and the 
same shall safely preserve and keep, and deliver to the General, Captain or 
merchants of the first ships that shall afler here arrive; and to receive a dis¬ 
charge from the General, Captain, or merchants, to whom such goods and 
monies shall de delivered.

That tihey secure our men and goods upon the land, redeeming all sntdi, 
both goods and men, ss shall happen to be taken upon the land by the Porta- 
gals; and shall deliver both men and goods again to as free of all chargee, or 
the value of our goods and men instantly.

That as in all kingdoms there are some rebels and disobedient subjects, 
so in our nation there may be some pirates and sea-robbers, which may happen 
to come into these parts, and here may rob and steal; if any such shall 
happen, then will not we, by our trade and factory here, be liable or answer¬ 
able for sQch goods so taken, bat will aid them with oar best means that arc 
BO grieved by justice to our king, for redress and restitution unto them.

That all such provisions of victuals as shall be spent during the time 
that our ships shall remain here in the Rhode of Surat and Swally, half free 
of custom, provided it do not amount unto above a thousand dollars m money.

That in all questions of wrongs and injury that shall be offered unto ns 
and to our nations, that we do receive from the judges, and those that be in 
authority, present and speedy justice according to the quality of our com¬ 
plaints and wrongs be done ns, and that by delays we be not put off and 
wearied either by time or charges.

MVe, having notice of your great favour toward us and our subjects, by 
your great firman to all your Captains of rivers and officers of your cnstoros, 
for the entertainment of our loving subjects the English nation with all hind 
respect, at what time soever they shall arrive at any of the ports vnthin 
your dominions, and that they may have quiet trade and commerce without 
any V jnrl of hindrance or molestation, etc., as by the Articles concluded by 
Sue Suff, Governor of the Guzerate, in your name, with our loving subject, 
Captain Thomas Best, appeareth, have thought it meet to send unto you our 
ambassador, which may more fully and at large handle and treat of such 
matters as are fit to be considered of, concerning that good and friendly 
correspondence which is so lately begun between us, and which will without 
doubt redound to the honour and utility of both nations. In which consider¬ 
ation, and for the farthering of such laudable commerce, we have made choice 
of Sir Thomas Koe, Knight^ one of the principal gentlemen of out Court, to 
whom we have given commission, under our great Seal of England, together 
with directions and iustruotions, further to treat of such matters as may be 
for the oontinoanoe and increase of the utility and profit of each other's 
subjects, to whom we pray you to give favour and credit in whatsoever he 
shall move or propound toward the establishing and eiUawng of the same. 
And for confirmation of our good inclination, aud well wishing toward you, 
we pray you to accept in gi>od pait the present which our said ambassador 
will deliver unto you. And so do commit you to the merciful protection of 
Almighty God.

Unto a King rightly descended from his ancestors, bred in military affairs, " 
and clothed with Konour and justice* 

A Commander worthy of all command, strong and constant in relig^'on, 
which the great Prophet Christ did teach, King James, whose love hath bred 
such impression in my thoughts as shall never be forgotten, but as the smell 
of amber, or as a garden of fragrant flowers whose beauty and odoui* is still 
increasing, so, be assured, my love shall grow and increase with yours. 

^ Your letter which you sent me in the behalf of your merchants I have 
received, whereby I rest satisfied io your tender love towards me and desire 
you not to take it ill for not having writ unto you heretofore; for this my 
present letter I send to renew our loves, and herewith do certify you that I 
have sent forth my firmans through all my countries to this effect, that \£ any 
English ships or merchants shall arrive in any of roy ports, my people shall 
permit and suffer them to do what ihey will freely in their merchandizing 
causes, aiding and assisting them in all occasions of injuries that shall be 
offered them, and that llie least cause of discourtesy 1^ not done unto them ; 
as also that they be as free and freer than my own people. And as now and 
formerly 1 have received from you divers tokens of your love, so I desire your 
mindfulness of me by some novelties from your country as an argument of 
friendship between us, for such is the custom of Princes here. 

As for your merohants, I have given express order through all my country 
to suffer them to sell, boy, transport, and carry away at their pleasure, without 
the let or hindrance of any person whatsoever, all such goods and merchan¬ 
dize, or other things as they sliall desire to buy, and let this my letter as 
fully satisfy you in the desired peace and love as if my own son had been the 
znesseogcr to ratify the same. And if any in my C(^untry not fearing God, 
nor obeying their king, or any other void of religion should endeavour, or be 
an instmment to break this league of friendship, I would send my son Sultan 
Coronne, a soldier approved in the wars, to cot him off, that no obstacle may 
hinder the continuance and increasing of our affections.

The one per cent, paid upon ready 
money brought into town, which the Khan agreed the merchants should 
not pay, whatever now arises from this most be given to the English, The 
subjects of Surat are to pay one per cent, on all the money that they imfiort 
in Bombay. Whatever arises from the customs on goods coming in or going 
out of Surat arc now to pay one per cent, more than before, and what it may 
amount to is to be given to the English.

That by virtue of royal firmans of Your Majesty ^s predecessors, the 
English hitherto enjoyed favour at Surat, and carinra on their business in a 
reputable manner, till in these days that the Scidy, usurping an undue 
aulhoTity in the town, used it to the ruin of the city in general, the lives and 
properties of Your Majesty's subjects being made light of by tbtm, and they 
even proceeded so far as to take away the lives of our people, in direct breach 
of Your Majesty’s firman j and, in short, instead oi being the protectors of 
the place, became the oppressors of it, to snob a degree that the just orders 
of Your Majesty were no ways regarded in this city, by their meaus; and 
things were come to this pass, that though, in consideration of the Tanka, 
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the Scidy was to protect the bar, yet, so far was Ite from doing that, that for 
many months pa-’t a large fleet of Sancrajee Punt^s, Hallajee Rao-’s Naib, 
entirely shut up the bar, as did a large land force by land, to the infinite 
detriment of the place and inhabitants in general, without the Scidy*8 inter¬ 
fering therein j and there was the greatest reason to believe that, unless some 
speedy and vigorous measures had soon been pursued, Your Mnjesty^s famous 
city of Surat, the only port of good Mussulraen to the tomb of your Prophet, 
would have been brought to shame.. In such circumstances, the eyes of ihe 
whole town were cast on us, as the only persons of force sufficient to eave the 
city from the calamities that it then felt, and was still further threatened 
with; and in consequence of their solicitations to me, though our business 
in those parts of the world is only trade and merchandize, and we are not 
desirous of taking or governing cities or countries, yet a«i all the inlmlitants 
of this plaoe, great small, were earnestly dejirons of it, and I paw it was 
for the good of the place, I wrote to the General of Bombay on the subject, 
in such manner, that at an immense expense he sent hither, on our kinoes 
ships, a great force of good and experienced men, with a large quantity ”of 
artillery, and other warlike stores of all sorts, with which I have bad the 
happiness to procure safety to the city and ease to the inhahitiuts, and have 
procured an entire onrrency to Your Majesty’s orders in the place; and Your 
Majesty’s anthodty, by all ways in our power, will be reserved in the place 
as it used to be, and you will consider the English as desirous of receiving 
your orders, such being the intention of the Governor of Bombay and myself, 
whose whole power will be used to maintain the castle that we have possessed 
ourselves of for Your Majesty, and to preserve the bur and sea open against 
all opposers on your behalf; for we sh^l not apply the Tanka you have gmnt- , 
ed for this purpose to others, as has hitherto b^n tlie case; and since our 
having done this, the enemies that surrounded the place, lK>th by sea and 
land, to its great prejudice, have been removed.

1800, or the 19th of Zilhuj 1214 of the Hegira. 

■Whereas the Honourable the English East India Company have been 
subjected to a heavy expense for the protection of the city (rf Surat, and 
whereas the existing system of ioternal government in the said city has 
been found inadequate to the protection of the persons and property of the 
inhabitants; and whereas the Right Honourable the Earl of Mornington, 
Governor-General of the British possessions in India, and the Nawab 
Nuseerooddeen, etc., are mutually desirous of providing more effectually for 
the external defence of the city of Surat, and for die security, case, and 
happiness of the inhabitants, the following Articlee of Agreement are con¬ 
cluded on behalf of the Honourable English Company and their suocessors 
by the Honourable Jonathan Duucan, Governor of Bombay, vested with

Aaticlb 1. 

The friendship subsisting between the Honourable English Company and 
the Nawab Nuseerooddeen Khan, etc., is hereby strengthened and confirmed 
and the friends and the enemies of one shall be considered to be the friends 
nud the enemies of the other. 


Abtiolb 2. 

The Nawab Nuseerooddeen agrees that the management and collection 
of the revenues of the city of Surat, and of the territories, places, anl other 
dependencies thereof, the administration of civil and criminal justice and 

f eucrally the whole civil and military government of the said city and its 
ependencies, shall be vested for gvct entirely and .exclusively in the Honour¬ 
able English Company.

It is agreed that the Nawab shall be treated on all occasions with the 
same respect and distinction as his predecessors.

The English Company agree to pay to the Nawab Nuseeroc^deen and 
his heirs, out <i the royenues of Sumt and its dependencies, m 
quarterly payments, one lakh of Rupees annually, which aball be conside^ 
to be the first charge payable from the said revenues.

Governor of Bombay, to His Excellency the Nawab of 

Surat, dated the 20th April 1818, 

AfUr have had the pleasure of receiving Your Excel¬ 

lency's obliiring letter of the 16 th of Jemmadee-ool-Awul, communicating to 
me Your Excellency's assent to the proposition recently made to Your Ex¬ 
cellency by the Chief of Surat on behalf of this Government. 

Your Excellency may be assured that in suggesting the arrangement, in 
which Your Excellency has expressed your acquiescence, the government con¬ 
sulted your interests as well as the interests of the Honourable Company, and 
it is very acceptable to me to find Your Excellency is entirely satisfi^ with 
that modification of the existing engagements between the Honourable Com¬ 
pany and Your Excellency; at the same time I beg Yonr Excellency will be 
assured that these enga^ments are not to he considei-ed as otherwise altered 
in any respect, but on the contrary are now confirmed and ratified.

Whsreas, by the coaqaest of the territories of Bajee Rao, the laie 
Peiahwa, and the complete extinction of his power, the rights possessed by 
his govercment are now transferred to that of the Honourable East India 
Company; and whereas it is desirable to hx with precision the future relations 
between the said Company and Ragbojee Angria, the following Artiolee 
have been agreed upon 

Artiols 1. 

The friendly relations which have long subsisted between ^e Honourable 
East India Company nnd the Colaba State are hereby confirmed, and the 
British Government agrees to afford its protection to the Chieftain of Colaba 
against the attacks of any other State. 

Articlb 2. 

Ragbojee Angria, in coDdderation of such protection, engages, on his 
pari, not to employ in bis service any foreigner of any description whatever, 
whether European or American, nor to allow such foreigner to reside within 
his dominions without the permission of the British Oovernmeot; and in the 
event of any such person an*iving within bis dominions, to report the 
appearance such person to the British Government; neither will he enter 
into any treaty of alliance or commerce with any of the Native States, but 
place bis sole reliance on the protection and support of the British Govern- 
ment in the enjoyment of bis rights. And for eeeuring the objects of this 
stipulation, it is further agreed that no oommnnioatton or correspondence shall 
be holden by the State of Colaba with any other Potentate or State without 
the previous knowledge and aanction of the Honourable Company's govern¬ 
ment, but the Colaba State will oontinue the usual eorrespoudenoe with the 
Khan of Junjeera, Sucbeo Punt, and other umuldara on the border of the 
Colaba districts, respecting disputes which arise in the mehals and depend- 
enoiei. 


Arttolb 3. 

The territories of the Colaba State being intermixed with those of the 
British Ouvemment, and it being desirable that the possessions of each should 
be concentrated by exchanges to be made on fair and just principles, it is 
hereby agreed that such exchanges as may be necessary, with a view to the 
attainment of that object, shall be adjusted by Commissioners to be nominated 
for the purpose of settling the boundaries of the British Government and 
those of the principality m Colaba. And the British Government, relying 
upon the fidelity of Ragbojee Angria, and on the fidneerity of bis acknowledg¬ 
ment of the supremacy of the Hononi'able Company, hereby guarantees to 
him, and to his heirs and successors, on the conditions hereafter specified, the 
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int^rity of his dominions, the boundaries of which will be defined by Com¬ 
missioners to be appointed in pursuance of the foregoing proTipion. 

Articls 4. 

The British Government relinquishes in favour of Raghojee Angria, his 
heirs and succors, nuzzur nuzzurana, as received or claimed by the late 
Pexshwa and his succ^sors, but reserves to itself entire supremacy over the 
Colaba State, and the right of conferring investiture on the Chief of Colaba 
on any vacancy of the musnod. And the said Raghojee Angria hemby 
«Dpges, in behalf of himself, hie heirs and successors, to act generally in 
subordinate oo-operation to the British Government. 

Article 5. 

The British courts of justice, laws and regulations, shall not be introduced 
inw the principality of Cola^ against the will of Haghojee Angria, his heirs 
and successors; but the British Government hereby requires and provides, and 
the Cliieftain aforesaid in behalf of himself, his heirs and successors hereby 
engages, for the continuance in possession of all persons actually holding 
enam and surinjam lands up to the present time, under the Sunnuds of tho 
Peishwa or the Rajah of Satara. 


Article 6. 

And whereas the said Raghojee Angria has solicited (vide A.) that tlie 
Honourable Company would guarantee to Venaik Rao Pnrsram De wan joe 
and his associates certain villages and lands, of the value of Rupees 15,001, 
08 j)er annexed list ( vide B), the whole have been assigned to him asa reward 
for his past serviocs, together with a debt due by the State of Colaba 
to the said Venaik Rao Fursram Dewanjee (vide C, D, E), not exceeding 
Rupees 2,28,287-S-l8f, and that the said Bewanjee shall not unjustly be 
molested by the Colaba State. Whereas the Honourable Company's govern¬ 
ment have undertaken the aforesaid guarantee to the said Venaik Rao Pursram 
Dewanjee, and to bis heirs and successors, together with certain other persons 
therein named, Raghojee Angna hereby engages, in behalf of himself, his 
heirs and successors, to make due provision for the payment of such amount 
as may appear on investigation to be justly due to the said Venaik Rao 
Pursram Dewanjee; and in failure thereof, he further agrees that the Com* 
pany shall be at liberty to interfere, when occasion renders it necessary, with 
a view to compel the said Raghojee Angria to place tbe said debt in a train of 
liquidation, by allotting specific funds for that purpose; but it is to be under¬ 
stood that on the discharge of the said debts, any funds which might be 
allotted to the payment thereof will revert to the said Raghojee Angria, his heirs 
and successors, on their former footing. With respect to the abovementioned 
debt, such amount as may be ascertained to be justly due shall be paid: Incase 
of any item in the account being objected to by either of the parties, as to its 
being of a greater or less amount, in the event of their not being able to come to 
an amicable private settlement between themselres, the Honourable Company's 
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government will, on inyeBtigation, decide on any such dieputed point, and 
order tbe party whoee claim may appear just to recsire credit for suoh ascer¬ 
tained amonDt. And whereas certain rights, immnoitieB, and indulgences as 
to fields, salt, batty-fields, pal, etc., now held by tbe Dewanjee and hie associates 
as mentioned in the annexed Memorandum (riifeF), may be affected by 
tbe exchange oE territories, tbe said Company engages to continue them to 
the said Pewanjee and bis associates, to bo enjoyed on the same footing under 
tbe British Government, as before under that of the Colaba State. 

Artiolb 7. 

All balances shall be adjusted witbiu a reasonable time, and engagements 
shall be taken to that effect from all persons in arrear. In default of payment 
the' parties shall be given op. 

Article 8. 

All guns, stores, and other movenble property in the iorfs and places to 
be mutually exchanged, are to be removed by the parties relinquishing the 
same. 

Abtiolb 9. 

Ksghojee Angria hereby agrees, on behalf of himself, bis heirs and sno- 
cessors, that in no case whatever shall any asylum be afforded within tbe 
limits of bis possessions to any public offenders, or to any persons desirous of 
escaping from tbe jurisdiction of tbe Company's court of justice, or from the 
authority of the revenue ofileers, or of any other branch of the authority of tbe 
Honourable Company ; and he further agrees to deliver up all such persons 
without delay, on application from snch officer or officers as the Governor io 
Council of Bombay ^all appoint for the purpose. 

Aetiole 10. 

Baghojee Angria doth hereby engage on his own part, and on the part of 
his heirs and successors, to prohibit the import and export, as well as the 
trausit of opium, within any part of tbe territories of the Colaba State. 

Abtiolb 11. 

And whereas the British Government hath bound itself to protect Ragbo- 
jee Angria, his heirs and successors, against the attacks of any other State, and 
to seonre to him the quiet possession of the territories d^ndent upon Colaba; 
smd whereas it is incumbent upon Raghojee Angria bis Buccessois to make 
permanent provision for the support of Manajee Angria now residing on the 
island of Bombay, on a stipend of Rupees 250 per mensem, allowed to him 
by the State of Colabn, the said Kaghojoe Angna hereby engages, on behalf 
of biraself, bis heirs and soccesaors, to continue payment of the said stipend of 
Rupees 260 per month to tbe British Government, as heretofore, for the pur- 
poM above stated, whilst the said Manajee Angria shall conduct himself in a 
suitable manner towards the government of Coluha, as now established; if 
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any circumstances shall hereafter give rise to complaints agwnst the said 
Manajee Angria by the Colaba administrattoo for the time beings the Fntish 
Oov'erument reserves to itself the exclusive right of deciding upon the conduct 
of the said Manajee Angria, whilst he continues to reside within the British 
dominions, and also as to the propriety, or otherwise, of the continuance of hie 
said stipend of Rupees 260^ 


Aeticlb 12. 

Beyond the boundaries of the Colaba State, as to be fixed by the exchauge' 
of territory, t^re are several villages, umuls, lauds, wuttuos, and places 
belonging to it, both above the ghfits and below them, in tuiTuff Nagota-, 
talooka Soodbagur. These, whatever on enquiry they may appear to be, will, 
after due deliberation, be coutinued as heretofore, a detailed Schedule of them 
being hereafter made out and annexed to this Treaty.

I request that the Honourable Company's govern- 
meut will satisfy him on this point.

the I4th Jemina<lee^l-Akhir (the 11th of April 1819), is transmitted to Your 
Excellency It is therein suggested that I should not only make known to 
Your Exceileacy the amount of the debt, but also (my intention) t^t the 
Dewaniee should be secured against molestation from the State of ColaM, on 
which Your Excellency would set bis mind at rest; and I have accor^ngly to

I have received your letter, dated the 27th Jemmadee-ool-Awul (4th April 
1818) noticing that Venaick Pursiam, the Dewanjee, having, during the admini^ 
tration of the late Manajee Angria, been extremely useful, and having preserved 
tile State of Colaba by maintaining the alliance with the Honourable Company, 
when Bajoe Rao subsequently br^e with the Honourable Company and come- 
meneed hostilities, certain allowances and enams badlxen granted to him, as well 
as to Bapoojee Ballal and others connected with him, by the goyemment of 
OoUBa, as detailed in a separate Memorandum, which wew to be enjoyed by the 
respective parties and their heirs unmolested, even though the Mid Dewanjee 
should no longer act in the administration; that bis claims against the State 
shonld be satisfied according to what might appear to be justly due, and that 
he should be protected by it, whenever occasion might render such protection 
necessary; requesting at the same time, that the Honourable Company e 

f ovemment satisfy him on these points. In couseqaence of this application, 
ba've affixed roy signature os guarantee to tjie Momorandiim of the enams 
and allowances grantM to bim and to his dependants, which was transmitted 
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under your mortab (seal), amountiog to Bupeea 15,001; but as you bare 
omitted to state the amount of the debt, and conbned yourself to a declaration 
that protection would be extended to bia concerns, I am unable, under such 
gencrU expression, to satisfy bim on this point.

Memorandum from Fursram Skekdhtjr at Aptcy, year Ebidi 
wu Ashreen-wu-Myatein-wu-Ulf, a.d. 1820-21 

For many years I and my family have enjoyed privileges which were 
granted to ns by Angria in the villages under Manickghur; when, therefore, 
an exchange of territory shall take place, I trust that on Angria^s inserting an 
Article providing for the continuance of my jmvileges, the Honourable Com¬ 
pany will be pleased to cherish me and my family agreeably to what will 
remain to be given in exchange. 

1. I enjoy the vet begar (labour) and firfirmas (presents of fowls and 
fruits, etc.) of the village of Johy, turuff Humrapoor, in the Koruala distriot, 
which belong to both States, vie.-^ 

A. As the government karaj (hay snd wood) required for the fort, and 
also the vet (labour), have been given to me, I t^e roar weeks^ labour from 
each man annually. 
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B. It IB the ouatom to receive two fowls every year from each house. 

C. It is the oastom to receive two pumpkins every year from each house. 

D. It is the custom to receive ten loads of sajhay from each person, in 
order to thatch the house. 

E. Eor the Juuum Ustamee in the month of Shravun, there may be 
about six or seven pots of buttermilk, and it is the custom to receive half a 
Rupee as the price of each pot. 

2. I enjoy a kowl (lease) and exemption concerning the nugde kharee 
(salt batty ground, whose rent is paid in money), and nugdi begah oathaulee 
(sweet batty fields, whose rent is paid in monej), for their embankment. ^ 
I laid out expenses in embanking them, an indulgence has been allowed iu 
the rent, aod an exemption from bouse and buftalo tox. Vet begar (labour) 
and firfirmas (presents of fowls, ^uits, eto.) have been granted to the people 
for keeping in order the salt batty ground and fields and gardens. 

3, We enjoy goora wareys (sheds for cattle) and pasturage lauds. 


Schedule of the Exchange of Territory lately concluded 
between the British Government and Raohojbe Anoria, 
Chief of the State of Colaba, under the 3rd Article of 
the Treaty, 16th August 1822. 

In the 3rd Article of the Treaty concluded between the British Govem- 
ment and Bagbojee Angria, the Chief of Colaha, as ratified by the Governor* 
General on the 16th August 1823, and by the Chief on the 12th Ramzan Soor 
Sun Isuney Isbreen Myatein wu-Ulf (8rd June 1822^, it is stated that the 
territories of die Colaba State being intermixed with those of the British 
Government, and it being desirable that tbe possessions of each should be 
concentrated by exchanges to be made on fair and just principles, it is hereby 
agreed that such exchanges as may be necessary with a view to tbe attain¬ 
ment of that object shall be adjusted by Commissioners to be nominated for 
the purpose of settling tbe boundaries of the British Government and those 
of the principality of Colaba; and the British Government, relying upon the 
fidelity of Ragbojee Angria and on the sincerity of his acknowleda^ent of the 
supremacy of tbe Hon^ble Company, hereby guarantees to him, and to his hein 
and succeesors, on the condition hereafter specified, tbe integrity of his domi¬ 
nions, the boundaries of which will be defined by Commissioners to be 
ap{H)inted in puisuance of tbe foregoing provision; agreeably to which Com¬ 
missioners having met, and having settled the following exchanges and adjust- 
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menu of the frontier, the same are

TkejLTy of Perpetual Feiendship and Alliance between the 
noNouEABLB East Inlia COMPANY and His Highness 
Maharajah Pbbtaub Shbeaw, his heirs and successors, 
concluded at Sataba, the 25th September 1819, by Captain 
James Grant, Political Agent, on the part of the 
Honoxteable East India Company, and Vitttjl Punt 
Fuenavees on the part of the Uajah, by Tirtue of full 
powers from their respective governments.—1819. 

'Wbereae the British Governmemt having deteimined, in consideration 
of tl>e antiquity of the house of His Highness the Bajali of Satara, to invest 
him with a sovereignty sufficient for the maintenance of bis family in comfort 
and dignity, the following Articles have been agreed to between the said 
government and His Highness 


Abticls 1. 

The British Government agrees to cede in perpetual sovereigntj to the 
Pajah of Satara, his heirs and successors, the distiicts specified in the annexed 
Schedule. 

Articli 2. 

The Rajah, for himself and for his heirs and successors, engages to hold 
the territory in subordinate co-operation vith the British Government, and 
to be guided in all matters by the advice of the British Agent at His High, 
ness* Court 

Articlt S. 

The Biitish Government charges itself with the defence of the Rajah’s 
territories and engages to protect His Highness from all injury and aggres¬ 
sion. The Rajah, for himself and for his hdrs and successors, engages to 
afford every facility to the purchase of supplies for such troops as may be 
stationed in his couutiy, or may pass through it, and the pasture lands now 
appropriated for the use of the troops are to be permanently given up to 
them. The Rajah likewise, for himself and for his heirs and successors, 
engages to afford aU the assistance in his power to the British Government 
in all wars aud military operations in which it may be engaged. 

Articlb 4. 

His Highness, for himself and for his heirs and sucoesaore, engages at 
no time to increase or diminish the military force without the pirevious know¬ 
ledge and consent of the British Government. 
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Article 5. 

The Itajah, for himself and for his heirs and Buccossors, engagres to for¬ 
bear from all interoourse with foieigm powers, and with all sirdars, jaghiredai’s, 
chiefs, and ministers, and all persons of whatever description, who are not by 
the above Articles rendered subject to His Highness' authority; with all the 
above persons His Highness, for himself and for his heirs and successors, 
engages to have no connection or correspondence. Any affairs that may arise 
with'^them relating to His Highness are to be exclusively conducted by the 
British Government. If (for the purpose of forming matrimonial connexions 
for His Highness' family, or for any similar purpose) His Highness has 
occasion to communicate with persons not rendered subject to his authority 
by this agreement, such communication is to be made entirely through the 
Political Agent. 

This Article is a fundamental condition of the present Agreement, and 
any departure from it on the Eajah's part shall subject him to the loss of all 
the advautages he may gain by the said Agreement. 

Artioli 6. 

The Eajah shall ultimately have the entire management of the country 
now ceded to him ; but as it is necessary, on account of the recent conquest 
of the country, that it should at first be governed with particular care and 
prudence, the administration will for the present remain in the hands of the 
British Political Agent. Ihat officer will, however, conduct the government 
in the Rajah’s name; and in consultation with His Highness, and in proTOr- 
tion as His Highness and bis officers shall acquire experieace and evince their 
ability to govern the country, the British Government will gradually transfer 
the whole administration into their hands. He will, however, at all times 
attend, as above agreed, to the advice which the British Political Agent 
shall offer him for the good of bis State, and for the maiutenance of general 
tranquillity. 

Akticlb 7. 

The possessions of the jaghiredars within Hie Highness' territory are 
to be under the guarantee of the British Government, which, on the other 
hand, engages to secure their performing the service which they owe to His 
Highness according to established enstom. 

Article 8. 

All persons guilty of murder, treason, robbery, or other great offences, 
who may fly from the tenitories of the Company into Ihoee of the Eajah, are 
to be given up to the British Government. In like manner all criminals, 
as above described, who may fly into the territories of the British Government, 
are to be given np to the Rajah. For the better execution of justice and 
prevention of crimes, the Rajab cousents that the officers of ^^e British 
Government may pursue criminals and apprehend them in bis territory* 
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Abticls 9. 

The ghauts are to be the general boundary of the Eajah's territory 
towards the Concan. “Where no^ epecidc exception is made, those mountains 
are to be incloded within His Highness' territory. 

A survey is to be undertaken as soon as convenient to fix the frontier 
where the mountains ran into the plain. The British Governuient reserves 
to itself the right of retaining such portions of t^ mountains so situated as 
may be necessary to make a clear frontier, or for other purposes. 

The British Government also reserves to itself the right of cutting 
timber on the western sides of the ghauts. The customs in the line ot 
ghauts are to be levied by the Company, and an equivalent allowed to the 
Bajah. 

Asticlb 10. 

The Honouxahle Company and the Bajah agree to enter, as soon as may 
be convenient, on a commercial Treaty, and in the meantime the Bajah, for 
himself and for his heirs and snocessore, engages to adopt the same system 
with regard to oostoms as that which may be adopted by the British Govern* 
ment in its adjoining territories. 

AntiCLB 11. 

This Treaty, consisting of eleven Articles, being this day settled and 
concluded at Satoa by Captain James Grant and Vittul Pant Purnavees, 
Captain Grant has delivered to His Highness Maharajah Pertaub Sheeaw a 
copy of the same in English, Mahratta, and Persian, under the seal and 
signature of the said Captain James Grant, and His Highness Maharajah 
Pertaub Sheeaw has delivered to the said Captain James Grant another copy, 
also in English, Mahratta, and Persian, bearing His Highness' seal and signa* 
tore; and the aforesaid Captain James Grant has engaged to procure and

Such villages or umnls as belong to the Putwurdhuna within the bonnd- 
aries of any of the abovementioned pergnnnaha are to be continued to be 
possoeaed by them, subject to such exchanges as the British Governmeiit mav 
see fit, and in like manner such villnges and umuls as belong to the Rajah, 
which may be situated within the pciguanahs or turrufis belonging to the 
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British OoTernmeot or the Putwardbans, will be liable to such eiohaDges as 
the British Government may deem proper for the general oonvenience of ihe 
parties concerned. 

The E^jah shall have power to make snob exchanges with the Sajah of 
Aknlkote, Pant Sucheo, and the jagbiredars subject to his authority as 
may be desirable to the parties conoerned, for the purposes of oonsolidatiDg 
their respective possessions, provided that such exchanges be undertaken with 
the immediate concurrence of the Agent of the British Government. 


This Schedule was substituted in 1826 for the original Schedule attached 
to tl>e Treaty. 


No. OXXXII. 

Articles of AcREEiiBNT between the Honourable Company on 
the one part and His Highness the Rajah of Satara on 
the other, regarding a cession, by His Highness, of certain 
lands and the village of PAUR,onthe Mahableshwur Hills 
in the District of Jaolee, in exchange for the village of 
Khundala in the District of Waeb, dated the 16th May 
1829. 

Articlb 1. 

The Honourable Company's Government considering it an object of great 
importance to establish a Convalescent Depdt at Malcolm Petb, situated ou 
the hills contiguous to, and south of, the village of Mahableshwur in the 
District of Jaolee; and it being necessary that a tract of ground should be 
ceded for that purpose, both in reference to the expense which mnstbe incurred 
by tho British Government in forming such an establishment, as well as 
to induce others to make such outlays on account of buildings as will render 
the advantages arising from the climate generally accessible to all who may 
be desirous of availing themselves thereof; and also for the more eSectnal 
control and government of the settlement, His Highness the Kajah of Satara 
hereby makes over, in full sovereignty and in perpetuity to the Honomuble 
Company, the lands adjoining the said Peth or mart call^ ** Malcolm Petb,'' 
which are contained within the red line in the map or plan, and the measure¬ 
ment and bearings of which are particularized in the Schedule,''^ both of 
which documents are annexed to this agreement, and the latter of which is 
denominated a Statement of measurement of the boundary of the tract 
attached to Malcolm Peth and the Convalescent Station on the Mahablesh*

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,wur Hills/'' ihe whole tract oomprisiu^ a space of about 8 square miles, 10 
square furlougs, the oiroumfereoce thereof beitrg about 15 miles. 

ABTICtB 2. 

His Highuess further cedes, for the same purposes, and in order to pre¬ 
clude the lil^lihood of disputes and misunderstnudiugs between His High- 
uesB^B officers and those of the Honourable Company, the Feth and lands of 
the village of Paul, with the exception of the Fovt of Pertabghur and its 
established lands; and also such part of the road leading from the boundary 
of the cession speciiied io the preceding Article to the top of the Paur Ghant, 
as may not be within the limits of the village of Paur, and a space of two 
hundred yards (English) on each side thereof. 

Article S. 

For the better deHuiug of the lands, as well as the line of two hundred 
yards on each side of the road (ns speoi6M in the 2nd Ai-tiole) now ceded by 
His Highness to the Honourable Company, landmarks will heicafter be put 
up with the mutual consent of the contracting parties. 

Abticli 4. 

In exchange for the above cessions, and io consideration of His High¬ 
ness's finishing the road now making to the Paur Ghaut, the Honourable 
Con^ny hereby cedes in full sovereignty and iu perpetuity to His Highness 
the ^jah of Satara, the village of Khundla situated at the bottom of the 
Eamatkee Ghaut in the district of Wace, with all the lauds, revenues, aud 
rights of the Honourable Company in the same. 

Artiolb 5. 

The Honourable Company engages to levy no duties on the sale or transit 
of commerce on the line of road or in the tract of the country now oeded, 
with the exception of the Bazar duties, which now are and have always been 
levied in the Peth or village of Paur, and His Highness ^lues to remove 
from the top of the Paur Ghaut his station for collecting duties; establishing 
the same at such place or places within his own limits, ou the interior of the 
tract now ceded, as may be most oonveuient.

All Articles of the Treaty of Satara, dated the 25th September 1819, 
which are not abrogated or modified by the present supplemental Ti*eatv are 
hereby confirmed. • 


Artiolb 2. 

. Jj' ^ hereby explicitly declared that the Raja has no present or prospect¬ 
ive title or claim to uny territory situated beyond the boundaiics of the Satara 
State, as the same are laid down in the Schedule, dated the 29th of March 
1826, annexed to the aforesaid Treaty as follows 

'‘ The frontier extends from the Kistna and Wurna on the south, to the 
Neem and Beema on the north, and from the western ghauts or Syadree Hills 
on the west, to the districts of Punderpore and Beejapore on the east/^ 


Article 3. 


In modification of Article 7 of the aforesaid Treaty, and to chviate foture 
disputes, the jaghiredars herein named, r*a.—

There wm formerly a jaghire in your possession for contingent, etc. The 
Lsloohs of Chickodeo and Manowlee have been given to others by the British 
Govei^ent; these have been deducted. The grants in the old jaghire, and in 
lien of the mokassa and other items of revenue in the NawaVs country, with 
the jaghire now fixed to be granted by the British Government altogether 
for personal allowance and establishment, amount to Rupees 50,000; 
Rupees 12,000 is allowed in addition to support the dignity of Sir Lushkur, 
in Imu of what has been discontinued under this head. With the exception 
of this sum of Rupees 62,000, the rest of jaghire is held for the support of a 
contingent of borse,^ In the Tynat Zabita the contingent required is of the 
wee kinds; the maintenance of these would be more than you could perform. 
The service of the British Governmeotis throughout the whole year, without 
excuse. The horses are required to be good and effective. The amount of 
oontmgent at the rate of Rupees 300 per horse is 1,107 ; three-fourths of these 
u^re relinquished, and a fourth of the contingent was fixed, amounting to 
277 horse. You have requested to have 27 horse further reduced, and have 
agreed to fuinish 250 ; this is accordingly granted as you wish.
